My Lord, 

your Anceftors make a very confiderable 
Figure in the Hiftories of their Country, 
from the earlieft Periods that noble Fa- 
milies are diftinguilhed from one another 
by hereditary Sirnames, and that feveral 
of them have had a great Share in thofe 
publick Tranfaftions which are the Subject of the follow- 
ing Hiftory j I thought I could not, in Juftice to the 
Memory of my Author, who had the Honour to be a 
Cadet of your Family, addrefs his Work fo properly to 
any Patron as to his own Chief. 

I fhall 
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I fhall not here take the Liberty to give any Account 
of the Conduct of your Lordfh'ip’s Forefathers, left the 
Relation, tho’ made irrthe mod impartial Manner, fhould 
have too much the Appearance ot Panegyrick, a Subject 
ever ungrateful to real Worth, and Blocking to a modeft 
Ear. I fhall only beg Leave, for the Satisfaction of thole 
who .read our Scottijh Hiftory, to give a fliort Account 
of the Rife of thofe two chief Branches of the Family of 
Lindesay, viz,. The Earls of Crawford, and Lords 
Lindesay of The Byres, without taking any Notice 
of the original Source of the Family, or of tracing it 
further back, than to the Perfon of James Lord Linde - ; 
fay of Crawford, who was the Father and Founder of 
thofe two noble Fatnilies ; both which are now reprefen- 
ted in your Lordfhip. 

The Lord James was the eldeft Son and Heir of 
Lord James Lindefay of Crawford, who was one pf the 
fmall Number of tnofe Barons, that were determined to 
risk their Lives and Fortunes for the Honour of their . 
Country," and fo prefer a Life of Toil afid Hazafd, to 
inglorious Eafb, attd Unmanly Quiet,! father than* to fub- 
mit to that difhonourable SUrrendry of the Independency 
of the Crown to Edward L 

This Gentleman, with his Brother Robert Lindefay, 
and Coufin Roger Linde fay ( who is faidf to have been * 
the Founder ot the Family of DUnroddis ) were ampngft 
the firft that joyned and confederated themfelves, with 
that matchlefs Hero, and Miracle of human Nature, 
William Wallace , *ho was a younger Son of Wallace of 
Ellerjlee , by the Heirefs of bmdefay of Craigie ( another 
confiderable Branch of your Family) whofe Arms' are 
ftill carried in the Achievements of the Wallaces of Crai- 
gie, who have been ever fince poffeft of the Eftate. 

* . ‘ * 

During the (Dourfe of thefe Wars, thofe Gentle- 
men, with a great many of their Kindred and Followers, 

loft 
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loft their Lives, which they had generoufly (pent, in Ha*- 
zards, Toyl, and conftant Alarms, ^n the glorious Caufe 
of Liberty : And Lord James , of whom I fpeak, whb 
was the eldeft Son of Lord James that was killed with 
Wallace , and the Heir of the Family, continued to tread 
in thofe rugged Paths of Virtue, which his Forefathers 
had, by fo many Examples, pointed out to him. He 
was eminently remarkable for all their Virtues, especially 
for thofe valuable Qualities of Refolution, Steadinefs and 
Integrity, peculiar to his Family. He was the firft Man 
of Quality, who, by previous Concert, met King Robert L 
on his Arrival in Anandale , when that Prince was deter- 
mined to take on him the Government of his Country, 
and fo afTert its Freedom and Independency. He adhe- 
red fteadily to the Interefts of his Country, under the in- 
comparable Adminiftration of this magnanimous Prince. 
He was with him in every Action, and nad more than an 
ordinary Share of every Hazard and Fatigue, until he was 
killed at Stirling-Bridge, fighting at the^Head of a Body 
of Troops that were commanded by that celebrated Cap- 
tain, Thomas Randal Earl of Murray, the King’s Nephew* 

This Lord James left behind him three Sons ; 'Da- 
vid the eldeft, who fucceeded him in his Honours and 
Eftate ; Alexander Lord Lindefay of Clenesk the Second, 
who married Katharine Stirling Heirefs of Clenesk ■, and 
William Lord Lindefay of The Byres the third Son, who 
married Eufhame Moor , the only Daughter and Fleirefs 
of Sir William Moor of Abercorn , by whom he got the 
Lordfhip of Abercorn , and the Eftate of Dean that was an- 
nexed to it. 

David, the eldeft Son, was killed in the Battle at Ban- 
nockburn , and left behind him only one Son, David, who 
fucceeded him in his Honours and Eftate. 

e Alexander Lord ;l of Glenesk, the fecond Son, was, in 
the .Minority of King David Bruce , with feveral Hun- 

b dreds 
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dreds of his Followers, and fourfcore Gentlemen of his 
Name, killed in the Battle at Dupline. And William Lord 
of T he Byres , the third Son, and his Nephew Lord Da- 
vid * of Crawford, were both killed in the Battle at 
Halidonhill. 

Lord David of Crawford, dying without male IfTue 
of his own Body, was fucceeded by his Coufin-german, 
David Lord Lindefay of Glenesk , the eldeft Son of Lord 
Alexander who was killed at Dupline , not only in his 
Honours and paternal Eftate, but like wife in all tnofe ex- 
tenfive Acquifitions, which had been granted to the Fa- 
mily upon the Forfeiture of the great John Cuming of 
Badenach , whom his Grandfather, Lord James , killed in . 
the Church of Dumfries , vise. The Lordiiiip of Badenach , 
Lochaber , Stradown , or Strathovm , Glenlevit , and Brae of 
Murray. - i 

From this Period, the male Defendants of thefe two 
Brothers, Lord Alexander of 'Glenesk, and Lord William 
of ‘The Byres , continued in two diftindt Families j the 
firft, under the Title of Earls of Crawford, and the 
other by the Title of Lords Lindefay of e The Byres j until 
the Reign of King Charles I. when tney were again united 
in the Perfon of your Lordlhips Great Grandfather, John 
Earl of Lindefay , in this Manner. 

David Lindefay , Earl of Crawford, did, in the Mi- 
■*. nority of King James VI. enter into a Contract of Tailie 
with Robert Lord Lindefay of The Byres , your Lordlhips 
Great Grandfather’s Father, whereby they mutually pro- 
vided their feveral Dignities and Eftates to each other, 
upon the Failure of their nearer male Iffue, refpe&ively. 

This 


* Thdc is a Charter granted by David Donmtus Lindefay de Crawford, defigeed Fifius 
Davidis ftlii quondam Jacobi, of the Lands' of Gilmertoun in Eafi-Lothian, in favours of WiU 
ham Lord Undejay of The Byres, his Uncle, and the lawful Heirs male of ht Body ; and 
fading of them to Alexander Lord Lhtdefoy of Glenesk, his other Uncle, and the lawful 
Heirs male of his Body $ and failing of both* to return to the Granter, and to his Heirs 
male whatfomever. 
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This Earl David was fucceeded by his eldeft Son Da- 
•bid, who, dying withput lawful Heirs male of his own 
Body, was fucceeded by his Brother Sir Hary Lindefay of 
Carre /ton, and he was fucceeded by his only Son Earl Lu- 
dovick , who entred into a fecond Contract of Tailie with 
John Earl of Lindefay , your Great Grandfather, who was 
the eldeft Son of Lord Robert the firft ContraCter. By 
this fecond Deed of Entail, all the Articles, Conditions 
and Provifions, upon the feveral Events mentioned in the 
firft Tailie, were ratified, and of new ftipulated and con- 
firmed,; and, in confequence of it, a Refignation was 
made in the Hands of the Crown, which was accepted of* 
and the Deed was confirmed by the King, and afterwards 
ratified by an Ac! of Parliament. 

After the Death of Earl Ludovick , who was killed 
in the Wars of Germany , unmarried, and of e Alexander 
Lord Lindefay of Spnzcie, his neareft Heir male, who 
likewife died without male Iffue, John Earl of Lindefay 
fucceeded to the Earldom of Crawford, and JLordfhip 
of Gl£nbs£, & c . 

Having thus, for the Satisfaction of my Readers of 
the following Hiftory, taken the Freedom witn your Lord- 
fhip to give this fhort Account of the Succeffion of the 
Lordfhip and Earldom of Crawford, upon the Failure 
of the male Iffue of Lord David, who was the eldeft 
Son of Lord James who was killed upon Stirling-Brid^Q, 
to the male Iffue of Lord Alexander of Glenesk, nis 
fecond Son ; and thereafter, upon the like Event, to the 
male Iffue of Lord Wtlliam of The Byres, his third Son, 
in whom the Dignities of all the three Brothers are how 
reprefented by your Lordfhip : I hope I fhall be excufed, 
if I likewife take she Liberty to obferve to your Lordfhip, 
That altho* Nobility, by3irth, and a Defcent from a lone 
and numerous Race of illuftrious Men, is attended witn 
. many Advantages, that, neverthelefs* . Virtus efi fola & 
unica Nobilitas. 

Personal 
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Personal Worth is, without Doubt, the beft Title 
to Nobility j jand the fureft Mark of the genuine Iflue of 
a noble Family is, when the Heir of it inherits the Vir- 
tues, as well as the Honours, Name and Titles of the Fa* 
mily ; and that the fame good Qualities, the fame active 
Genius and virtuous Difpofition, the fame Abilities for 
Counfel and Action both in Body and Mind, and the 
fame Mildnefs of Temper and Humanity, that were re- 
markable enough in the Fathers to raife them to the Dig- 
nity of Nobility, are no lefs fo in the Son who inherits 
it. Every fuch Perfon is an Ornament to a noble Family, 
who, by adding of frelh Luftre to it, very much heightens 
and ipcreafes its Reputation, and endears it to his Coun- 
try, by adding to the Number of thofe Worthies of his 
Family, who nave deferved well of their Country.

A noble Defcent is certainly a great Spur to Virtue, 
and rarely fails to beget, in a generous Breaft, a noble 
Emulation to equal the great Deeds of thofe, to whole 
Merit one owes nis Nobility : But fhould the Reprefen- 
tative of a noble Family bury thofe great and good Qua- 
lities in Sloth and Luxury, that ought to be imployed in 
the publick Service j or fhould he, by remarkable Weak- 
nefs and Infufficiency, or by a depraved Difpofition to 
Vice or Folly, give the World juft Ground to fufpedt him 
as fpurious, fo unworthy a Conduct would, molt certain- 
ly, forfeit in him all that Reputation, Honour and Efteem, 
in the Opinion of Mankind, which his Fathers had ac- 
quired j and that voluntary Tribute of Praife, Good- 
Will, Reverence and Refpedt, would be no longer paid 
him, than the Caufe fubfifted which at firft procured it. 
To fuch may be juftly objected, that Expreflion in the

Mi Lord, 

Those natural Endowments, which qualify a Perfon 
for great and laudable Undertakings, and make one ufe- 
fiil and agreeable to Society, were fo early apparent ih 
yourLordlhip, that none, who knew you, doubted of yolir 
Decoming every Way equal, and worthy to reprefent fo 
many Men of Worth. You have Iikewife adorned thofe 
great and good Qualities, which you feem to inherit by 
Generation from them, with all the acquired Aecoitiplifh- 
ments that are proper for one of your Rank and have 
already, on every proper Occafion, fufficiently vouched 
this to the World : But thefe InftanCes I forbear to men- 
tion, or to take any Notice of the Opinion which thofe, 
who are honoured with an intimate and particular Ac- 
quaintance with you, entertain of you, left I fhould of- 
fend your Modefty. But I may «4 venture to fay, That, 
as you are now entrine upon- the Scene of Action in Life, 
if you continue to follow the Example of your Anceftors, 
and to improve and imploy your natural Talents, as they 
did, your Country cannot be difappointed of the <*reat and 
favourable Hopes which they have conceived of you. 

Your Fathers, My Lord, by their great and fignal Ser- 
vices to their Country, became the eminent and remark- 
able Objects of publick Favour. By thefe honourable 
Means did they, many Ages ago, acquire great and ex- 
tenfive Pofteftions, both of Wealth and Power, and arrive 
at the higheft Pitch of Dignity, and Titles of Honour then 
known in Europe. They have fince, by the Calamities of 
Civil War, at the Time of the Reformation, and in the 
Reigns of King Charles I. and II. wafted thofe Eftates and 
extenfive Vaftalages, in the very fame Way, and by the * 
very fame Means, by which they were acquired, in the 
Defence of publick Liberty : But if your Lordlhip fteadily 

c purfue 
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purfue the fame noble Ends, and follow the fame vir- 
tuous and laudable Courfes with them, fo as to deferve 
as well of the publick as they hatfe have done, Events 
may happen to give you an Opportunity to regain, by 
fair and honourable Means, what they have fo honour- 
ably loft. Then lhall your Country have the Satisfa&ion 
to fee your Family reftored to its ancient Luftre, and to 
the fame flourilhing State and Condition in which it con- 
tinued for fo many Ages. 

For ihy own Part, My Lord, I beg Leave to allure 
your Lordlhip, that nothing could give me greater Joy, 
than to fliare with your Friends, the Pleafure of feeing 
your Lordlhip make as great a Figure in the World, as 
any of your Predecelfors % have done ; of whom fo many 
have been juftly ranked in that high Clafs of Hero’s, who 
are, with Truth, laid to be ( in Subordination to the Re- 
gal Power ) the Guardians of their Country, and Prote- 
stors of its Liberties. I am,

beginning at King James II. fo briefly fucceeding all the Kings, Queens, 
Governors and Regents that hath been fince the Day forelaid, unto this 
Day and Date hereafter following. And furthermore, bave fought, ga- 
thered and colleded all the notable Ads done by thefe forefaid Princes in 
their Time : And all Troubles and Enormities of Confpirations fallen, 
in like Manner, in their Days, are comprehended in this Volume ; and 
fpeci'ally the Manner of the Reformation of the Religion, and what was 
done therein fince the fifty and^ eighth Year, until the threefcore and 
fifteen Years, fought, gathered, written and colleded by me Robert 
Lindefay of Fitfcottie, inftruded and learned, and lately informed by 
thir Authors, as after follows to wit, Fatrick Lord Lindefay of Tfbe 
Fyres, Sir William Scot of Ralwirrie , Knight, Sir Andrew Wood of 
Largo, Knight, Mr. John Major Dodor of Theology, who wrote bis 
Chronicle hereupon, and alfo Sir David Lindefay of The Mont, Knight, 
alias, Lyon King of Arms, with Andrew Wood of Largo, principal and 
familiar Servant to King James V. Andrew Fernie of that Ilk, a Noble- 
man of recent Memory, Sir William Fruce of Earljhall, Knight, who 
hath written, yery juftly, all the Deeds fince Floudown Field.

[ N G James I. being treafonably murdered, and the 
traicerous Slayers of him condignly punifhed for the 
lame ; yet, neverthelefs, the whole Realm was bro- 
ken and divided in it felf ; for, where ever is no 
Awe nor Fear of a King or Prince, they, that are moft 
forthy in the ingyring and forthfetting themfelves, live 
without Meafure or Obedience, after their own Plea- 
iure ; and, fo long as the King is young, great Men 
reign at their own Pleafure and Liberty, opprelBng all Men, as they 
will, without Doubt, be punilhed thereafter. 



This James I. left but one Son behind him, called James II. not 
paft fix Years of Age, who then was brought to Scoon-, and crowned by 
the Nobility : But, becaufe the King was not fufficient to govern the 
Realm for Inlake of Age, the Nobles made a Convention, to advife whom 
they thought moft able, both for Manhood and Wit, to take in Hand the 
Adminiftration of the Commonwealth : At which Convention was none 

A thought 
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thought fo convenient, as Sir Alexander Livingfton Knight, of Calen- 
dar i and therefore was made Governor, over all the Realm. And alfo 
Sir William Creighton was, of new, approved Chancellor of Scotland ', 
becaufe that he had worthily exercifed the fame Office in King "James I. 
his Time. 

I n the mean Time, Archibald Earl of Douglas , being very potent 
in Kin and Friends, contemned all the King’s Officers, in refpe& of his 
great Pui fiance ; fo many Complaints were made to the Governor and • 
Magiftrates, and efpecially upon the Men of Anandale-, becaufe he not 
only fpoiled the whole Countries neareft to him, but alfo cruelly flew the 
Indwellers thereof without any Pity : And when he was commanded to 
repair fuch Injuries done by him, he both obftinately difobeyed, and 
alio flopt others that would have amended thefe Offences ; and caufed 
proclaim publickly, "That no Man within Anandale, or . other Bounds 
whatfoever pertaining to his "Dominions , either to call or withdraw the 
reji ; v or yet , if he was called-, that he obey not any of thr King's Officers^ 
under the "Pain of Death j ailedging, That he had Privilege of the King 
to decide all Matters within the Bounds forefaid : Wherefore the whole 
Nobility, that were Men of good Zeal and Confcience, feeing Juftice 
utterly fupprefled on evefy Side, were highly commoved at the faid Earl 
of Douglas-, but durft not attempt to puniih therefore, becaufe they drea- 
ded to provoke greater Troubles, both to themfelves and alfo to the whole 
Realm, if they would invade fo great a Man. 

Through this Manner the whole Youth of Scotland began to rage 
ip Mifchief and Luff ; for* fo.lopg^s there.was ho Man to punifti^mUcll 
Herfhip and Slaughter was in Land' and- Burroughs, great Cruelty of 
Nobles amongft themfelves ; for Slaughter, Theft and Murder were 
then patent, and fo continually, Day by Day, that he was efteemed the 
greateft Man of Renown and Fame, that was the greateft Brigand, Thief, 
or Murderer : But they were the Caufe of thefe Mifchiefs, that were 
Governors and Magiftrates of the Realm. 

In this mean Time many great Diffenflons arofe an^ongft us, but it 
iq uncertain who was the Mover, or by what Occafion. The Chancellor 
exercifed his Office further than became him. He kept both the iCaftle 
of Edinburgh , and alfo our young King therein, who Was committed to 
liis Keeping by the whole Nobility j and a great Part of the Nobility 
aflifted to his Opinion. On the other Side, Sir Alexander Livingfton , 
bearing the Authority committed to him by the Confeht of the Nobility, 
maintained another Fadion ; to whofe Opinion, the Qpeen Mother, with 
many of the Nobles, aflifted very cruelly. So the Principals of. both the 
Fa&ions caufed proclaim Letters at the Market-crofies, and principal 
Villages of this Realm, "That all Men Jhould obey conform to the Let- 
ters fet forth by them , under the Pain of Death. Through which no 
Man knew whom they ihould obey ; and alfo great Troubles appeared in 
this Realm daily, becaufe there was no Man to defend the Burgeffes, 
Priefts, and poor Men Labourers haunting their kifom.Bufinefs, either 
publickly or privately, and all other feeble Perfons unable to defend 

them- 
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themfelves, who were moft cruelly vexed and affli&ed by wicked unhappy 
Tyrants, in fuch troublefom Times : For when any paft to feek Redrefs 
from the Chancellor , of Injuries and Troubles fuftained by them, thefe 
Thieves and Brigands -feigned themfelves to be of the other Fa&ion, and 
would burn their Houfes, and carry their whole Goods away before they 
returned Home. And even fuch like Mifchief befel them that went to 
complain to the Governor of the Oppreffion done to them. Some other 
good Men, moved, upon Confideration and Pity of their prefent Calami- 
nes, fuffered many fuch Injuries, and kept themfelves at Home, and 
fought no Redrefs. 

In the Middle of thefe Troubles, all Things being out of Order, 
the Qpeen Mother began to find out a Mean, bow fhe ihould diminifh 
the Chancellor ’s Power, and augment the Governor s, whofe Authority 
fhe aflrfted j fo fhe palled to Edinburgh, convoyed With a fmall Train. 
The Chancellor received her with Gladnefs, and gave her Entrefs to vilit 
her young Son ; and gave Command, how oft fhe pleafed to have En- 
trefs to the Caftle, that it ihould be patent to her Grace : But fhe very 
craftily diffembled that fhe came to intercommune with the Nobles, al- 
ledging, That there was nothing that fhe hated fo much as civil Wars 
and Diffcnfion, knowing that great Mifchief was engendred among the 
o Noblemen in the Realm ; and therefore, with a glad Will, fhe would 
that all Difcord were fet afide, and Peace and Unity to be nourifhed 
among the Lords ; and defired alfo that the King were brought up in 
the Fear of God, and honourably in the Sight or the World ’, for in 
him lay the only Hope and Reftitution of the Commonwealth to its own 
F-ft ate, and Punifhment of Tranfgreiiors for the Offences committed at 
fuch troublous Times ; and, to bring thefe Purpofes to Effeft, fhe pro- 
mifed to imploy her whole Care and Labours to bring all the Subje&s of 
the Realm to Peace and .Reft. By thir, and. other fuch like Words, the 
Chancellor removed all Sufpicion and Hatred out of his Mind, which 
he fufpefted the Queen bare toward him before ; fo followed fuch Fami- 
liarity and Kindnefs betwixt the Chancellor and the Queen, with her 
Aflifters, that fhe got Credence to vilit and haunt^Company with hef 
Son, both Day and Night, without any Impediment or Stop ; while, at 
the laft, fpying Opportunity and Time to fulfil her Purpofe, when fhe 
had fuch Liberty to enter to the Caftle, fhe gave the Chancellor to un- 
derftand, that fhe had made a Vow to pafs in Pilgrimage to the Whitt 
Kirk of Brechin, for the Heahh and profperous Succefs of her Son, de- 1 
•firing a Licence to carry away two Coffers with her Clothes and Orna- 
ments forth of the Caftle ; which being granted to her, fhe inclofed the 
young King in one of the laid Coffers, and her Clothes in another. 

Shortly after, the Watchmen and Keepers of the Place deceived 
on this Manner, fhe caufed certain Men, that knew of her Purpofe, to 
have lome Horfes ready to carry away the faid Coffers to the Shore of 
Leith, where the Coffers were embarked together with herfelf ; and fo 
fhe palled forward unto Stirling, and was paffed a great Part of the Wa- 
ter, upward, or ever the Keepers of the Caftle coaid perceive themfelves 
deceived : And when the Governor underftood the fame, he came fud- 
. . denly 
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denly forth of the Caftle of Stirling-, with all his Forces, and Deceived 
the King and his Mother with great Joy and Gladnefc, and eftcemed 
the Queen highly, that fhe had attempted fo high and weighty.a Pur- 
pofe, with great Danger of her Life, and had brought the fame to a pro- 
lperous End, both for the Wei fore of the Realm, and the King her Son : 
Therefore the Governor called all his Friends and Affifters to a Council, 
upon the $hird Day thereafter, and faid to them on this Manner. 

WHAT Troubles , intolerable Arrogancy, and hm many diverfe 
OppreJJions , to our great Rebuke and Shame , we have fuftained, hearty 
Friends , every one of you knows perfectly, fince Sir William 'Creighton, 
Captain of Edinburgh, was promoted to the Chancellory of the Realm, 
and Keeping tf our Prince, for not only he has made the baill Lands , 
pertaining to the King, tributary to him , who is a high Officer , but 
alfo would have obprejfed us with mfiffferable Tyranny , and fo Jbould 
have ufurped all Honour, Riches and Authority , and we bad been 
brought to Poverty, Shame, and. to utter Mifery , if he bad holden for- 
ward bis wicked Vurpofe and Intent. Has he not laboured, ever fince , 
without any Punijhment of wicked Limmers , and Perturbers of the 
Commonwealth, to compel all Men to obey bis Charges ? Has be not la- 
boured alfo to Jet forth and drefs all Matters , both publick and pri- 
vate, like as be had been fupreme Magiftrate, approved by the Votes # 
of this Realm? Without ‘Doubt, if this noble Lady, our Sovereigns 
Mother, through her Wifdom, Prudence and Virtue, and facially by 
the Favour of Almighty God, had not helped us all the fooner, we Jbould 
have thole d Jharp Ferfepution, ere any of us could perceive. She faffed 
to the Chancellor in Edinburgh againft my Will indeed, becaufe I knew 
his Subt\lty fo well, that be bad a marvellous Forefight of all Kind of 
Sufbicion, and of any Kind of Craft or Fraud, that may, in any Way , 
redound to his Hurt and Damage ; yea, with a marvellous Conceit , jhe 
hath taken away her Son, and brought him now to us ; whereby I un- 
derftdnd, that the wifeft Man is not always fickereft, nor yet the hardi- 
eft Man moft happy. Now the Chancellor, notwithstanding all bis Wif- 
dom and Forefight, with great Shame, hath loft the King, under the 
Colour of whofe Authority he over-ran every Man, like a greedy and in- 
fatiable Tyrant, without all Regard of Order or Humanity. Whatever 
he purpofed to do, be fet it out under the Pretence of King , whereby 
the poor People Jbould take the greater Fear and Dreadour to difobey 
him : Put now his Chance is both foul and miferable , and every Man 
will laugh him to Scorn ’, and, by the contrary to us, we have great Ho- 
nour ’, and the rather that we have in our Hands the King, which we 
defired above all Creatures in the Earth. Be of good Courage therefore , 
all the Mifcbief, Slaughter , Banifhment, Troubles and Vexations, which 
the Chancellor thought to have done to us, let us do the like to him. Let 
us alfo take up Jome Men of War, and every Man, after bis Power, fend 
fecret Meffages to his Friends, that they may all, that favour us, con- 
vene together quietly , in Edinburgh, the third Day after this, early in the 
.Morning, fo that the Chancellor Jhall not know us for to come for the Sieg- 
ing of the Caftle, while we have the Siege even belted about the Walls. 
Forward let us fee j fo ye Jhall have Subjects to you, all that would 
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have arrogantly oppreffed you. I know that we have Strength for 
this Fffett, if our Hearts Jerve us : But, I fay, the Peril and the 
Opprejfion that ye have been in, on the one Tart, the Commodity , Free- 
dom and Opportunity of Time, on the other Tart, .with the great Ho- 
nour and Glory that will follow thereupon, Jhould perfwade you more 
than my Words can do. We inlake nothing but Haraiment and Courage ; 
Chance and Fortune, which we think to effay, will fupply the reji. 

When the Governor had faid thefe Words, every Man, with a glad 
Heart and Will, promifed to afliffc him with all their Strength j yea, 
and albeit Archibald Earl of Douglas would concur with the Chancel- 
lor in their contrary j and the Queen promifed to furnifh the Men of 
War with Vi&uals out of her own Girnels, induring the Time of the 
Siege. Attour lhe faid, That no Man miftered to take Fear of the Earl 
of Douglas, that he would come to fupport the Chancellor , for he hated 
him fo highly, that he wifhed nothing more than the Ruin of the Lord 
Creightons Houfe, and his Poflerity to be rooted out utterly. Through 
this every Man took the better Courage, and promifed to do all Things 
that lay in them, for performing of the Governors Command and Charge, 
and thereafter the Convention dilfolved, and every Man paft homeward , 
to make him ready to the Effe& forefaid. But now will we return to our 
firfl Purpofe. 

The Chancellor perceiving himfelf fo craftily deceived by his Foes, 
and alfo perceiving that there was no Place, almoil, to be reconciled 
with his Unfriends, he thought that there was nothing to follow there- 
upon, in refpefl of the Lofs of the King, but utter Ruin and Deftru- 
&ion of his Houfe, Kin and Friends ; and therefore took Purpofe to fend 
a Meffage to Archibald Earl of Douglas , and defire him to have Sup- 
port againft the Governor and Queen, whom he fupponed fhortly to come 
to invade him ', which, if he would do, he promifed faithfully to make 
the faid Earl mutual Support, and fhould ftand his Friend really and 
truly beyond all others, when it fhall chance him to have ado with his 
Enemies. . . 

This Meflage fcantly ended, the Earl of Douglas, with an ireful 
Countenance, anfwered him again in Manner following. 

if is but little Skaith, I think, for me, albeit fach mifchievous 
fraitors as William Creighton, and Alexander Livingfton, that you 
call Governor, move War contrary others : And alfo it becometh not the 
honourable State of Noblemen, to help any of them , albeit ilk one of 
them bad wrecked another, fo that there were not fuch a fhing as the 
Memory of any of them hereafter to our ‘Pojlerity. As to my felf, there 
is nothing more pleafant to me, than to hear of War and Difcord be- 
twixt thefe two unhappy "Tyrants •, and namely, where the Beginning 
of their Dijfenfion is not founded upon a good Caufe, but upon a jhame- 
ful and wicked Ground. Would God I might fee a miferable Mifchief 
to befal them both , feeing they have both aeferved the fame condignly, 
through their own Ambition, Talfhood, Tride and Height : Tor I know 
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it is the very juft Judgment of God, that deceitful tyrants, fetting their 
whole ( Purpofe and intent upon Mifchief, and Wreck of others, accor- 
ding to their ‘Demerits Jhall he punifhed in the Sight of the World, and 
fpecially, feeing they have fo oft <ff ended both Noblemen and Jimple 
Men of good Life and Converfation. 

• 

Soon by this the Chancellor had received this Anfwer, the Gover- 
nor had belted the Siege about the Caftle, and invaded the lame fo Amp- 
ly, that, nothing being provided, nor well forefeen in Time therefore 
within the Caftle, the Chancellor took Purpofe therethrough to ren- 
der the Caftle in the Governors Hands ; and, to bring this more 
eafily to Effe&, he requefted the Governor, by a Herauld, to give him 
two Days Truce, that he might come forth to the Fields, before the 
Gates:, to talk and intercommune with him, upon fundry Affairs concer- 
ning the Commonweal ; and alfo promifed, by the Faith of his Body, 
to fhew him that Thing which might redound to both their Safeties, 
Welfares and Securities, contrary others that hated them both as One., 

The Governor, glad of this Meffage, accompanied with a fmall 
Number of his Friends, as were convened betwixt them, went and met 
the Chancellor at the Place appointed ; where the Chancellor revealed 
the lharp Anfwers of the Earl of Douglas, that he had fent to him the 
Time he fought Support to efchew the Governors prefent Wrath, fay- 
ing, He wijhed nothing more, than that ilk one of them Jhould deftroy 
another : Wherefore, faid he, fince this Wickednefs and Evil is equally 
manifefl to ns both \ and, in the mean Dime, if it ftmll chance us to 
continue any further in this Dead, it jhall redound to his Advantage , 
and to our great Skaith and Shame ; whereby we two Jhall be an eafy 
Trey to the Earl ef Douglas our common Enemy ; and therefore I would 
* we had Regard to the Welfare of our felves and Friends. If our Dif- 
fenfion have any further Trogrefs, it will be manifold more noifom to us, 
than if we had Wars with our own Friends ; and, as to my felf, I re- 
move all Rancour of Mind, feeking freely, from the Rottom of my Heart, 
your Peace and Kindnefs, and am content both to render my felf and 
the Caftle in your Hands , under what Conditions you pleafe to prefcribe 
to me, willing to be aHrue faithful Servant and Subjett to the Prince, 
and obedient to your felf fo long as you bear the Government of this 
Realm , after the Advife of the King’s Counfellers , and yours. 

The Governor heard thir Words very pleafantly,and had good Hope of 
better to follow hereupon, thinking well, that this prelent Difcord being 
put to Reft, and the Commonwealth put to Quietnefs, he Ihould more 
eafily reprefs all Injuries within this Realm, and therefore, with a hearty 
Countenance, he requefted the Chancellor to be mindful to do as he had 
faid ; and if he kept Promife truly, he Ihould cut off all the wicked Mem- 
bers, Perturbers of the Commonwealth, and rule the Realm, from thence, 
with great Tranquillity and Peace. Then, without any further, fo foon 
as he had put himfelf in the King and Governor their Wills, and deli- 
vered the Keys of the Caftle, in Sign and Token of the Rendring there- 
of freely, he requefted the Beneyolence of the whole Nobility preknt for 
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the Time, who held him, from thenceforth, not as an Enemy, but as a 
principal Pillar of the Commonwealth. 

After this the Governor was received in the Caftle with great Tri- 
umph and Mirth ; and there Sir William Creighton received a Gift again, 
both of the Caftle and Chancellory , like as he had before ; through the 
which fuch Amity and Friendftiip daily increafed betwixt the Governor 
and the Chancellor , and amongft their Friends on every Side, that all 
Men fupponed the fame to endure for ever unbroken. 

I n this mean Time, while the Country was waitring td and fro, in 
this Manner, there was no other Thing but Theft, Reiff and Slaughter, in 
the Sbutb and Weft of Scotland ; for Sir Thomas Hvyd flew Alan Stuart , 
Lord of Damly ( who, ere he died, obtained the Superiority of Lennox 
from the King ) at ‘Powmathorn , \hree Miles from Falkirk, for old 
Fead which was betwixt them, the third Year after the Death of King 
James I. Which Deed was foon requitted thereafter ; for Alexander Stu- 
art , to revenge his Brother’s Slaughter, manfully fet upon Sir Thomas 
%oyd, in plain Battle, where the faid Sir Thomas was cruelly flain, 
with many valiant Men on every Side. It was foughten that Day fo 
manfully, that both the Parties would retire and reft them diverfe and 
fundry Times, and rencounter again at the Sound of the Trumpet ; 
while, at the laft, the Vi&ory inclined to Alexander Stuart , as faid is ; 
and fo the whole South-weft of Scotland was divided in two Parts, and 
. never took Reft till the Deceafe of Archibald Earl of Douglas , who died 
in the hot Fever at Left air ig, the Year of God 1439. to whom William , 
his Son, - fucceeded, a young Man of fourteen Years of Age, gotten upon 
Mauld Lindfay, Daughter to the Earl of Crawford , whom the laid 
Archibald married at Dundee fometime, with fuch Triumph and Pomp, 
that never the like was feen at no Man’s Marriage. 

This William was the fixth belted Earl of that Houfe of Douglas. 
He was a young Man of Angular good Appearance in the Beginning ; 

• but, alas 1 the tender Youth, if it be not brought up in the Fear of 
God, is fo eafily corrupted, that it inclines rather to Vice than Virtue, 
efpecially through the mifchievous Company of Harlots and Flatterers, 
which are the moft unhappy and wicked Peft that ever Man, of what- 
foever Eftate and Condition he be, may be infe&ed with : For, if this 
young Gentleman had come in honeft and godly Company, without 
Doubt he had been a Man of Angular good Wit and Manhood : But he 
haunted proud and ungodly Mens Company and Counfels, and thereby 
he, to the great Contempt of the King’s Authority, at all Times accom- 
panied above his Eftate. Wherever he rode, he was convoyed with a 
thoufand Horfemen, at fome Times Two thouland, or more ; amongft 
whom he maintained a great- Company of Thieves and Murderers \ and 
would bring them to Edinburgh, or any other Towns, of fet Purpofe, 
in the King’s Sight, to let him underftand his mighty Power that he 
might raife. Attour, he thought himfelf free from the Injuries of all 
Enemies, if he reprefented the fame Arrogancy that his Father did ufe 
before ; and fo he not only embraced the whole Form and Manner of his 
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Fathers Conditions, but alfo {unmounted his Pride and Height, above 
the Expectation of any Man. He decked his Houfbold much more 
than it was before in his Father’s Time ; and alfo, by the Perfwafion of 
Flatterers, he conduced fundry wicked Tyrants, out of all Countries, to 
depend upon him, wherethrough he might be the more dreadful and aw- 
ful to every Man : While, at the laft, he took fuch Conceit of himfelf 
within his own Bounds, through the vain Flattery of his Depertders, that 
he thought no Man within the Realm might be his Fellow or Companion : 
For, it is faid, he thought but a fmall Matter to make Knights ; and 
therefore, to advance his mighty Power, he created Senators of the Par- 
liament within his own Bounds, and held Parliament as he bad been a 
King. 

• 

S i r James Stuart , Brother to the Lord of Lorn, who had married 
King James I. his Wife, a flirted the Earl of Douglas, and that through 
fome Diflenfion that was between him and the Governor and Chancel- 
lor ; by what Occafion they difcorded can no Man tell. It is fupponed 
he thought, feeing the Country lb divided, as faid is, to have had lome 
Rule in the Realm, as well as any other, by Reafon he had married the 
King’s Mother. The Governor, to reprefs Sir James Stuart' % Infolence, 
took him with his Brother and cart them both in Prifon, dreading, if 
they had reforted long together in the Earl of Douglas's Company, that 
he fhould have greater Difficulty to reprefs their Iniolence and Tyranny. 
The Queen, perceived to be highly commoved and offended at her Huf- 
band’s and his Brother’s Imprifonment, was warded alfo within the % 
Caftle of Stirling, by the Governor-, which was in his own Keeping at 
that Time, and detained there, and never was relaxed till there was a 
Convention made of the whole Nobility, in whole Prefence it behoved 
her to make Purgation, that fhe was free of all Mif-rule committed by 
her Husband, nor gave no Counfel thereto ; and promifed, if ever it 
fhould chance him, any Manner of Way, to trouble the Realm, or mo- 
left any of the Subje&s, that fhe fhould not be participant thereof in Time 
coming. After this the faid Sir James and his Brother were letten forth 
at the Requeft of the Chancellor ', and Sir Alexander Seton, aliis Gordon, 
the firft Earl of Huntley of that Name, obliged and became Cautioner, 
that fuch Enormities, . contrary the King and his Governor, fhould not be 
committed in Time coming, under Pain of Four thoufand Merks, nor yet 
to ufurp any Thing in the Commonwealth. 

Albeit the Governor punifhed and corrected thir Men according 
to their Demerits, yet he punifhed, with a greater Rigour, others, right 
honourable and ancient Men, for fmall and light Sufpicion that he took 
of them, without any Decreet or Inquifition of their Peers ; for either 
he compelled them to compone for themfelves, if he fufpe&ed them to 
make any Innovation, or elfe, without any Trial of their Crime or Inno- 
cence, they fhould incur his Danger and Indignation which was very 
hard, in reipert he was Governor of the Realm. Others, that were manifeft 
Oppreflors, were not only tholed to pafs over without any Punifhment of 
their Wickednefs, but alfo were remitted, although they had committed 
netfer fb great Crimes. This was done without the Chancellors Counfel, 
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wherethrough he was highly offended ; for he thought well, by this Form 
and Falhion of the Governor , both he and his Authority lhould be con- 
temned, and the Commonwealth, without Regard, wickedly to be over- 
thrown : But he fupprefled the Anger of his Heart, till he faw better 
Occafion and Opportunity of Time ; and thereby took Purpofe to pal's 
homeward to Edinburgh , there to contain himfelf till he was further 
advifed. 

All this Time the Governor Remained, with the King and his Mo- 
ther, in Stirling , and retained a great Guard of Men of War, as Ufe is 
in Scotland in all fuch troublous Times, about him ; and albeit he un- 
derstood the Chancellor to be a Man of high Spirit and Courage, not wil- 
ling to fit with fo many Wrongs as he had gotten, unrevenged, if his 
Power would ferve thereto ; yet, not the lefs, in refpe& he was Governor , 
having the King in keeping, and therefore all the Realm would and lhould 
obey him, he regarded no Man, ruling all Things at his Pleafure, with- 
out any Advice or Confaltation of other Nobles in this Realm. 

• ^ . 

When fuch Things were in doing, . William Earl of Douglas fent 
Malcolm Fleming of Cummernald , and .Jllan Lawder? Ambafladors to 
Charles VII. King of France , to give him the Dukery of Taurine, per- 
taining to him in Heritage, which his Grandfire, who was llain at the 
Battle of Vernoil for the Defence and Liberty of France , joyfed and 
bruiked before j and promifed faithfully, That whatfomever was con- 
tained into the Charter made thereupon, that he lhould fulfil the fame 
exadly, like as his Forebeers did before him. Charles , moved of great 
Zeal and Love that he hire toward the Kings of Scotland , and their 
Leiges, granted gladly their Requeft and Mefiage, and gave to him, and 
his Procurators, the whole Rents and Lands in France ^ that his Grandfire 
had before. On the other Side, the faid Earl of Douglas's Ambafladors, 
in his Name, gave their Oaths of Fidelity to the King of France , and 
his Succeffors, to do all Things concerning his Part, as faid is. 

The Mefiage, fped with fuch happy Succefs, as we have Ihewn to 
you already, caufed this Earl of Douglas , being of tender Age, to be 
puft up with new Ambition, and greater Pride than he was before, as 
the Nature of Youth is : And alfo the prideful Tyrants and Flatterers 
that were about him, through this Occafion, fpurred him to greater Ty- 
ranny and Oppreflion, than any Man wonted to do before, in any Age. 

But this Oppreflion and Mifchief reigned not only in the South-wejl 
Parts, but alfo the Men of the Illes invaded fundry Parts in Scotland \ 
at that Time, both by Fire and Sword, and fpecially Lhe Lennox was 
wholly overthrown. The principal Men of the Illes were Laucblan 
Mac clean ( or Maccleod ) and Murdoch Gibfon , two notable Thieves 
and Murderers. To refill thir cruel Murderers and Traitors, John Col- 
quhtfn of Lufs gathered a Company of Men, and fought at Locbloumondy 
befide Tnch-merine , where he, being overfet with a great Multitude of 
Men, was flain, with many of his Folks, fighting manfully to Death, 
and few of the Men of the Illes were flain. At that Vi&ory, Traitor* 
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became fo proud and infolent, that they burnt and berried the Country 
wherever they came, and fpared neither old nor young, Bairn nor Wife, 
but cruelly, would burn their Houfes and them together, if they made 
any Obftacle j or elfe, if they made no Debate, without Confideration 
and Pity, would cut their Throats, and thereafter carry away their Gear 
and Wares, with their Wives and Bairns, who, not witting of fuch In- 
curfions, were cruelly murdered and flicked in their Beds, without any 
Regard of old or young. Thus they raged through the Realm, without 
any Refpeft to God or jMan. 

In this Year, which was the Year of God, 1439. there arofe a great 
Dearth of Viftuals within this Realm, partly becaufe of the Labourers 
of the Ground, that might not fow nor win their Corns, through the Tu- 
mults and Cumbers in the Country ; and partly, which was moft appa- 
rent to be true, it was the very Wrath and Ire of God, to caufe us know 
ourfelves, and, through that Scourge, to provoke us to Amendment of 
Life. There reigned alfo a horrible Peft, at that Time, in this Coun- 
try ; for all Men, that were infefted therewith, died the fame Day they 
took it, without any Remedy. Attour, albeit thir three Plagues and 
Scourges reigned amongft us, yet, neverthelefs, fome Men made them, 
never to mend theirXives, but rather became daily worfe ; divers others, 
that complained upon the Enormities that they fuftained, got little or 
no Redrefs j wherefore the People began to weary, and curfe that ever it 
chanced them to live in fuch wdcked and dangerous Times. It was then 
whifpered throughout the Realm, That the Governor was the whole 
Caufe of all Mifchief that reigned, for the Time, within the Realm, 
alledging. That, fince he got the Government , every Man fuppofed that 
be bore greater Favour to bloody and mifchievous Tyrants, than it be- 
came him ; and, for the Hatred that he had to the Chancellor , he drew 
alfo his Affiftance and Familiarity to the Earl of ‘Douglas , and maintain- 
ed him only for the Chancellor’s Subverfion and Ruin : But how foon 
he knew the fame perfeftly, That every Man meant that it fhould re- 
dound to his great Hurt, that the Governor and the Earl of Douglas 
were confederate, he began to confider, and to paufe thereupon very ear- 
neftly, and took Purpofe to do fome hardy and witty Aft, wherethrough 
he fhould hazard himfelf, Kin and Friends, to be out of this prefent Pe- 
ril, or elfe be berried, and peril all for ever j while, at the laft, when he 
had fare Knowledge where the King was at his Paftime, and what Folks 
convoyed him, by Explorators, he, accompanied with certain chofen 
Men, palled his Way to the Park of Stirling , upon a mirk Night, and 
gave Command to his Friends to be in Readinefs, with their whole For- 
ces, to affift him by the Way, and to ly near hand, betwixt Lithgow and 
Stirling , if he fhould be purfued by his Unfriends ; and they that came 
with himfelf, to the Number of One hundred armed Men, to £ome but in 
a fmaty Company, at diverfe Paffages, to efchew all Sufpicion that any 
might conceive- concerning the Purpofe, if they had been met upon the 
Morrow in the Morning. 

The Chancellor happened better than any Man fuppofed ; for even, 
at the Breaking of the Day, the King came out of the Caftle to hunt 
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and pafs his Time, convoyed with a fmall Company of Horfemen, as his 
Ufe was ; or ever he could perceive the Chancellor's Folks lying in wait 
for him, he was environed and circuited round about with them, who, 
all together, faluted the King with great Reverence and Humility; 
which being done, the Chancellor requested his Grace affe&uoufly, That 
he would be fo good as to deliver himfelf forth of that Prifon, wherein 
the Governor moft wickedly detained him, to the great Skaith and Da- 
mage of the Commonwealth : Exhorted him therefore to pafs to Edin- 
burgh, or to any other Part of Scotland where he pleafed, and he ihould 
convoy him forth of all Mens Danger, againft the Hearts of all them 
that would the contrary. Attotir, it becometh ( faith he) a Prince to 
live freely , empiring above others , and not fubiett to any VaJJafs Cor- 
rection and Chajli/ement ; for that was the Welt of them that wifhed his 
Welfare. ‘ Thir Words being fpoken, the King began to fmile, where- 
through they underftood the King to be content of their Coming, and 
glad to go with them ; and therefore hint his Horfe by the Bridle, and 
convoyed him to Edinburgh. At this Time feme of the King’s Servants 
and Neighbours, that came with him forth, made Obftacle and Debate ; 
but the Governor’s eldeft Son, Sir Alexander Ldvingfton , forbade them 
to make any Impediment, faying, Jt was a vainPurpofe to firive with 
fo many armed Men , and fpecially where there was no Danger ; and 
it was better , at that Time , to fuflain a Shathe, albeit there was none ; 
and more necejfary to give ‘Place to their Enemy , than to attempt the 
Thing that was far wove their Strength. It is the Law and Courfc 
of Fortune, That he is neareft Peril and Decay, that fits prefently high- 
eft upon the Wheel ; and, by the contray, he will chance to be illuftra- 
ted and extolled, who, by Appearance, is utterly deje&ed and caft 
down. 

Soon after that the King had taken his Way to Edinburgh , there 
met him then Four thoufand armed Men, to aflift him by the Chancellor’s 
Convoy, if any Man would have invaded him, and received him with 
great Joy ; fo, before that the Governor got Word, the King was placed . 
in Edinburgh. 

I n this mean Time of the King’s Taking, it chanced the Governor 
to be a Day’s Journey out of Stirling at that Time : But when he got 
Word thereof, he fped to Stirling again with all Diligence, right felici- 
tous in his Mind, and advife’d what fhould be done ; for this vexed him 
more than .all the Troubles he had before : And he was the more crabbed 
with himfelf, being efteemed, with all Men within the Realm, a Man 
of lingular good Wit and Forefight, that he fhould have been fo negli- 
gent and ilotbfiil in. keeping of the King, whereby his Unfriends had 
great Occafion to have him in Derifion. Attour, He burnt the more for An- 
ger within himfelf, that he was fo mifchanced in this Behalf, he leaving 
his Familiars and Friends with the King, who knew nothing of this un- 
happy Fortune that had chanced him, which all his Enemies defired, 
above all Things, both Day and Night. And alfo, he believed nothing 
more than a Falfhood among tbemfelves at Home, in refpeft of his Ene- 
mies facile Prey ; Hour and Time fo juftly kept, and the King’s glad 
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Departing without any Debate or Impediment. When he had paufed 
on this Manner, up and down, and redargued himfelf for his Slothful- 
nefs, he began to ad vile how he fhould efchew all Danger, prefent and to 
come : And confidering, That it was moll unficker to commit his Life 
and Honour in the Binding up of Bands with the Earl of Douglas, who 
was but a young Man, without Knowledge and Experience of lb high 
and mighty Matters, following the Counfel of vain greedy Flatterers, 
over-running every Man that he might overcome, without either Law or 
Reafon ; through the whilk, every Man, that favoured the Common- 
wealth, efleemed him as a manifeft Enemy, . and not a true Leige of the 
Realm : And fo he thought, That if he would fully leave the Chancel- 
lor , and others his faithful Friends, and colleague with the Earl of Dou- 
glas, in Contempt of the Chancellor , who would have wrecked them 
both before, it were a ready Way to caufe himfelf, Kin and Friends, be 
defpighted and lightlied by the whole Nobility, and be deprived of his 
Government , to his great Dilhonour and Shanpe ; at the laft,’ his Bairns, 
Kindred and Friends wrecked utterly, and himfelf compelled to leave 
the Realm for ever. Shortly, he confulted with his Friends, what they 
thought lit and bell to be done in this Matter. 

The Matter long reafoned too and fro by Men of good Experience, 
they thought nothing better, than to diffemble all Offences that were 
■Bygone, with all Qyarrels and Debates, betwixt the Chancellor and him, 
to be fet afide, and to be at Unity and Concord, as they were before. 
The Governor thought this Counfel very good and fweet ; and therefore, 
beyond all Mens Expectation, pall his Way to ’Edinburgh , accompanied 
with a fmall Number of Folks, and that, namely , by the Draught and 
Counfel of two wife, godly and prudent Prelates, being in Edinburgh 
for the Time, viz. Henry Lighton Bilhop of Aberdeen , and John Innes 
Bifhop of Morray , who, being both honourable Men, entertained as well 
with the Governor as Chancellor , in all Times bygone, made great La- 
bours and Travels to' bring them to Peace and Concord, while, at the 
jail, they brought them both together in St. Giles’s Kirk, void of all Com- 
pany and Armor, and accompanied with a fmall Number of their moll 
Ipecial Friends that were about them ; then the Governor began in Man- 
ner following. 

WHEN I was in Company , fundry and diverfe Times, with wife 
and prudent Men , well befeen in Hiftories'both old and new , oftentimes 
I heard them fay, Tfbat fober Goods, with Peace and Concord, grow 
ay more and more, to great Subfiance at the lafl ; and, by the contrary , 
right potent Men , through a fmall Dijfenfion, have been brought to ut- 
ter Wreck and Herjhip. And not only have we this into ancient Hifto- 
ries of other Realms, but alfo we have the Experience of the fame daily y 
amongft ourfelves. What Skaitb and T)amage, befide the Difpleafure 
of our Hearts , which is worfi of all, have we both fuflained? What 
Lofs of Goods and Gear our Familiars and Friends have had, fince the 
Peginning of our ‘Dijfenfion, as I believe there are living Men can tell ? 
For, of Truth, we have neither Strength nor Riches that we had before, 
nor yet are we in fo honourable EJlate, neither Nobles nor with 
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Commons-, as we were wont to hem Time of \ Concord. Tbir civil Wars 
and Dijfenfions make us both odious to the ‘People ; and, becaufe it di- 
minijhes our Fame and Honour , which are more precious to its than our 
Lives, I would we took Example of the Things bygone, and not of the 
Dangers that are to come. 1 am forfooth 4he more offended. That we 
Two, to whom the Government of this Realty is mo ft gaining, and there- 
fore was given to us by the Confent of the whole Nobility, fioould be holden 
as Mocking-Stocks to every Man, and eftee.med as prideful and ambitious 
Tyrants ', and to be only the Catife of fo great Theft, Her/hip, Stealth, 
Reif and Slaughter ; whereby the whole Realm may be an eafy Prey to 
our Enemies for they defir c nothing more than our Dijfinfion, daily be- 
holding till we be both rooted out utterly. Through the which all Laws 
and Jufiice jhould be contemned ', and every Man that pleafes Jhall put 
Hand in the Kings own Perfon ', or elfe Jhall abufe all Government and 
Authority. Remember therefore, that the Nobility has put us in this 
Place, till the Kings Majejly come to perfect Age, to hold this Realm in 
Tranquillity on every Part ", to reprejs all f editions Perfons, and defend 
Innocents from the Tyrants , for by our Dijfenfm the Realm is wrecked 
and betrayed, and not ruled and governed as it Jhould be. I befeecb 
therefore, if thou has Love or Favour , either to this Realm or Prince, 
that thou wilt remove all Rancour of Heart, wherethrough the Common * 
wealth is wrecked y and kt us be reconciled again to our .old Friend- 
Jhip that was betwixt us \ for Friendjhip is the mojl happy Rand that 
can be made, for Welfare of Realms and Countries ; without the which 
no Man, private or publick, may be profitable to himfelf, nor yet to 
the Commonwealth : And therefore, let all Injuries be fet afide , having 
the We fare of this Realm affixed before our Eyes ; and, that ye Jhould 
grant the rather to this myRequeft, I forgive all Wrongs done to me, and 
Jhall repair all Wrongs and Offences done by me, at your own Pleafure 
and Will. Attour, the King Jhall remain in thy Government and Keep- 
ing till he come to perfect Age, becaufe bis Father, when he was on 
Life, committed him to thy Care and Charge ; and, as to my own Part, 
I dejire no more, but that ilk one of us love another heartfully, as it 
becometh us to ;do ’, and that the Nobility, with the Commons of the 
Realm, may fee and tmderffand us to be faithful Governors and Ma- 
giffrates of the fame, P unifiers of Trefpajfers, and Maintainers of E- 
quity and Jufiice ', the which, if we do not, but.dijfent among ourfelves, 
regarding our own private Winning more than the Welfare of the Realm , 
then our own Gear and Sub fiance Jhall vanijh away for ever , ourfelves. 
Wives and Rains put to Wreck ; and that which is worft of all, the 
King Jhall be inD anger, and tint betwixt us ', bisTreafures and Riches 
come to nought ; and finally, through our pridefttl vain Ambition, the 
Realm Jhall be an.eajy and facile. Prey to. our. Enemies. 

When the <7 overnor had faid in this Manner, the Chancellor made 
Anfwer in Manner (following.: . . ”

IT is not unknown to all the Leiges of ibis Realm, that I detefied, 
in all Times bygone, all Sedition andWVars, fettixg my whole Labours 
and Diligence to efehew the fame, after my Power ; and, as to the 
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prefent THfcord newly rifen amongjl usy which is intended through pride- 
ful and vain Ambition , gladly , with my Heart , I would it were fo flock- 
ned forth and fet afide , that there fhotild not he fo much as a Sparky 
Or any Kind of Memory thereof in Time comingy left it Jhouldy through 
fmall Occafiony afterward raife and kindle greater Hatred among us. 
1 knew perfectly y fo long as Hatred and uJi/cord reigns among ft us, 
there fioall never he Grace nor Riches within the Realm , and therefore 
1 cannot refufe both the thankful and honourable Conditions necejfary to 
myfelf and alfo to the Welfare of this Realmy and fpecially where they 
come of free Willy not coaUed nor compelled ; for I defire au Mens Amity 
and Kindnefsy and fpeciahy of them that are Governors of the Common- 
wealth y yet it is not decent that either of us decern upon this Mattery 
nor yet preferibe a Form and Fafhion to the Agreement of the prefent 
! THJcora ; for it is contrary to all Reafon and LaWy that any mini- 
fter Law unto himfelf: Refidey that whatever the one decernsy the 
Other Jhall be mifeontented therewithy and complahy That the fame 
was done by all the Heads and the Talking that was amongjl them ; 
Necejfary it is tbereforey 1 thinky for mey that fome prudent ayid witty 
Many equally for us bothy a Favourer of the Commonwealthy be chofen 
for both the Tartiesy at whofis Arbitriment and Sentence we Jhall repair 
all the Offences bygone , with all other Things concerning the Government 
of this Country j for,all Meny that have any perfeU Favour tberetOy will 
not only be careful of his Comfely and fpena bis Goods and Gear , but 
alfo they will ware their Lives to the Advancement and Welfare of the 
fame ; and efbecially they that are placed above othersy as a perfect Ex- 
ample for Adminiftration of Equity and JuJUce. 

* Thus all their Friends that flood about began to extol and love them 
both with great Thanfgiving, that both they regarded the Commonwealth 
fo much, and preferred the fame to all private Quarrels pnd Debates. 
Then bqjth the faid Parties were comprcmit, by their Oaths, to fland at 
the Deliverance of the Arbitrators chofen by them both, who Ihortly 
brought them both to Unity and Concord ; and, finally, were fo friend- 
ly confederate, that neither of them appeared ever to fail to another 
again. 

Shortly after there was a Parliament fet at Edinburghy to make 
Statutes for repairing the Commonwealth to its old Eftfcte. At this Par- 
liament many and innumerable Complaints were given in, whereof the 
like- were never feen before ; there were fo many Widows, Bairns and In- 
fants, feeking Redrefs for their Husbands, Kindred and Friends, that 
were cruelly flain by wicked bloody Murderers ; fiklike, many for Her* 
fhip, Theft and Reif, that there was no Man but he would have Ruth 
and Pity to hear the fame. Shortly, Murther, Theft and Slaughter 
were come in fuch Dalliance among the People, and the King's Afls 
came in fuch Contempt, that no Man wift where to feek Refuge, unlefs 
he had fworn himfelf a Servant to fome common Murderer, or bloody 
Tyrant, to maintain him contrary the Invafion of others, or elfe had gi- 
ven largely of his Gear to fave his Life, and give him Peace and Refl. 

But 
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But when the Lords of Parliament had confulted long, how, and in 
what Manner Matters fhould be amended and repaired ; and alfo perceiv- 
ing the Earl of Douglas to be a principal Caufe of all wicked Enormities 
and Mifchiefs ; and, by reafon of his Riches. Kindred and Friends, they 
•could not reprefs his Tyranny by Strength nor Might ; they therefore 
wrote pleafant Writings to him, purpofing to cut him off by Slight, 
Subtilty and Craft, requeuing, right affe&uoufly, the faid Earl and his 
Brother to come in for Afliftance of the Commonwealth, which, without 
him, his Kindred and Friends, could not be goodly ruled ; for, fince 
they ahftained from the Guiding of the fame, it was utterly wrecked and 
come to nought. Such coloured and painted Words they fent to this 
young Nobleman to draw him in the Snare, albeit they intended nothing 
more than hi6 Deftru&ion and Ruin : So the Earl being given to Con- 
queft, Glory and Honour to himfelf, and to his Friends ( and namely he 
not underftanding fuch fair coloured Words, "That nothing could he done 
•without him and his Kindred and Friends ) and alfo, upon the other 
Part, by the Information of fome avaritious Courtiers, and greedy Flat- 
terers that depended upon him, having Regard to their own privy Profit 
more than' to their Matter’s Fame and Honour, he took Purpofe to obey 
the Letters, and came forward to the King to Edinburgh , accompanied 
with his Brother David, whom he never fuffered to pafs a Foot -breadth 
from himfelf, and others his moft honeft Friends, believing .no Falfhood 
to bechance him afterward, in refpetft of the heartly Meffage that came 
to him by the Magiftratcs and Lords of Parliament. 

When this Earl was coming forward on this Way, as is declared, 
the Chancellor , on fet Purpofe, rode forth* to meet him, to remove all Stffpi- 
cion of Falfhood out of the Earl’s Mind, and requefted him very earneftly 
to ride to Orightoun with him, and to pafs his Time for a Day or two. 
To which the Earl of Douglas confented very gladly, and remained two 
Days, very well treated and entertained, with his Kindred and Friends ; 
where the Chancellor fwore, by his great Oath and holy Sacraments, that 
there was no Man in Scotland, except the King’s Majefty, that he favou- 
red fb well as the Earl of Douglas, and would efteem him, from thence- 
forth, equally with the Governor of the Realm. This young Gentleman, 
fettered with fuch Flattery, was allured to pafs to Edinburgh. The 
Chancellor, as he that had no privy Deceit nor Malice latent in his Mind, 
faid, with a heartly Countenance, in this Manner. 

S E IN G fo it is, that the King hath given and granted to you 
the large ft Riches and Tuijfance of any others your Friends and Neigh- 
bours, I will exhort you with all my Heart ( as him whofe Houfe , Kin- 
dred and friends are more dear fo me than all the rejl Scotland, my 
own excepted) to ftand obedient to the King’s Laws and Statutes, which 
it pleafes the Eternal God to reign above us at this Time and remem- 
ber the high fortune you are promoted to, the great Dependence of Vaf- 
fals, and Land and Man-Rents , with other great Strength and Tower, 
which needs not to be reckoned at this Time, are not come to you, that 
you Jhould be more infolent thereof, thinkitig thereby to opprefs Inferiors, 
or yet misken the Magiftrates appointed by the Tie afar e of God, and 
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the Confent of the Nobility but, rather, if .the King hath given you all 
tbir For ef aids, of his own ’Benevolence i and Fie afure, it becomes < you to 
have, him in all Honour and reverent Obedience to his Charge and Flea' 
fare, and, above all things, to defend the Commonwealth , not regar- 
ding of Land and Goods for maintaining of the fame in Peace and Reft ; 
therefore . caufe , all Enormities ;andCrimei, committed heretofore, to be 
refunded and remended .within your Founds, and ftffer not the poor 
People to be overcame and reft by Jlrong and mifchievous Tyrants, nor 
ftop no Man to be brought , to the rKing, that is a manifefi Trejpajfer or 
a Limmer, but, on the contrary, miniftenjufiice equally- within your 
Founds, as becomes you ; . and thereafter not only thole others to be pu- 
rified, but alft. to come with your whole Power and Strength io bring all 
wicked Futchers, and. manifeft Opprejfars tfitbe>Poor, to be adjudged, 
and thole condignly according to the Lawny otherwife it will redound to 

O reat Difhonour, Hurt and. Shame, to the Wreck andHerftoip-ofyour 
and Gear :, and that which is worjhqf aU, to the utter Extirpa- 
tion of your Houfe, Kindred and Friends y of the -which, fince 1 favour 
you ft well, I would not sye were the, Author ; nor yet that you Jhould 
obfcure nor blot the honourable Faffis. of martial Deeds, and the Honour 
in civil Government which 'your Forbeers, cmqueffed to their Pofierity.

T,h e, young gentleman -being; of, good; Inclination, ( if he bad been 
took the Chancellors Admonition. in good Part, pro* 
miling to repair all Things Jtbat be had counfelled, and to .obey and ferVe 
the King’s Majefty with due Honour and Reverence ; but knew nothing 
of the Chancellor s Fraud and Guile, who thought that this Realm fhould 
he in greater Tranquillity, if the Earl of Douglas and his Brother had 
been .cutted off fuddenly. : ui 
* * ; . ; ' ( r 

, After rhis they came to Edinburgh, without any Underftanding 
yrhat was devifed for their Deftruflion. Some Men judged that no Good 
was to .come of this Journey, and that through the frequent Meffages 
both coming and going betwixt the Governor and Chancellor, and there- 
fore gave Counfel, That none of them Ihould enter, at that Time, into 
the Cafte of Edinburgh, or, at Ieaft, if he entred, beft it were to fend 
his Brother David back again Home, and not to break their Father’s 
Counfel, who inhibited them, that they Jhould never pafs both together 
where there was any Appearance of Danger, Fraud or Guile, left' it 
fhould be the Wreck of themfelves and Houfe. The Earl gave no Cre- 
dit to fuch Conje&ures, fayiog he had Experience of the Governors and 
Chancellors Faith and Loyalty in fuch Cafes ; and, as to the Chancellor, 
he had fo entertained and treated him, that he could dread no Evil and 
FaUhood at his Hand ; yet fuch quiet Rumours fpread through the whole 
Company, that caufed Sir David Douglas to perfwade the Earl, his 
Brother, to turn homeward again, dreading fome Mifchief to fall upon 
this hafty Friendlhip : For the which the Earl reproved his Brother very 
Jharply, faying it was not decent for him to give Ear to fuch vain unhap- 
py Flatterers, who were the very Occafion of all DiiTenJion and Difcord 
among Noblemen, fo long as they had Place ; and therefore gave Com- 
mand, with righ? lharp, threatnipg and bragging Words, That no Man 
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in his Company meant fuch Thing, let be to fpeak the fame. But be- 
hold here a notable Cafe, and worthy to be marked ; the nearer that any 
Man be to a Peril or Mifchief, he runs the more headlong thereto, and 
hath no Grace to hear them that give him Counfel to efehew the Danger. 

The Earl of Douglas being a young Nobleman of good Inclination, 
wifer perchance than any other of equal Age with him, would neither 
give Ear to his Goodwillers and Favourers, nor yet was he content with 
them that gave the Counfel to turn homeward again, but reproved them 
highly; wherethrough fundry Noblemen, with fad, driry and quiet 
Countenance followed him, and durft not fpeak any further. It may be 
well faid of this Man, that Safety itfelf, albeit it would, could not pre- 
ferve this Man from Deftru&ion ; and fo this Man, polling to his Death, 
without further Delay, fpurreth his Horle, and came forward to Edin- 
burgb , and entred into the Caftle ; where, by outward Countenance, he 
was received with great Joy and Gladnefs, and banquetted royally, with 
all Delicates that could be gotten ; and ever that he ihould take no Su- 
fpicion of any Deceit to follow thereupon. Then, at the laft, many of 
the Earl’s Friends being fealed off the Town, and Opportunity ferving, 
with Confent and Advice of the Governor , who came then, of fet Pur- 
pofe, to Edinburgh , when the Dinner was finilhed, and all the delicate 
Courles taken away, the Chancellor prefented a Hull's Head before the 
Earl wf Douglas , which was a Sign and Token of Condemnation to the 
Death ; but the Earl and his Brother beholding this manifold Treafon, 
with fad Mipd and driry Countenance, Hart up from the Boaqd, and made 
to leap at fonie Place where they might anywile get ouc ; but then, from 
Hand, a Company of armed Men ruihed out found about them, who, 
breaking all Hofpitality, lead them to the Caftle-hill , with Sir Malcolm 
Homing of Cummernattld, and, other Gentlemen their Aflillers and Fa- 
miliars, and ihook their Heads from them. . This was done in the 
Year of God, One thoufand four hundred and forty Years. It is faid, 
the King, being of ten Years then, lamented and wept very fore, when 
he faw the Men of War bind the Earl’s Hands and his Brother’s with 
Cords ; and prayed the Chancellor, for God’s Sake, to let them alone, and 
fave their Lives for any Pleafure that he would delire him ; and therefore 
the Chancellor boafted the King right lharply, faying, That it was for 
no privy Hatred that be bare toward. the Earl of Douglas, and bis fa- 
vourers and Friends , that he Jhould thole the Death that Day , accor- 
ding to bis Deserving, but becaufe he was a plain Enemy to the Kings 
Ferfon , and a manifejl Traitor to the Commonwealth ; and fo long as 
they were on Life , the Realm would never be at Feace and Reft ; but, 
if they were cut ft, the Country Jhould be at greater Tranquillity. Then, 
from Hand, thir Gentlemen were hurled forth and execute, as faid is. 

From thenceforth the Realm was at feme Part quieter, for a Cer- 
tain Time, than it was before ; albeit, not long after this William, fuc- 
ceeded his Uncle James , Father-Brother to this William , of Jnandale , 
and Lord Ralveny, who was called Grofs James , becaufe that he was 
corpulent and grown of Body ; for this William had no Bairns of his 

Body, nor Brother to fucceed him- 
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T h i s James was the feventh Earl of 'Douglas, and was no lefs ha- 
ted by the Lieges of this Realm than any of his Predeceffors ; becaufe 
that) within ihort Space* Slaughter and Herihip reigned as fall in his 
Days, and elpecially within his Bounds, as ever it did before ; not that 
he maintained any Thieves and Murderers, but becaufe he punilhed them 
not ; for he thought ever to have excufed himfelf with his Grownnefs and 
Inability. Others thought, that, albeit he had never rifen out of his Bed, 
he ihould have had fuch Men about him, at his Command, as Ihould 
have fuppreffed all Oppreffion and Murder within his Bounds : But he 
lived not long ; for he deceafed not long after at Abercorn , the third Year 
after he was made Earl. 

This James had feven Sons, to whom the eldeft fucceeded by Tai- 
He of the Lands of the Earldom of Douglas ; but the Lands that were 
not tailied, fell in Heritage to a Sifter of the faid William , viz. The 
Lands of Gallowbay ; and therefore lhe was called. The fair Maiden cf 
Galloway. There fell alfo to her, Wigtown, Anandale , Hafaeny and Or- 
mond: And it is to be underftood, that this James , called Grofs 
James , followed the Inclination of many others, greedy to conquefs 
greater Rents to his Pofterity than he had himfelf ; thinking it was 
Wickedncfs to divide the old Heritage of a Houfe \ and, by the contrary, 
it was Wifdom to amplify the Dominions left by the Forebeers, and 
therefore to couple all thir Lands forefaid in one together : And, to that 
Effed, procured the Pope’s Difpenfation to marry his eldeft Son upon his 
Brother s Daughter, Sifter to the laid William. By this Caufe, without 
Doubt, the whole Lands ihould be united in one ; yet, notwithftanding, 
the reft of the Douglaffes fcunnered, thinking the Marriage to be unlaw- 
ful ; alfo they thought that over, great Lands and Riches were odious to 
be under a King, which, within ihoct Time, ihould be the Extirpation 
of the Sirname, and Rooting forth perpetually of the Houfe. The Prin- 
cipal of the Douglaffes that diffwaded this Marriage and Annexation of 
the Lands, were, the Earl of Angus , and Sir John Douglas of Dal- 
"keith , Knight, both defcended of the Earl of Douglas’s Houfe. When 
one hath over meikle Gear, either it provoketh the Poffefibr thereof to 
attempt fome ungodly Purpofe j or elfe, for a little Crime, or a light Su- 
fpicion that Kings and Princes take of them, fometimes they are brought 
to utter Deftrudion and Confufion. But this Earl James , named Grofs 
James , was nothing moved with their Words ; and alfo underftanding 
that the King himfelf was to put Inhibition to this Marriage betwixt his 
Bon and his Brother's Daughter, he hafted the fame with greater Dili- 
gence, not fparing the Time forbidden, as was the Ufe then, and caufed 
folemnize the Band of Matrimony. Wherefore the People, moved with 
Scrupulofity, judged and faid, That fuch a Marriage could never be pro- 
fperous and happy, which was of Truth, and the People not beguiled of 
this Opinion. Many Neighbours Feadg arofe in every Part, and that the 
lathet by this William , Son to the faid James , or elfe by his Aflifters; 
and naively by John Gormack an Atbole-Mzn, one of the principal fwom 
Tyrants to the Earl of Douglas , who, with a great Company of bloody 
Butchers, fa upon Sir William Kuibven of that Ilk, Sheriff-principal of 
Tertb} to have flaia himfelf, and reft % Brigand Thief of Athole from the 
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King’s Juftice, whom the Sheriff would have judged : But this Sir 
William Rutbcen , feeing the Danger came lo fuddenly upon him, was 
much abafed, and prayed his Friends, and Gentlemen that were with 
him for the Time, to take a good Part with him, and not to thole them- 
felves to be murdered with a Meinzie of unmerciful Thieves. And it 
was fo long foughten with doubtfom Chance, till at the laft the Sheriff was 
Vi&or, and John Gormack, with thirty of his Company, manfully flain 
upon Midfummer , One thoufand four hundred and forty three Years. 

Short While after this Combat, there followed another at Dum- 
bartoun , to no leis Damage to the Country than the other was. Robert 
Semple and 'Patrick Cowbraitb , Deputes to the King’s felf ( who then 
was fourteen Years of Age, having the Governance of this Realm in his 
own Hand ) to keep the Caftle of D umbartoun as Principals, began to 
ftrive amongft themfelves, which of them lhould be principal Captain 
thereof j and when they could not agree with Words, they pulled out 
Swords and fought right cruelly, till, at the laft, Robert Semple was 
ilain, and then Patrick Cowbraitb , being very familiar with the Earl of 
Douglas^ took the Caftle in keeping, without any further Delay. The Earl 
of 'Douglas began to mufe upon the Slaughter, how that he was judged 
the principal Mover of both the Combats, through all the Realm, and at 
Court, thinking there could come no Good of thefe Things at laft, when 
the King’s Majefty came to perfe<9: Age, if he amended not in Time j 
and therefore took Purpofe to pafs to the King in Stirling to get a Remit* 
lion of all Things, and begin to live a better Life in Time coming. So, 
being accompanied with a great Number of Folks, palled to the King in 
Stirling , and there, at the firft coming, fell upon his Knees, and put 
himfelf, and all that he had, in the King’s Will, defiring Remiffion of 
Faults committed by him, and that he might have Licence to wait upon 
his Majefty, but as the fobereft Courtier in his Majefty *s Company j 
which if he would do of his gracious Mercy, he promifed to be as fer- 
viceable as any Man within the Realm ; and alfo fwore the great Oath, 
that he fhould purfue all Thieves and Brigands at the uttermoft of his 
Power. The King, with great Humanity of this Nobleman, offering 
himfelf willingly in the King’s Hands, not only remitted his Offences, 
but alfo made him Principal of his fecret Council, and ufed him moft fa- 
miliar of any Man a long Time thereafter. This William-, being fami- 
liar with the King, bore himfelf very pleafantly to every Man, and did 
nothing but that which appeared to all Men to be well done for the Wel- 
fare of the Country ; fo, creeping Piece and Piece in the King’s Conceit, 
tarried upon Opportunity of Time to be revenged upon his Enemies, 
and namely upon Sir William Grighton Chancellor, who fo mifchantly 
had put down his Eames, William Earl of 'Douglas , and David his 
Brother. 

While the Earl appeafed his Anger on this wife, the Chancellor , 
perceiving that he was offended with him, denuded himfelf of the Cban m 
cellory , and palled his Way, with his Kindred and Friepds, to Pdin- 
burgby thinking that he might moft eafiiy, being fo. the Caftle, elchew 
the Danger and Injuries that the Earl of Douglas jras preparing fbr him; 
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and furniffied the Caftle with Munition, Men and Visuals, ftrongly: It 
is to be underftood, that not this Gentleman alone feared the Earl of 
Douglas, but alfo the Governor , dreading him in the fame Manner, de- 
nuded himfelf of all Offices and Charges that he bare, except the Keep- 
ing of the Caftle of Stirling , and departed haftily out of the Court. Then 
the Ear 1 of 'Douglas-, by Vhofe Moyen and Convoy the whole Realm and 
Court was guided, thinking he had fufficient Time and Opportunity to 
revenge all Injuries done to his Friends before, caufed fummon Sir Wil- 
liam Crighton fometime Chancellor , Sir Alexander Livingfton fometime 
Governor , with his two Sons Sir Alexander and Sir James , Knights, 
all, by an Herauld, to und^rly the Law for fuch Crimes as the King’s 
Majefty was to lay to their Charge; with Certification, That if they 
compeared not, they Ihould be denounced Traitors to our Sovereign’s 
Highnefs. Befides this, he thought, if they compeared, that he Ihould 
get bis Will of them. Thir Noblemen being fummoned, as faid is, wrote 
again an Anfwer to the King, devifed by all their Confents, faying, ‘There 
was nothing more dear to them than the Welfare of the King’s Perfon , 
and the Stability of this Realm, ready with fuch Obedience and Ser- 
vices as became Subjects to their Prince ; but becaufe they blew the 
deadly Enemies , who ruled the Realm , working all to their Confufion 
and utter Ruin , likely to obtain their wicked Intent , partly through the 
great Favour that the King bore to the Earl of Douglas, and partly 
through his great Puijfance, they jhould be overthrown if they came in: 
Therefore it was expedient for them to give Place , and flee the Fury of 
their Enemies-, till all Injuries were fet at Reft and ineafed , and the 
Commonwealth in Tranquillity and ‘Peace , and then they Jhould do fuch 
Honour and Reverence as became them duly for the Welfare of the Re- 
alm , for it is very unlikely to commit themf elves to this prefent Danger , 
which they knew perfectly to come in. At tour, as to the King’s Com- 
mandment and Charge , it was thought unworthy that Maintainors of 
Thieves and Murderers , being furrogated in their Places, who were 
conftitute and called to the Government of the Realm by the Votes of the 
Dor ds of Parliament, ruled the fame with the Favour of all good Men, 
till now that the King’s Majefty, deftitute of fuch Noblemen, Favourers 
of the Commonwealth , by the Counfel of potent and ambitious Tyrants , 

\ laboured daily to promove all mifchievous Tyrants to Honours and Dig- 
nities, to the heavy Danger of the Commonwealth, and dreadful Terror 
of the King’s Lieges of the Realm. 

How foon the Earl of Douglas perceived their high Contempt of 
his Authority, he caufed proclaim a Parliament , to be holden at Stirling, 
where the forefaid Peffons were forfeited and denounced Rebels to the 
Crown ; and gave Charge to Sir John Forrefter of Corftorphin, for to in- 
bring all their Moveables to the King’s Ufe, which were efcheated. Af- 
ter this all Men were charged to pafs forward with difplayed Banner, by 
open Proclamation, to invade thir Men as common Traitors to the 
Crown ; ^nd alfo an Army of Men being gathered, they fieged the Caftle 
of Crighton in Lothian , which was rendred from Hand fo foon as they 
faw the King’s Standard ; and the Men were letten pafs Bag and Bag- 
gage, and the Caftle caften down to the Ground. To revenge thefe In- 
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juries, Sir William Crigbton colle&ed a great Army of his Kindred and 
Friends, and firft burnt the whole Lands of Corftorphin , and convoyed 
away the Goods and Gear that might be gotten j and thereafter invaded 
the Earl of Douglas’s Land with Fire and Sword, and burnt all the 
Corns and Corn-yards, Villages and Towns, wherever he came ; and fick 
like he did in the Lands of Abercorn , and the Town of Flacknefs, irith 
the Caftle thereof, and carried away great Preys of Horfe, Sheep and 
Nolt out of all their Towns. But the Earl of Douglas perceived the 
Chancellor bolftered by his Friends to his heavy Damage and Skaith ; 
amongft whom he fufpej&ed James Kennedy Bifhop of St. Andrews , Si- 
fter-Son to King James I. He therefore fent Writings to the Earl of 
Crawford and Alexander Ogilvy of Innerwharrity , two fpecial Cour- 
tiers, his Friends, to make Herfhip upon the Bifhop ’s Lands; and if 
they might apprehend himfelf quick, to keep him in Prifon within 
Irons, till further Advertifement. 

* 

This Charge they fulfilled, and herried pot only the Bifhop’s Lands, 
but alfo the whole Lands adjacent thereto, and brought great Preys of 
Goods out of Fife to Angus. As for the Bifhop, he contained himfelf in 
Safeguard, thinking it became him not to be a Fighter : But yet he. 
thought it expedient to ufe his own Authority upon iuch as invaded him, 
as faid is ; and therefore fummoned the Earl of Crawford , and led upon 
him a Sentence of Curling, for his Contempt of the Cenfures of holy 
Kirk ; which the Earl lightly vilipended, as a Thing of no Strength, 
without Fear of God and Man. But not long after, when the Earl was 
. labouring very diligently to reconcile his Son Alexander Lindefay, and 
• Alexander Ogilvy forefaid, to the old Frjpndfhip kept betwixt theic 
Friends before, he was flain, as fhall be Ihewn hereafter. His Son Ale- 
xander Lindefay occafioned this Difcord that fell betwixt them for the 
Bailiary of Aberbrothock , which pertained to Alexander Lindefay > but 
Alexander Ogilvy, whether it came of his own Ambition, or if it was 
the Abbot’s Pleafure, it is not certain, but he ufurped the Bailiary to 
himfelf, and put this Alexander from the fame. Wherefore being, on 
this Way, robbed of his Right, he gathered a Company of his Friends, 
and fpecially the Hamiltons , who affifted him for the Time, . and came 
forward with difplayed Banner, and arrayed Battle to Aberbrothock , to 
take the fame again by Force. Alexander Ogilvy alfi) gathered a great 
Company, among whom was Alexander then Earl of Huntley ; which being 
Ihewn to thp Earl of Crawford, being in Dundee for the Time, willing 
to flop all Mifchief that might befal his Friends, he came unto them in 
all Hafte. Scantly was he well come, when both the Armies were ready 
to joyn and fhock together ; yet he flopped his Son Alexander to make 
any Onfet, and when he was coming in proper Perfon toward Alexander ^ 
Ogilvy’s Folks, to talk and intercommune friendly in all Debates betwixt 
his Son and them, a Soldier, not knowing what he was, and wherefore 
he came, ftruck him at the Mouth with a Spear, and throughout the 
Neck, and he died incontinent, in good A&ion, labouring to put Chri- 
ftian Men tp Peace and Reft, and conqueft a good Commendation of all 
Men, albeit he was very infolent all the reft of his Lifetime. Which 
when his Son and Friends beheld, they were fo enraged, that they fud- 
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denly rufhed upon their Enemies in great Ire : But they, upon the other 
Side, refifted the Prefs, and held their Adverfaries right manfully off for 
a long Time, till, at the laft, the Laird of hnerwbarrity , Principal, was 
deadly wounded, and another great Part of the moft valiant Men in . the 
Throat of the Battle flain : They gave the Backs ; and, in the Fleeing, 
many of them were flain ; amongft whom was John Forbes of ‘Pitjligo , 
Alexander "Barclay of Gartley, James Maxwel of ‘Felling-, ‘Duncan 
Campbel of Calder , William Gordon of Burrowfield all Barons, and di- 
verfe other Gentlemen. And there were an hundred flain upon the other 
Side. The Earl of Huntley , being deftitute of his Folks on this Man- 
ner, horfed himfelf, and fled away to fave his Life in Innerwharrity ; 
but he was taken, and brought living to Finhavcn-, where he died within 
ihort Time thereafter, by a Stroke he had got on the Side. The Mom 
thereafter the Gentleman was honourably buried in the Church- Yard. 
This Battle was ftricken in the Year of God, One thoufand four hundred 
and forty five Years. 

After this, there followed nothing but Slaughter in this Realm, 
every Party ilk one lying in wait for another, as they had been fetting 
.Tinchills for the Slaughter of wild Beafls. Among whom Robert Boyd 
of Dowquale , Captain of Dumbartoun , lay in wait for James Stuart of 
Aucbmynto , who was but fixteen Men in Train $ and fhortly, or ever 
James Stuart had Knowledge that any Man unbefet his Gate, a Com- 
pany of armed Men rulhed out about him, and flew him cruelly, a 
little Piece from Kirkpatrick > and thereafter, from Hand, took his Wife 
out of her own Houfe, and brought her Captive to Dumbartoun , and 
by the Convoy of a Prieft, w^io talfly promised, that Ihe fhould thole no 
Skaith. But when fhe perceived herfelf mocked in this Manner, through 
high Difpleafure of her Husband’s Slaughter, fhe parted with a dead 
Bairn, and died herfelf the third Day thereafter. 

I n this mean Time Archibald Dumbar fieged the Caftle of Hales in 
Lothian ; and, aty the firft Aflault, he wan the fame, and flew them all 
that he found therein. But fhortly thereafter he was fieged by James 
Douglas , in whofe Will he put himfelf and Caftle, without any further 
Debate. Innumerable Slaughter was made this Year in Anandale , where 
the People has ever been, and yet are given to nothing more than to 
Slaughter. 

Shortly thereafter Mifchief reigned fo common in all Parts, that 
many Gentlemen of this Realm, feeing there was no Regard of the King, 
nor the Earl of Douglas’s Forces, who was the principal Guider of the 
Court, contained themfelves and Friends within ftrong Fortrefles, and 
left their Goods, that might not be kept within a Strength, to Thieves 
and Robbers, to take them as they thought good, thinking, if they fayed 
themfclyes, they had fuifficient, till a better Fortune. 

I n the next Year thereafter, the King, by the Earl pf Douglas’s 
Counfel, fiegei the Caftle of Edinburgh nine Months all together ; but, 
at the laft, Sir William Grighton ranched the Caftle upon thir Conditfons, 
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‘Ibat be-, and all that afftfted him , Jhould have Remiffions for all Offen- 
ces bygone-, and he himfelf to be reconciled in the Kings Favour after 
bis old Maimer. The Caftle being rendred, as faid is, was reformed 
again of new, better than it was before. Soon thereafter a Parliament 
was fet to be holden at Berth in the^which Sir William Crigbton was 
received again to the King’s Favour, and made Chancellor again of new, 
by the Confent of the whole Parliament ; yet he meddled not with any 
publick Afiairs, expe&ing a better Time, till he lhould have been pur- 
ged by an Affize from all Kind of Sufpicion concerning the King’s 
Majefty. 

The fame Year Sir James Stuart , Knight, who married the King’s 
Mother, Was banifhed j becaufe he fpake fometimes rafhly, That the 
Realm was evil guided ; which redounded to the Defamation of the Earl 
of ‘Douglas . This Sir James , within lhort Time thereafter, was- taken 
upon the Sea by the Flemings, with fome Earl, 4 both of Scotland and 
England, and led Captive to Flanders, where he died within fhort Time 
thereafter j and alfo his Wife, King Jam«^ II. his Mother, died fhortly 
after him, hearing of her Husband’s Deceafe ; and was buried in tjic 
Charter-houfe of St. Johnftoun , befide her firft Husband King James I. 
to whom flie bore eight Bairns. Of the which there were but two Sons, 
King James II. qpw King } the other called Alexander-, who died an 
Infant ; and fix Daughters. The Firft, called Margaret , was married 
upon the Dolphin of France , called Lewis XI. Son to Charles VH. 
The Second, Dame Helenor , married upon the Duke of "Bartangy. The 
Third upon the Lord of Camphire , and thereafter upon 

The Fourth upon the Duke of Auflrick , and thereafter upon 
The Fifth upon the Earl of Huntley , called 
George , upon whom he begat a Daughter, who was married upon Che 
Earl of Arrol, and then parted with her by the King her Brother’s Con- 
fent ; and thereafter the Earl George married the Earl of ArroV s Daugh- 
ter, of whom came Earl Alexander , Earl Adam of Sutherland, with di- 
verfe others. The Sixth married upon the Earl of Mortoun. The 
Queen bore to Sir James Stuart three Sons ; John , who was Earl of 
At hole, James of Buchan, called Hearty James , the Third Andrew 
Bifhop of Murray. 

Short While hereafter Sir William Crigbton Chancellor, by the 
convoy of Charles VII. King of France , was fent to fpoufe Margaret 
the Duke of Gilders Daughter, to be brought Home to Wife to King 
James II. The Gentlewoman was granted very gladly, and honourably 
convoyed by the Lord of Camphire , Marquis of Berg, Earl of Naffau, 
the Bifhop of Cambray , and the Bilhop of Luig ; attour there came a 
Prince out of Ravenfiein , with diverfe other noble Knights and Squires. 
The Marriage being folemnized, there was a Parliament holden at Edin- 
burgh $ at the which, by the Counfel of fome ambitious Flatterers, Sir 
Alexander Livingfion of Callendar, fometime Governor, Alexander his 
eldeft Son, Robert Livingfion Treasurer, and David Livingfion, both 
defoended of the Houfe of Callendar , Jamies Dmdas and Robert "Bruce 
of Clackmanan , Knights, were taken, notwithftanding that they were 
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reconciled with the King’s Majefty, and had to diverfe Places, and caften - 
in Prifon. Albeit the Nobility and Lords of Parliament requeued the 
King to relax them ; yet the high Hatred that the Courtiers had concei - 
ved againft them, fo prevailed over all Supplication, Law or Reafon, 
that they were kept clofe in Iron£ till the feventh Day of ‘December ; and, 
on the eighth Day, brought to Edinburgh, where Alexander Livingfton , 
fometime Governor , James Dundas and Robert ‘Bruce, paid great 
Sums of Money, and thereafter were warded in Dumb art oun, and the 
reft were headed. It is faid that this Alexander , when he was upon the 
Scaffold, turned him to the People, and made a lingular good Oration, 
Declaring the Mutability and Unjlablenefs of Fortune, exhorting all 
Gentlemen and Nobles of this Realm to take an Example by him , of 
the fragil Felicity of this World. At fometime his Father was chofen 
Governor of this Realm , and where he himfelf bore forme Charges fo 
profperoufly , and with fo great Commendation of all Men , that his Fa- 
ther loved him above all Treafures ; yet, through Change of the Court , 
his Father, himfelf and Friends were Jojharply purfued, that they were 
forced to Strengths for the Defence of their Lives, and preferving tbem- 
f elves to better Fortune', till, at the daft, their lnnocency was tried, they 
were in a Manner refiored to the Kings Favours , which endured not long: 
For Jhort TVhile after, by flattering Courtiers, they were warded again. 
Now his Father warded, himfelf adjudged, not by neutral Men of fin- 
cere and good Confidence, but by his deadly Enemies, to rnderly ajhame - 
fill Death, as he had been a Traitor : And therefore defir ed all Noble- 
men not to defire great Offices in the Court, albeit they appeared both 
honourable and commodious : For they that are promoted to the higheft 
^Places, when they Jlide , they get the greateft Fall. And, when they are 
■ put down, if they be. loved on the one Fart, by good Men, for their wor- 
thy Behaviour, they Jhall be reproached, on the other Fart, by the wic- 
ked and ungodly Men. Thir Words being faid, he fell upon his Knees, 
and ftretched forth his Craig to the Sword. A lamentable Sight to be- 
hold ! and was beheaded to the great Difpleafure of all the Pepple, 

I n the Year following the Queen parted with a Bairn, but no Man 
knew by what Reafon ', the Bairn was born quick, and deceafed within 
fliort Space thereafter. In the fame Year the royal Walls of Dumferm- 
ling being caften down, there was a Body of a young Child found in a Cape 
of Lead, wompled up in Sandal, as frefh, incorrupted, and of as vive 
Colour as the firft Hour it was buried. It was judged by them that were 
curious of old Antiquities, to be a Son of Qpeen Margaret, who decea- 
fed in his Infancy. 

Attour, the Peace and Truce taken with England expired the 
fame Year ', and therefore the Scots made diverfe Incuruons and Roads in 
England, wafting all with Fire and Sword wherever they came. The . 
Earl of Shrewsbury, Lieutenant and Warden for the Time upon the En- 
gjiffi larder, to revenge thir Injuries again, invaded Scotland upon the 
Weft Bordcr S) on the one Part, and burnt Dumfries , with diverfe other 
Towns, and returned Home again with good Prey of Goods and Beftial. 
And alio the Eati of Northumberland, on the other Part, came upon the

Jlaft Borders, and burnt and hcrried Dtmbar in the fame Year. Sit 
' George ‘Douglas , Brother to the Earl of Douglas , not willing to be in 
an Engtijb-Mons Commoun for an evil Turn, gathered a Company of 
chofen Men, and burnt the Town of Anwick ; out of the which he ga- 
thered a great Prey, both of Men and Goods, ere he returned in Scotland. 
But the Prifoners of both the Realms were interchanged, and rendred 
again, Man for Man, on both the Sides. Such Herihip was made at this 
Time, on every Side, that both the Realms were conftrained to take 
Peace for {even Years to come. 

I n the mean Time, when fuch Things were in doing, the Earl of 
Douglas , having the whole Guiding of the Court, laboured daily to pro- 
move his Friends to Honour and Dignity ; and obtained from the King 
the Ward and Marriage of Annes Dunbar , youngeft Daughter to yames 
la ft Earl of Murray of that Sirname, to Archibald Douglas his Brother ; 
and fo made him Earl of Murray. This yames deceafed without any 
Heirs male of his Body ; and fo the Lands came to the female by Donation 
of the King. This William Earl of Douglas , not content of this Aug- 
mentation to his Houfe, promoved yohn his Brother to the LordJhip of 
5 Baheny , .and George Douglas to the Earldom of Ormctod \ in Parlia- 
ment ; who were alfo chofen and declared principal Counfellers of the 
Realm. But fundry fufpeded, that this fuaden Accefs to that Felicity 
ihould have a fhort Decay ; for fince they faw the Earl of Douglas fo co- 
vetous, given to make up his Friends, and fo immediately to promove 
them to Lands and Lordihips, for the ftrengthning of his own Houfe, 
wherethrough they ihould make a Bar to the King’s felf, if there chanced 
any Walter of Court ; and thereupon every Man judged that fudden and 
pioiperous Succefs ihould have a ihort End. 

But now, fince it hath chanced us to fpeak of the Tranilation of the 
Houfe of Murray from the Dunbars to the Douglajfes , I think it expe- 
dient to fpeak of the Diverfity.of Sirnames that have joyfed the fame with 
great Laud and Praife, fince King Robert I. even unto this prefent Time, 
who bare themfelves right wifely and manfully both in Peace and War. 

In old Times Robert the Rruce gave the Earldom of Murray to his 
own Sifter's Son, Sir ‘Thomas Randal of Stradown , Knight, chief of the 
Clan Allan ; whofe Works can teflify his Life in the fourteen Book, re- 
hearsed before in this fame Hiilory $ and foiling of him, and Heirs of 
his Body, that it ihould return again to the Crown. This Thomas had 
two Sons, but I cannot teQ who was their Mother. The eldeft called 
‘Thomas, who fecceeded to his Father'^ Place ; the other called John $ 
whoj without any Succeflion of their Bodies, were both flain at the 
Battle of Duplin in St rat hern, fighting manfully to the Death, for the 
Defence of this Realm, invaded by the Englifk-hAen, our old Enemies. 
He alfo had two Daughters ; of whom the eldeft was called Slack Annes , 
by reafon ihe was black-skinned. This Annes was a Woman of greater 
Spirit than it became a Woman to be, who was married upon ‘Pat rich 
Earl of March. The Second was called Geiles, and was married upon 
yohn Brother to the Earl of March ; and bore to him George , who fuc- 
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ceeded to his Father-Brother heritably in the Earldom of March j and 
another Son called John , a Man of lingular Virtue and Beauty. This 
John , for his Virtue and Manhood, was married upon King Robert II. 
his Daughter, and promoved to be Earl of Murray ; for it is returned 
in again to the King’s Houfe, by reafon that it failed in the Heirs male of 
Randal. And this was the firft Dunbar that bruiked the Lands of 
Murray , who begat Thomas T)mbar who fucceeded to his Father ; and 
another named Alexander Dunbar , who married Mauld Frafer , fuc- 
ceeded in his Place. This was the fixth Earl of Murray , who was alfo 
Laird of Frendracht. This James begat upon Ifobel Innes , Daughter 
to the Laird of Innes , Alexander Dunbar , a Man of lingular Wit and 
Courage. This Ifobel was but Hand-faft with him, and deceafed before 
the Marriage ; wherethrough this Alexander he was worthy of a greater • 
Living than he might fucceed to by the Laws and Pra&ices of this 
Realm. After this Ifobel s Deceafe, this James Earl of Murray married 
Katharine , lawful Daughter to Alexander Seton, as is fuppofed, the firft 
Earl of Huntley called Gordon , who bore to him two Daughters. The 
firft was married upon Sit William Crighton , Heir to the faid Lord 
Crighton forefaid, and got with her the Land of Frendracht in Tocher. 
The youngeft was married upon Archibald Earl of Douglas’s Brother, 
who was promoved to the Earldom of Murray , as faid is : But this Ar- 
chibald being convi&ed and forfeited for Lefe-Majefty, the Earldom re- 
turned to the King’s Hands again. 

But let us return to our Purpofe and Hiftory. This William Earl 
of Douglas being infolent through the Promotion of Friends, began to 
maintain fo many as were plain Flatterers, and allowed his Doings, or 
were ready at his Command, to execute fuch Mifchief as was bis Plea- 
fure. He promoved them, yea, many of them from bafe Ellate to great 
Riches and Dignity above their Degrees ; but whatfomever he was fo 
hardy as to reproach his Doings, ( for it gainftood fome Mens Confcience ) 
how foon it came to his Ears, he caufed them to be adjudged to underly 
the Law ; where he, being Judge and Party, fpoiled them fakelelly of 
their Lives. And, by the contrary, fo many as depended upon him, al- 
beit they had been never fo guilty, they were overfeen, or elfe he 
got them free Refpites and Remillions for all Offences ; wherethrough 
they been boldened up by fuch licentious Prerogatives above others, 
they put no Difference betwixt Wrong and Right. Opprelfion, Ra- 
vilhing of Women, Theft, Sacrilege, and all other Kinds of Mifchief, 
were but a Dalliance : So that it was thought leifom to a Depender on 
a Douglas to flay or murder ; for fo fearful was their Name, and terrible 
to every innocent Man, That, when a mifchievous Limmer was appre- 
hended, if he alledged that he murdered and flew at a Douglas’s Com- 
mand, no Man durft prefent him to Juftice. 

Through this unequal Punilhment of Innocents, and great Favour 
that he bore to Tyrants and Malefa&ors, every Man began to hate his 
Cruelty, fo* he regarded nothing the Love nor Favour of the People j 
but he gloried to be dreaded of all. To Thief and Reaver he was a ficker 
Targe j and, by the contrary, a plain Enemy to good Men j thinking 
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that it was a great Pleafure to fpoil them of their Lives, and whom ever 
he favoured not, without all Equity and Law. Alfo he fpoiled all Kirks 
and Chapels wherever he came, and converted the Jewels thereof to his 
profane Ufe and Profit. So all good Men behoved to keep Silence, and 
durft not cry out upon his Tyranny. 

At this Time James Kennedy Bilhop of St. Andrews , a Man of 
lin gular Virtue and Prudence, held himfelf very quiet, waiting upon a 
better Fortune, thinking that this great Cruelty that was exercifed mould 
have a hidden End. 

This Time fell a horrible Cafe to John Cameron Bilhop of Glajgow^ 
principal Ruler of the Prince and Court to all Mifchief, and innocent 
Slaughter done in thir troublous Times. A marvellous Example to all 
mortal Men to withdraw themfelves from all wicked Counlel, Abufe and 
wicked Tyranny : For he counfelled them to exercife all fuch Scaithing 
and Oppreifion upon the Realm, as he had done himfelf upon the poor 
Tenants of Gla/gow. So that when the divine Power of God had per- 
mitted him to over-run and fcourge the People, on this Ways, for a cer- 
tain Space, he thought to put an End to his wicked Tyranny : At the 
laft, on Yule-Even , when he was Beeping, there came a Thunder and 
Voice out of Heaven, crying, and fummoning him to the extreme Judg- 
ment of God, where hejhouldgive an Account and Reckoning of all his 
cruel Offences , without further T)elay. Through this he wakened forth 
of his Sleep, arid took Fear of the Novelty of fuch Things, unknown to 
him before : But yet he believed this to be no other but a Dream, and 
no true Warning for Amendment of his curfed Life ; yet he called for 
his Chamber-Chiels, and caufed them to light Candles, and to remain a 
While befide him, till he recovered the Fear and Dreadour that he had 
taken in his Sleep and Dreaming : But by he had taken a Book, and 
read a little While, the fame Voice and Words were heard with no left 
Fear and Dreadour than was before ; which made them that were prefent 
at that Time about him, to be in Dread ; fo that none of them bad a 
Word to fpeak to another, thinking no lefs than fudden Milchief haftrly 
to befal them all ; and, from Hand, the third Time, the fame Words 
were more ugfomely cried than before. This Bilhop rendred his Spirit 
haftily, at the Pleafure of God, and fhot out his Tongue moft wildly, 
as he had been hanged upon a Gallows. A terrible Sight to all cruel 
Oppreflors and Murderers of the Poor. But, alas ! the wicked Ingyne of 
Man, boldened up with all conceived Malice, dreads never the terrible 
Judgment of God ; nor yet the good and godly Man never ceafeth to 
embrace his infinite Grace and Mercy! . But to our Hiftory. 

Albeit the Realm of Scotland was troubled and afili&ed on this 
Manner ; yet the Realm of England flood in no better Cafe than their 
Neighbours did ; for Henry VI. a Bairn of fix Years, of Age, being 
crowned King of England and France , there fell a Difcord between the 
Hurgunds and EngRJh- Men ( both opprefling France with Fire and 
Sword ) * for the Slaughter of the Earl of Sarisbury , who was Bain by 
Shot of a Gun, uncertain how or what Way. This Slaughter was very 
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profitable for the French-Mca, who were governed and ruled in Wars by a 
Woman of excellent Spirit, called The Maiden of France ; for they thereby 
began to be of better Courage, and to recover many of their Lands, which 
the Englifh-Mtn had reft from them before ; and not only triumphed they 
againft the EngliJb-lAen, but alfo became victorious of whatfomever 
People or Nation with whom they had Debate or Quarrel. But the 
Englijb- Men thinking to augment their Strength by a new Alliance and 
Affinity, married this young King Henry VI. upon the Duke of Lorraine, 
Daughter, and lightlied the honourable Marriage with the Duke of Or- 
leans's Daughter, who was promifed in Marriage to him oft before ; fo, 
in contra&ing of new Friendfhip, they loft the old. Whereat the Duke 
of Orleans took luch Hatred and Indignation, that, with many Nobles, 
his Friends and Familiars, he left the EngliJh-hAca, and gave over the 
Band betwixt them. And thereafter, from Hand, as the unfortunate 
Chance of worldly Affairs befals, that Mifchief ever follows upon Mil* 
chief, there rofe a marvellous Sedition in England \ and difcord among 
themfelves : For many Noblemen, envying the Empire and Governance 
of the Duke of Glocefter , who was chofen ProteCtor of England during 
the Minority of the King, gathered to a Convention, where they took 
him and put him inJPrifon for that Night ; and, upon the Morrow, brought 
him out and hanged him ihamefully upon a Gallows, as he had been a 
Thief. 

The principal Moyers of this Sedition were, the Duke of Eucking- 
bam, the Earl of Eewmont, and the Conftable of England . But how 

foon this vile Aft was divulged through the Realm, Glocejier* s Kindred 
Friends gathered, and invaded all Parts with Fire and Sword > 
wherefore the Earls of "Bedford , Somerfet and Shrewsbury , who were 
appointed for the Defence of Normandy , and to gainftand their Enemies 
in France , being deftitute of their Kindred and Friends, that were both 
in England and France, were compelled to withdraw them homeward ; 
and fo they loft Rovan, with many other good Towns in Normandy. 

How foon thir Novels were fpread in England , the Commons of 
England, with no lefs Mifchief than the reft, chofe themfelves an Jrijh- 
Mcn, called Henry , to be a Chiftain ; and then came forward, pur- 
pofing to come to London , boafting right highly to be revenged upon the 
Nobles of the Realm. 

The King, being fome Part dejefted in fo great a Variance, gathered 
an Army of all Kind of People through other, without any Order, and 
lent them forth to reprefs the Proudnefs of the Commons. Upon whom 
the Commons rulbed fo fiercely, that they vanquiffied them with fmall 
Difficulty. Thereafter palled to London , where they defired fome fpecial 
Courtiers to be rendred in their Hands ; and fpecially the Lord Gray 
Treasurer, the Biihop of Sarisbury , and the Lord *Dudly ; fo thir Men 
were given to them to difpone at their Pleafure, thinking, that through 
the Sacrifice of thir Mens Lives, all the reft might, efcbew the prefent 
Danger. But thir Commons ireful Cruelty, in a Manner, waS lufficed 
with the Slaughter of the Lord Gray > and thereafter they warded the 
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reft in ftrong Holds and Fortrefles. But how foon the Lord Gray was 
execute, they began to fpoil the Town, and flew all the Citizens, with- 
out Ruth or Pity, that made any Defence for their Gear. 

T his, and fuch like other Cruelties, made the Governors of England 
very folift and feared, thinking, that if they put no Remeid haftily to 
thir Labourers, the Commons Ihould over-run them, as they had done 
the reft. After long Confultation, they caufed the Chancellor write to the 
Commons and their Captain, praying them to skale their Army ; which, 
if they flenched their Uproars, theypromifed them free Remiflion of all 
Offences bypaft ; and alio to promove their Captain Henry to great Ho- 
nour and Dignity. The People was foon allured by thir fair pleafant 
Words, who when their high Fury overpaft them, they defired to be at 
Home, willing to red themfelves of fuch Cummers and Enormities as 
they had entred in before. So Henry their Captain being left by them, 
for whofe Caufe he attempted fo high Oppreffion and Mifchief, was ta- 
ken and beheaded for his temerarious Enterprifes ; and his Taker got a 
thoufand Pounds Sterling for his Reward. 

Then the Nobles, feeing that fo long Peace had bred fo great Riches 
among the Commons, wherethrough they became fo proud, that they 
perturbed the Country in this Manner, after long Confultation, they 
thought nothing better to break them with, than fome foreign Wars ; 
wherefore they began to caufe Northumberland and Cumberland to pro- 
voke Wars. It hath been the Ufe, ever fince this Ifle of 'Britain was inhabi- 
ted, either by Scottijh or Englifh-'bAe.n, That whenever they had Wars with 
their Enemies, they could never be fo eafily drawn from Civil Difcord ; 
and, by the contrary, being at Diflenfion among themfelves, they were 
compelled to defift therefrom by moving of foreign Wars. So -the En- 
gli/b-Men, as faid is, invaded the Borde'rs both with Fire and Sword, 
and carried away great Preys both of Men and Goods ; and fo many 
Scottijh- Men as made Defence to refill the Invafion and Herryfhip, were 
all flain cruelly.

The Scottijh- Men knowing well the Intention of the jE»E7/$-Men, 
and by what Counfel the Truce betwixt them was broken, and alfo the 
Occafion wherethrough the Wars began ; to revenge the great Injuries 
done to them, they gathered a great Band and Company of Men, and in- 
vaded England in this fame Manner, burning and flaying where they 
came, ana returned Home with great Preys of Men and Goods. So the 
Countries being invaded on this Manner, on either Side, and daily ‘trou- 
bled with Slaughter and Herryfhip, as faid is, the Lands of Cumberland 
were all utterly wafted and deftroyed. So the Scottijh-Men invaded that 
Country-with greateft Cruelty, by Reafon they were the firft Provokers 
of the Wars. , 

But how foon this was fhown to the Nobles of England-, they cofle&ed 
an Army of Men, to the Number of forty thoufand Men, and fent them 
to invade Scotland with greater Expedition than was believed. The 
Chiftains and Lieutenants of this Army, were, the Earl of Nortbum - 
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berland , and Magnus Reidman , Knight of the Order, who was fo well 
brought up in the Wars of France , and therethrough had fo great Know- 
ledge and Experience of War, and warlike Affairs, and alfo illuftrate 
with fuch Manhood, that ,he was called by the Englijh Men, the Father 
of Chivalry ; who was named by the Scots, Man with the red Main. It 
is faid, that this Man had fuch Hatred at Scottifli- Men, that he defired, 
in great Anger and Wrath, fo much Scottijh Ground from King Henry 
as he might conquefs in Scotland , by the Slaughter of the Inhabitants 
thereof and expelling of them, which was granted to him. 

In this mean Time the ScottiJh-lAen were very diligent to prepare 
all Things that were neceffary for their Relief ; to whom George I)ou- 
glas Earl of Ormond was made Lieutenant ; who got Knowledge by 
the Explorators, That the Englifh-hAzn were coming in Anandale , and 
had tranfjported their Army over the Water of So llow ay, and had ftcnted 
their Pavilions upon the Water of Sark. After that they were camped 
on this Ways, upon the Morn after, they palled through the Country, and 
herried and flew wherever they came : But knowing that the Scottijh 
Armies were approaching fo near, they took great Fear, and caufed them 
all that Were burning and flaying, as faid is, to retire, by Sound of 
Trumpet, to the Camps again, where they put themfelves in arrayed 
Battle. In the Vanguard Magnus Reidman was placed. In the Rear- 
guard were all the Weljh- Men placed, to whom John Tenney ton was 
made Chiftain ; a Man of good Report and Spirit in warlike Affairs. 
And the Earl of Northumberland was in the Middleward, with the reft 
of the Multitude of Men of War. 

Up o n the other Side, our Scottijh-Men placed themfelves very craf- 
tily : For George Earl of Ormond was in the Steill himfelf ; and the 
Laird of Craigie-Wallace, a noble Knight of fovereign Manhood, was 
lipon the right Wing ; the Lord Maxwel and the Laird of Johnfioun 
on the left Wing, with a chofen Company of their Friends, and many 
other valiant Gentlemen and Yeomen of this Realm. So, by thir Ar- 
mies were arrayed, the Earl of Ormond faid to his Folks on this Manner. 

I requefi you , moft valiant Champions , ajfeftuoujly to remember , That 
it was not for no wrongous Quarrel that we have affembled ourfelves 
this T)ay at Armour , but rather for our own ^Defence , and Security of - 
our Lives from the Injuries of our Enemies , and their Tyranny , who, 
at this prefent , do invade without any Caufe or ‘Provocation made by us. 
Every one of you underftands fufficiently , that they have done the fame oft 
before , which at the loft hath redounded to their high ‘Difpleajure and 
T)if* advantage. For We have Experience, when we have been moft un - 
juftly invaded by them , that the infinite Favour of God, which hath 
been ever ready to the Juft, has caufed the Vtftory to incline to us- by 
ExpeUation of Mans Jngyne. And ye may be ajfured, fhat the ViSlory 
Jiands not in Multitude of Men, but in fingtdar Courage, dir eft ed with 
& j u fi Quarrel, and God’s Providence. Think nothing but Viftory, if 
that your Will and Purpofe be to deliver your Country, fflves and ‘Bairns 
from \he Tyranny of your Enemies. 
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Thir Words being faid, the Trumpets founded to joyn the Armies: 
But, at the Beginning, there came fuch a Shower of Darts and Arrows 
upon the Scottish Vanguard, that, through fudden Fear, they took Pur- 
pole to flee. Then Craigie-Wallacty their Captain, began to reproach 
them for their Feeblenefs, faying, That it is not the Duty of valiant 
Champions to fear at the Sight of their Enemies , and to dejeU their Cou- 
rage before they cjome to Strokes. I exhort you therefore to rujh forward 
upon your Enemies with a manly Countenance. If ye perfevere but a little 
Space , think no other but the Victory Jhall be in your Hands , feeing your 
Adion is goody for the Defence of your Liberty and of your Country : 
Follow me therefore, and ye Jhall fee how happy it is to put our Lives 
in Peril for the r effing of our Enemies, and delivering of ourfehes 
from Tyranny and ‘Bondage . 

By thir Words were faid, his Men were fo enraged, and rufhed lb 
furioufly upon the Evglifo Vanguard, with Axes, Spears and Halberts, 
and made lo great Slaughter at the firft Coming, that they put the En- 
gHJh- Men clean a-back from their Standard, and compelled them, at the 
laft, to take the Flight. Magnus Reidman was nothing affeared of this 
Disadvantage, but rather boldened and kindled up with greater Ire than 
became a wife Chiftain, prelfed forward, with a Company of chofen Men 
that were his principal Servants and Guard, upon Craigi e-Wallace , think- 
ing to overfet him : But his Enterprize was in vain ; for the Scottijh- 
Men invironed round about him fo keenly, that, with l'mall Difficulty’, 
they flew him cruelly, and all his Guard. The reft of the Engltfh- Men 
had no better Fortune. When the Clamour rofe among the Scottifj- Men, 
t hat Magnus Reidman was flain, the Englijh Chiftain, in whom all 
Englffir-M-tn put tfyeir whole Hope and Confidence of their Welfare and 
Felicity } there came fuch Dreadour and Fear upon them, that they might 
no longer fuftain the Prefs of the Scotti/h- Men; but gave Backs : Upon, 
whom our Men followed very lharply. Many were flain at the Thick of 
the Battle, but many more on the Flight. For the Water, being fwdn 
up with the Filling of the Sea, caufed many to lofe their Lives. Others 
feeing this, and doubting whether they fhould fight and die with Ho- 
nour, or flee with Shame, were cruelly flain upon the Water-Banks. This 
Battle was foughten with great Cruelty. There were flain in it three 
thoufand Englijhy and the Governor in the Vanguard, and eleven other 
Noblemen, Knights of the Order $ and of the Scottifh-Men more than 
fix hundred. There were taken in this Battle, John Penney ton and Ro- 
bert Harrington , two noble Englijh Knights ; and alfo the Earl of Nor- 
thumberland s Son ( by whofe Convoy his Father was horfed, and efcaped 
his Enemies) was taken, and a great Number of others, and were brought 
Captives in Scotland. There was fuch Abundance pf*Riches, Silver and 
Gold, gotten in this Field, that never was the like feen in no Man’s Time 
before. The Spoilzy was parted among the Scottijh-Nleuy after the Kate 
of Arms. Craigie-Wallace was deadly wounded in the Field, and died 
the third Month thereafter. 

The Earl of Ormondy after this Viftory, returned Home with great 
Triumph, and imprifoned the principal Captains in Lochmdbane, Aftef 
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this he was treated and banquetted by the King’s Majefty with great Ma- 
gnificence. It is faid, during the Time of the Banquet, the King made 
a Harangue to him, and William Earl of ‘Douglas, his Brother, faying, 
Now, my Lords , I befeech your Lordjhips to remember bow -happily 
all Things have fucceeded to you , and what Honour cometh through 
wife ana fage Counfel, by the high Telicity and Renown that chance to 
all Subjects, when they are ruled gladly under the Obedience of one 
Ring or ‘Prince ; and, by the contrary, wh at Mif chief befals them that run 
over Head to any Purpofe , without Regard or Forefight to God or Man. 
It becometh all Favourers of Commonwealths to conquefs all Men that are 
Neighbours to be their Friends , and to Jhew therfifelves , with all their 
Strength , Jlrong Enemies , when they are urged to Rattle with their 
Foes : For , in Jo doing , the Prince has Pleafure to rule and govern, and 
the SubjeUs live in Peace , and rejl free from the Injuries of their Ene- 
mies, and Tyranny of Oppreffors. It is known. That the Condition and 
Fajhion of all the Douglaffes, Jince the Feginning, bath been in this 
ways, and yet is, and, as I fuppone , to be in Time coming. Without 
doubt there is nothing fo dear ana pleafant to me as Nobleman of the 
Flood of Douglas, whilk I favour, above all Things, intirely with my 
Heart', fo that ye would fhow your [elves no worfe minded in the Cor- 
rection of Thieves and Murderers, than ye have proven valiant , both 
Jirfl and laft, for the Defence and Welfare of this Realm : For if Thieves 
and Murderers be not punijhed , the poor Ones and the Commons can 
have no Life, who are the very Uphold of the Nobles, and who per- 
chance are your own Kindred and Flood albeit , through bafe Eftates , 
they be degenerate ', and, being Chriftians, are participant of the Fa- 
vour of God, and Obedience ofthe fame Prince to whom ye are .• There- 
fore I exhort you to proceed in the Renown and Fame which ye and your ; 
Forebeers have conqueft in Times pqft. 

When the King had faid this, the faid Earls thanked his Majefty 
with great Reverence, promifing to perfevere in all Things as he had 
commanded, and never to thole Theft, Reif nor Slaughter unpunilhed, 
in Time to come ; nor yet any Kind of Injuries nor Offences, committed 
againft rich or poor, to let the fame pafs unrevenged. So thir Noblemen 
took their Leave, and paffed Home to their Wives and Bairns, convoyed 
with their Kindred and Friends, with great Triumph, Mirth and Glad- 
nefs. After this the Lords of Scotland flood a long Time in greater Qiiiet- 
nefs than was before. 

But when the Word of this forrowful Battle came to London, it 
made all the Nobles and People of the Country wondrous afraid $ yet, 
that they fliould not feem to be altogether deje&ed of their wonted Cou- 
rage, they decreed irf Parliament, to revenge this great Slaughter made 
lately in the Battle of Sark. But when they gathered an Army to fend 
in Scotland, well-furniihed with Vi&ual, and all Kind of Munition and 
Viyers, there arofe fuddenly a vile Diilenfion and Difcord among them- 
felves, whereof the like was never heard nor feen before. The Duke of 
j Fork, the Earls of March, Warwick and Sarisbury , with many other great 
Nobles of the Realm, confpired againft this Henry VI. wherefore they 
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di ffembled their Ire with the ScottiJ/j- Men to a more convenient Time. 
And look, how bufy they were to vex us with Battle, being at Quietnefs 
and Reft ; fo they were as careful to procure our Peace, being troubled 
with Wars amongft themi'elves ; and lent an Ambaffador td entreat Peace 
with the King of Scotland, who, by the Advice of the Nobles, granted 
the fame for three Years j thinking it was not convenient to refufe it, fee- 
ing the Englijh Atlemptions were punilhed in their Hand in the laft Battle. 

I*k this fame Year, Sir 'Richard Colvil Knight fet upon James Au- 
ebinkek , a near Friend to the Earl of ‘Douglas , and flew him, with di- 
verfe of his Friends ; becaufe he had fuftained fundry Injuries and Wrongs 
•of this James , and had never made Redrefs thereof, notwithftanding 
that the laid Richard had required him fundry and diverfe Times to the 
fame Effc<ft. But the Earl of Douglas took fuch high Indignation at the 
Slaughter of his Friends, that he made the folemned Oath, never to ceafc 
till he was revenged thereof ; and fo he gathered a Company of Men, and 
firft herried all the Lands pertaining to the faid Colvil , and thereafter 
fleged the faid Caftle where he was, whilk foon was won ; and the faid 
Richard-, and all them that were therein, flain, and the Houfe fpoiled. 
There were mahy in the Country that commended the Earl of Douglas’s 
Enterprife, for the Revenging of fiis Friend’s Quarrel, if he had been fo 
diligent in purfuing of Murderers, Thieves and Revers that injured and 
opprelfed the poor Commons without Ruth or Pity. But many had good 
Expe&ation, that this Tyranny fhould fometime have an End, that vexed 
them all Times fo cruelly. At the laft the Earl being fo enriched, both 
through his own great Rents, and Buddes conqueft in the Court, and alfo 
through the great Extortion of the poor People, and by the great Impor- 
tance that befel him through the Overfeeing of the Thieves and Murde- 
rers, he took Purpofe to vifit other Countries to advance his Greatnefs ; in 
fo far he thought no Man could be worthy, within this Realm, to be- 
hold his vain Prodigality. So John Douglas Lord ‘Balveny , a Man 
moft to his Conditions of any Creature, being conftitute Procurator and 
Overfeer of all Affairs belonging to him in Scotland-, in his Abfence j 
and alfo all neceffary Things being prepared according to his Eftate, 
took Voyage towards Flanders , being accompanied with his Brother 
Mr. James Douglas , a Man of Angular Erudition, and well befeen in 
Divine Letters, brought up long Time in ‘Paris at the Schools, and 
looked for the Bifhoprick of Dunkel, and thereafter for the Earldom of 
Douglas : For this Earl, being fo long married, having no Bairns, was 
defperate to have procreate or gotten any Children in Times coming. 
There were in the Company many other Knights and Nobles, among 
whom were the Knights and Lords of Hamilton-, Graham , Saltoun , Sea- 
toun and Oliphant, Men of great Fame and Eftimation. There were 
others of meaner Eftate, fuch as Calder-, TJrquhart , Campbel \ Forrefier , 

• Lawder-, all Knights and Gentlemen. Whofe Convoy made this Earl 
fo proud and infolent, that he reprefented a King’s Magnificence where- 
ever he came. Out of Flanders he paffed in France ; and out of France 
to Italy , and fo forward to Rome : But the Romans having Knowledge 
of his Coming, met him with a honourable Company, and received him 
very princely within the Town. 
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But, within two Months after his Departure, fome of the Nobles 
envying the Earl of 'Douglas’s Promotion with great Rents and Domini- 
ons, and others oppreffed by his Tyranny, began to delate his prideful 
Ambition and Difdaiiftng of the People, and high Offences fuftained by 
every Man, in Time of his great Credit at Court : But many, feeing 
Place given to Men that would plainzie, began, Day by Day, more and 
more to complain upon his Tyranny ; but the King, as it became a wife 
Prince, gave no fudden Credit in this Earl’s Abfcnce.

Yet, notwithftanding, the King thought it expedient to fend a He- 
rauld to fummond John Lord Baheny , Procurator to the Earl of Dou- 
glas, as faid is, to anfwer to fuch Complaints as were given in upon him- 
lelf, his chief Kindred and Friends : But, feeing he was fomething 
ftubborn to obey the Command and Charge given to him, the King’s Ma- 
jefty commanded a Company of Men of War to bring him in againft his 
Will. At which Time fome perfwaded the King to handle him rigo- 
roufly, fince he had once begun ; otherwife every Villain fhould contemn 
the King’s ACis, they feeing no hafty Punifhment for Difobedience. But 
the King, nothing moved with thir Sayings, thought not beft to punilh 
fuch Things in his Anger, but rather to repair all Things gently, left 
that, if he would have been rigorous, there Ihould come greater Incori- > 
veniencies and Calamities upon the Commonwealth ; and fo caufed ac- 
cufe him, and fpeir at him, What Excufe he had to repel fuch Points 
of Dittay and injuries as were laid to the Earl of Douglasr Charge , 
and others of his Counfel and Dependence. Which Points, when he 
could not goodly colour them, her put himfelf in the King’s Will ; who 
charged him to reftore every one bis own after, as he might get Time 
and Opportunity : Yet, fa foon as he efchewed on this Ways, and was 
free of tne King’s Hands, he kept never a Word that he promifed, for 
the repairing of fuch Offences, as he was commanded, following the 
Counfel of the Earls of Ormond and Murray ; who, albeit they durft not 
openly, yet they fuborned him quietly to Difobedience ; and as other 
wicked Flatterers, to whom civil Diffenfion was ever pleafant, for by it 
they thought they had a voluptuous Life ; and, on the contrary, nothing 
was fo odious to them as Peace and Reft. ' 

The King, hearing of this Pridefulnefs, caufed the Earl of Orkney y 
Chancellor for the Time, to pafs in Galloway and Clydefdale , and ga- 
ther up all the Rents in thefe Parts to the King’s Profits, and to make 
Collectors to that Efied , attour to give every Man Command, in thefe 
Countries, to refound the Injuries and Skaiths done by them before, and 
to efchew from all offending of their Neighbours in Time coming. But 
when the Earl of Orkney paffed to Douglafdale and Galloway to the 
EffeCt forefaid, accompanied with a finall Number of Folks, not only was 
he difobeyed in his Charges, but alfo mocked and injured by the Earl of. 
Douglas ’ s Friends and Familiars. 

The King, being provoked by this to high Anger and Wrath, cau- 
fed fummon, by a Herauld, all Men whatfbmever, of high or low. De- 
gree, pertaining or favouring a Douglas y to underly the Law, and to 
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declare the Difobeyers the King’s Rebels ; whofe Tyranny he thought to 
reprefs with Fire and Sword : So the King, accompanied with an Ar- 
my, pall to Galloway ; at whofe Coming the Thieves and Murderers fled 
to Strong-Holds and Strenghts for Safety of their Lives : But the King 
fent a great Part of his Army to purfue them, who were repulfed very 
contumelioufly. At the which the King took fuch great Anger, that he 
fieged all the FortrelTes and Caftles j amongft whom he wan the Caftle of 
Lochmabane and Douglas j and becaufe the Caftle of Douglas was fo 
difficile to win, he cauled call down the fame to the Ground j but Loch- 
mabane was garnilhed with Men of War, and not caften down, becaufe 
it was baftily rendred. And albeit he took fundry in his Favour after 
they were rendred in his Will, yet he dealt their Lands, Goods and 
Gear to their Creditors and Coraplainers, till they were fatisfted of the 
Things taken from them, whereof the Mifdoers were convi&ed. 

The King, notwithljanding of this Rebellion and Djfobedience, was 
not more cruel in the punilhing thereof, than he was at the Beginning. 
At laft, when this was Ihewn to the Earl of Douglas , being at Rome, it 
made him to be afraid, and thereafter took Purpofe, with all Diligence, 
to come Home to Scotland ■> but far from the Magnificence he palled 
away with : For how ,foon this Word came to their Ears, they parted 
fundry Ways, fome came through Flanders , and fome through France. 
The Earl got fafe Condutft to pafs through England : But when he was 
marching near the Scottijh Borders, he fent Mr. James his Brother before 
him to the King’s Majefty, to know thcJKing’s Mind towards him. The 
King feeing this young Gentleman fo obedient, entreating his Brother’s 
Peace, received him very homely, faying, He defired nothing more of the 
Earl of D ouglas in Lime comings hut that he would pwtijb Murderers , 
* Thieves and Robbers , in thefe Farts where be bore Authority and Rule t 
namely in Anandale. 

The Earl of Douglas , after this, came Home himfelf, and was 
received right heartfully by the King, and was remitted of. all Things 
bygone : Wherefore he promifed faithfully to rule all Things within 
his Bounds at the King’s Command and Pleafure ; and then he recei- 
ved all Fortalices and Strengths again out of the Hands of the King’s 
Men of War j and thereafter was holden in fuch great Eftimation 
and Favour by the King, that he was made Lieutenant-General 
of the Realm : But he flood not long in this Credit ; for fragil For- 
• tune changeth the Conceits of Men in fuch Manner, that they ftand but 
Ihort While at one Purpofe. So fhortly after he pafted to fpeak with the 
King of England , without Knowledge of the King of Scotland , bis own 
Prince, as he alledged, for the Reparation of fundry Skaiths and Dama- 
ges, fuftained by the frequent Incurfions of the Englifb- Men of before. 
But the King of Scotland was greatly commoved through his Paflage 
into England ; not only he himfelf lightlied by the Earl of Douglas , 
but alfo he thought fome quiet Draught to be drawn betwixt the Earl 
of Douglas and the King of England^ to bis great Diffionour and 
Offence. 

This 
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This Earl forefaid being in 'England , and underftanding the King 
of Scotland , his Mailer, to know of all his quiet Doings, took Purpofe, 
and came right humbly to the King’s Grace, feeking Pardon for his 
Fault, promifing folemnly never to commit fo great an Offence in Time 
coming \ for whom the Queen and Nobles made great Requeft to forgive 
him. The King, being moved by their Defire, received him again in 
Favour, as he was before ; but deprived him of all his Offices, and dif- 
charged him of any Adminiftration thereof ; and therefore placed the 
Earl of Orkney and Sir William Crigbton in the Offices, who were af all 
Times true, faithful and obedient Subje&s. The Earl of ‘Douglas was 
fo highly offended herewith, that he hated all the King’s Counlellers as 
his deadly Enemies ; and fpecially Sir William Crigbton , for old Fead be- 
rwixt them. Attour, fome flattering Courtiers feigned to the Earl of 
Douglas', that they heard Sir William Crigbton , when he was talking 
among his Friends, faying, I vow openly, ‘I hat the King did not bis 
Office like a true and faithful ‘Prince , not* only that he thole d the 
Earl of Douglas to efcape with his Life unpunijhed ', hut alfo reconciled 
fucb an unhappy Man to his Favour Jo oft again , who did deferve a 
thoufand Deaths for his wicked ‘tyranny. And faid moreover, *7 ‘hat it 
had been good for the Commonwealth of Scotland, that the Earl of Dou- 
glas, with his whole Kindred and Friends , had been rooted out , and 
their Memory clean famped away ; otherwife , if this be not done , fo 
long as he or any of them lives, he was affured , that neither the King 
jhall reign long in Peace and Ref above this Realm ; nor yet the Sub- 
jects obey to bis Jots, , as becomes a Commonwealth guided with Laws 
and Jufiice. 

The Earl of Douglas , hearing this, gave overfoon Credit to wicked 
falfe Reports of an idle Lown, that had no other Shift to conquefs his Li- 
ving with, except vain Trattils, to fow Difcord among Noblemen : But 
yet he fuppreffea his ireful Mind, and counfelled with his Friends, how 
and what Way he fhould deftroy Sir William Crigbton : For if he were 
tut off and (lain, he thought it but little Difficulty to obtain the King’s 
Favour, with all the Offices that he had before. So, through the vain 
Words of this unhappy Flatterer, there kindled a Fire that was not able 
to be flockened in no Man’s Time living in their Days. At laft the Earl 
of Douglas being advertifed, by fome Spies, That Sir William Crigbton 
had fet a Day to come to Edinburgh, thought to put his unhappy Purpoie to 
Execution : And, to thatEffeft, he fuborned fome bloody Tyrants to ly in 
wait in a quiet Plate, nearhand by his Gate, awatching for his Slaughter. • 
Upon the Morn, early in the Morning, Sir William Crigbton knowing 
no fuch Thing of this Watching for his Deftru&ion, chanced near by 
this fame Place where the Butchers lay ; who brake about him with fuch 
a Reird and Clamour ; that he, knowing no fuch Thing, was all utterly 
abafed and afraid : But, being admonifhed by his Son, a young valiant 
Man, with fome others his Friends, to remember upon his old wonted 
Courage, and not to take Fear, feeing it was Force either to fight or flee $ 
and as the Proverb is, Fortune helps the Hardy, but no Remeid can be 
found for Feeblenefs ; he defended fo valiantly, till one of thir Brigands 
was flaip> and another deadly wounded ; and, at the laft, feeing he might 
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not make his Party good, he took the Flight with his Fellows toward 
the Caftle of Crightoun-, for Safety of their Lives ; and fo efcaped the 
Danger. But that was not long unrecompenfed ; for he gathered a great 
Company of his Friends and Aflifters, and came forward toward Edin- 
burgh to be revenged upon the Earl of ‘Douglas , Devifer of the forefaid 
Ruffle, who was remaining there with a fmall Multitude accompanied, 
without anySufpicion of Sir William Crighton s Gathering : And therefore' 
it was Force to him to leave the Town, and flee to fave himfelf, or elfe, 
without Doubt, to be in Peril of his Life, with all them that were in his 
Company. 

T hir mutual Injuries and defpjteful Conceits, moved on every Side, 
exafperated both the Parties in others Ire and Hatred, that the one of 
them appeared fuddenly to bring the other to utter Deftru&ion and 
Ruin. Through this DilTenfion the Realm was divided in two Parts and 
Fa&ions. 

But yet the Earl of Douglas bearing very heavily that he was fo 
Jhamefully put out of the Town, by the deceitful Gathering of his Ene- 
my j attour, fearing that the King was not forgetful of fo many Offences 
done in Time bygone, and therethrough would be more favourable to Sir 
William Crighton than to him, he thought to bind a League with fuch 
Nobles as would be Party ; yea, and far above, if it come to the worft, 
both to his Unfriends, and to the King himfelf, if he would declare him- 
felf in his contrary : And therefore fent quiet Meflages to his Friends, and 
fpecially to the Earls of Crawford , Rofs and Murray , to afiift and debate 
againft fuch Dangers and Invafions as prefently appeared to fall upon him : 
Which being gladly granted ( for all thir Men hated, as one, Sir William 
Crighton , with the reft of the Courtiers that were in Credit with the King, 
without any Hope of Reconciliation ) there was a Confederation made 
betwixt thir Earls and their Friends, with a folemn Oath, That the In- 
juries done to any of them, or the fobereft of them, or their Adherents, 
ihould be equal Quarrel to them all, contrary whatfomever Men in or 
forth of this Realm ; and to fpend their Lives, Lands and Gear to the 
Revenge of the fame. 

Through this Covenant the Earl of Douglas grew fo proud and 
infolent, that they boafted in all Parts, wherever they came, to have the 
Rule and Guiding of the Realm againft all Mens Will, and to have their 
Enemies utterly exterminate. But this ambitious and vain Vaunting 
was notj pleafant in the Sight of God : For vain Pride and Ambitiouf- 
nefe cometh never of God, but allenarly of the Devil, who is the Mafter 
of Pride. 

In the mean Time the King began of new to hate the Houfe of 
Douglas , bccaufe of their Ambitioufnefs. Another Caufe there was j be- 
caufe fome Thieves of Douglajdale had herried all the Lands pertaining 
to John Heres a Nobleman, and faithful Subjeft to the King s Majefty 
at all Times ; whereof when this Heres had oft and diverfe Times com- 
plained, and fought Redrefs thereof from the Earl of Douglas , and could 
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never get Remeid, he took P-urpofe to recompence the fame Wrong, 
becaufe he got no Juftice. But this Attempt fucceeded very unhappily ; 
for, in the Herrying of Anandale , he was taken with his Complices, and 
brought to the Earl of 'Douglas , where he was caften in Irons, and there- 
after hanged lhamefolly as he had been a Thief, notwithftanding the 
King’s Commandment in the contrary, and other Meffages fent to that 
Effeft. 

The King took very heavy with this high Contempt, but fupprefled 
it for the Time. Attour, the poor People were fo overcome and bur- 
dened with importable Charges, that there was no Life for them ; and. 
yet, notwithftanding, they durft not plainzie nor lament their own Mi- 
fery in thir troublous Times ; and therefore, Day by Day, Mifchief began 
more and more to increafe. Other Noblemen, that were foil of Subftance, 
had no Will ofDifcord, blit abhorred all utterly thir civil Wars riling 
among themfelves, and lamented quietly thir .Dangers and Calamities, 
which lay not within their Power to quench. This Mifchief daily increafed 
fo much, that all Men took Sufpicion, that thir Earls of Douglas , Craw - 
ford-, Murray an d Rofs, with their Alfifters, which was the greateft Part 
of the Realm, Ihould haftily depofe the King out of his Authority : 
Which Sufpicion being fliewn to the King, he took great Fear thereof ; 
for he knew well, that their Faftion was as potent ( if they were not more 
potent) thanhimfelf. 

A T this mean Time the Earl of Douglas call himfelf for to be ftark 
againft the King j and therefore fought and perfwaded all Men, under 
bis Opinion and Servitude, and in ipecial the Gentlemen of Galloway ', 
with CwY*, Carrick and Cuningham-, and all other Parts that were near 
adjacent unto him, defiring them daily to ride and go with him, as his 
own Houlhold-Men and Servants, and to alfifl: him in all Things whatfom- 
ever he had ado, whether it was right or wrong, with the King, or againft 
him. But fome other wife Men feeing the Danger appearing of the Earl 
of Douglas's Proceedings contrary the King and his Authority, therefore 
would not alfifl: him, nor take Part with him, nor ride nor gang with 
him, nor be his Man. Among the reft of thir there was one called Mac- 
clellan , who was Tutor of Hornby for the Time, and Sifter’s Son’ to Sir 
Patrick Gray , who was Mailer of Gray , and principal Servitor to the 
King, and Captain of his Guard. This Macclellan , for Love he bore 
to the King’s Grace, and to the Miniftration of Juftice, would, on no 
ways, ferve and ride with the Earl of Douglas , contrary the King and 
his Authority, nor yet to opprefs the Commonwealth of the Country, 
but kept him quietly within his Bounds, doing no Man Wrong. The 
Earl of Douglas feeing this, that this Man would not ferve him as he de- 
fired, came haftily unto his Houfe with a great Number of Men, and 
fieged it, and wan it, and took him out of the fame, and had him to the 
Cattle of DouglaSy and call him there in ftrait Prifon. His Friends, fee- 
. ing this, palled to the Court to Sir 'Patrick Gray-, to lhew him the Man- 
ner thereof, how it Hood with his Sifter’s Son. The which when Sir 
Patrick Gray heard the Novels, he was heavily difpleafed at the Matter, 
apd palled haftily to the King, and Ihewcd him the Manner how it flood 
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with his Sifter’s Son, defiring the King’s Grace for to deliver him his Si- 
fter’s Son, which the Earl of Douglas had in Captivity and Prifon for the 
Time. The King granted very thankfully the fame, and caufed write 
a fweet Letter of Supplication to the Earl of Douglas, for to deliver the 
Tutor of Bomby to Sir Patrick Gray , his Eame. 

This Writing being fubfcribed and.figneted with the King’s Signet, 
thereafter delivered to Sir ‘Patrick Gray , to ufe the fame as he thought 
Caufe y who palled haftily, with the laid Writing and Supplication of 
the King, to the Earl of Douglas, who was then in the Caftle of Dou- 
glas y for the Time, fitting at his Dinner j and hearing told that Sir Pa- 
trick Gray , the King’s familiar Servant, was lighted at the Gate, the 
Earl marvelled much at the Matter, what that lhould mean, and caufed 
incontinent draw the Boards, and rofe and met the laid Sir Patrick with 
great Reverence and Humility, becaufe he was the King’s principal Cap- 
. tain, and fecret Servant and Familiar to his Grace ; therefore the Earl recei- 
ved him with more Thanks : But all was under Colour and Deceit ; for 
the Earl had no Favour to the King, nor to any of his Familiars ', yet he 
enquired at the faid Patrick , if he had dined. Who anfwered, he had not. 
Then the Earl of Douglas faid, There was no Talk to be had betwixt a 
full Man and a failing ; therefore you lhall dine, and we fhall talk to- 
y gether at Length. 

I n this mean Time Sir Patrick Gray fat down to his Dinner, and 
the Earl treated him, and made him good Chear, whereof Sir Patrick 
Gray was well contented, believing all Things to fucceed well thereafter. 
But the Earl of Douglas, on the other Part, took a Sulpicion and Con- 
jecture what Sir Patrick Grays Commiffion was, and dreading the Defire 
thereof lhould be for his Friend, the Tutor of Bornby •, therefore, in the 
mean Time, when they were at the Dinner, talking of merry Matters, 
the Earl caufed quietly take forth the Tutor of 2 fomby out of Prifop, and 
have him to the Green, and there ftruck off his Head, and took the lame 
away from him, and fyne covered a fair Cloath on his Body, that nothing 
might be feen of that treafonable A& that was done. 

I n this mean Time, when Dinner was done, Sir Patrick Gray pre- 
fented the King # s Writing unto the Earl, who reverently received it. j and, 
when he had read it, and confidered the Effcft thereof, he gave great 
Thanks to Sir Patrick Gray , faying, He was beholden to him , that 
brought fo familiar a Writing from his Prince to him , confidering how 
it food between them at that Time ; And as to thefDefire and Suppli- 
cation , it Jhould be thankfully granted to the King ; and the rather for 
Sir Patrick j Sake. And took him by the Hand, and led him forth to 
the Green, where the Gentleman was lying dead, and fhe wed him the 
Manner, and^ faid, Sir Patrick, you are come a little too late ; but yonder 
is your Sifted s Son dying, but he wants the Head, lake his Body 7 and 
do with it what you will. Sir Patrick anfwered again with a fore Heart j 
and faid, My Lord, if ye have taken from him his Head, difpone upon 
the Body as ye pleafe. And with that called for his Horfe, and leaped 
thereon j and when he was on Horfeback, he faid to the Earl on this

Manner, My Lord , if I live , you Jhall be rewarded for your Labours , 
that you have ufed at this Lime , according to your Demerits. 

A t this Saying the Earl was highly offended, and cried for Horfe. 
Sir ‘Patrick feeing the Earl’s Fury, fpurred his Horfe ; but he was chafed 
near to Edinburgh ere they left him ; and had it not been his lead Horfe 
was fo tried and good, he had been taken. But when thir News came to 
King, he was heavily difcontented therewith, both of the Slaughter, 
then of the Chafing of his Servant. To that Effe& the King called 
his fecret Council to advife hereupon, what was beft to be done for to 
danton this wicked Man, that could no ways be flenched from Reif, Op- 
preflion and Slaughter, both of great Men and fmall. The Council ad- 
yifed and concluded, That it was befl to flatter him, and to bring him 
in to the Council by fair Heights and Promifes ; and, in the mean l ime, 
to punifh him according to his Demerit. So the King made him to forget 
all Faults and Enormities done by the Earl of Douglas in Times bypaft, 
defiring nothing of him, but that he would be a good Man in Time 
coming \ and, for that Caufe, defired him affe&uoufly to come to the 
Council, making him fure, with all Promifes, that he fhould be fafely 
pardoned. Some fay he got the great Seal thereunto, ere he would grant 
to come to the King. 


Then the Earl of Douglas came at the King’s Commandment to 
Stirling , where he was well received and entertained by the King, who 
thereafter called him to the Supper, and banquetted him very royally, 
thinking, that if it might be poflible, either with Gentlenefs or good 
Deed, to withdraw him from his Attempts that he purpofed to do. At 
the laft, after Supper, the King called the Earl of Douglas to a fecret 
Chamber, and put all Men afide, except fo many as were upon the fecret 
Council, and his own Guard ; and there faid to him very meekly and 
gently, as it had been a fober Offence that was yet committed, It is gi- 
ven rfb to underjland my Lord j fays the King, Lhat there is , betwixt 
you and the Earl of Crawford, and fome other Nobles , fome Band and 
Confederation made. I pray you therefore to break fuch "Bands , Leagues , 
and Societies , that are not wont to be within a Realm under one Prince , 
by bis Authority and Command ; and that ye would be fo good as to re- 
move all fuch Occafion as may caufe the SubjeUs of this Realm to take Su- 
fpicion of your evil Mind toward me. As to my Jelf I know no Evil, nor 
believe none of you ; yet it is very unfeeming to do any fitch L’bingS as 
are not confonant to the Laws of this Realm , and Pleafure of the King’s 
Lieges : For doubtlefs it cannot be without great Slander of the People , 
nor yet without the Prince’s Hatred, to commit fuch Lfhings as Jhall 
caufe the People live without Order, through evil Example j by the 
wbilk the Realm jhall be evil abufed by every Man , even as they were a 
People without Law or Jufiice. 


This being faid, with many other pleafant Words, which are im- 

S iflible to rehearfe, the Earl of Douglas , nothing moved with the King’s 
umanity, anfwered again very pridefully, faying, "That he could not 
break the Band that was made , nor would he difcharge the fame for 
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no Mans Sayings ; find that for the great Offences the King had 
done to him ; reproaching the King very arrogantly, that he had repro- 
ved him of all his Offences : Yet, notwithftanding of his proud Anlwer, 
the King exhorted him to do nothing that was degenerate from the No- 
bility of his Forebeers ; for that was very wicked that he had begun, and 
■was a fufficient Caufe to tyne his Life, Lands and Goods, and deferviiig 
Forfaultry, and his Memory to be abolifhed and ftramped forth for ever* 
At the laft, the King feeing that he could not prevail with Fairnels ; 
and alfo dreading, That, through fo prideful Anfwers, worfe fhould 
have followed thereupon than was bruited of before, unlefs hafty Remeid 
were found ; and fo he took a high Anger,, and thought to do the Thing 
that was lefs Skaith to the Commonwealth, than to trouble the whole 
Realm therewith ; and fo he pulled forth a Sword, and faid, I fee well , 
my Lord , my Grayer cannot prevail to caufe you defiji from your wic- 
ked Counfel and Lnterprizes , I jhall caufe all your wicked Confpiracies 
to ceafe. Thereafter immediately he ftruck him through the Body with 
the Sword ; and thereafter the Guard, hearing the Tumult within the 
Chamber, rufhed in, and flew the Earl out of Hand. This Slaughter 
was in the Year of God, One thoufand four hundred and fifty two Years, 
the twentieth Day of February : Which is to be lamented, That a Prince 
fhould be fo tempted by his own Subjcdts, after fo many godly and wife 
Exhortations. 

At this Time there was, in the Town of Stirling , many of the Eart 
of Douglas's Friends, with his Brother James, the Earl of Murray-, the 
Earl of Ormond , the Lord Palveny, the Knight of Kedyow , James 
Hamilton , a Man of great Eftimation among the Nobles of the Realm, 
with many other great Gentlemen, very potent both of Riches and 
Friends. Thir Gentlemen, how foon Word came to them, That the 
Earl was flain, they remained there that Night ; and, upon the Morn, 
they put James Douglas in his Brother’s Place, as was ordained by the 
Earl before ; who made a long Harangue and Exhortation to his Friends 
to liege the Caftle, and to revenge the unworthy Slaughter of his Bro- 
ther, with the King’s Life. Buf when they faw it was impoffible to do, 
feeing they had no Munition fitting for this EfFe&, the Caftle being fo 
ftrong, they gave the King very contumelious Words, faying,' That they 
fhould never obey nor know him again as a King or ‘Prince, but fhould 
be revenged upon him and his cruel Tyranny, or ever they ceafed. 

Aeter. this they burnt and herried the Town of Stirling, ahd all 
fuch other Lands that belonged either to the King, or yet to them that 
would not profefs their Fa&ion, they wafted with Fire and Sword. 
Amongft the which, the whole Lands and Town of Dalkeith were de- 
ftroyed, and the Caftle thereof belted about with a ftrong Siege, aind 
made there a folemn Oath, never to pafs therefrom unto the Time it 
were equal with the Ground. For James bated and envied John Lord 
Dalkeith, his Friend and Kinfman, above all other Traitors > and that 
becaufe he was both of his Kindred and Sirname, and yet had refufed to 
affift his Attempts and Enterprizes. This Siege lafted longer than the 
Siegers belieyed j for the Men within defended valiantly, till their Un- 
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friends, irked by fo long Waking, Hunger, and other Troubles,, and the 
great Slaughter of many of their Folks, and fundry wounded fo cruelly, 
that they were conftrained to leave off their Purpofe ; and fo they dilfol- 
Ved the Seige. 

The King, being highly offended with their arrogant Attempts, ga- 
thered an Army to punifli thir Confpirators for their temarious Enter-- 
prizes ; but when he faw he could not have the upper Hand upon them, 
as, without Doubt, he might not make his Party good againft fo great 
an Army, he left his Intention till a better Time. 

In the mean Time, when he was looking -for the Coming of Alexan- 
der Earl of Huntley , whom he had charged by a Herauld, and alfo re- 
queued very affe&uoufly to come in his Defence, the faid Alexander , obe- 
dient at the King’s Command, coming forward with a great Army for 
the King’s Support, his Gate was overfet by Alexander Earl of Craw - 
ford , who was already declared the King’s Rebel and Traitor for Lefe- 
Majefty, becaufe he contemned the King’s Authority and Impvre, being 
fummoned by an Officer of Arms to underly the 'Law. The Earl of 
Crawford aflembled a great Company of his Allies, Kindred and Friends, 
with the whole Folks of Angus j and thereafter, when the Earl of Hunt- 
ley was marching towards Argus , the Earl of Crawford camped his Folks 
befide the Town of 'Brechin ; where both the Armies, coming in others 
Sight, ruihed forward in arrayed Battle upon other. It was long fbugh- 
ten with great Cruelty and uncertain Vi&ory, till that a Company of 
freih Men came to renew the Battle, taking the Advantage of the Know- 
Side, who came fo fiercely on the Earl of Huntley s Vanguard, that they 
were compelled to fettle a little back ; the which when the Angus- Men 
perceived that they were put back, and having Advantage, they came 
more fiercely upon them than they did before, and namely upon the Place 
foreft charged; But, in the mean Time, a Captain of the Earl of Craw- 
ford's , to wit, John Collefs of Bonymoon , who had in Governance three 
hundred able Men, well armed, and bore Battle-Axes and Halberts, 
with other fharp Weapons. This John Collefs fled from the Earl of 
Crawford trait eroufly, and caufed others to flee with him, wherethrough 
he tint the Field : And becaufe this Laird defired his Son to be put 
in Fie of his Lands, who were holden of the Earl of Crawford , with 
other Commodity and Gains , that this Laird defired at the Earl of Craw- 
ford's Hands ; who anfwered him and' faid, The fime was Jlsort ; but 
bade him do well that Day with him, and prove a valiant Man, and he 
Ihould have all his Defire and more : But the Laird of Bonymoon , not 
contented with this Anfwer, palled from him with a Grief, and arrayed 
his Men, and put them in Order, as he would have foughten moil furi- 
oufly ; but when he faw his Time come, that he ihould have refeued the 
Earl of Crawford , who was fighting then cruelly, the faid Captain drew 
himfelf afide cowardly, and made no Support to the faid Earl $ who, 
feeing his Men departing from him treafonably, by Command and Convoy 
of this Captain, he was conftrained to flee for Safety of his Life. And 
albeit the Vifibory inclined to the Earl of Huntley , yet he got not the 
fame without great Slaughrerof his Folks j for two of his own Brethren 
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were flain, with fundry other Gentlemen and Yeomen. There was flain 
upon the Earl of Crawfords Side, Sir John Lindefay Knight, his Bro- 
ther, with many other Gentlemen, whereof had been great Pity, if they 
had been in a better Quarrel. So the Earl of Crawford being overcome 9 
in this Battle, it is faid, That a Gentleman followed lo fiercely upon the 
Chafe, that he drew him in the Midft of the Prefs of the Earl of Craw- 
ford's Folks, that were gathered to be his Safeguard in the Midft of the 
Flight , and fo was compelled to pafs with them, as he had been a Man 
of their own, tp the Place of Finhaven , where he heard the Earl lay, 
That he wifhed to he foven Tears in Hell \ to have the honourable Victory 
that bad fallen to the Earl cf Huntley that Day, considering the great 
Favour that be had conqueft of bis Prince, for his Relief and repr ef- 
fing of Rebels. Upon the Morn thereafter all the dead Bodies were bu- 
ried, ilk one after their own Eftate ; and albeit the Earl was overcome, 
as faid is, yet he remained ftill in the Country of Angus , as he did be- 
fore, and purfued all them that were' not of his Fa&ion with great Cru- 
elty, wafting their Lands with Fire and Sword ; and namely them that 
had fled from him in the Battle, fpoiling them of their Lives and Goods, 
as they might be apprehended, and caft down their Houfes to the Ground. 
This Battle was ftricken upon the Afcenjion- t Day , in the Year of God, 
One thoufand four hundred and fifty three Years. 

I n this mean Time, while the Earl of Huntley was occupied, oft 
this Manner, for the Liberty of the Realm, the Earl of Murray entred 
into the Lands of Strawbogie , and burnt the Corns, and berried the 
Country, and all other Lands pertaining to the Earl of Huntley. Which 
was not long unrequited : For how foon he was victorious over the com- 
mon Enemies of the Realm, he invaded the Lands of Murray with 
greater Cruelty, Slaughter and Herryfhip, than was done in his Bounds 
and Lands. At whofe Coming the Earl of Murray , with his Friends 
and Clients, took fuch Fear, by Reafon of the recent Vi&ory, that it 
behoved him to flee the. Country for Safe-guard of his Life. It is faid. 
That the Earl of Huntley came to the Town of -Forefs, and burnt up all 
the one Side of the Town, by Reafon it appertained to the Earl of Mur- 
ray his Kindred and Friends ; but fpared the other Side thereof, by 
Reafon that a great Part of it pertained to his Favourers and Good- 
willers. 

Short While thereafter the King caufed fet a Parliament, by the 
Counfel of James Kennedy Bilhop of St. Andrews , where the Decreet 
of Forfaiter, led againft the Earl of Crawford before, was newly appro- 
ved and ratified again, and his Goods and Gear confifcate, and Lands 
dealt, himfelf declared Traitor for his Rebellion, and his Memory abo- 
liihed, and feraped out of the Book of Arms for ever. And alio James 
Earl of ‘Douglas, the Earls of Murray and Ormond , John Lord of Ral- 
veu y, James Hamilton of that Ilk, Knight, forefaid, with diverfe other 
landed Gentlemen, were fummoned to the Parliament to a certain Day, 
to underly the Law for certain Crimes as were to be laid to their Char- 
ges. But this was in vain ; for none of them thought to make Obedience 
or Compearance : And alfo, upon the Night after they were fummoned, 
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fome Explorators were fent to the Town of 'Edinburgh , to fpy the Form 
and Fafhion of all their Proceedings ; who, at their Mafters Commands, 
affix’d Plackets upon the Kirks-Doors, fealed with the Earl’s own Hand 
<and Signet, bearing thir Words, in Effe&, 'the Earl of Douglas, will 
neither obey Command nor Charge in time coming , by Keafon the King 
was but a bloody Murderer of bis own Blood, and 'Breaker of the Law 
qf Hofpitality , a falje ungodly thirjier for innocent Blood , without a 
juft Quarrel or Occafion j with many other contumelious Sayings, un- 
worthy to rehearfe. 

* 

The King getting Wit of this Thing, he took fuch high Difdain, 
that he gathered a Company of armed Men to invade this prideful Ty- 
rant ; and, becaufe it was the dead Time of the Year, he could do no- 
thing for the Repairing of his Honour, except that he burnt the Corns: 
and Houfes, berried the Countries, and flew fome Spies. He returned 
Home again, and deferred his Purpofe till the Spring of the Year : But 
yet the Earl, with his Afliflers, took little heed of all this Herihip and 
Slaughter, but were as infolent as they had never been affli&ed with fuch 
Misfortunes. And moreover, that the Lands, Rents and Riches, per- 
taining to his umquhile Brother, fhould not come in the Hand of foreign 
Men, the Earl of 'Douglas fent to the Pope, for a Dif penfation to marry 
his Brother’s Wife, to whom a great Part of the Lands fell, through the 
Deceafe of her faid umquhile Husband, befide the Lands that appertain- 
ed to her in Heritage, which he could no Manner of Way obtain ; and 
therefore, without Law, or Refpe& to God or a good Confluence, he 
took and married his Brother’s Wife, to the Effe& forefaid. 

I n the Spring of the Year thereafter, this inteftine War, within the 
Bowels of this Commonweal, began to increafe ay more and more ; and 
fo continued two Years ; during the which Time, the Douglajfes burnt 
and berried all Lands pertaining to the King and his Affifters ; and alfo 
to them that were not plain on his Fa&ion. And, upon the other Side, , 
the King and his Afliflers were very loath Co ufe fuch Cruelty for their 
Recompence ; but rather, to break their Enemies pndefiil Arrogance, 
wafted and herried Anandale , Etrick r, Forejl , with other Lands pertain- 
ing to the other Faflion. At the laft the Earl of Dauglas s fpecial 
Friends, fuch as were left on Life, during the faid civil Wars, being 
vexed and irked fo long through civil War, and by frequent Herihip 
drawn to extreme Poverty, gave Counfel to their Chief to leave and defilt 
from his feditious Difobedience, and humbly to defire Pardon of the 
King’s Majefty, and to render himfelf, without Fraud or Guile, in his 
Hands, Will and Gentrice, who, of his Honour, appearantly could not 
deny the fame to him ; for if a King will denude himfelf of all Clemency, 
Confederation or Pity, then it were a great and manifeft Sign and Token 
of his fearful Dread and Terror to every Man. Attour, they gave the 
Earl to underftand, That the King being fo vexed, as appeared to them, 
through fongfome and tedious Travel, taken of the Appealing of the 
Commonweal, would be as glad to receive him in his Favour, as he 
would be to offer himfelf thereto : And fo, not only fhould he be 
reconciled to his Ffince, but alfo might eonquefs the Friendfhip of 
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many others, as principal Ender of all Mifchief reigning within this 
Realm. 

When his Friends had faid this, with many other perfwalive Words, 
he made Anfwer, That he would never put his Life in that Man’s Will 
and Danger , that had put down , fir ft, two in theCaJile ^Edinburgh 
that were Brother-Bairns with him j and now , of late , William Lari 
of Douglas, bis own "Brother , of whom the like rang never within 
■ this Realm : And were not- all thir , fays he, called very gentle, as 
Friends , by himfelf and by his prefent Courtiers and Counfellers , to 
righteous Action, to the Ejfe'ct thereby the Law of Nature, and Law 
of Hofoitality, they fhould be 'even, as it was, deftroyed and Jlain ? And 
if fo was. That they were betrayed and fiain under the Colour of En- 
tertainment, how much more fearful is it to me to put me in his Danger ? 
So he thought there was but one of two to be chofen, either extreme 
Chance of Battle, whereby one might have the upper Hand ; or elfe , if 
they left the Field, and gave over the Enter prize, they Jhould be mur- 
' dered , Jlain, or baniphed, with other intolerable Chances that might be- . 
fal , to bis Derifion, Scorn and Skaith, and Shame to his Friends and 
Kindred. Shortly, there was no middle Way, bethought, that might 
deliver him out of this prefent Peril. 

For which Sayings many began to leave his mighty Courage in fuch 
Adverfity. Others not only difallowed his obftinate Mind in fuch Wic- 
kednefs, but alfo reproached the Fortifiers and Allowers of him in fuch 
Wickednefs and perverfe Perfeverance : Thinking well ( as it was true in 
deed) that all they that fed him with fuch Flattery and Difobedience, both 
towards God and the King, would not continue unto the unhappy End 
of this Matter, as they promifed, to the great Everfion of the Common- 
weal, and the deftroying of the Prince : For they knew that his Prideful— 
nefs could not lack a mifehievous End, as might be fufficiently under- 
ftood, by the Example of fuch like Men in all Times bygone, both by 
the Scottijh and other foreign Hiftory. Then, how fbon the Earl of 
Crawford underftood the Earl of Douglas’s obftinate and wilful Difobe- 
dience, for whofe Quarrel he had fallen in fuch Mifchief, he defpited 
tus Company, and took Purpofe to humble himfelf, and come in a vile 
Abuiliement to the King, and ask Pardon for the high Offences that he 
had committed ; knowing well, that if he would perfevere in his wicked 
Society and Band, that not only lhould he, his Kindred and Friends 
with their Pofterity, be put out from all Memory, but alfo the noble 
Fafts, and martial Deeds of his Forebeers, who, through their good Ser- 
. vice, had conqueft both the Lands that he poffelTed prefently, and alfo 
the King's Favours, with great Commendation and Laud of all Men, 
lhould be obfeured and forgot for ever. 

So, when the King was patting p the North Land, coming through 
Angus, the Earl of Crawford /came, bareheaded and barefooted, clade 
as be had been a miferable Cative guilty of a Crime, accufed in Judg- 
ment, in dolorous and poor .Arrayment, to move the Judges and Magi- 
ftrates to Commiferation and Pity ; and fo, accompanied with a fmall 
Number of Folks, driry in Countenance, he caft him in the King’s Gate. 

M ‘ But, 
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But, from Hand, fo foon as he came before the King’s Majefty, with 
Tears burfting out abundantly, he fell on his Knees ; which being lhown 
to the King, what Man it was, and who they were that were in his 
Company ; and that the Earl, confident more in the King’s Clemency, 
wherein he had placed his whole Hope of Reftitucion, than moved with 
any Fear or Dreadour, had put himfelf in his Grace’s Will and Mercy ; 
the King bade raife him up, to fee wherefore he came, all Fear and 
Dreadour fet afide. Then it is faid, that the Earl’s Courage being fome 
Part recovered again, dried the Tears from his Eyes, and faid to the 
K in g in Manner following. 

44 I e Tranfgreffors of the Laws and Statutes of the Realm hoped 
44 for no other Thing at Kings and Princes, having the Rule and Go- 
u vemment of others, but that which the Laws decern, moft mighty 
44 Prince, I fee no Place left to me this Day for Remiffion of my Crime j 
44 yet, notwithftanding the fame, Reafon itfelf perfwades me, with good „ 
IC Hopes, to come ftraight to thy Clemency to impetrate Pardon for my 
ce Ofience, even as it were to a lure Anchor, in whofe Hands lies the 
44 Power of Life and Death. I believe Clemency to be the Principal of 
“ all Royal Duties, and you to have conqueft the fame, as that becomes 
44 a King and Prince above all other Virtues : For if my fevere Sleuth 
44 would labour to put away by any Argument, by the fame Reafon he 
44 would appear to make away all Occafion of Amendment from them 
44 that fall fometime from Right and Reafon, and fo fhould all Kings 
44 Virtues be obfeured and doled up, and a broad Entry opened forth to 
44 all Kind of Defeftion and Iniquity. I grant indeed, That no Man 
44 fhould, of his Duty, decline from Right and Reafon : But one Thing 
f { I require, What is he that is in great eft Eftimation of the common 
<{ People, in all civil and publick Affairs, that may avow, That he hath 
44 never faulted againft the Laws, either for the Caufe of Hatred, Fa- 
44 vour, Dreadour or Envy? I believe, forfooth, that no Man can fay 
44 it. It is but cafual to a Man to fell in an Ofience ; but to amend,. 
44 recognofce and condemn his Fault- himfelf, it is a great Gift and Bc- 
44 nefit of God : For it becomes one that is fallen in Error, to which 
44 every mortal Man is fubjeft, to become penitent, and amend his Life, 

44 with firm Purpofe to efehew the like in Time coming. Wherefore, 
44 moft clement Prince, I am as a weary Man coming to your Majefty 
44 this Day, granting that I have faulted, and my Confidence, bearing 
* 4 Witnefs, condemns my own Doings j in fo far, That I confefs I 4m 
44 unworthy to live, unlefs I be willing myfdf, on the one Part, to cor- 
44 reft the former Faihions of my Life ; and, on the other, the great Pity 
44 of the noble Houfe of Lindefays falling in Deftruftion. But if you 
44 help it in Time, which fhould move you to reftore me for my Forfe- 
44 beers Caufe, even as it were from Death to Life again : For tby 
44 Clemency, from the which no Man has been repulfed, at any Tftne, 

44 that was moved with Good, without Fraud or Guile, to humble them- 
44 felvea thereto, has given me Hardiment to ask Pardon of my Offences 
44 and Faults. I pray thee therefore, that I may obtain this my Rc- 
44 queft, and that for my Forebeers their Truth and Gcmftancy, Care 
u mid Travel taken by them for Deforce of the Realm. And becaufe 
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44 the Beginning, of our Houfe, Progrefs and Genealogy of the fame, 

44 'will appear to further me in this Caie, I lhall declare the fame briefly. 

44 The nrft Man that was called Lindefay was Heritor to many great 
44 Lands in England , which was his proper Sirnanje, who was baniflied 
44 therefrom by the Conquels of the Baftard of Normandy , and fo came 
44 in Scotland to Qpeen Margaret , in the Time of Malcolm Canmore y 
* 44 who was received right thankfully for her Caufe, becaule he was the 
44 neareft and greateft of her Friends at that Time ; and, for his vi&o- 
44 rious and manly Deeds in defending and maintaining the Common- 
44 weal of Scotland , King Malcolm gave him the Lands of Wacboobdaky 
44 which lie adjacent to Anandale , which of that Houfe defcended out 
44 Forebeers, who were afterwards Lords of Glenesk and Earls of Craw~ 

44 ford ; and that, by the manly and virtuous Government of our Fore- 
44 beers and Progenitors, who ufed themfelves fo manly and truly to the 
44 Grown, they were rewarded richly, and got by the great Liberality 
44 of the Princes of Scotland , feeing their victorious Deeds ; and, in fpe- 
44 cial, of Robert II. who gave us the Lands of Crawford, and made us 
44 Earls thereof, as you may hear thereafter how he fucceeded : For 
44 afterward defcended out of our Houfe, a noble Houfe, called. Lord 
44 Lindefay of fbe ‘Byres , who reigns and flourifhes in great Fame tt> 

44 this Day, in Eftimation and Honour with their Prince, and the Au- 
44 thority j though we have Bidden therefrom at this Time. But long 
44 Time hereafter defcended Alexander Lindefay , that fought and was 
44 Bain at the Bridge of Stirling , right manfully fighting in Company 
44 with Earl Thomas Randal, in Defence of King Robert the Bruce , 

44 contrary the Englijh-Mzn. This Alexander begat Alexander , who < 
44 was Bain at the Battle of Duplin, for the Defence and Preservation of 
44 our young King David II. from the Tyranny of his Enemies. Short 
44 While after this Battle, David Lindefay fucceeded both to hia Fa- 
44 ther*s Lands, and other great Lordihips given to him by the Autho- 
44 rity, for his Manhood and Service done for the Pleafure of the Crown 
44 and Commonweal of the Country ; for he was Bain at Halidon-HtU, 

44 when he was fighting furioufly. with the Englijh-Meax, debating the 
44 Liberty of Scotland. James, Son to his Brother John, fucceeded to 
44 him, who was Lord of Glenesk. He fought upon the Bridge of Lon- 
44 don , in lingular Battle, with the Lord of Welles, a ftrong Champion, 

44 and in great Eftimation with the King of England , notwithftaading 
44 his Strength and Might, to no lefs Shame and Marvel of his Adver- 
44 faries, than great Laud and Praife of this our native Country : Whom 
44 King Robert II. rewarded with the Lands and Caftle of Crawford, 

44 whom through our Earldom is fo named, for his lingular Behaviour 
44 toward the Commonweal of this Realm : For, by his Gounfel and Con- 
44 voy, all Things pertaining to our Realm, in the Time of Robert II. 

44 were ruled with greater Craft and Wifdom, than in any Ages of before. ■ 
44 This James begat David , who was my Grandfather, who deferved 
44 great Laud and Praife, for the diligent Inquifition made by him in the 
44 Searching of the Traitors that put down thy Father of worthy Me- 
44 mory j and took fo great Travel in the Punifbug thereof, that he ne- 
44 ver defifted till every one were condignly punifhed for their fhamefol 
4C Treafon. So no Man doubts, but thy Excellency knows perfe&ly, 
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44 by our Scottijh Hiftories, the Wifdom, Conftancy, Strength and Gra- 
u vity, with the lingular Knowledge of warlike Affairs, and fovereign 
“ Manhood of my Forebeers and Predeceffors, who, every one, have 
46 loft their Lives for the Liberty and Welfare of this Realm. But, fy 
“ on me, moft miferable and unworthy Traitor, that am fo forgetful of 
u all thir Men ! What Mifchief was in my Mind, when I adjoyned me 
“ in Armour with the Traitors that confpired againft thy Majefty, and, 
“ bv my cruel Doings, compelled all Angus , with many others, to in- 
44 vade them that were coming for thy Defence, for the Supprefling of 
“ falfe conjured Traitors 7 O wilful and fool-hardy Enterprize ! O fub- 
44 tile and temerarious Purpofe ! O high Fury and Madnefs ! O mife- 
“ rable Chance to be lamented ! Not only have I brought myfelf in this 
44 Mifery, but alfo have brought the whole Nobles and Gentlemen of 
44 - Angus to extreme Dangers, both of their Lives and Tinfel of their 
44 Houfes. What lhall I fay or do 7 Or where lhall I go 7 Or by what 
44 Moyen lhall I rid me bf this Mifchief? All Law politivelv denies 
44 that I Ihould live, but. raves the Life out of my Body. The A<3s 
44 and Statutes of the Realm require, that I Ihould fufter a Ihamefiil 
44 Death. It is of Truth there is no Remeid for me, nor none of my 
“ Adherents,' who cafually, as Men, have fallen, I will not fay, have 
44 Bidden from their due Obedience, through the great Fear and Dreadour 
44 of me, unlefs thy Royal Majefty, who haft the Power both of Life and 
44 Death, wilt have Conlideration and Pity of us, and grant us Grace 
44 and Favour, which the Laws and A&s of Parliament deny to us all 
44 utterly ; yet your Grace may do better, becaufe Kings and Princes may 
44 difpenfe with the Laws and Statutes. Attour, it is a miferable and 
44 lamentable Cafe, to fee the noble and ancient Houfe of LindefaySy 
44 conqueft with great Wifdom, Manhood, Care and Travel, to be de- 
44 ftroyed for ever, for the Offence of one only Man. I pray thee there- 
44 fore, moft merciful Prince, That I be not debarred nor excluded from 
44 the Fruit of thy Gentrice, nor yet exiled and denied of thy Humanity, 
44 which has been lhown fo largely to diverfe others oft before. For if 
44 it be a great Manhood to overthrow and vanquiih thy Enemy ; yet it 
44 is no lels Praife, with good Advifement, to have Ruth and Pity of 
44 him that he hath overcome ; becaufe that is underftood to be a fure 
44 Puiffance, when he doth moderate his own Strength and Power, and 
44 knows how to overcome his own Affe&ions. I regard not mine own 
44 ’ Perfonage no Manner of Way ; therefore I am content to underly what 
44 Pain thy Majefty pleafes to provide upon me, either to be hanged, to be 
44 riven with the wild Beafts, to be drowned, to be caft over a Crag, to 
44 • be baniihed, or elfe to be caften in Prifon till I die. Finally, It is 
44 neither the fearful Mourning of my deareft Spoufe, nor the Greeting 
44 of my Bairns, nor the lamentable Sobbing of my Friends, nor yet the 
44 Herfhip of my Lands, that moves me fo much, as the Decay and Fal- 
44 ling of our Houfe, and the lamentable Chance and Fortune of the 
44 Noblemen of Angus , with the Reft of my Adherents ; whofe Lands, 
44 Lives and Goods ftand in Danger for my Caufe. Have Ruth and Pity, 
44 moft dement Prince, of the noble Houfe and Sirname of Lindefays 
44 H aye Conapafljoji of the Noblemen that ailifted to my Faftion, tha; 
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u they, at the leaft, be not fpuilzied of their Lives and Heritage only 
<c for my Offence and Fault. 

W hen the Earl thus had ended, the Nobles and Gentlemen of An- 
gus, that came in his Company to feck Remiflion, held up their Hands 
to the King, matt doloroufly crying Mercy ; till their Sobbing and Sigh- 
ing cutted their Words fo fore, that almoft their Prayers could not be 
underftood. Through the which there rofe fuch Ruth and Pity among 
the Company, that none could contain themfelves from Tears and Mour- 
ning : And fo every Man began to implore the King’s Majefty for 
Relpeft to this Earl and his Affifters ; but principally James Kennedy 
Bifhop of St. Andrews and Sir William Crighton , by whofe Perfwafioit 
the Earl came at that Time to feek Mercy, lollicited greatly for him aA4 
bis Affifters, whom he compelled, contrary their Hearts, to maintain his 
Treafon and Confpiracy ; praying the King, of his Benignity, to fpare 
them for the Experience of this Mifchief, that had befallen them by 
this Rebellion, ffiould make them the more humble, faithful and obedi- 
ent to their Prince, and to ferve his Majefty, than if they had never fal- 
len before. Attour, fo great a Man’s Repentance, humble Submiflion and 
Defire were not to be lightlied nor defpifed. Have Confederation, faid they, 
and Regard to the dangerous Times, with the other Circumflances tire- 
fently within the Realm ; for if fuch a Thing he upon the Face of the 
Earth, as Faith, Repentance and Truth , no Man goodly may believe > 
nor could fufpeU either Fraud or Guile. By thir Mens Words, lamen* 
'table Gefture and Countenance, they overcame and moved the King 5 
and fpecially the Requeft and Prayers of thir Men that Rood about 
him. 

So, Remiffion being granted to them, the King bade them be of 
good Courage, and be of a better Mind towards the Commonwealth than 
they were before, faying, That he had neither Defire of the Noblemens 
Lands, nor Goods , nor Lives , but rather to conquefs their Hearts and 
Friendships ', and that it is Truth, that he was ireful contrary all Con- 
fpirators, but yet would fettle his Ire fo foon as they became penitent of 
their Offences and Crime : And alfo he underftood, That it became a 
Frince to be revenged upon Rebellers and Injurers of his Majefty ; yet, 
notwithftanding, he would ufe fuch Moderance herein, ana deal with 
them as gently as he could, without Hanger of others, or evil Example. 
Attour, he defired no greater Revenge on them, than to fee a Man of 
great Courage and Spirit , attempting, Jhort fenfyne, temerarioufly fuch 
Thing above his Degree and Strength, now rendring himfelf freely, 
without Compulfion, to that Eftate , that he granted he had no other 
Refuge, nor Hope of Reftitution , but in the Kings Clemency and Gen- 
trice, and that he had asked Mercy and Forgivemefs , upon his Knees, 
him whom be had purfued moft cruelly, adjoyned and fociated with the 
common Enemies of the Realm. 

How foon the King had faid this, and fudi like Words, ffiowiflg 
bis Mind inclined to Mercy, he received the Earl and his Affifters into 
his Grace and Favours, abfolyed them from Lefe-Majefty, rcftored them 
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to their Dignity again, former Eftate and Honours, which was great Joy 
and Gladnefs to them all that beheld the fame. The Earl of Crawford , 
gloried with his happy Eventure, convoyed the King’s Majefty in the 
Horth Land, and with him. a chofen Company of young able Men of 
Angus and, in the Month thereafter, banquetted him right magnifi- 
cently in the Place of Ftnhaven , promiling faithfully to be ready, with 
all his Forces, to overthrow and fight againft the common Enemies of the 
Realm, when and where it pleafed the King’s Majefty. 

This Earl, being on this Ways reconciled with the King’s Majefty, 
gave over all Tyranny, and became a faithful Subje&, and a ficker Targe 
to the King’s Lieges, having nothing in more Reverence and Honour, 
than.the King’s Royal Perfon. At laft being, on this Manner, at Qpiet- 
nefs and Reft, when he appeared to his Friends, and all other of the 
Country, to be in greateft Profperity, Fortune tholed not the happy 
Eftate of this Man long Tiine to continue : For, in the fixth Month after 
this Reftitution, as faid is, he took the hot Fever, and died in the Year 
of God, One thoufand four hundred and fifty four, and was buried, with 
great Triumph and Pomp, in the Grayfriers of ! Dundee , in his Fore»- 
beers Sepulchre. In this fame Year the College of Glafgow was founded 
and ere&ed. In the Year preceeding, Mahomet the Prince of the Turks 
befieged and wan the noble and ancient Town of Conftantimple, and 
ufed great Slaughter and Cruelty upon the Cbriftians wherever they 
Came ( Nicola? I. being Pope of Rome ) and made the fame, from thence- 
forth, his principal Dwelling-Place, and yet make their Refidence there, 
unto thir oar Days. 

I n the Beginning of the next Year, which was One. thoufand four 
ftundred and fifty five, there was a Parliament fet at Edinburgh, where 
James Earl of Douglas, 'Beatrix , his Brother’s Wife, pretended Spoufe 
to himfelf, George Earl of Ormond , John Lord of Baheny , were all 
together forefaulted and condemned to Death. There was a Convention 
made thereafter, where the King, calling to Remembrance how that the 
Earldom of Murray was reft from James Crigbton , who married the el- 
deft Daughter of the Earl of Murray , as faid is, by the fubtile Craft of 
William Earl of Douglas, and given to Archibald his Brother ; he re- 
ftored the fame to him again : But when James Orighton perceived that 
he-could not joyfe the Lands without the Hatred of many Gentlemen, he 
again put it in the King’s Hand ; and his Son thereafter, called George 
Orighton, in Recompenfation thereof, was made Earl of Caitbnefs. At- 
tour, William Hay , then Conftable of this Realm, was the firft belted 
Earl of Arrol ; and fundry other noble Knights, fuch as Darnly, Hales, 
Jjyle and Lorn, were made Lords and Barons of Parliament. 

After this Council was diffolved, the King caufed raife a new Ar- 
my, to pafs upon the common Enemies of this Realm ', and firft invaded 
Galloway, which was rendred without any Difficulty, with all the 
Strengths thereof. Thereafter palled to Douglafdale , where greater 
Cruelty was ufed than in Galloway ; and the whole Men and Goods gi- 
ven to be ft juft Prey to be taken up by the King’s Men of War, be- 
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caufe the Inhabiters were ftubborn, and made them to gainftand the 
King’s Authority. But when the Earl of Douglas's Lands and Men 
were overthrown with fuch Calamities, Sir James Hamilton , the Earl 
of Douglas s familiar Servant, was fent to England for Support againft 
die King of Scotland , in Defence of the Ear 1 of Douglas ; but he obtained 
no Men, but Money. The which being obtained, he perfwaded the Earl of 
Douglas to offer the King extreme Battle. To that Effe& he caufed take 
up Bands and Men of War, to the Number of three hundred Horfemen, 
and three hundred Footmen, to be under the Captainry and Government 
of James Hamilton : And alfo he caufed feek all Clients and Familiars, 
and his tender Kindred and Friends, with all them that favoured him in 
the Realm of Scotland at that Time, charging them to be ready at the 
appointed Day, to come to him, and debate him and his Lands againft 
the King, when he came to purfue him, and fpecially if he fieged 
Abercorn . 


W h e N the King heard of this Provifion of the Earl of Douglas , 
he was greatly affeared, thinking that he had wafted himfelf and his 
Money, and had tyred all his Subjects in the Purfuit, Herfhip and Dan- 
toning of the Earl of Douglas ; the whilk he thought, by that Extremi- 
ty that he ufed toward the Earl of Douglas , was Occafion, if the faid 
Earl might be Party to him by any Way, that he might give him Battle, 
either by Tinfel or Winning, to put the whole Realm in Jeopardy. The 
which the King was very loath to do ; and fo the King was very penfive 
in his Mind, what was beft to be done in Defence contrary the Earl of 
Douglas , whom he knew to have fo many Favourers at that Time, that 
it was impofSbi^to him to be Party to the faid Earl, if he pleafed to 
lift againft him,^and give him Battle. Yet the King devifea a fubtile 
and crafty Mean againft the faid Earl, that is to fay , He caufed the 
Word gang to the Earl of Douglas’s Ears, That he was to pafs out 
x£ the Country, and that for Fear of the Earl of Douglas. Thir Things 
coming to the Earl of Douglas , he was very rejoyced hereat, and was 
the flacker in the Railing of his Men and Army againft him, thinking, 
that he ihould obtain his Purpofe without any Battle or Gainftanding of 
the King. But, in this mean Time, the King caufed the Earl of Orkney , 
the Eatl of Angus , with other fund ry Barons and Gentlemen, to the 
Number of fix thou land Men, with all Provifion, to be ready at a cer- 
tain Day, as he advertifed them, to pafs to the Caftle of Abercorn , and 
to fiege it. 

In this mean Time, the Earl of Douglas hearing tell, That the 
King’s Army was come to the Caftle of Abercorn , and was fieging it, 
he believed furely that the King had been there himfelf : Therefore he 
feftt and warned all his Kindred and Friends, and Clients, and all that 
w6uld "do for him in Scotland-, charging them [to meet him at Den- 
gills-, the tenth Day hereafter, with twenty Days Viftuals, to pafs with 
niifl to the Caftle of Abercorn-, and there to refeue the fame, or elft 
to give the King Battle, and caufe him either to fight or flee out of 
Scotland. 


Th| 
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The King, hearing this, was ftupified in his Mind, thinking his 
Army was over little, at that Time, to debate againft the Earl of Dou- 
glas : For it was lhown to him he would be forty thoufand Men in Ar- 
mour againft the King, at that Time. The King, feeing no Refoge, 
palled in a Ship haftily to St. Andrews , there to meet with Bi/hop James 
Kennedy, and to have his Counfel thereunto : Showing him, That the 
Earl of ‘Douglas was gathering a great Army, either to light with him, 
or to chafe hum out of the Country ; and alfo he knew no Support to be 
had haftily at that Time : Therefore he delired his Counfel, what he 
thought bell to be done hereintil. This Bilhop was a wife and godly 
Man, and anfwered the King in this Manner, as after follows, faying. 
Sir, Ibefeecb your Grace, that ye will take a little Meat to refrejh you, 
and I will pafs to my Orature , and pray to God for you, and the Com- 
monwealth of this Realm and Country. 

This being fpoken, the King paffed to his Disjoyn, and the Bilhop - 
to his Orature, to make his Prayer to Almighty God, to open his 
Mouth, to give him Knowledge and Utterance to give that noble Prince, 
who was deftitute and comfortlefs of all good Counfel, That he might 
give him Inftru&ion and Learning how he Ihould efcape that great Peril 
and Danger, appearantly to. fall at that Time. Then this Bilhop took 
the King’s Grace by the Hand, and led him to his Orature, befeeking 
him to make his earned Prayers to the Almighty, That he would llreng- 
then him with his holy Spirit, that he might, with a bold Courage, re- 
fill his Enemies, who were rifen againft him contrary the Commandment 
of God, and Commonweal of the Country s befeeking God, of his migh- 
ty Power and Grace, that he would grant him Vi&oiw of thefe Confpi- 
rators and Rebellers, who were rifen againft him with<mt any Caufe made 
fey him : And fpecially, That he would grant him the upper Hand of 
the Earl of S Douglas and his Complices, like as he had done before of 
trim and his Oppreffors, when they oppreffed the Commonwealth of the 
Country. 

This being done, the King palled, in this Manner, to his Devoti- 
on, as this holy Bilhop had commanded him. And after, when the 
King had ended his Prayer to Almighty God, then this Bilhop feeing 
the King defolate of good Counfel, and defpaired of good Hope or Sue- 
cefs of any Vi&ory to fall to him contrary his Enemies, cauled him to 
paifs into his Study or fecret Houfe, where his Bows and Arrows lay, 
with other fundry Jewels of the faid Bilhop. Then this Bilhop let this 
noble Prince fee a Similitude, the which might bring him to Experience 
and Comfort, how he might invade againft the Uproar of the Confpira- 
tors, and fpecially againft the Earl of Douglas, and the leave of his 
Complices. The faid Bilhop pulled out a great Sheaf of Arrows, knit 
together in a Quhang of Leather, and delivered them to the King i® his 
Hand, and bade him fet them to his Knee and break them. The King 
anfw* e d, R is impoffible, becaufe there is fo many together of the faid 
Arrows , and knit fo f aft with Leather, that no Man can break them 
at once. The Bilhop anfwered and faid, fhat is true, but yet he 

would let the King fee , that he could break them and pulled out one

by one, or two by two, till he had broken them all. And faid unto the 
King, Sir, yon muft even do in this Manner with your Barons that 
have rifen againfi you, which are fo many of Number, and knit fo fafi 
together againfi you in Conspiracy, that you, on no Ways, can get them 
broken , but by this PraUick that I have Jhown you by the Similitude of 
thir Arrows ; that is to fay, Ton muft conquefs and break by Lard and 
Jjord by himfelf ; for ye may not deal with them all at once. And fur : 
tber, make a ‘Proclamation out through your Realm, to all ‘Thieves and 
Traitors, and all them that have offended againfi you, to grant them 
■free RemiJJion , to be good Men in Time coming, aiid now to ferve your 
Gr ace at this inftant Time in your Necefftty. The which being done, 

I trufi your Grace Jhall get more Favours than Jhall your contrary 
Party. - 

The King, hearing this wife Counfel, took Courage, and made bis 
Proc lam ations, as forefaid is, in all Parts of his Realm, to the Effe& 
forefaid. He pulled up his Banner in St. Andrews, and paft to Falkland, 
on the firft Night, in arrayed Battle. On the Morrow he went to Stir- 
ling, accompanied with this noble Bifhop James Kennedy, with all the 
Lord’s of Fife , Angus and Str other n, and remained in Stirling tall the . 
North Part of Scotland came to him, which were to the Number, with ‘ 
the King, of all People, thirty thoufand Men. Hereafter, lawfully, with 
difplayed Banner, came forward againfi: the Earl of Douglas, who was 
lying in the Camp of Battle on the South Side of the Water of Caron, 
a little by-Eaft the Bridge, with the Number of forty thoufand Men r 
making for to refcue the Cafile of Abercorn and jtli inking no - lefs into 

his Mind, than he lhould go to the King and give him little, -otelfe to 
CTufe him to leave the Realm. But, on the other Side, Bifhop' James 
■ Kennedy, ufed a crafty Mean to break the Earl of ‘Douglas’s Army,' and. 
fent a fecret Servant of his own to James Hamilton <& Kedypw j who was 
principal Captain to the Earl of Douglas at this Time, and hsicElhrew 
hundred Footmen and three hundred Horfemen at his -Governance, luipon 
the Earl of Douglas’s Expences, to charge and pafsnwith him where he 
pleafed ; yet, notwithftandiug, the faid James Hamilton beingoadyer- 
tifed by his Eame, Bifhop James Kennedy, of the King’s good; ‘Mind 
and Favour towards him, which he appurchafed 1 co foim by his^Mb^ien, 
■Blowing to him, that if he would return and leave fhe Earl of Douglas* 
at that Time, and come and ferve the King’s Grace, lieifhould have^&ll 
Remiffionof all Things bypaft, and g*eat Reward in Time to come; 
The which he obtained as after follows. And the iasd) James tooLtobe 
advifed in this Matter, and gave the Meffenger a gdCkl Anfwer;ujNot^ 
withftanding this, James having a kindly Love to the Earl o&Doogfafr 
and a Refpefi to his own Favour, pondered the Calif* in hisciwriMSnd, 
thinking that he would effay the Earl of Douglas’# cMind in tbev tioa^ 
Caufe, what he was purpofed to do at that Time jjrhowbeitibe^laiaw 
well the Matter to be unjufi both againfi God- and -his native Prince ^ 
Therefore his ConCcience moved him, at '-that Time^tb be deliwateij of 
that unhappy Servitude contrary the King apd CadlnUnwealtb of- the 
Country. And, in this mean Time, there came a Herauld foam the 
•• King’s Army, charging the Earl of Douglas and his Complices to 
: . O * skale 
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plra1<» their Army, under the Pain of Treafon. At thir Novels and Charge 
the Earl’ of Douglas mocked and fcomed the Herauld ; and, mifcontent,/ 
caufed blow his Trumpets, and put his Men in Order, and marched for- 
ward to have met the King and foughten with him. Eut from Time he 
faw the King’s Army in Sight, and abiding him floutly with fo great 
a Number, his Courage was fomething abafed, and fo were all the Lords 
and Barons that were with him, who had heard the King’s Proclamation, 
wherein was granted a Remillion to all them that had offended againft his 
Majefty in Times paft j and if then immediately they would come to 
him, and be good Men in Times coining, that all Faults ihould be dif- 
charged bygone. 

Thir Motives, with other more, moved the Gentlemen and Com- 
mons Hearts, that were with the Earl of Douglas at that Time, for to 
favour the King’s Party better. The Earl of Douglas feeing this, that 
his Folks had tint fome Part of Courage, and were not fo well willing as 
he required ; therefore he retired his Army Home again to their Camps, 
where they lay all the Night, trufting to inftrud them, and to give 
them better Courage and Hardiment than they had before, that they 
might pais forward with him, on the Morrow, as he pleafed. But, of 
'this Purpofe, all the Lords and Captains of the Earl of Douglas were 
not contented ; and in Ipecial y antes Hamilton , who paffed to the Earl 
of Douglas incontinent, and required of him what was his Mind, if he 
would give the King Battle or not ; and ihew to him, the longer he de- 
layed there would be the fewer Number at his Purpofe ; and the King 
was. ever the more able againft him. The faid Earl anfwered to yames 
Hamilton, faying, Jf be was tyred \ be might depart tpben he pleafed. 
Of the which Anfwer the kid yames was well contented, and that lame 
Night paffed to the King, where he, was well received and thankfully, 
and all Things remitted bypaft. That fame Night, the reft of the Ba* 
sons add Gentlemen, feeing the Departing of fames Hamilton , took 
foch Fear, that every Man paffed away, that on the Morrow the Earl of 
Douglas was not a hundred Men, by his own Houfe : Who, feeing 
this, took Purpofe, and haftily fled in Anandaie , where he was foon 
thereafter vanquifhed by a Band of Men of War of the King’s. And 
lo this Prince obtained great Victory and Peace, without any Slaughter 
of the Lieges at that Time ; and through the Counfel of this noble 
Biihop, and the returning of yames Hamilton to the King. Yet the 
King, feeing nothing on his contrary but bare Fields, knowing well that 
the Earl of Douglas was departed in this Manner as I have fhewn ; yet, 
notwithftanding, die King give yames Hamilton no Credit in the Begin- 
ning j and thereafter fent him to be warded in the Caftle of Rqflin with 
the Earl of Orkney , till he had win the Caftle of Abercorn , where he loft 
'many of has Folks, and fundry right evil wounded. But when he did 
remember, that his whole Viftory over the Douglas had fallen to him 
without any Blood, or Stroke of Sword, through, the Hamilton « Leav- 
ing tb* Earl of f Douglas y he received him as a familiar and tender 
Friend ; fo, at the laft, his Son got the King’s eld eft Daughter in 
Maniage. 

But 
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But when the Earl of Douglas underftood himfelf defert and left 
by many of his principal Friends, by whofe Maintenance and Afliftance 
he had enterprized fo high Matters contrary the King’s Authority, he 
fled in 'England with his Brother, to conquefs fome Support to recover 
the Thing that he loft j and thereafter, Ihort while, he returned with an 
Army of Men, and came in Anandale , which was garnifhed wth the 
King’s Men of War for the Time ; which Men of War aflembled 
together, and met James Douglas and his Brother, with their Af- 
fifters, and fought manfully contrary them, and put them to Flight. In 
this Battle was flain Archibald Earl of Murray , with diverfe other Gen- 
tlemen, vageit Men and Commons. And George Earl of Onmond, after 
that he was wounded and taken, and kept very ftraitly in Prifon till he 
was healed of his Wounds j and thereafter brought to the King in Edht - 
burgh, and beheaded for his Rebellion. The Earl himfelf and John 
Lord Bakeny efcaped very narrowly through a Wood, wherein they fled 
for Safety of their Lives. It is faid, That the firft Advertifer of this 
profperous Succefs brought with him Archibald Douglas’s Head, who 
was received by the King with great Thanks. 


After, this unhappy Battle, albeit James Douglas was deftitute of 
bis Brother, Kindred and Friends, nor yet had he great Hope of any 
. Support of England ; yet, not the lefs never diffiding of good Fortune^ 
he pafled to Donald Lord of The Ifles arid Earl of Rofr, being in Dutb 
ftaffage for the Time ; whom he knew, of his Nature, to be proud and 
inclined to Mifchief and Wickednefs, and folifted him to affift to his Re 1 - 
bellion, and found that his Opinion beguiled him not : For this Donald 
gathered a Company of mifehievous curfed Limmers, and invaded the 
King in every Arth, wherever he came, with great Cruelty, neither 
jparing old nor young, without Regard to Wives, old, feeble and de- 
cripped Women, or young Infants in the Cradle, which would have mo- 
wed a Heart Of Stone to Gnmnuferation j and burned Villages, Towns, 
and Corns fo much thereof as might not goodly be carried away, by the 
great Prize of Goods that he took. After that he invaded Argyle in the 
lame Manner, with the Ifle of Arran , whereof, when he had gotten the 
Caftie by Fraud and Guile, be made it equal with the Earth j and fyne 
he chafed George Biihop of Doe Ifles and of Argyle , and flew fundry of 






ins to a Strength. At lafl; he paft to Locbquaber, and therefrom to 
Murray, where he invaded with no lefs Cruelty chan the Reft before ; 
and fpccially where there were any Favourers of the King’s Authority. 
Attottr, he deftroyed the Town and Caftie of hmernefs , after that he had 
gotten into it by a deceitful Subtilty. This he did not fo much to pleafe 
and gratify James Douglas , as he did rejoyce to fofter Mifchief, Cruelty 
and Wickednefs, to which he was given allenarly, through the Impiety 
of his own Ingyne. 


Wh e h fiich civil War rang in Scotland, the King of England pes- 
ccived a commodious Opportunity to take Advantage, as himfrlf aacl his 
Predeceffors were wont to do, ever fince the firft Habitation of the Ifle 
of Britain > by either of thir two Nations, commanded that his Borders 
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fhould break, and Incurfions ihould be made. The which was done as 
he commanded, without Knowledge or Expe&ation of the Scottijh- Men, 
who, having no Sufpicion of foreign Nations, were fpuilzied of their Be- 
ftial, their Corns, and Houfes burnt, and fundry Gentlemen and Com- 
mons hurt and flain for the Defence of their Goods and Gear : So we 
perceive that England never forgot their old Quarrels upon fmall or no 
Regard, when they faw an apparent Advantage to have been Mailers ; 
and, by the contrary, they were fain to thigg and cry for Peace and Good- 
will of Scottijb-M&n, when there was Unity and Concord amongll the 
Nobles living under Subje&ion and Obedience of a manly Prince. But 
albeit the King of Scotland perceived that the Realm was fo overgrown 
with civil Wars, on the one Part ; and that it ihould be both Shame 
and Skaith to himfelf and the Realm, on the other Part, to thole fo high 
Injuries without Remeid j and therefore diffembled till a Time more 
gaining to be revenged of their Enemies. 

A t this Time Beatrix Douglas, fhc Maiden of Galloway, feeing 
nothing but Wrakes to come to her pretended Husband James Dou- 
glas, fled to the King, crying, Mercy, for her Offence 's, laying the 
Crime upon James Douglas, and his wicked Flatterers and AJJflers ; 
who not only bad fy led her in the Contr ailing of that ungodly Marriage , 
hat affo, againfi her Will, bad forced her to the fame : So Jhe , being 
deftitute of all good Helpers and Counfellers, could not goodly gainjland 
or refifi fo great a Tarty j till now, having the Opportunity (fays fhe ) 
of his Abfence to flee the Society of a wicked aha ungodly Life, I came 
ftraightway to feek the King’s Majefly’s Safeguard, TroteUion, and Re- 
fnifltonfor the Offences bygone, which was a Crime committed rather of 
Heceffity than wilfully , or of fet Turpofe. 

The King, after that he had forgiven all Offences, and received this 
Gentlewoman in his Favours, he married her to his Brother John Earl 
of Athole, the Black Knight of Lorn’s Son, .and tochered her with the 
Lordfhip of Balveny. 

, , • 

When Donald of fhe flies his Wife underllood, that the King was 
fo favourable to James Douglas’s Wife, as ye have heard, Ihe, in like 
Manner, fled under his Prote&ion, and to efchew the cruel Tyranny of 
her Husband, which ihe dreaded at diverfe Times before. The King, 
-calling to Remembrance that this Noblewoman was married, by his own 
Counfel, with Donald of fhe flies j he gave her therefore fafficient Rents, 
and Tdhds, whereon ihe ihould live honourably conform to her Efface. 

Not long Time after this, Tatrick fhornetoun, one of the King’s 
Majeily’s own Court, but a Favourer of the DouglaJJes Faftion, cruelly, 
without any Ruth, flew John Sandilands of Calder, and Allan Stuart s. 
Nobleman, befide Dutnbartoun, becaufe they were the King’s Majeily’s 
Adherents ', which was not long unpuniihed : For the King made fuch 
Diligence, till he apprehended both the Tyrant and his Complices, and 
put them to a fliamefol Death as they deferyed, 

* ,* . ‘ - • 
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Short while after this, fuhdry of the Nobles and great Men de* 
ceafed ; fuch as William Earl .of Arrol and Conftable of Scotland , and 
George Crighton Earl of Caithnefs ; who, being vexed long with great 
Infir mity, Decaufe he had op Sons to fucceed to his Place, he reiigned 
the Lands, which he got to him and his Heirs male only, in the King’s 
Majefty’s Hands, feeing there was no Life to him : For the Lands ihould 
have fallen to the Crown after his Deceafe. Sir William Crighton , fome- 
time Chancellor, deceafed the fame Year ; a Man of great Forefight, 
lingular Manhood, and a faithful Subje 61 , a ficker Targe of the Com- 
monwealth unto his Life’s End, and Alexander Lindefay Earl of Craw- 
ford, of whom Mention is made before ; in whofe Room David his Son 
fucceeded, one of the nobleft of thefe Days. Many other Nobles and 
Gentlemen, whofe Names are irkfome to write. 

Not long after, Sir Hary Vearfy Earl of Northumberland, and 
fames Douglas lately forfaulted, entred in the Borders with a great Ar- 
my, both of Scottijh and Englijh-Mcn^ and wafted all with Fire and 
Sword wherever they came ’, till, at the laft, the Earl of Angus met them, 
with a Company of chofen Men, and put them to the Flight : For, 
when both the Armies moft cruelly were fighting, with uncertain Viftory 
on every Side, a great Part of the Englijh-Men, not fmall of Eftimation, 
greedier for Prey of Gear, than careful of their Honour and Welfare of 
their Lives, began to fpuilzie and drive away their Enemies Goods, and 
left their Neighbours in Battle, void of their Support, which made an 
eafy Pathway to the Scotti/b-tAen that Day to obtain the Vi&ory. In 
this Battle many Englifb-bAtn were flain, to the Number of threefcore, 
befide thefe that were flain in the Chafe. Ten Gentlemen taken Captives, 
and fburfcore Scottijh-Wizn were flain, with fome Captives, which were 
taken in the Skirmiflung before the Shock of the Battle. 

When this Vi&ory was told to the King’s Majefty, and how that 
the Engli/b-bAen had wafted fo much on the Borders, without any Occa- 
fion or Break of him to England, he lamented forely, that the Realm 
had been overthrown in itfelf with civil Wars and Difcord, and himfelf 
fo troubled Day by Day, that he might not goodly be revenged of their 
fakelefs Injuries and Incurfions. Attour, it offended him moft of all, 
that his Enemies raged more in their Infolence ; and that he was com* 
palled with Rebellion on every Hand \ fo that he could not enterprise to 
requite their Invafions, without great Lofs of Men and Goods, and put* 
ting the Realm in extreme Danger and Hazard of his Enemies. And, in 
the mean Time, when the King was muling moft highly upon his Pur* 
pofe, Donald Earl of Rofs and Lord of The Ifles, fent Meflengers to his 
Majefty, to be remitted of all Rebellion and Offences that he had done : 
Thinking well, that the King was fo merciful to the Earl of Crawford, 
that he would be no lefs merciful to him ; but yet would not put himfelf 
in Peril, as Crawford did : And therefore fent one of his fpecial Friends, 
who obtained Remiffion to him, partly through the King’ s own Huma* 
nity, and partly by the Requeft and Intercefiion of the Nobles of the 
Realm. But yet the King’s Majefty handled the Matter very craftily, 
and found the Moyea how he would not openly and plainly forgive at 
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that Prefcnt, the wicked and treafonable Deeds of that wicked Tyrant, 
nor yet he would make the Meflengers for to defpair of their Chief’s Re- 
miffion, but anfwered them gently to hold them in Hope, faying, ‘that 
tbe Earl of Rofs never deferred at his Hanebi. now to & e remitted of bis 
Cruelty and Rebellion lately committed ; yet-, not tbe left , feeing all 
Men on Earth , and fpecially Kings and Princes that reprefent tbb 
very\T)ivine Majefty of God, ( who alfo, of his excellent Nature, receives 
Mankind to the ‘Bofom of his Mercy, fo Joon as he repents him of bis 
Sin, not for any good T)eed that Man may do to recompence him with ) 
Jhould thirft. no Mans Blood, but be gracious and merciful to all Men 
that are become penitent of their Mifdeed yet becaufe it pertains to 
God allenarly to know the inward thoughts and Hearts cf Men , and 
that Maris Nature cannot perceive nor underftand further tf another, 
than he may fee by outward Signs and Tokens : And therefore be would 
that the Earl of Rots Jhould do fome notable A cl, wherethrough all Men 
might underftand him to repent intirely with his Heart, before that be 
Jhould receive full Remiffion of all Offences. Attour, That the Earl tf 
Rofs Jhould refound the Skaiths for all the Towns, Fortalices and Hou- 
fes that be either bad burnt or caften down ', and, by that, reftore and 
fatisfy, at the leaft , the whole Goods and Gear to every Man, which 
be had reft and taken away, This being done , the Earl Jhould be re- 
mitted, with all bis Partakers and Complices , of all Offences bygone. 

This being done, and put to Reft, and a final End made of all 
Sedition and civil Difcord in the North Ifles of Scotland, the King’s Ma- 
jefty fet his whole Care and Mind to invade England, and either to be 
revenged, or elle repaired of all Opprelfions and Injuries committed with- 
out Offence contrary his Realm and Lieges ; and, to bring his Purpofe 
more eafy to Rffeft, he caufed.convcen the Nobility to a certain Day, 
to confult and be refolved by what Moyen it might be done moft com- 
modioufly. But behold during the Time of his Convention, there came 
AmbalTadors fromRicbard Duke of Tork, Edward Mortimer Earl of 
Warwick, and their confederate Friends, to feek Support of Men of War 
contrary Henry King of England, whom they purpofed to depofe of his 
Royal Dignity. For albeit this Henry , through his own flothlul Negli- 
gence and wicked Counfel, had loft France and Normandy , which his 
Forebeers had conqueft to his Hand ; . yet, in lo high Matters and delpe- 
rate Affairs, that moft miftered the Confutation of the greateft and no- 
bleft Men, whom it behoved to fpend their Lives and Lands for the 
Recovering and Defence thereof, he admitted nor called none fuch Men 
to his Council, but admitted and extolled Slaves and Men of fmall 
Eftate, by Reafon they could flatter him, and that was moft dcle&able 
to his Conceit j and he preferred them to the Adminiftration and Gover- 
nance of the Commonwealth, before and above fuch Nobles and Gentle- 
men of the Realm * * a Manhood, the Glory 

of England, martial Deeds c # a fpread 

through all the World, were moved to conlpire and convecn theinelves 
to deprive him of the Crown ; and fpecially the Noblemen defeended 
of the King’s Houfe, to whom the juft Right of the Crown of England \ 
which befel * a a a third Son to Edward III. 

who 
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who was lawful Heir to Richard II. that * # * *- 

of his Body were deftroyed and put down by Hairy IV. So now, at this 
prefcnt, the Dulse of Tork r, thinking that he had better Occafion to reco- 
ver the Crown than Henry IV. had to rave the fame from Richard II. 
and Leoneir s Pofterity, joyned himfelf in this Conipiracy of thir Noble- 
men, by whofe Moyen and Afliftance he purpoled to recover his Right 
and Heritage, withholden from him and his Forebeers. But becaufe 
they were not equal, neither in Riches nor Power to the King, within 
himfelf, they fent to the King of Scotland for Support, promifing perpe- 
tual Friendfihip, with great Rewards, if they brought their Purpofe to 
EJfeft. So, when thir AmbafTadors got Prefence of the King’s Majefty, 
in Sight of the Earls and Lords conveened for the Time, the Principal 
of them made this Harangue and Oration in Manner following. 


“How wicked and ungodly a Thing it is, moft invincible and po- 
“ teat Prince, to place an Ignorant in high Eftate and Regiment of 
a a Country? ( How. may it be that a Man, that cannot guide himfelf, 
“ lhall wifely guide others ) By the contrary, how neceffary it is that 
u a wife and potent Prince have the Ruling over a Realm ? We have 
w the Experience of both in our Days, by diverfe Manner of Ways : For 
“ all Kings and Nations, moft redoubted Prince, marvel of thy Craft 
“ and Wiidom, who, being but a young Man, or rather a Child, hath 
w fet and put to Reft this Realm of Scotland , without great Slaughter 
u or Effulion of Blood, by an excellent Wit and Divine Providence, 
“ which, in thy Minority, was wrecked and divided by the Sedition's 
“ and Fa&ions of potent Men within die fame. So we muft, of very 
44 Force, grant thy Felicity and happy Progrefs in all thy Doings, be- 
iC fore we enter to intreat of other Matters : Therefore we pray God, 
“ That thy profperous Beginning may endure perpetually for ever. But 
M our King Henry , O how unlike is he unto thy Manners and Condi- 
“ tions ! And how far different from thy Ufage in good Government of 
“ the Realm ! And how doth he carry himfelf ! It is no lefs unknown 
u to thy Majefty than to us. For, by the Ignorance of that Man, in- 
“ fe&ed and corrupted with the wicked Counlel of Flatterers, not only 
“ is the ftouriftiing Renown of England fuppreft, and turned to Scorn 
“ and Mockery ; but alfo a great Part of the Impyre and Dominion of 
“ France , yea, nothing inferior to the Realm of England , which was 
“ conquefl: by our Forebeers, is quate and loft. So, leeing it is fo, that 
M we are oppreffed with Slaves, which the King hath promoted, ( the 
u Nobles of the Realm lightlied, and fet afide from high Dignity to 
M bale Eftate ) who, being placed in fuch Power and Authority, have 
4t fuch Power over the Nobility, that they dare not draw their Breath, ’ 
u much lefs juftly to complain for any Offence, or to give Counfel what 
u »s beft to be done for the Prefervation of the Commonwealth, which 
<c the Nobles of the Realm cannot fuffer longer ; feeing it is both con- 
l< trary the Commodity of a Commonwealth j and alfo, being fuffered, 
u ^11 l»ing our Realm to Wreck, and the Inhabitants thereof to utter 
u Extermination. So it lhall pleafe you underftand, moft viftorious 
w Prince, That the Nobles of England take no unwonted nor new Pur- 
<c pofe now in Hand, in the depriving of him, and putting another in 
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<£ his Place. For our noble Progenitors and Forebeers debarred Henry 
u III. his Son, called Edmond Qruckback, from the Crown, becaule 
u he was not fo lufty, and of fo gaining DifpoAtion of his Body, as was 
u thought expedient for a Prince, to attempt fuch Matters as were then 
44 ado ; albeit he was a Man of good Wit and Angular Ingyne, to whom - 
<c the Title of the Crown moft juftly appertained. Nought the lefs, 
ci the Realm of England , having lharp Wars in France ■, thought it to be 
Cl expedient for the Government of the People, and Bearing of the Govern- 
44 ment above the Army, to choofe a Man, not only wife and prudent 
li of Spirit, but alfo that was lufty of Body, manful, flout and hardy. 
44 And, for this Purpofe, they feeing Edward , younger Brother to this 
44 Man, of Angular Courage, of no lefs Craft and .Wifaom than his Bro- 
44 ther Edmond , and, in Beauty, more excellent, and above all Men 
44 within the Realm with Strongnefs and Ability ; the Lords made 
44 him King, and debarred this Edmond. So our Progenitors did 
44 prefer one Perfon to another, even the youngeft to the eldeft, and, de- 
44 barring the eldeft therefrom, chofe the younger. So it may appear how 
44 much is Wifdom commended above Foolilhnefs, in a Perlbn that bears 
44 Charge in a Commonwealth. Attour, how damnable it is to have an 
44 ignorant Captain of War, witlefs, and deftitute of all good Counfel. 
44 The unhappy Mifchance will bear Witnefs of the Lofs and Tinfel of 
44 the Bounds of France , which was England’s before. And fuchlike, in 
44 Peace, to have a foolifh Prince, corrupted and led away with Flat- 
44 terers and wicked Counfel, not only underftand we that is dangerous, 
44 but alfo has vexed Scotland fo long with civil Wars, as thou may have 
• 44 Experience, which have fo offrbeen wafted and fpuilzied, when Henry 
44 of England knew that thy Majefty might not goodly wait upon foreign 
44 Wars : Wherefore we exhort your Majefty to enarm your felf to this 
44 Effed, not only for our Caufe, but alfo rather for your own, and to 
44 revenge the Injuries that Scotland has fuftained ; even to be revenged, 
44 I fay, upon the principal Author of all Mifchief and Oppreffion : 
44 How honeft and neceflary therefore is the Ground and Fundament of 
44 our Purpofe and Intentions, by thir Reafons forefaid may be eaflly un- 
44 derftood. Now, let us fee how fecilly this Matter, without Slaughter 
44 or Eflufton of Blood, may be brought to pafs, if ye pleafe to fupport us, 
44 which we hope indeed ( and what Reward therefore lhall be ) which be- 
44 ing declared, we fhall lhortly make an End. And ftrft, I think it necef- 
44 fary to know of what Strength and Power is the King of Scotland ; and 
44 fyne what is the Matter we may do : And then I believe the Matter 
44 lhall be manifeft to us all. When the Realm of England did flourilh 
44 in Chevalry, and the whole Bounds and Dominions, which our Prede- 
44 cefibrs with their Conquefs did augment thereto, were not diminilhed, 
44 our Strength and Power, without Flattery, I lay, was fo excellent, 
44 that no Man of wholefome Judgment but will grant we had no Part 
44 equal in Europe. And now, feeing we loft the Bounds within the 
41 Realm of France , and fought Help of Scotland \ wherewith fome 
u Hope was to recover the fame again, without which we delpair all ut- 
44 terly • in fo for, that if either of the Faftions within England might 
44 get Support of any foreign Prince, the other eaftly fhould oe overcome. 
44 Attour, there was neycr Sedition nor Difcord, till now of late, within 
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44 the Realm of England, but it toucheth all as one : But feeing all 
44 was fleuthed, there was no Mifchief could befal our King, but was 
44 delivered unto us ; and the whole Nobility, fo long irked and vexed 
44 with the Tyranny of King Henry , to loofe thcmfelves out of this Yoke 
44 of Thraldom, has taken Purpole to furrogate Richard Duke of York 
u in his Royal Place for our Fa&ion far Turmounts the King’s Afli- 
44 Ranee, both in Nobility and Wifdom. And albeit we doubt of the 
44 Popular, which apparently, to the Eyes of Men, favour the King's 
44 Party, yet we have Experience, that they are fo variable and facile, 
44 that they defire nothing more than a great Man that would begin the 
44 Alteration of the prefent Eftate : As may well be known by Henry of 
44 Ireland ; when he gave the Commons to underftand, That fince their 
44 Liberty was reft from them by the avaritious Greedinefs of Courtiers, 
44 for the Maintenance of their infolent Folly and Ambition, that he 
44 would punilh and put an Order to the King and Courtiers, if they 
44 would affift his Enterprize j which was taken in Hand by this Henry s 
44 Perfwafion, as is manifeft to this whole Me, and had taken the Eflefl, 
44 without Doubt, if the fubtile Ingyne and Craft of rhe Chancellor had 
44 not Ranched the lame ; yea, in lo far, that we now prefently ihould have 
44 had this Matter, neither to begin nor to end. Finally, that we may 
44 make an End of the Thing that we have begun, we come now, moil 
44 renowned Prince, to thy Majefty, to get Support, promifing rich Re- 
44 wards therefore, which the Duke of Tork, and Earl of Warwick , with 
44 the Advice of the whole Nobility of their Opinion, have commanded 
44 us to promife to thy Majefty, if thou wilt aifift them ; and what 
44 Bounds and Lands your Grace’s Progenitors poffefled and joyfed 
44 fometime in Northumberland, with Berwick, and all the Fields ad- 
44 jacent thereto, for Reward and Recompence. . And, laft of all, a 
44 perpetual Amity and Friendlhip to be bound up betwixt the two 
44 Realms. 


When the Ambafladors had ended their Harangue, on this Manner, 
the King’s Grace caufed him and his Companions to remove them, until 
he had confulted upon an Anfwer ', and when the King had advifed with 
the Nobles, and the Ambafladors come again, the King laid on this 
Manner. 


^ It is not unknown to us the juft Title that the Duke of f Tork hath 
44 to the Crown of England but the Afliftance of my Realm Ihould not 
44 be granted temerarioully j neither Ihould the Crown be taken from a 
44 Prince, who is, by univerfal Confent, already crowned, for a light 
44 Caufe, without great Trial and Deliberation, and Knowledge of the 
44 Caufe : But that I #fer to the Wifdom and Convention or the No- 
44 bility of England And as for Arms and Forces, be affured, that I 
44 have juft Caufe to denounce War to the King of England- Firft, fee- 
44 ing he did vex my Realm and Lieges fakelefly with Incurfions, the 
44 Time when the fame was perturbed with civil Wars. Then alfo,’ 
44 when I did feek Redrefs, King Henry delayed to give an Anfwer. 
44 thereupon : Therefore, if the Duke of Tork, with the Eafls Warwick 
44 and Salisbury , with the Nobles of their Ration, will keep Promife, 
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u they fliall be allured, that my whole Strength and Forces lhall be ready 
cc to invade your King’s Favourers with Fire and Sword, wherever I come, 
u and fliall do my utter Diligence to expel King Henryk and to reftore 
u the Duke of Tork to his own Flace. 

S o, when the AmbalTadors had received their Anfwer, and faithful 
Promife taken and given on every Side, they departed, and reported 
the King of Scotland Ps Anfwer to the Duke of Tork and Earl of War* 
wick. 

In this mean Time the King of Scotland commanded, by open Pro- 
clamation, all Men to be ready at a certain Day, with Armour and Vi- 
ctuals, to invade their old Enemies with Fire and Sword : But behold 
the quiet Slights of England. When the King was patting forward, as 
he had promifed, to invade them, an Englijb-Mzn met him by the 
Way, who favoured the King of England moft entirely, perfeft in the 
Italian Language, nouriihed and brought up all his Days in lying, and 
fuborned by King Henry, with Bills and Commiflions, as if he had been 
lent from the Pope of Rome and in his Company a Monk, who did coun- 
terfeit a marvellous Gravity and Holinefs of Life, as fuch Men had well 
wont to do j and faid, It was the Rope's Command , that neither the 
King of Scotland, nor none of his Company , Jhould pafs any further 
to invade England, under the Rains of Curfing and Cenfwres of holy 
Kirk : For, through the Dijfenfion ( fays he) of Chriftian Rrinces , the 
Turks, moji damnable and cruel Enemies of God's Word , creep in daily 
more and more in Europe ; fo that , by their Tyranny , they have fubdued 
'a great Rart thereof to their Dominion and Empire ; Therefore let 
au Debates , Strife and Rattle be fet afide, and Re ace be eftablifked 
among Chriftian Men. h is alfo ( faid he ) decreeted, That all faithful 
Men Jhall lay to their Shoulders for expelling of tbir common Enemies , 
who would not only fpoil them of their worldly Freedom and Liberty , 
but alfo if the Word rf God, which is the moft precious Thing on Earth ; 
and, to bring all Difcord , reigning now in the Ifle of Britain, the more 
eafily to an End , there are other Ambaffadors ( faid he ) fent, directed 
by now from the Rope , to caufe all Injuries committed by the King of 
England to be repaired ', and alfo to agree all Quarrels and Dijfenftons 
betwixt the King of England and the Duke of York. 

King fames , believing nothing of any high Deceit in thefe fraud- 
ful Fellows Sayings, obeyed the Charge, and shaled the Army. But 
fcarcely was he well come Home, when he did perceive the crafty Sub- 
tilty of his Enemies, being devifed by them contrary him. So, being 
come penitent of his facile Obedience, gathered a new Army, and patted 
forward upon his Enemies. 

In the mean Time, the Duke of Tork' s Army, whereof a great Part 
came with the Earl of Warwick , patted in arrayed Battle contrary King 
Henry , without any Expe&ation of the Scotti/h-Meas coming. And, 
upon the other Side, the King's Adherents met their Enemies very ftout- 
ly> whofe principal Chiftains, under the King, were the Dukes of Somerfet 
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and 'Buckingham, and the Earl of Gifford. Shortly it was manfully 
fbughten on both Sides ; but, at the laft, the King’s Army was vincuft 
and overcome, himfelf taken Prifoner and had to London, and his three 
Chiftains forefaid flain, with many Nobles and Gentlemen, by a great 
Multitude of the Commons. So, after this Vi&ory, when he was come 
to London , there was a Convention ; where the whole Nobility agreed 
all upon that Head, That their King Ihould not be, at that Time, depri- 
ved of his Royal Eftate ; but that his wicked Counfellers and Flatterers, 
as the very Corrupters of good Ingynes, Ihould be either put to Death, 
or elfe fequeftrate of his Company, and banilhed off the Realm, and him- 
felf to be put in ficker Firmance till further Confultation : For it ap- 
peared veiy unleifome to many of the Counfel, not only to put Hand in 
a living Prince, but alfo to rave the honourable Impyre from the Anoin- 
ted of God, to whom the Realm once had given their Oath of Fidelity : 
For, in fo doing, they Ihould be compelled, as perjured menfworn People, 
to choofe another in his Place : And therefore decreeted, That the Duke 
of York ihould be but Governor of the Realm during the King’s Life- 
time. Now the Earl of Warwick was made Captain of Calais , which 
Was then one of the Authority amongft the Englijh-Men ; and the Earl 
of Sarisbury great Chancellor of the Realm. And fo it was done till fur- 
ther Concluiion might be had in all Affairs. 


I n that mean Time the King of Scotland invaded the King of En- 
gland’s Favourers in the North , with all Cruelty. And when he had 
won the Town of Roxburgh, which the Englijh- Men then had gamiihed 
with Men and Munition, and call the fame to the Ground, he fieged . 
the Gaftfe thereof. And when he was moft bufy and earncft in the Pur- 
suit thereof, Ambaffadors came from the Duke of York and the Earl of 
Warwick, with the reft of that Fa&ion, ihewing the Vi&ory that was 
theirs, and to thank him for his Goodwill and Readinefs, promifing to 
do the like to his Majefty, to bring to Effeft whenever it was needful ; 
praying him to defift from the Siege, and not to moleft the Realm of 
England, feeing God granted Vi&ory to them, in fo far that they were 
Mafters of the Realm ; otherwife, that he would exafperate them of En- 
gland to Wrath and Ire, who already would have invaded the Scottijh 
Army, were not the greater Obftacle and Impediment. 


The King anfwered, Yhat he was very glad of their profperous 
Succefs of ViUory that had befallen the Luke of York, but did marvel 
how it might be, that he could be qffended, or the Nobility of England, 
he doing nothing elfe but that which they required rnojft ctffe'cluottfly • 
Attour, he defired the Promifes to be fulfilled which were made to him. 
To the which was anfwered by the Ambaffadors, Yhey had no Command 
to give Anfwer thereupon. ' At the which the King was fo commoved, 
that he refufed their Band and Kindnefs all utterly, as unworthy of Kincf- 
nefs and Credit, but altogether falfe and diffembled j and albeit they did 
vary and difcord in Come Affairs, yet they concord ed altogether in Trum- 
pery and Falihood ; fhowing a fair Countenance, with many plealant 
Words, in the Beginning, when they required any Thing under Colour, 
Fraud and Guile. And therefore faid to the Ambafladors on this Manner. 

Albeit 
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'Albeit the ‘Duke and bis conjured Faction be proud and infolent of the 
Victory lately obtained , wherethrough they difdain to keep their Promife 
made to me ; yet , neverthelefs , I will \ by God \ s Grace , be revenged of 
ail Injuries done to me , my Realm and Lieges , by England, as I had 
determined before that thir Ambajfadors JoliJled for this Ejfett, not 
knowing then their quiet Deceit and fubtile Fraud ; and alfo Jhall be 
revenged of this Injury which is moji of all in violating and breaking 
the Jolemned Oath and faithful Promife that the faid Ambaffadors and 
Men of War did promife in their Names and Rehalf 

S o the Ambaffadors being departed with this Anfwer, the King com- 
manded the Soldiers and Men of War to aflault the Caftle ; but the En- 
glijh ~ Men defended fo valiantly within, that the Siege appeared to en- 
dure longer than was believed. So the King determined to compel them , 
that were within the Houfe, by long Tarry, to render and give over. 
At the which Time Donald of The Ifles , of whom we fpake before, 
came to the Siege with a great Company, all armed in the Highland Fa- 
fhion, with Habergeons, Bows and Axes ; and promifed to the King,, if 
he pleafed to pafs any further in the Bounds of England , that he and 
Jiis Company mould pafs a large Mile afore the reft of the Hoft, and to 
take upon them the firft Prefs and Dint of the Battle. The King, after 
that he had received him with great Humanity, anfwered, That he would 
ufe the Nobles Counfel in all the Progrefs of Wars ; rejoycing much that 
Donald was fo ready to hazard himfelf and Friends for Defence of the 
King, and Honour of the Commonwealth. After this he bade him ftent 
his Pavilion by himfelf, till further Occafion ferved to do as he defired. 
This Donald , obedient at Command, after that he had taken the Place, 
to him and his Folks, that was deputed for them, fent out fundry Com- 
panies of his Men to fpuilzie and herry the Country about the Camp, 
Teeing the Seige lafted longer than the Purfuers Expectation was. For 
albeit a great Part of the Keepers of the Houfe was perifhed and tint for 
Hunger, and the reft ftraitly overfet by the Seigers ; yet, not the lefs, 
they perfevered fo ftoutly, without Regard of all their Adverfaries, that 
the Purfuers were almoft tint with the long Sieging ; till Alexander Earl 
of Huntleys Coming, who brought a great Company of chofen Men, 
which made the King fo blyth, that he commanded to charge all the 
Guns to give the Caftle a new Volley. But while this Prince, more cu- 
rious than became him, or the Majefty of a King, did ftand nearhand 
the Gunners, when the Artillery was difeharged, his Thigh-Bone was 
dung in two with a Piece of a misframed Gun, that brake in fhooting ; 
by the which he was ftricken to the Ground, and died haftily. The 
which gritumly difeouraged all his Nobles, Gentlemen and Friends that 
were ftanding about him ; but commanded all that knew his Misfortune 
to hold their Silence, and not to divulgate the fame throughout the 
Camp, in cafe it fhould difeourage the Soldiers and Men of War, and 
that they lhould lhamefully diffolve the Siege. 

B u * the Qpeen, hearing of this Mifchief, took her young Son, cal- 
led James m. and, with a ftout Courage, like to the Almains and Ghel- 
ders of whom Ihe was defeended, leaying off all womanly Mourning, by 
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all Mens Expectations, brought him to the Hoft, and exhorted all who were 
true Scottijb-Mea to continue the Siege, till either theCaftle ihould be ren- 
dred, or taken by Force. Lofe not ( laith Ihe ) with Shame, the Time and 
’ Labours whifh you have bejiowed on this Siege ; neither let the Lofs 
of one Man bereave you all of your Courage ; and feeing this Chance is 
not known to the reft , bear ye a good Countenance , fo that no more may 
know the fame. Forward therefore , my Lords , ( leaving of all womrfnly 
Lamentation ) and put an End to this honourable Enterprize, facrificing 
rather the Laves of your Enemies , than your own Tears , to the Gbok 
of your Frince. 

The Captains, partly encouraged hereby, partly alhamed to be over- 
come by the Courage of a Woman, refolving to go forward, took her Son 
James III. to be their Chiftain ; and fo fiercely affaulted the Caftle, 
that the Englifh- Men, feeing no Hope of Relief, yielded the Caftle to 
the new King, being fullered to depart fide with Bag- and Baggage. The 
Caftle was demoliihed, left it might be a Strength to the Enemied there-* 
after. Which was done in Auguft , the Year of God One thoufand four 
hundred and threefcore Years ; and the thirtieth Year of the Age of 
King James II. and the twenty fourth Year of his Reign. 

About this Time there were many Marvels which prognofticated 
the King s Death. The Night before his Deceafe, there appeared a clear 
Comet, even as it were a Token of the hafty Death of fo great a Prince. 

I n the Year preceeding, there was a Bairn which had both the Kind* 
of male and female, called, in our Language, A Scarcbt ; in whom Man’s 
Nature did prevail : But becaufe his Difoofition and Portaiture of Body 
rcprefented a Woman, in a Man’s Houle of Lithgow, he affociated in 
Bedding with the Goodman’s Daughter of the Houfe, and made her to 
conceive a Child. Which being divulgate through the Country, and the 
Matrons underftanding thisDamofcl deceived on this Manner ; and being 
offended that the monftrous Beall Ihould fet himfelf forth as a Woman, 
being a very Man, they got him accufed and convi&ed in Judgment, for 
to be burnt quick for his ihameful Behaviour. 

About this Time there was apprehended and taken, for a moft 
abominable and cruel Abufe, a Brigand, who haunted and dwelt, with his 
whole Family and Houihold, out of all Men’s Company, in a Place of 
Angus , called The Fiends Den. This mifehievous Man had an exe u 
crable Fafhion, to take all young Men and Children, that either he 
could fteal quietly, or take away by any other Moyen, without the 
Knowledge of the,People, and bring them Home and eat them j and 
the more young they were, he held the more tender and the greater De- 
licate. For the which damnable Abufe he was burnt, with his Wife, 
Bairns and Family, except a young Lafs of one Year old, which was fa- 
ved and brought to Dundee , where Ihe was foftered and brought up : 
But, when fine came to Woman’s Years, Ihe was condemned and burnt 
quick, for the fame Crime her Father and Mother were convided of. It 
is laid, That, when this young Woman was coming forth to the Place 
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of Execution, that there gathered a great Multitude of People about her, 
and fpecially of Women, curfing and varying that lhe was fo unhappy 
to commit fo. damnable Deeds. To whom lhe turned about with a wood 
and furious Countenance, faying, Whefefore chide ye with ipe, as I had 
committed an unworthy Crime ? Give me Credit , and trow me, if ye 
had Experience of eating of Mans and Womans Flejh , ye would think 
the fame fo deliciotu , that ye would never forbear it again. And fo, 
with an obftinate Mind, this unhappy Creature, without Sign or out- 
ward Token of Repentance, died in the Sight of the whole People, for 
her Mifdeeds that lhe was adjudged to. 

About this Time ragn many cunning Men, by whofe Labours, 
and Travel good Letters flouriihed, which was almoft perilhed by bar- 
barous Cruelty of the Gothes : Such as Laurentius Valla , a Gentleman 
of Rome, who did great good in the Reftitution of the Latin Tongue to 
the old Purity and Omatenefs, as his Works yet do witnefs ; fuchlike, 
Eraticifcus Tbilelphus, and Francifcus Tetrarcha, both Angular Orators ; 
Nicolaus Perottus, who fet his whole Mind and Study to abolilh and put 
Away the old rude Manner of teaching, and to garnilh and teach the 
Youth, with eloquent Languages, in all Kind of Sciences. 
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AM E S II. unhappily flam in this Manner forefaid, 
as we have mown, Margaret his Wife continued at 
the Siege, ever exhorting the Lords and Barons to 
be Itout in the Purfait of the faid Caftfe, and never 
to pafs from the fame till it were win. To that 
Effea Ihe brought her young Son, James III. to re- 
mam ftill with the Lords at the faid Siege, till the 
faid Caftle was win. Though he was of tender Age, 
and could ufe no Vaflalage, nor Feat of Wars ; yet his coming encoura- 
ged x> the People, that they forgot the dolorous Dead of his Father, 
and palled manfully to the Houfe, and wan the lame, and juftified the 
Captain only thereof. Secondly, caft down the laid Caftle, that it fhould 
not be an Impediment to them afterward, by the Holding of the En- 
gk/b-Men. ■••• - 

So o n after there was a Convention fet at Scoon-, where the Queen 
Mother, with the reft of the Nobility, crowned her Son James III. 
wing of the Age of feven Years ; and thereafter Was delivered to Bifhop 

James Kennedy in Keeping, to learn Letters at the Schools. 

> , . ^ • 

_At this Time Qeorge Douglas, Earl of Angus-, was Warden of the 
Boraem, and ofttimes defended the fame manfully : wherethrough he was 
ffiadc Lieutenant, by the Queen and Council, to pafs, with the whole 
Body of the Realm, in Defence of the Borderers. And, after a little 
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While, the Humes gathered and the Hepburns , with Support of Lo- 
tbian-Men, and paft to Work , and caft it down ; fo that the Englijh- 
Men defired Peace with the Scots for fifteen Years, which was granted to 
them by the Counfel of Bilhop James Kennedy , who helped to govern 
the Realm during his Days : But the fpecial Caufe of this Tranquillity 
and Peace in Scotland , was, 1 becaufe Englijh- Men had civil Wats among 
themfelves, ftriving daily for the Crown of England , betwixt the Duke 
of Tork and King Hary VI. who, in fhort Time thereafter, defired a 
fafe Conduct for his Wife and his eldeft Son, and certain of his Kin and 
Friends, containing the Number of a thoufand Men, for to remain a 
While in Scotland at his Pleafiire. Which Condu& was granted unto 
him by the King and Council, and was well received, and remained in 
the Gray-friers of Edinburgh fo long as’ he pleafed. 

Not long after the Queen of England palled in France , becaufe lhe 
was a French-Woman, and many of the Nobles with her. And King 
Henry , at this Time, gave 2 lerwick to the Scottifh-Men, for his Support 
and Entertainment that he had in Scotland that Time. 

I n this Time Bifiiop James Kennedy guided the King and his Coun- 
cil in good Unity and Peace, whereby the Commonweal flouriihed great- 
ly. He founded a triumphant College in St. Andrews , called St. Salva- 
tor's College wherein he made his Lair very curioufly and coftly ; and 
alfo he bigged a Ship, called 7 be Sijhop's Serge. And when all three were 
complete, he knew not which of the three was coftlieft : For it was 
reckoned, by honeft Men of Confideration being for the Time, that the 
leaft of them coft ten thoufand Pounds Sterling. So the three, being 
complete, coft thirty thoufand Pounds Sterling . 

In this mean Time Henry VI. departed out of Scotland towards En- 

f land ; and fhortly thereafter was taken by King Edward , and put in 
’rifon. At this Time the King of France fent a Captain, called Feter 
Sr ice, with certain Support to King Hary : But, ere ever he came, 
he was taken by King Edward , and put in Prifon. Therefore the faid 
Captain, hearing that the King was put in Prifon, took a Caftle in the 
j North of England, called Annick , and there thought manfully to defend 
himfelf, till he got Support. But Edward. , the new King, hearing of his 
Intent, caufed a greater Army to come haftily and fiege him. The faid 
Captain, knowing no Relief to come to him haftily, fent to the Council 
of Scotland defiring them to relieve him, or to skale the Siege ; promi- 
£ng to them to caufe the King of France ^ his M after, redeem to them 
the Cofls, Skaiths and Damages fuftained by them in the faid Caufe. 
Incontinent George Earl of Angus, Warden of the Borders, and great 
Lieutenant for the Time, raifea a great Number of Scottijh-M&n , to the 
Number of twenty thoufand, to wit , ten thoufand Horfemen, and ten 
thoufand Footmen , and, when he was nearhand the faid Caftle, he chufed 
out ten thoufand of the beft of his Army, and paft to the laid Caftle on 
fwift Horfe, as it had been a Fray, and gart the reft of his Army come 
in Sight of the faid Caftle in arrayed Battle, as a Steill in Adventures, 
in cafe the Englifh fhould give Battle. But the Englijh-M.cn were fo 
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afraid at the fudden Coming of the Scots, that they skaled their Siege 
and gave them Way, while he relieved the faid Captain of France fafely* 
and brought him to Scotland , and there put him to Liberty to pafs to 
France , as he pleafed, with his Company. 

The Year of God, One thoufand four hundred and iixty three Yeats 
Margaret Queen of Scotland , Daughter to the Duke of Geldre , departed 
at Edinburgh , and was buried in the Trinity-College, which Ihe foun- 
ded herfelf after the Deceafe of James II. her Husband. This Queen 
Margaret was very wife and virtuous in her Husband’s Time : But, foon 
after his Death, ihe' knowing herfelf to be a Regent and Guider of the 
Realm, feeing all Men to obey her, and none to controul her, ihe be- 
came to be leacherous of her Body, and took Adam Hepburn of Hales, who 
had a Wife of his own, and committed Adultery with Lim ; which cau- 
fed her to be lightlied of all the Nobility in Scotland , that ihe faw fo 
many Noblemens Sons and Barons free of Marriage, and would not defire 
one of them to have fatisfied her Lull, but took another Wife’s Husband 
to fatisfy her greedy Appetite. 

The fame Year Alexander Duke of Albany,, and Brother to King 
James III. was fent to France to learn the Leed, with other Letters, 
direaed by James Kennedy Biihop of St. Andrews. The faid Alexan- 
der and his Ship were both taken by the Englifh-Men ; who were lud- 
denly delivered by Supplication of Biihop James Kennedy : For the 
faid Biihop James promifed to the Council of England, that there ihould 
no Peace be kept, if the laid Alexander and his Ship were not 'delivered 
immediately. The which was done at his Defire : For the Englijh- Men' 
had fuch civil Wars among themfelyes, that they durft not break Peace 
with Scotland. 

I n the Year of God One thoufand four hundred and feventy fix Years,, 
Biihop James' Kennedy departed out of this prefent Life, and was buried 
at the City of St. Andrews, in the College which he founded himfelfi 
This Biihop James Kennedy, in his Days, was wondrous godly and 
wife, and was well learned in Divine Sciences, and pra&ifed the fame to 
the Glory of God, and Commonweal of the Kirk of God : For he cau- 
fed all Parfons and Vicars to remain at their Pariih-Kirks, for Inftru- 
&ion and Edifying of their Flocks ', and caufed them to preach the. 
Word of God unto the People, and to vifit them when they were fick. ‘ 
And alfo the faid Biihop vifited every Kirk within his Diocie four T'imes 
in the Year, and preached to the faid Parochin himfelf the Word of God 
truly, and required of the laid Parochin if they were duly inftrufled'in 
the Word of God by their Parfon and Vicar ; and if their Sacraments 
were duly adminiftrate unto them by the Parfon and Vicar aforefaid i 
and if the Poor were fuftained ; and the Youth brought up and learned 
conform to the Order that was taken in the Kirk of God. And where 
he found not the fame Order kept, he made great Puniihment, to the Ef- 
fe&, that Gods Glory might ihine through the Country in hisDiocefe ; 
giving good Example to all Archbiihops and Kirk- Men, to caufe the 
Patrimony of God’s Kirk to be ufed to the Glory of God, and to the 
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Commonweal of the Poor. Farther, he was a Man well learned in the 
Civil Laws, and had great Pra&ick in the fame ; where, by Ingyne, 
Letters and Pra&ick, long Ufe and Years, he knew the Nature of the 
Scottijh-Men, fo that he was moft able of any Lord in Scotland , Spiri- 
tual or Temporal, to give any wife Counfel, or an Anfwer, when the 
Time occurred, before the Prince or the Council ; and fpecially in the 
Time of Parliament, or when the Ambaffadors of other Countries came 
for their Affairs, there was none fo able as he to give them Anfwer, con- 
form to their Petition and Delires of their Mailers. Or when any Affairs 
or Troubles that occurred in the Realm, and fpecially Lefe-Majefty, he 
was alfo pra&ifed in the fame : For he gave Counfel to King James II. 
when he was ready to depart out of Scotland for Fear of the Earl of T)ou~ 
Plas , who had gathered againfl him to the Number of forty thoufend 
Men, ready to give him Battle, or elfe to chafe him out of (die Realm. 
Notwithflanding, this noble Biihop, feeing this noble Prince defolate of 
Counfel, and defperate of any Hope of Succefs of Vi&ory to fell to him 
in contrary his Enemies, caufed this noble Prince, James II.* come to 
him to St. Andrews, ere his Departure, and there gave him fuch Coun- 
fel, as after follows. That is to fay , He led him to a quiet Orature, 
and defired him to make his Supplication to Almighty God, that he 
would open his Eyes and his Heart, that he might have Knowledge and 
Wifdom to danton and punifh the Confpirators, which were rifen againft 
him contrary the Laws of God and Man, and alfo the Commonwealth 
of the Country. When they had both ended their Oration and Prayers 
to Almighty God, the holy Biihop beginneth to let this noble Prince foe 
a Similitude, the which might bring him to Experience and Comfort, 
how he might evade the Uproar of the Confpirators \ and in fpeciaf 
againft the Earl of Thuglas and the reft of his Complices. The Biihop 
puts forth a great Sheaf of Arrows, knit together in a Whang of Lea- 
ther, and gave them to the King in his Hands, and bade him fot them 
to his Knee and break them. The King anfwered and faid, h was im - 
pojfible. , hecaufe there were fo many of them together of the faid Arrows, 
and knit fo faft together with Leather , that no Man could break them 
'at once. The Biihop anfwered, That was true , hut yet he would let 
the King fee that he would break them ; and pulled out one by one, 
Or two by two, till he had broken them all ; and faid to the King, Ton 
muft do in the fame Manner with your "Barons that have rifen againft 
you , which are fo many in Number, and knit fo faft together in Conjpi - 
racy againft you, that you can noways get them broken, but by mb 
5P ramck as I have Jhewn you, by the Similitude of the Arrows : This 
is to fey, Tou muft conquefs and break Lord and Lord by himfef ', for 
you muft not deal with them all at once. Andfurtbefj make a Trocla * 
motion out through the Realm , to all Thieves and Traitors that have 
qffended againft you, and grant them free Remiffm to he good Men i* 
Time coming , and now to Jerve your Grace, at this inft ant Time, in your 
'Neceffty. ■ The which being done, I truft your Grace Jhall get more Fa- 
vourers than Jhall your contrary Tarty. 

The King, hearing this wife Counfel, took Courage, and made Pro- 
clamations, as fotefeid, in all the Parts of his Realm, to the Efieft forefaid. 
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He put up his Banner in St. Andrews , and paft to Falkland the firft 
Night in arrayed Battle. On the Morrow he went to Stirling , accom- 
pstnied with this noble Biihop James Kennedy , with all the Lords of 
Rfe i Angus and Stratbern , and remained in Stirling till the North Part* 
of Scotland came to him, which were in Number with the King thirty 
thoufand. Thereafter, awfully, with difplayed Banner, came forward 
againft the Earl of Douglas, who was in Gamp of Battle on the South 
Side of the Water of Carron , three Miles from the Dorwood , with the 
Number of forty thoufand Men, thinking no lefs in his Mind than he 
fhould be Party to the King, ’ and give him Battle, or elfe to caufe him 
leave the Realm. But, on the other Side, Biihop James Kennedy ufed 
a crafty Moyen to break: the Earl of Douglas's Army, and fent a fectet 
Servant of his own to James Hamilton of Kedyow , who was principal 
Captain to the Earl of Douglas at this Time, and had three hundred 
Horfemen and three hundred Footmen at his Government, upon the Earl 
of Douglas’s Expences, to charge and pals wherever he plealed ; yet the 
fold Sir James Hamilton , being advertifed by his Eame, Biihop Jamet 
Kennedy , of the King’s good Mind and Favour towards him, which he 
purchaied to him by his Moyen, ihowing to him, if he would return and 
leave the Earl of Douglas at that Time, and come and ferve the King’s 
Grace, he ihould have a full Remiffion of all Things bygone, and great 
Reward in Time to come. The which he obtained, as after follows* 
Notwithftanding this. Sir James Hamilton having a kindly Love to the 
Eatl of Douglas , and a Refped to his own Honour, pondered the Caufe 
in his own Mind ; thinking that he would eBay the Earl ©f Dotjglas’s 
Mind in the faid Caufe, what he wag purpofed to do at that Time, 
howbeit he knew the Matter was unjuft both againft God and his native 
Prince: Therefore his Confcience moved him to be delivered, at that 
Time, of that unhappy Servitude contrary the Weel of the Country. 
He palled to the Earl of Douglas incontinent, and enquired of him what 
wa6 his Mind, if he would give the King Battle, or not : Shewing to 
him, the longer he delayed he would be the fewer in Number ; and the 
King was ever the more able againft him. The faid Earl anfwered to 
James Hamilton-, faying, If be was tyred , he might depart when be 
pteafed. Of the which Anfwer the faid James was well content ; and, 
that fame Night, palled to the King, where he was well received and 
thankfully, and sill Things remitted bypaft. That fame Night, the reft 
of the Gentlemen and Barons, feeing the Departure of James Hamilton-, 
took fuch a Fear, that, every Man palled his Way ; fo that, on the Mor- 
row, the Earl of Douglas was not a hundred Men by his own Houfe i 
who, feeing this, took Purpofe, and haftily Bed in Anandale , where be 
was foon thereafter vanquilhed by a Band of Men of War of the King’s : 
And fo this Prince obtained great Vi&ory and Peace, without any Slaugh- 
ter of his Lieges at that Time, and that through the Counfel of this 
holy Biihop. Many other good A&s he did in his Time, both to the 
Glory of God, and to the Commonweal and Advancement of his na- 
tive Country. So we will let him reft with Gdd, and return again to 
Our Purpofe. 

In 
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I n the Year of our Lord*, One thoufand four hundred and feventy one 
Years, King James III. being of the Age of twenty Years, taketh to 
Wife, Margaret the King of Norroways Daughter, ( otherwife the King 
of ‘Denmark) and got with her, in Tocher-good, the Lands of Orkney 
and Shetland , with all Right, and Title of Right to them, pertaining 
to the King of Norroway at that Time. This Marriage was folemnized 
at Edinburgh , the Gentlewoman being but twelve Years at that Time. 

The King being married with all Solemnity, and having this Realm 
in Peace, and the Commonwealth thereof flourifhing ; yet, notwithftan- 
ding, in Jhort Time thereafter, he was brought in great Cumber ; partly 
by his own Infolency, and otherwife by the Confpiracies of his own Lords 
and Barons againft him, as after follows, as ye mail hear. 

This Prince had two Brether, the eldeft, called Alexander Duke of 
Albany and Earl of March , was very wife and manly, and loving no- 
thing fo well as able Men and good Horfe, and made great Coft and 
Expcnces thereon ; and, fox his lingular Wifdom and Manhood, he was , 
efteemed, in all Countries, above his Brother the King’s Grace : For he 
was fo bardy and manly with the Lords and Barons of Scotland , that he 
was holden fo in Eftimatian, that they durft never rebel againft the 
King, fo long as he rang in Peace and Reft with his Brother the King’s 
Grace : For he was hardy, manly and wife, that they flood more Awe of 
him, than of the King’s Grace, for his Manhood. This Alexander was 
of mid Stature, fcroad-fhouldered, and well proportioned in all his Mem- 
bers, and fpecially in his Face, that is to fay , Broad-faced, red-nofed, 
great-eared, and of very awful Countenance, when he pleafed to fhew 
himfclf unto his Unfriends. But the King’s Grace, his Brother, was far 
different from his Qualities and Complexions : For he was one that loved 
Solitarinefs and Defert, and never to hear of Wars, nor the Fame there- 
of } but delighted more in Mufick and Policies of Bigging, than he did 
in the Governance of bis Realm. He was alfo wondrous covetous in 
conquefEng of Money, rather than the Hearts of his Barons ; and he 
delighted more in Singing and Playing upon Inftruments, than he did 
in the Defence of the Borders, or Adminiftration of Juftice. The which, 
at length, caufed him to come to Ruin, as ye fhall hear hereafter fol- 
lowing. But we return to the third Brother, John Earl of Mar , who 
was young, fair and lufty, and one of high Stature, fair and pleafant- 
faced, gentle in all his Behaviours and Manners ; and knew nothing but 
Nobility, ufing much Hunting and Hawking, with other gentlemanny . 
Paflime and Exercifes, with other knightly Games, as, entertaining of 
great Horfes and Mares, whereof the Offspring might flouriih, fo that 
he might be flaked in Times of Wars. But with the fame we will, re-^ 
turn to our Hiftory. 

- Alexander Duke of Albany and Earl of March , for his lingular Man- 
hood md Wifdom, he was chofen Captain of 'Berwick , and Lieutenant 
of our whole Borders ; and had in his Hand, at that Time, the Caftle 
of 'Dumbar , with the Living thereof, pertaining to the Earl of March. 
Notwithftanding Alexander Lord Humej otherwife Lord Chamber lain? 
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had many of thir Lands into his Hands, in pptaking the Mails and 
Rents thereof, by Reafon of his Office given to him in King James II.' 
his Time ; therefore would not fuffer the Tenants thereof to make An- 
fwer, to the faid Alexander Duke of Albany, erf the faid. Mails, Rents, 
and Profits thereof, with his Goodwill ; but believed afterwards, with 
fuch crafty Means, to ufe the fame to his own Pleafure. But the faid 
Alexander Duke of Albany commoved with the fame, fparing not to ride 
the Ground-Bqunds and Lands of the faid Earldom of March , and there ‘ 
uptake the faid Profits and Duties at his own Pleafure. Notwithftan- 
ding the Lord Hume , nor none of his Friends in the laid A&ion, might 
never in noways be. Party unto him, becaufe he was both Captain of Her- 
wck, and had all The Merfe at his Command and Obedience ; and alfo , 
he had the Caftle of *Dumbar , and many of the Gentlemen of that Coun- 
try to fortify him in his juft Caufe, becaufe he was the fecOnd Perfon of 
Scotland. 

That fame Year the Queen bare a Son, thereafter was called James . 
IV. Notwithftanding the Humes were very ill difeontent at his. Pfor. 
ceedings, caft all the Ways and Means they might, to keep themfelves 
in Pofleffion of the Rooms and Rents, which they were in Ule and Pof-, 
feffion before of uptaking thereof, as Chamberlain to the King’s Grace : . 
And, to that Efte<ft, to fortify their Caufe, they banded with the Hep- 
burns , to make their Party good againft the faid Alexander Duke of Al- 
bany : But nevertheless their Labour was all in vain ; becaufe their Afti- 
on was not good nor juft,/ he prevailed ever, at all Times,:, againft them, 
when they met. If he had been thirty, and they threefcore, yet , he; 
would have given them Battle $ and ofttimes warred them, and chafed., 
them to their Hold. 

T h e n the Humes and Hepburns , feeing they nothing could prevail,, 
againft this Nobleman, devifed among themfelves a crafty Mean, whereby 
they might caufe his Brother the King’s Grace to be difeontent with him : 
Knowing well, if they had the King broken from the faid his Brother, in; 
this Cafe, they thought to rule the King’s Grace as they pleafed : And, 
to this Effeft, fought all the Occafion that they might to bring their 
Purpofe to Effeft ; till, at the laft, they faw a new Courtier ftart up, 
called Cochran , who had, at that Time, great Preheminence and Au-r 
thority in Court, and Audience of the King, and ruled all Matters an<t 
Aftions as he pleafed, to them that would give him Buddes and Gear for 
his Labour. The Humes and the Hepburns feeing this Man, Cochran, 
have fo great Credit of the King, thinking nothing better than to make 
their Moyen with him, they gave him great Sums of Money to fortify 
and maintain their Caufe againft the Duke of Albany , who haftily pro- 
mifed to take their Parts in all Things debateable betwixt them and the; 
Duke of Albany , and his Brother the Earl of Mar : For the faid Coch- 
ran confeffed to them, That he was in no lefs Fear or Dread of the; 
Duke of Albany and his Brother, than they were themfelves : Therefore 
he was the more willing to content to their Opinion i and prpmifed to 
them, if he might find the Time convenient, be fhould bring their 
Purpofe to Effe# j and departed from them, and was ifito the Court, and! 
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daily laboured, with all his Ingyne, to bring the King at Difcord with 
his Brother. He travelled and laboured long ere ever he could find any 
Effed to bring his Purpofe to pafs : For the King loved his Brethren 
fo well, that he would not trow any wrongous Narration of them, nor 
give Credence to no Man that fpake evil of them ; till, at the laft, this 
Cochran-, feeing that, by no Way, he could break the King from his 
Brethren ; he caufed a Witch with him come, and pronounce to the King, 
That he fhould be fuddenly Bain with one of the neateft of his Friends 
and Kin. Of the which the King was very afraid, and defired of 
the Witch, how fhe had that Experience of him, Or if any Man had 
caufed her fpeak the fame. She anfwered, ih€ had the Revelation there- 
of bya familiar Spirit. And then the King began to be aftonilhed, 
and daily afraid of thir new Tidings, conjeduring and moving in his 
Mind whom this Jhould be. But, at the laft, took the Sufpicion in his 
Mind of his Brethren, that he conje&ured it ihould be they fhould per- 
form this Prophecy that the Witch had fpoken ; becaufe he had no Bairns 
of his own, at that Time, of Age to do fuch Things as were pronounced j 
and therefore he concluded wholly with himfelf, that it fhould be his Bre- 
thren fhould do him that Mifchief : And thereupon he grew in luch Sufpi- 
cion and Hatred againft them, that he might, on no Ways, take Reft, be- 
caufe they were neareft of Kin to the King, as the Witch faid ; but ever 
enquiring of Cochran , and the reft of his unhappy Counfellers, who aug- 
mented him daily in that Sufpicion towards his Brethren. But when 
thir Tidings of the King's Sufpicion came abroad through the Country, 
and alfo came to the Ears of the Humes and the Hepburns, they were 
BeartBy content of thir Novels, trufting to be relieved, by that Way, 
of their Enemies, the Duke of Albany and his Brother : Therefore they 
made them to the Court, and flattered the King and Courtiers, Avowing 
their Opinion of the King’s Sufpicion, faying, "That they thought all of 
Verity that the King had conjeftured in that Matter towards bis "Bre- 
thren . Till, at the laft, there grew fuch mortal Fead within the King's 
Breaft, toward his Brethren, that he could noways be content to let them 
live in Peace and Reft, hut fakelefly, in his Heart, condemned them 
both to the Death, and that by the Perfwafion of this falfe Flatterer, 
Cochran , and the Enticements of the Humes and Hepburns , which were 
the Fortifiers of Cochran in that Caufe, by their Perfwafion, giving to 
him great Gifts of Gold and Silver therefore. And, at the laft, the 
King font for his Brethren, the Duke of Albany and the Earl of Mar, to 
come to "Edinburgh to him, in all poffible Hafte, for fuch Things as he 
bad to do with them at that Time : But the King's Mind and Purpofe 
Was, to deftroy them immediately after their Coming. But, notwith- 
ftanding, the Duke of Albany was furely advertifed by his Friends of the 
King's Malice $ and therefore would not compear for the King’s Writ- 
ing j but fled to his own Caftle of T)umbar , till he faw farther in the 
Matter. But the Earl of Mar, unadvertifed hereof, came obediently to 
bis Brother the King’s Grace $ who was haftily thereafter murdered and 
Rain in the Canongate in a Bath-Fat ; by whofe Perfwafion, or for what 
Caufe, I cannot tell. But the King’s Grace, foon after, came to *Dum- 
bar , to have had his Brother the Duke into his Hands : But the Duke, 
adyertifed of his Coming, fled owe of his kid Caftle, and left Men to 
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keep it, and fled himfeif to Berwick’, and remained there tilt he heard 
farther Tidings. The King hearing of uis Departure and Abfence, fent 
Certain Noblemen to the Caftle of 'Dumbar, and required the fame to 
be delivered to the King and his Captains, .which obediently was ren- 
dred at the King’s Plealure. This being done, the King paft to Edin- 
burgh, and there remained a While at his Pleafure, void of all Pear, 
Dread or Danger, which he fufpefted before to come by Prophecy of 
the Witch ; and alfo paft his Time with Flatterers in all Parts of Scot 1 - 
land, at his Pleafure,. thinking then that there was no Man that had him 
at that Time at Envy, but he might iafely perfevere in his Pleafure as he 
thought beft. ' 

1 n this Time Cochran grew fo familiar with his Grace, that nothing 
was done in Court without him ; And all Men that would have had 
their Bufinefs dreft with the King’s Grace, came to Cochran , and made 
him Forefpeaker for them, and gave him large Money to drefs their Bu- 
finefs. Therethrough he became fo rich and puiflant, and of fuch Sut>- 
ftance, that no Man might ftnve with him. But he knowing the King’s 
Nature, that he was covetous upon Money, and loved them better that 
gave him Money, than they that took from him : For the which Caufe 
the faid Cochran gave the King large Sums of Money > wherethrough he 
obtained the Earldom of Mar from the King, and was poflefled in the 
feme ; and ever clamb higher and higher in Court, till that he had no 
Peir nor Companion, of no Lord of Scotland-, Spiritual Or Temporal, 
into the King s Favour. Whatever was done in Court or Council with 
the King, nothing was done or concluded but by him j nor no Mart 
durft fay that his Proceedings were wicked or evil, or unprofitable for 
the Commonweal, but he would have his Indignation, and caufe punifh 
' him for the fame. He had fuch Credence of the King, that he gave him 
Leave to ftrike Money of his own, as if he had been a PrmCe. And 
when the People would have refufed the faid Money, which was called a 
Cocbran-Vlak, and laid to him that it would be cried down ; be an- 
swered and faid, T’hat T>ay he would be banged that they were cried 
demon. Which fhortly thereafter fell out as he prophefied, as ye ihall 
hear : For this Cochran had fuch Authority in Court, and Credence of 
the King, that no Man got Credence or Audience of the King but by 
his Moyen. So all that would efteem him, or flatter him, or give him 
Gear, their Matters were drefled according to their own Pleafure* whe- 
ther it were juft or unjuft, or againft the Commonweal ; all was alike 
unto him : For he cared not the Welfare of the Realm, or the Honour, fo 
that he might have his own fingular Profit, and Eftimation ill Court. So 
he abufed this noble Prince, that none was received in Court, nor no 
Kind of Offices, but they that would obey to him, and be of his Fa&km. 
So, by this Means, the prudent Lords Counfel was refofed, and their 
Sons were abfent from the King’s Service : For no Man durft come to 
ierve the King, hut he that was a Flatterer of Cothran , and thought all 
Things well done that he compelled the King to do. By this Way the 
King tint many of the Hearts of the Lords of Scotland, and alfo of their 
Sbns and Bretber, that were young Men, who fain would hav< ferVed the 
King’s Majefty, but they could get no Place for ^mCoChTckt and his 
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Company ; nor no Cafualty could fell to the Bang in Scotland, but it wa* 
difponed by the Advice of this Cochran , and not by Counfel of the Lords 
of Parliament, neither Spiritual nor Temporal. 

The which Proceedings moved the Lords of Scotland to fell from 
the King, and fet their Intent to find Remedy to the fame ; which made 
a Convention among themfelves, and there to confult how they might 
bell bring the King to defend his Realm in Juftice and Equity, where- 
by the Commonweal might flourifh, and the King’s Honour not dimi- 
nished i and to put fuch Noblemen about him to ferve him, as were 
convenient for fuch a Prince ; whereby Virtue might be maintained, and 
Vice puniihed ; whereby he might win the Favour of his Lords and Ba- 
rons, and bring his Realm in fuch Peace and Reft as his Father left 
it to him. . And, upon this Conclufion, the Lords fent a wife Man to 
the King, declaring their Minds to him in Manner and Form as after 
follows : That is to fay , They delire the King’s Grace, Do leave young 
Counfel and unbonejl , which looked not to the Kings Honour , and the 
Commonweal of the Country , nor to the Adminiftration of. Juftice ', but 
to their particular ^Profits. (And delired him, To leave all Fear and 
Dread , and put Sufpicion out. of ..bis Heart towards his Nobles •, and 
take the Counfel of his wife Lords , bow . be' Jhould rule bimfelf in the 
Government of his Realm, and in the Adminiftration of Juftice , and 
Defence againft Enemies, and maintaining of his Commonwealth. And 
if bis Grace would ufe their Counfel in this Manner, they would all live 
and die with him in Defence of bis Honour, and Commonwealth of the 
Country . And if he would not incline to their Counfel in this Manner , 
they took God to witnefs , that they Jhould be guiltlefs of the Mi/govern- 
ment of the Rea/m j and the Charge Jhould Jy to him, both before God 
and Man, tbatthey Jhould be. declared innocent , if any Mifcbief fell, 
at that. Dime, in the Country. 

The King anfwered to their Petition, faying, He bad no Counfel in 
the Government of bis Realm, but Lords Counfels as they were ; And, 
as to his Company, they pleafed him for the Lime, becaufe he could fee 
or perceive, at that Dime, no better fir him : And let them to unaer- 
fiand, that he would not put a Man forth of bis Company for their 
Tie after e ; for be believed that they were trufty and true that ferved 
in his Company ; and be could not believe them, becaufe ever, when the 
one Half of them was againft him, the other Half was with him, and 
of his Opinion ; Let, notwitbftanding , he promifed, when the whole 
Lords were convened together , and concluded in one Voice , he would be 
content to ufe their Counfel in all Dhings , and fpecially in Defence of 
his Realm, and Liberty thereof. 

The Lords, hearing this Anfwer of the King’s, were not half-well- 
. content of the fame ; but yet they buir. fair till they few their Time, 
knowing they could do n othin g more in the Matter., till they were to- 
gether in the Fields in Camp or Battle. To that Effeft fome of them 
caufed the Borders to be broken, and other fome ly £ till, and . make no 
Defence ; wherethrough came great Reif andHeryflups in hU Countries, 
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and great Slaughter betwixt England and Scotland ; wherethrough the 
Land was lb wafted by England, and by the Thieyes of dnandale, that 
nothing was plenilhed into Edinburgh. 

W h e n the Lamentation and Cries of the Poor came before the King* 
he was heavily commoved, and caufed to make Proclamation through the 
Realm, and to all and fuhdry his Lieges, Earls, Lords, Barons and 
Freeholders, and all fubftantial Gentlemen, yea, and all Manner of Man 
betwixt fixty and lixteen, as well Spiritual as Temporal, to compear and 
aflemble upon the Borrow-muir of Edinburgh , in their beft Array, wifh‘ 
forty Days Vi&ual, to pafs forward with the King where he pleafed, in 
Defence of the Realm. 

The Englijh-Mcn, hearing of thir Proclamations* made great Pro- 4 
yifion for the fame, thinking that they would defend themfelves and their 
Borders contrary the Scots at that Time * for they had to their Lieute- 
nant and Chiftain, the Duke of Glocefier , who was their principal Coun- 
foller, and great Lieutenant to Edward the new King. 

No twithstanding, the Scottijh Camp came peartly forward 
at the King’s Commandment unto the Place that was appointed, that 
is to fay, upon the Borrow-muir , conyeened the whole Number of Lords, 
Barons, and great Men and Borrows, fifty thoufand fighting Men, by 
Carriage-Men and Borderers. The King took certain Artillery with 
him out of the Caftle of Edinburgh, and made Cochran , Earl of Mar , 
Convoyer of the fame, and paft forward to Sowtray the firft Night ’, and, 
on the Morn, paft to Lawder , and there planted down his Pallions be- 
twixt the Kirk and the Town, and there abode that Night I While,, on 
the Mom, all the whole Lords of Scotland conyeened in the . Kirk of 
E a wder to a Council, and there to confult what was beft to bedone ? foe 
the Commonweal of the Realm, and Defence Of the Borders ; or if they 
ftiould pafs with the King, at his Pleafure, at that Time. Some wile 
and ancient Lords attfwered and faid, He was not their King , nor guid- 
ed not by them , nor their Counfel , but made Fellows , Mafons ,. to be 
Lords and Earls in the Place of Noblemen : That is to fay, He hath 
banijhed the noble Duke of Albany, bis Hr other , and hath for faulted 
and Jlain the Earl ofMzt, bis other 'Brother , and hath made Cochran, 
that was but a Mafon, to fulfil bis Room wherewith they could not 
be contented till they had fuch Things reformed. 

Up on this they chufed out fome wife Lords, to the Number of 
twenty four : That is to fay-, The Earl of Angus Principal of the Coun- 
cil, Lord Avendale , who was Chancellor for the Time, the Earls oi dr- 
gyle ■> Huntley , Orkney , Crawford and Bodwell, the Lords Hume, Fle- 
ming, Gray , Drummond and Seaton, with certain Bilhops * the which 
Lords conyeened forefaid, and had advifed ripely in this Caufe. They 
concluded whole, with one Voice, That the King fhould be taken foftly, 
without harming of his Body, and convoyed, .with certain Gentlemen*, 
unto the Caftle of Edinburgh , to remain there till they faw further $ 
and, in the mean Time, to take Cochran , the Earl of Mar, and all the 
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Lave of the King’s Familiars, and immediately hang them oyer the 
. Bridge of Lawder. 

B y this was advifed and fpoken by thir Lords forefaid, Cochran , the 
Earl of Mary came from the King tb the Council, ( which Council was 
Bolden in the Kirk of Lawder for the Time ) who was well accompani- 
ed .with a Band of Men of War, to the Number of three hundred light ■ 
Axes, all clad in white Livery, and black Bends thereon, that they 
might be known for Cochran the Earl of Mar's Men. Himiclf was clad 
icftf Riding-Pie of black Velvet, with a great Chain of Gold about his 
Neck, to the Value of five hundred Crowns ; and four blowing Horns, 
with both the Ends of Gold and Silk, fet with precious Stones. His 
Horn was tipped with fine Gold at every End, and a precious Stone, 
called a Rerryly hanging in the Midft. This Cochran had his Heumont 
Born before him overgilt with Gold ; and fo were all the reft of his 
Horns ; and all his Pallions were of fine Canvas of Silk, and the Cords 
thereof fine twined Silk j and the Chains upon his Pallions were doable 
overgilt with Gold. . . 

This Cochran was fo proud in his Conceit, that he counted no 
Lords to be Marrows to him, therefore he ruihed rudely at the Kirk-door. 
The Council enquired who it, was that perturbed them at that Time. 
Sir Robert Douglas-. Laird of Lochleviny was Keeper of the Kirk-door 
at that Time, who enquired who that was that knocked fo rudely ; and 
Cochran anfwered, *Tbis is 1 \ the Bari of Mar. The which News plea- 
fed well the Lords, becaufe they were ready boun to caufe take him, as 
is afore rehearfed. Then the Earl of Angus pall hallily to the Door* 
and with him' Sir Robert Douglas of Lochleviny there to receive in the 
Earl of Mar, and fo many of nis Complices who were there, ' as they 
thought good. And the Earl of Angus met with the Earl of Mar as he 
came in at the Door, and pulled the golden Chain from his Craig, and 
laid to him, A Low would fet him better . Sir Robert Douglas fyne pulled 
the Blowing-Horn from him in like Manner, and laid, He had been the 
, Hunter of Mifchief over long . This Cochran asked, My Lordsy ls it Mows 
or Eanteft ? They anfwered and faid, h is good Earnefty and fo thou 
Jhak find : Bor thou and thy Complices have abufed our Frince this 
long Limey of whom thou Jhak have no more Credence , but Jhall have 
thy Reward: according to tby good Servicey as thou haft deferved in 
'limes bypaft j right Jo the reft of tby Followers. 

No TWiTHSfANDlNG the Lords held them quiet, till they cau- 
fed certain armed Men to pafs into the King’s Pallion, and two or three 
wile Men to pafs with them, and give the King fair pleafant Words, 
rill they laid Hands on all the Kings Servants, and took them and hang- 
ed them, before his Eyes, over the Bridge of Lawder. ‘Incontinent they 
Brought forth Cochran , and his Hands bound with a Tow, who defired 
them to take one of his own Pallion- Tows, and bind his Hands * for he 
thought Shame to have his Hands bound with fuch Tow of Hemp, like 
* Thief. The Lords anfwered, He Was a fraitor-, be ferved no better-. 
And, for JMpight, they took a Hairen- Tether, and hanged him over 
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the Bridge of Latoder, above the reft of his Complices : and made a 
Proclamation, and cried down his Cunzie j which fulfilled his own Pro- 
phefy forefaid That he might be Example to all fimple mean Perfons 
not to climb fo high, and intend lo great Things in Court, as he did : 
For, at his Beginning, he was but Prentice to a Mafon ; and, within 
few Years, he became very ingynous in that Craft, and bigged many 
. Stone-Houfes with his Hands in the Realm of Scotland: Ana, becaufe 
he was cunning in Craft, not long after the King made him Mafter-Ma- 
fon ; and, after this, Cochran clamb fo high, higher and higher, till he 
came to this Fine, as is rehearfed. 

The King was taken Captive himfelf, and was had to the Caftle of 
Edinburgh , by the Convoy of his Lords, and none efcaped that was of 
hi6 Company, I mean his fecret Servants or Cubiculars, but were hanged ; 
except a young Man called John Ramfciy, who was faved by the King’s 
Requeft j who, for Refuge, lap on the Horie behind the King, to fave 
his Life. This Sir John Ramfay was Laird of Bahnain, and afterward 
Treafurerof Scotland . This Aft was done in the Year of God, One 
thou land four hundred and eighty one Years, in Augufi. 

And, after this a long Time, the King remained ftill in the Caftle 
of Edinburgh as Captive, and had certain Lords in Company with him, 
that took heed and kept him, and ferved and honoured him' as a Prince 
ought to be : For he was not put there as a Prifoner, but for the main- 
taining of the Commonweal. They gave him Liberty to ufe Direftions, 
and aU Gifts of Cafualcies and Properties Of his Realm, at his own 
Pleafure : For nothing was derogate from him, that pertained to him by 
Region of his Authority. And Letters of Commandments and Procla- 
mations were made and given in his Name, like as they were before,* at 
his Inputing ; nor no other Regent nor Governor chofen in that mean 
Time : Btat every Lord, within his own Bounds, was fworn to minifter 
Juftice, and to caufe Steuth, Reif and Slaughter to be puniihed within 
themfelvfcs, or elfe to bring the Doers of the fame to the King** Juftice 
to Edinburgh, to be puniihed, or elfe to anfwer for the Crimes them- 
felyes, to be holden Doers of the fame. 

By this Way there was fome Peace and Reft in the Country, the 
Space of three Quarters of a Year $ till, at laft, the King would been 
out of the Caftle, at his Liberty, as he was before j notwithftapding he 
could, on no Ways, obtain his Purpofe at his Pleafure, but H* he would 
bind himfelf unto the Lords Counfel that were his Inputters, and give 
them Pledges therefore, and obferve and keep the fame ; which he, on no 
' Ways, would do. Some that were fecret Friends to him came and 
gave him Counfel, to fpeak with the Earl of ‘Douglas , who was Captive 
in the Caftle of Edinburgh at that Time. Thir laid Friends defired the 
King to take the Earl of Douglas in his Favour, and remit all Things* 
bygone, and reftore him unto his Lands again, who was forfeulted before 
* a long Time : Shewing the King, that if he would bear with him, at 
- this Time, that the Earl of Douglas was able to fortify and defend him, 
and to bring him to that Purpofe that he would have been at. Notwith- 
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Handing the King was very glad of his Counfel, and defired to fpeak 
with ) who was brought incontinent to intercommune with him about 
the faid Matter. But the Earl of ‘Douglas was fo high on the other 
Part, and prefumptuous in his own Mina, that he gave the King no due 
Reverence as he ought to have done, but high and prefumptuous Words j 
which became him not to' have given his Prince at that Time, confider- 
ing his Subjeftion and Captivity : Therefore the King thought him fo 
proud in his Anfwering, that they parted worfe Friends than they met. 
And the King made a lingular Vow, That he ihould never be relieved 
out of the Came of Edinburgh’, if he might keep him into it : For, by 
his proud Speaking, he was liker to be a King than he. And the King 
feared him as much as any of the reft, if he had been at Liberty. So 
he left him in this Manner, andcommuned no more with him ; and ihew 
him, that gave him the Counfel, the whole Manner, who was very difcon- 
tent at the fame. But fome gave Counfel to lend to his Brother, the 
Duke of Albany , a familiar Letter, declaring to him the Caufe how it 
flood, defiring him to pafs to Edward of England , the new King, 
defiring Support of him and his Council, whereby he might be relieved 
out of the laid Caftle of Edinburgh , and to.be avenged on his Inputters ; 
promifing, if any fuch Things occur in England toward King Edward , ■■ 
he ihould be ready, with all his Power, to his Support. 

Thir Letters were dire&ed immediately to the Duke of Albany , 
his Brother, who was then in Berwick for the Time, and; received the 
King’s Writing very thankfully, requiring, of the King and Council of 
England, the fame Support to his Brother, as his Writing made 2vle«- 
tioq thereof. 

The King and Council of England \ being advifed thereupon, de- 
nied any Support to be given to the King of Scotland , withput they wift 
wherefore ; becaufe they had charged him fundry Times for Support, and 
got none : Notwithftanding, would the King of Scotland be content to 
Tender Berwick again unto them, they would grant him fuch* Support 
that would relax him. The Duke of Albany anfwered and faid, He had 
m Commiffion in that Manner ; but promifed that be Jhould Jhew bis 
- Brother the King of England’/ Defire and his Counfel, and bring An - 
fwer thereupon. And, fhortly after this, the Duke of Albany writ to 
his Brother the King of Scotland \ fhewing him the Anfwer and Mind of 
the Ki^g and Council of England , And that they defired the Town 
of Berwick^ to be rendred again , betwixt Tear and Day » in En- 
glifh-A/m Hands ; and if the King of Scotland would promife to do 
the fame , at the Term for ef aid) and fend bis Great Seed thereupon , 
they would incontinent grant to all bis Defires .- That is to fay,. To 
fet him at Liberty , and make him to have Tower to punijh whom be 
pleafed , that had tranfgrejTed againft him • Troviding always that 
the King of Scotland would deliver to them certain T ledges till the faid 
Town of Berwick was rendred. 

Thiv Matter pleafed' well the King of Scotland > faying* If all Ext- 
glaad were hw, be had rather render it , than to be bolden in Captivity 
' ' ~ with 
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with his own. And, to this EfFe&, he fent to his Brother, the Duke of 
Albany, to grant their Delires, and to promife the fame to the Council 
of England , and fent four Lords Sons in Pledges of the fame. 

i 

The Duke of Albany received his Brother’s Comtiiiflion afad the 
Pledges forefaid, and thereafter paft to London to the King of England , 
and Council thereof, and fhew him h#w he had fped, and promised the 
King, that all his Defires ihould be granted ; and fhew him the King of 
Scotland’s Commifiion under the great Seal, and delivered him the Pledges 
for Obfervatiop of his Promife. 

Upon the which the King of England was very well content, and 
received the Duke of Albany’s Pledges thankfullv, and treated them well : 

And incontinent thereafter caufed the Duke of Glocefter , his great Lieu- 
tenant, with ten thoufand chofen Men, to pals in Scotland with the Duke 
of Albany, wherever he pkafed, and to come with him lo long as he plea- 
fed, in Defence and Support of the King of Scotland, his Brother ', and 
promifed, that they fhould want no Furnilhing nor Expences, ay and 
till the King of Scotland was put at Liberty, and revenged upon his 
Enemies. And incontinent thir Noblemen came in Scotland, the twen- 
tieth Day of Auguft, the Year of God, One thoufand four hundred and , 
eighty two j ana planted their Pallions upon the Borrow-muir of Edits- ’ - 
burgh, and there made Provifion for their Army. And then the Scottijh 
Lords, feeing this, afraid of their King, which caufed them to draw to- 1 
gether to the Council ; where foon after compeared the Duke of Albany , 
with the Duke of Glocefler, within the Town, with the Number of a. 
thoufand Gentlemen, and entred into the Tolbooth, before the Lords of 
Scotland, who were fitting then in Council ; and they reverently faluted 
the Duke of Albany, and welcomed him Home, and defired of him what 
was his Petition: He anfwered again, I define the Kings Grace, My 
\ Brother , to be put to Liberty. Which was granted to him inconti- 
nently. But the Chancellor anfwered and faid, My Lord, We Will grant 
you your Petition and Defire ; But, as to that Man that is with you , 

We know him not, nor will grant nothing to his Defire : But we know 
you to be the King’s Brother, and, next unto the King’s Son, fecond 
Berfon of Scotland, and a Favourer ofjufiice and Commonweal thereof : 
Therefore the King’s Grace Jhall be at your Bleafure, to ufe him as you 
think good, befe eking you therefore to caufe him ufe wife and prudent 
Counfel in Lime coming, which regards his Honour and Commonweal cf 
the Country which being done, I trufi the King Jhall be out of Sujpi- 
cion of his Barons, which have been troublous to him in Time bypafi, ■ ' 
and caufed us, that were his Lords, to do thefe Things, which flood 
not to his Contentment becaufe he would not ufe our Counfel, but ufed • 
all Things at his own Bleafure, and their Counfel who were Familiars 
for the Time, who were not worthy to have been with a King, nor to 
have. given a Brince Counfel, but rather to have holden the Though, ot 
to have kept Sheep or Neat : Therefore I pray your Lord/hip, to caufif 
him uje better Counfel in Time coming, whereby yourLordJhip may have 
Honour of the Labours which you have made at ibis Time for bis De- 
liverance . 

X And 
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And when the faid Chancellor had ended his Oration) the Dake of 
r Alb any and the Duke of Glocejier departed from the Council, and went 
toward the Cattle to receive the King and two Heraulds of Arms were 
commanded to pafs with them, to charge the Captain to make the Gates 
open, and fet the King’s Grace at Liberty. 

This being done, the King came forth out of the Cattle to the Duke 
of Albany , his Brother, and there lap on a Hackney to ride down to the 
Abbay : But be would not ride forward, till the Duke of Albany, his 
Brother, lap on behind him ; and fo they went down the Geat to the 
Jbbay of Holy-rood-houfe , where they remained a While, till all the 
Lords had come, and made their due Obedience to the King, by the 
Duke of Albany s Advice. 

Thereafter the King patt to Stirling , and through many Parts 
of Scotland , accompanied with the Duke of Albany and the Duke of Gh- 
cefter, Lieutenant to the King of England and with him two thoufand 
Horfemen, and five hundred Footmen, upon the King of England’s Ex- 
pences ; and thereafter fent Home the rett of his Armies in England 
again, and remained himfelf for them, one Day, with the King of Scot- 
land, with the forelaid Number. 

A N D, in this mean Time, the King put certain Lords in the Cattle 
of Edinburgh, in Ward, who were the Counfellers of the moft Part of 
his Inputting, which were in Number fixteen ; to wit. The Earl Bod- 
Z Cell, Lord Hume, Lord Avendale Chancellor for the Time, Lord Gray , 
Lord ‘Drummond, the Lord of Eglintoun, Lord Fleming, Lord Seaton, 
Lord Matewel , with fundry other great Barons : And the King was ad- 
yifed, at that Time, to have juttified them, were not the Counfel of 
■ the Duke of Albany, his Brother. The Earl of Angus alfo fliew himfelf 
familiar, at that Time, with the Duke and King, and did what he could 
to fave the Lords from Juftifying in the King’s Fury. 

After this, a long While, the King had good Peace and Reft 
through all Scotland, through the Counfel of the Duke of Albany, his 
Brother ; who, foon after, married the Earl of Orkney’s Daughter, and 
got upon her a Son, called Alexander, who after was Bifhop of Murray : 
But, not long after that, parted with th£ Earl of Orkney’s Daughter, and 
patt in France, and was married upon the Dutchefs of Bullon. But this 
Duke of Albany had great Indignation of many of the Lords of Scotland, 
becaufe of fortifying and maintaining of the King’s Grace in his particu- 
lar Affairs j and gave him the foie Wyte that fb many of the Lords were 
captive at that Time ; and for the rpndring of Berwick lately, conform 
to his Promife, and the King of Scotland’s Commiflion, who gave him 
Commandment and Power to render the fame for his Relief ; yet the 
Lords could not ftand content therewith, but alledged it to be Treafon, 
and would fain had fome Crime to have accufed the Duke of Albany 
thereof, and to have put a new Sufpicion betwixt him and his Brother,' 1 
thinking on no Ways how they could get their Intent and Will of the 
Xiflg, except the Duke were cut off To this Effett they caufed certain 
, Flatterers 
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Flatterers and evil Speakers to fliow tjoe King, That the Duke of Many 
intended to have the. Crown ; for he was liker to he King than the King 
himfelf, as he proceeded ; for he difponed all Things pertaining to the 
Crown • And caufed the King underftand, that he would fulfil the Pro- 
phecy of the Witch, that prophefied to the King, That one of the near-* 
5a of his Kin lhould deftroy him. 

Th ir Words, and fuch other wicked Counfellers, made the King fo 
afeared of the Duke of Albany, that he would have been content tol^gve 
ten quyte of him with his Honefty. Notwithftanding all the Labours 
and Travels he had fuftained for the King’s Welfare, and Deliverance of 
him out of Captivity, all his good Service was forgot by their Flattery, 
and the Fear the King took of him, by Perfwafion of wicked -Perfons, 
who caufed the King-to fummon the Duke, his Brother, before the Coun- 
cil for fuch Points of Treafon as after follow : xhat is t» fay , Fqr 
r endring of the Town of ‘Berwick in the Englifh- Mens Hands, without 
Council or Commiffion of the Lorcls of Scotland i y^t, notwithftanding, 
Duke compeared peartly before the King and Council, and produced 
the Kings Commiffion under his Great Seal, for to render the fame, to 
the Effe&, that Support might come to the King for his Deliverance. But 
the Lords alledged, That the King’s Commiffion. was of no Effe& at 
Time, becaufe he was in Ward, and did it not by the Counfel of 
his Nobility and Lords of this Realm : Therefore the Lords and Counr 
cil, for the Time, convi&ed the Duke of Many* and feat him to the 
Caftle, to remain in Prifoo, 


Jw this mean Time, the Earl of Angus gpt the whole Lords, that 
were in Ward, relieved, upon Caution to enter again, when the* King 
pleafed, in Ward, or in Parliament, under the Pain of ten thousand 
Pound for ilk one of them. So, after this, they counselled the King *0 
iuftifV the Duke of Albany , his Brother : Thinking, if they were quyte 
of hi®, they would do with the King what they pleafed ; for they Rood, 
fuch Awe of the Duke olAlbany, they durft not meddle with tbeKing, 
nor out Hand on him, fo long as the laid Duke was an Life : Where- 
fore thir Confpirator* defiled, at all Time*,, to have this Duke pUtt° 
Death, trufting the; better to come to their Purpofe of the King tbe £‘ 
after. Notwithftanding, the fecret Treafon was known miram*, by 
feme Moyen of them that favoured the Duke : And therefore ttee enme 
a French Ship out of France baftily into Scotian A foret Writings 
to the Duke, who was then in Prifon in the Caftk of M&nbwxh t , to • ad- 
veitife him, That it was concluded by* the King and Council* £>■* 1 ? 
lhould be juftified upon a certain Day, which was the Day after, the Stop 
ftrake in the Road of Leith, befide the NeW-Hocen, and 
forth as a Paflenger with Wine, and font up Word to the Cafflc te the 
Duke, if he would have any of their Support. When h * f 
Novels, he defired of the Captain Licence for to fend for two » 
Wines, who gave him Leave gladly, aril provided dm Boifa • 

Aad then the Duke fern his familiar Servant to the French ofoPj 
prayed him te fend two Bofles foil of Maktcfyi wfoxbhe obeyed th^ 
foil) ; And, in one of the Bofles, he put a Roll of Wa*, wher 
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dofed a fecret Writing, which fhew the Duke fuch Tidings as he was 
not content with : But, in the other Bofs, there were certain Fathoms 
of Cords, to fupport him in his Need, at that Time. The Boffes were 
of the Quantity of two Gallons the Piece ; wherefore they were the Jefs 
to be Itnown, that there was ought in them but the Wine. Notwith- 
ftanding, the Man that brought the Wine fped him fell again to his 
Mailer, and ihew him certain Things by Tongue that this Stranger 
fpake to him. And that Night the Duke called the Captain to the Sup- 
per and promifed him a Drink of good Wine ; who gladly accepted the 
feme, and came to him incontinent, and fupped with him. The Duke 
gave his Chamber-Chiel Command, that he ihould drink no Wine that 
Night, but keep himfelf frefh, for he knew not what he had ado : 
Therefofe he prayed him to beware with himfelf ; and if there arofe any 
Thing amongft them, he prayed him to take his Part, as he would be 
a good Mailer to him thereafter. 

When Supper was done, the Captain palled to the King’s Cham- 
ber, to fee what he was doing, who was then lodged in the Caille ; and 
when he had vifited him, he gart ileik the Gates, and fet the Watch- 
Men ; and thereafter came again to the Duke’s Chamber to the Colla- 
tion ; and after they had drunk their Collation, and all Men were in 
their Beds, the Duke and the Captain went to the Tables, and played 
•for the Wine. The Fire was very hot, and the Wine was ftrong, and 
the Captain and his Men became merry ; while, at lad, the Duke of 
Albany perceived his Time, and made a Sign to his Chamber-Chiel to 
be ready, as he had inflru&ed him before : For, at that -Time, the 
Duke thought there was no Remedy, but either to die or do j beclufe 
that he -was furely adyertifed, by the Trench Ship, That he was to be 
beaded upon the Morn : Therefore he thought bed to preveen the Time, 
and put his Life in Jeopardy $ for if he flipped that Occafion, he would 
not find the like : Therefore he put himfelf in a Venture, and lap from 
the Board, and flruck the Captain with a Whinger, and flew him, and 
alfo flicked other two with his own Hand ; and, in the mean Time, his 
Chamber-Chiel was very bufy ; and fo the two overthrew four, that. is 
to fay , The Captain and his three Servants; and when they had done 
cad them in the Fire ; and afterward took out their Tows, and paffed 
to the Wall of the Caflle, at a quiet Place, where the Watch- Men might 
have no Sight of them, and there dretched their Cords over the Wall; 
and the Duke let down his Chamber-Chiel : But the Tow was fhort, he 
fell and brake his Thigh-Bone ; and thereafter cried to his Mafler, and 
bade him make the Tow longer^ for he was gone. The Duke rave the 
Sheets of his Bed, and made the Tow longer, and paffed down himfelf 
fafely : And when he came down, he perceived his Servant lying in 
Point of his Life. He took him up upon his Back, and bure him as far 
as he might win away, and left him in a quiet Place, where he might be 
fafe ; and fyne went to the New-Haven , and made a Sign to the Ship ; 
who fent her Boat to the Land for him, and - received him up into the 
Ship ; but I know not if his Servant went with him or not : But- furdy 
many Gentlemen of Scotland wilhed to have been with him ; amongthe 
red, Sir Alexander Jar din , Laud of Applegirtb-, he palled with iun* 
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and fundry other Gentlemen. But, on the Morrow, when the Watches 
perceived the Tow was hinging over the Wall, they ran to leek the Cap- . 
tain, to have Ihown him the Manner ; but he was not in his Chamber ; 
they could not get him. Then they palled to the Duke’s Chamber-, and 
there they land the Door Handing open, and a dead Man lying flicked j 
and alfo they faw the Captain, and the two other, in the Fire, burnt, 
which was very dolorous and fearful unto them ; but they mift the Duke 
of Albany and his Chamber-Chiel. They fan fpeedily and told the King 
how the Manner had happened, that the Captain was flain and his Ser- 
vants : But the King would give no Credence to them, till he went himfelf 
to fee how the Matter Hood ; and faw the Captain and his Men dead ly- 
ing burnt in the Fire. Then confidered he the whole Cafe how it Hood, 
and caufed the Gates to be holden clofe, that no Word ihould pals to 
the Town, till he had fearched all the Place, to fee if the Duke had 
been in the Caflle or not : But when he, on no Ways, could find him,, 
he caufed fend all his Horfemen into all Parts and Countries, to fee if 
they could apprehend him in any Place, and bring him to the King 
again, and they Ihould have great Reward therefore : But, on no Ways, 
they could get him, or yet wit of him ; till, at the laft, a Man cam& 
out of Leith , and Ihew the King, that there came a Boat out of the 
French Ship, and took in certain Men, and thereafter took up their Sail 
and travifhed up and down the Firth. They judged all to be the Duke, 
as it was true : For he pall into France incontinent, and was well re- 
ceived of the King, and got the Dutchefs of 'Bullon in Marriage, and 
got upon her John Stuart , which, after him, was Duke of Albany and 
Governor of Scotland- 

Bur ve will leave off them, and turn to our Hiftory, how, at the 
Hour of nine, the whole Lords came up to the Caflle to the King, to 
fee what Order ihould be taken with the Execution of his Brother, the 
Duke of Albany , in what Place he Ihould be headed : But when they 
knew how the Matter Hood, there were fome of them very lorry, think- 
ing that he would quite them a Common, if he lived. But other lome that 
favoured him, and knew that he was innocent, were well content < that 
he had freed himfelf in that Manner, thinking that they would hear bet- 
ter Tidings of him another Day ; yet the King was very commoved at 
the Slaughter of the Captain of the Caflle ; but he was more fearful at 
the Departure of the Duke, that he was fo efcaped, thinking on the vain 
Sufpicion that was put in his Head, toward his Brother, by the Witch, 
and the Inchantment of the Devil : Thinking ever, that he Ihould not 
be fatisfied in his Mind, unlefs his Brother had been put to Death, like 
as the Earl of Mar was put to Dead before. But from Time that he was 
fure advertifed, that his Brother the Duke of Albany was intertained in 
France by the King and Council, and had gotten the Dutchefs of bullon 
in Marriage, in that Refpeft he thought he would never return to Scot- 
land again haftily, becaufe he was both forefaulted, and had broken his 
Ward, and made Slaughter therein. Yet, notwithflanding, the Lords 
took Fear ever of his Returning, and therefore durfl never execute their 
Intents, till they knew furely he was dead. And, in this mean Time, 
the King pafl through all Scotland , at his Pleafure, with Peace and Reft. 
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And, in this mean Time, there were great Wars in England, be- 
twixt Eduard the Puke of Tork, which uiurped the Kingdom of Ha- 
iry VI. imprifoned } ^ the Puke of Clarence, with his Wife, with other 
certain of his Kin and Friends, paft to Normandy at that Time, to re- 
main there with the Puke, his Good-Brother, till he faw further. And 
we jetum to our Hiftory again. 

Kino James III. being in good Peace and Reft the moft Part of 
that Year, he went to Stirling , as we have fhown you, and remained 
there. He took fuch Pleasure to dwell there, that he left all the Caftles 
and Towns in Scotland, becaufe he thought it moft pleaiant dwelling 
there, and founded a College within the laid Caftle, called . The Chapel 
Hoyal i and alfo he bigged The~Great Hall of Stirling, within the laid 
Caftle : Alfo he made, into the Chapel Royal, all Kind of Office-Men, 
to wit i The Biftiop of Galloway , Pean, and the Archdean, and the 
Treafurer and Subdean, Chantor and Subchantor, with all Kind of other 
Offices pertaining to a College ; and alfo doubled them, to that effed, 
that they fhould ever be ready, the one Half, to pafs with him wherever 
he pleafed, that they might fing and play to him, and hold him merry ; 
and the other Half ffiould remain at Home, in the faid Chapel, for to 
fing and pray for him and his Succeftors : And, for this Caufe, he made 
great Foundation of the faid Chapel Royal. 

And, in the mean Time, the Benefice of Coldingbam vaked ; and 
the King thought to have given the fame to the Chapel Royal of Stirling : 
But the Humes , hearing of this, were in no Ways content ; and fpeci- 
ally Andrew Hume of Faftcaftle , who had many Steddings in Colding- 
hdm in his Hands, for the Time, believing to get the fame in Feu af- 
terwards ', becaufe the Humes ever intended to have a Prior, in that 
Room, of their own Sirname : Wherefore they thought the King greatly 
to be their Enemy, becaufe he intended to mell with any Thing tfair 
they had an Eye to, and Ipecially the Priorv of Coldingbam. And, for 
this Caufe, the Humes and Hepburns , with certain Lords and Barons 
of the Country ( and, in.fpecial, the Lords that were put in the Caftle 
for the Confpiracy of Lawder-Btidgp ) affemWed together to Conven- 
tion and Counfel againft the King, and banded themfelves j fo that, 
whenever he laid any Thing to their Charge, they thought to be Party 
to him. 

The King, hearing of thir News, caufed fend a Herauld to thir 
fordaid Lords, and charged them and their Cautioners, to enter to un- 
derly the Law, within the Space of forty Pays, for fuch Things as he 
was to lay to their Charge : But the Herauld was evil intreated in the 
Execution of the Summons, and was manifeftly deforced, and his Let- 
ters riven. At the which the King took great Pifpleafure, and knew well 
there Was nothing but Rebellion. For the which Caufe the King palled 
to Stirling, and gamilhed the Caftle with Men and Vidual, and made 
a Man, called James Show, Laird of Saucbie, alias Halts, Captain of 
the faid Caftle j and delivered him James, his eldeft Son, in keeping, 
afid commanded him ftraitly, as he loved his Honour and his Life, That 
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he would let no Man enter in the [aid Cafile , neither great nor finally 
till his Returning again ; nor yet let bis Son pafs out of the Cafile to 
play at no Game , nor meet with no Many but to keep him ftraith within 
the [aid Cafile, till bis Returning. 

This being done, he came to the Cafile of j Edinburgh) a n d fu r* 
niihed it in like Manner, and put his whole Poile of Gold and Silver 
in the faid Cafile ', and required the faid Captain to watch wifely ; and 
fhew to him, That he was to ride to the North Land amongft hie 
Lords, and there to feek Counfel and Support of them againft this new 
Rebellion. On the Mom he paifed to Leith, and fhipped in a Ship of 
Captain Wood's, which was bound to Flanders for the Time. Some of 
. thir Confpirators, who heard tell of the King’s Diet, followed foil after 
the King to Leith , and thought to have gotten him there ; but they mift 
him, and got Part of his Coffers with Money and Clothing : But they 
believed furely, becaufe the King was in a Ship of Captain Wood’s, , 
which was bound to Flanders, that he was palling there himfelf; and 
that caufed them take the lefs Fear, and be the more hardy in fpoiling 
his Servants. But the King caufed the faid Captain Wood to land 
him in Fife, and rode through the fame into the North Land, into the 
Town of Aberdeen, and there to meet with all the North-Land Lords 
that favoured him, aad would take his Part : But yet, ere he pafl, he 
left Word behind him, to the Sheriff of Fife, Strathern and Angus , to 
make Proclamation out through thir Shires, that all Men, betwixt fixty 
and lixteen, Spiritual and Temporal, as well Burgh as Land, that they 
fhould be ready, at a certain Day, at his Coming, to pafs with him, 
where he pleafed, to danton Rebels and Conlpirators againft him. 

The Rebels, hearing of this the King’s Provifion againft them, 
fought all the Ways and crafty Means, they could, to make themfelves 
■ able againft the King, and all that would take his Part : Thinking 
either they fhould fight with the King, and give him Battle, or elfe caufe 
him to the Flight out of Scotland and yet, becaufe their Tide was not 
good, they durft not attempt the fame, becaufe they knew the King to 
be well loved with all the Commons and Borrows j and, in fpecial, with 
all the ancient Lords and Barons of the Country, who were fo wife, that 
they knew the Danger what it was to rebel againft a crowned King. 

Thir Motives, and other Things, were a Hinder to thir Confpi- 
rators to put Hand in their Prince : But certain of the eldeft, to 
wit, The Earl of Angus, the Lord Avondale, the Earl of RodweU, the 
Lord Hume, with diverfe others, concluded, by their Counfel, not to 
mell with the King, without they had the Prince, his Son, in their 
Hands ; and to tins Purpofe they concluded all j and thereto found the 
crafty Moyen : j that is to fay. They fend a Meffenger quietly to the 
Captain of Stirling, defiring him affeftuoufiy. That he would come and 
fpeak with them, for his own Well and fingular Profit ; who was very 
loath to come to them : But yet, at left, they made him fo fair Pro- 
miles, and gave him fuch Gifts of Gold and Silver, that he was finally 
corrupt, and brought to their Purpofe, to grant all the Petitions they 
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defired of hi m at that Time, to wit-, That he ihould deliver the Prince 
in their Hands incontinent, and keep the 'Caftle ftill in the Prince’s 
Name and theirs ; and that he Ihould not receive the King in Time 
coming, nor none of his, in the faid Caftle. For thir Caufes they gave 
him great Sums of Money, and he immediately delivered the Prince 
unto them ; who went with him to Lithgow, and there made Proclama- 
tions to all Manner of Men that would come and defend the Prince, be- 
caufe they alledged, That the King had Sufpicion at his Son, and at 
them, like as he had to his Brethren before ; and was coming, with a 
great Anriy, to take him and put him in Prifon : Therefore they de- / 
fired aU Men, that loved the Commonwealth, to come and defend the 
Prince : And alfo they fied their Waggons and Men of War to pafs 
with them, with the King’s own Money which they got at Leith , and 
paffed all forward with the Prince again!! the King’s Coming ; who 
knew nothing of this Treafon, wrought at this Time by the Captain of 
Stirling , nor yet of the Deliverance of his Son ; but peartly came forward 
with all the North of Scotland: That is to fay, Rofs, Sutherland-, 
Caithnefs-, Mar and Murray , Buchan and Merits , Angus, (dowry , Fife-, 
Str other n, Stirling-Shire , At hole, Argyle, with fome of the Lords of 
the Weft Land that favoured him : For there were none in all thir fore- 
faid Shires but they took Part with him, both Gentlemen and Commons, 
allenarly, except the Lord Gray in Angus , and the Lord Drummond in 
Strathern, who were with the other Party againil the King. 

Notwithstanding the King came peartly forward to St. fohn- 
ftoun , and there warned all the Lords and Gentlemen of Fife , to meet 
with him, with the whole Commons thereof, both on Horfe .and Foot ; 
who came obediently to the King, and with them in Company Lord 
David Lindefay of fhe Byres , as Captain and Lieutenant to them, at 
the King’s Command ; for he had been long in France before, and was 
well experimented in Wars : Therefore the King thought him moft • 
able, at that Time, to give him Charge, becaufe he knew him hardy, 
and true to his Grace fundry Times before, when he had ado : There- 
fore the Lord David met with him at St. Johnftoun, with three thoufand 
Footmen, and a thoufand Horfemen, all ready to wair their Lives with 
him, in his Defence. The faid Lord David himfelf riding upon a great 
gray Courier, he lighted down, and made his Obedience to the King ; 
and thereafter prefented the laid Courfer to the King, lhewing his Grace, 
That if he had ado in his Extremity, either to flee or follow, that 
Horfe Ihould war all the Horfe of Scotland, at his Pleafure, if he would 
lit well. The King thanketh him greatly. Alexander Lord Ruthven , 
Sheriff of Strathern, brought to him a well-favoured Company of Men, 
to wit , A thoufand Gentlemen, well horfed with Jack and Spear, a 
thoufand Bows, a thoufand half-long Swords and Habergeons; which 
contained in the whole three thoufand, with St. Johnftoun, which pall 
all in Company with the Sheriff ; and all the reft of the North-Land 
Men and Weft-Land Men met the. King at Stirling. So the King was 
• of Number, when he entred into Stirling , thirty: thoufand able Men, by 
Commons. He paffed into the Caftle incontinent, and defired to be in : 
But the Captain denied, and refufed to receive the King. Then he de- 
fired 
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fired to lee his Son for to fpeak with him. The Captain refufed that in 
the like Manner, and fa’id, He would not fpeak with him at that Time * 

Yet the King inquired gently where he was ; and he fhew him that he 
was with the Lords, who took him againft his Will. Then the King 
anfwered and faid, Fy Traitor , thou hajl deceived me > and, if Hive , 

I Jhall he revenged on thee , and thou Jhalt he rewarded as thou baft 
ferved. 

The King thereafter paft to the Town, and lodged all Night, and 
caufed a ftrait Watch of his Army to Hand about the Town that Night ; ' 
while, on the Morrow, that the Day brake, the King rofe, and his 
Council and Lords that were with him, and paft forward to the Tor- 
wood in arrayed Battle, and there planted down till more came to him. 

But the Kings Enemies, on the other Side, peartly came forward to the 
Water of Carron , above the Bridge, about the Number of twelve thou- 
fand Horfemen, and fix thoufand Footmen, and planted there that Night. 

While, on the Morn, there came wife Men, On both the Sides, to treat of 
Peace : But the King feeing that he was fo great of Power above his r 

Enemies, who had rifen and rebelled againft him, then the King arrayed 
his Battle, and made forward to the Fields, and put all his Men in Or- 
der, as after follows : That is to fay , Ten thouland Men. of Highland- 
Men, with Bows, in the Vanguard ; the Earl of Huntley and the Earl 
of Athole Leaders of the faid Hoft. In the Rereguard ten thouland Men 
of the Weft Land and Stir lingShite, with the Earl of Menteith , Lord 
TLrskine and Lord Graham , Leaders of them. The King himfelf in great 
Battle, with all the Borrows and Commons of Scotland, on the one Wing. 

On the Right-Hand palled Lord T)avid Earl of Crawford, and Lord 
SDavtd Lindefay of Thp ©yrrj , with ihem in Company, of Fife and 
Angus, in Number two thoufand Horlemen, and fix thoufand Footmen ; 
ana, on his Left-Hand and Wing, palled Alexander Lord Futhven, 
with all Str cithern and the Stormont , to the Number of live thoufand 
Men. 

Thus the King, being in Order, palled forward in arrayed Battle. 

The Word came to him, that his Enemies were in Sight. Then the 
King cried for his Horfe, and lap upon the Horfe that the Lord TDavid 
had given, and rode to fee and know the Manner of their Coming. The 
King beheld them in three Battles, to the Number of fix thoufand Men 
in every Battle,; the Humes and the Hephurns having the Vanguard, 
with the Merfe and Teviotdale, with the EaJl-IjOthian. And next them 
in Battle, Liddifdale and Anandale , and many of Galloway. And then 
came all the whole Lords that confpired againft the King, and brought 
with them, in Company, the Prince, to be their Buckler and Safeguard ; 
and hailed fail forward, with great Courage ; becaufe they knew the 
King’s Faculties, that he was never hardy, nor yet conftant in Battle.. 

Then the King, feeing his Enemies coming forward with his own Ban- 
ner difplayed, and his Son againft him, he remembred of the Words that 
the Witch fpake to him before, That he Jhould he defiroyed and put 
'down hy the nearejl of bis Kin ; which he faw apparently for to come 
to pafs at that Time : And, by the Words of the forefaid Witch, Illu- 
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fion and Enticement of the Devil, he took a vain Sufpicion in his Mind, 
that he haftily took Purpofe to flee. 

I n this mean Time, the Lords, feeing the King tyne Courage, de- 
fied him to pafs by the Haft till they had foughten the Battle : But, 
by this the Humes and the Hepburns came fo faft upon the King’s Van- 
guard i and, on the other Side, they fliot them fo faft with Arrows* that 
they hurt and flew many of the Horfes, and put them a-back : But, at 
the laft, the Thieves of Mandate came in fhooting and crying, and fear- 
ed the King fo, ( having no Pra&ice in War ) that he took Purpofe and 
ran his Way, and thought to win the Town of Stirling : But he fpurred 
his Horfe, at the Flight-Speed, coming through the Town of 'Bannock- 
burn. A Woman feeing a Man coming faft upon his Horfe, Ihe (lan- 
ding in a Slonk bringing Home Water, Ihe ran faft away, and left the Pie 
behind her : So the King’s Horfe, feeing this, lap over the Burn and 
Slonk, of free Will * but the King was evil fitting, and fell off his Horfe 
at the Mill-door of Bannockburn , and was fo bruii'ed with the Fall, and 
Weight of his Harnefs, that he fell in Swoon * and the Miller and his 
Wife haied him out of it into the Mill, not knowing what he was, but 
caft him in a Nuik, and covered him with a Cloth. While, at the laft, 
the King’s Heft, knowing that the King was gone and fled, debated 
themfelves manfully J and, knowing that they were Borderers and Thieves 
that dealt with them, therefore they had the more Courage for to de- 
fend themfelves. At laft they returned and fled in good Order, till they 
got the Torwood, and there debated a long Time, while Night came ; 
and then many of the faid Army paffed to Stirling and their Enemies 
following them, many w.ere taken and hurt on both Sides, but few flain. 

B u t, at laft, when all the Hoft was paffing by, and the Enemies re- 
turned again, the King overcame lying in the Mill, and cried if there 
was any Prieft there to make his Confeffion. The Miller and his Wife, 
hearing thir Words, required of him, what Man he was, and what his 
Name was. He happened out unluckily, and laid, I was your King 
this ‘Day at Morn . Then the Miller’s Wife clapt her Hands, and ran. 
forth, and cried for a Prieft to the King. In the mean Time a Prieft 
was coming by, ( fome fay it was the Lord Grafs Servant ) and he an- 
fwered, Here am /, a Brief ; where is the King ? Then the Milled s 
Wife took the Prieft by the Hand, and led him into the Mill where the 
icing lay. Affoon as the faid Prieft faw the King, he knew hiin inconti- 
nent, and kneeled down upon his Knee, and fpeired at the King’s Grace, 
Jffa might live , if be bad good Leicbing. Who anfwered him and faid. 
He trowed be might , but defired a Brief to take bis Advice , and give 
him bis Sacrament. The Prieft anfwered and faid, That I Jhatl do 
hqfily. And pulled out a Whinger, and gave him four or five Strokes, 
even into the Heart * and then got him on his Back, and went away : 
"But no Man wift what he did with him, or where he yearded him ; for 
no Wit was gotten of him, or of his Dead, nor yet who flew him, a 
Month after. Notwithftanding the Battles were diffeyered, in Manner 
as I have fhewn, the King’s Battle fled to Stirling \ and the other pal- 

fed that &ight to their Tents, and on the Morn to I cannot 
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hear of n o Man of Reputation that was Rain at that Time ; but there 
were many Earls, Lords and Barons that were taken and ranfomed. This 
unhappy Battle was ftricken the Month of June-, the eighteenth Day, 
One thoufand four hundred and eighty eight Years. 

This may be feen and known, as an Example to all Kings that 
come after, to give them a LelTon, that they fall not from God, ufrng 
their wicked Lives to their own fenfual Pleafures, and live by Enchant- 
ment of Sorcery or Witchcraft, to feek Knowledge or Support of the 
Devil, as this feeble King did : For it will caufe them to fell in Suf- 

S 'cion with their Lieges and Kinfmen j at lafl it fhall caufe them to ufe 
ch Tyranny and Mifchief in their Realm, by Illufion of the Devil* 
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ING James 111. unworthily flain in this Manner* 
*as is afbrefaid, James IV. and all the reft of the 
Confpirators that came againft the King, palled to 
Lithgow, and there remained till they got Word 
if the King was llain or not, 

I n this mean Time there came a Man to them 
in Lithgow-, Ihewing to them, That there were two 
Ships of Captain Wood's travifhing up and down the Firth. Of the 
which Ships, the one was called The Flower , and the other The Yellow 
Carnal. They had had fent their Float-Boats to the Land, and received 
many hurt Men, out of the Field, into their Ships ; of whom they be- 
lieved the King lhouid have been one of them. 

The which Tidings the Prince, and all the Lords that were with 
him, hearing, took Conje&ure of the fame, thinking that Captain 'Wood 
was principal Servant to the King at that Time, and having Wages of 
him, and fiirnilhed him and his Ships ofttimes, to pafs where he plea- 
fed: Therefore they believed, that he lhouid have waited on the King 
in the Field, and have brought him to the Ships. They, certified of 
this Matter, raifed their Army, and came all to Leith , and there re- 
mained two Days $ and, in the mean Time, fent Meflengers to Cap- 
tain Wood , defiling to know if the King was in the Ships, or not. Who 
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denied, and faid, He was not there . And bade them fearch and feek 
his Ships, at their own Pleafure, if they would not give him Credence. 
Upon his Anfwer the Meffengers departed unto the Prince and Lords, 
fliewing Captain Wood’. s Anfwer. Of the which the Prince and Lords 
could not be content j but fent Meffengers again to Captain Wood ', de- 
firing him to come to the Council, that they might inquire of him how 
the Matter flood. But he, on the other Part, knowing that they had 
murdered his Mafter, in Manner as I have fhown, took fuch Suspicion 
of them, that he would not come in their Hands, without Pledges that 
he lhould be fafely delivered, without Harm and Skaith, again unto his 
Ship. Thir Anfwers the Meffengers brought again unto the Prince and 
the Lords ; who incontinent gart two Lords pafs in Pledge for'the faid . 
Captain Wood , till he fhould be delivered again unto his Ships, to wit , 
The Lord Seaton and the Lord Fleming , and there to remain in the faid 
Ships till their Captain was delivered. 

This being done, the Lords delivered into the Ships, the faid Cap- 
tain went aboard, and came to the Land, and prefented himielf before 
the Prince and the Lords, in the Town of Leith , for they were there 
for the Time : But, affoon as the Prince faw the laid Captain prefent 
him before the Prince and the Lords, in the Town of Leith , with cer- 
tain Gentlemen in Company, he believed furely he had been his Father, 
and inquired of him, Sir, are you my Father. Who anfwered him again, 
with Tears falling from his Eyes, I am not your Father , hut I was 
your Father s true Servant , and Jhall he to the Authority till I die, and 
Enemy to them who were the Occafion of his Down-putting. The whole 
Lords required of Captain Wood, if he knew of the King,, and wherg - 
he was. He anfwered, That he knew nothing of him , nor where he wds.f 
Then they ipeired what they were that came out of the Field, and palled 
to the Ships in the Float-boats. Who anfwered and faid, It was I and 
Wf 'Brother, ready with the King to have waited our Lilies in his De- 
fence. Then they faid, Is be not in your Ships ? Who anfwered, He 
is not : But would God he were there fafely ', / JJoould defend and keep 
him skaithlefs from all the treafonahle Traitors that have cruelly mur- 
dered him : For I think to fee the Day, to fee them hanged ana drawn 
for their Demerits. 

Then the Lords, feeing nothing of Captain Wood, but defpitefol 
Anfwers and proud Speakings, were not content therewith ; yet they 
durfl: not put Hands on him to do him Skaith, becaufe of the Lords that 
were Pledges for him : For, if they had done him any Skaith, his Bro- 
ther would incontinent hanged the Pledges ', which, as it was, skaped 
narrowly, by Reafon of the long Tarrying of the faid Captain : There- 
fore the Lords halted away the Captain to his Ships, and enquired no 
more Tidings of him. 

T hi s being done, the Lords were delivered, and came a -land again, 
that wer« Pledges, who were right fleed j and fhew the Prince and the 
Council, if they had holden Captain Wood any longer, they bad been 
both hahged. At this the Prince and the Lords were very commoved, 
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and defired certain Ships of Leith , to pafs forth td the Firth inconti- 
nent, to take the laid Captain Wood and bring him : And, to this E£* 
fed, they called all the Shippers and Mariners of Leith Wore the Coun- 
cil, to fee which of them would take on Hand to pafs upon the faid 
Captain, and 'they fliould be fumilht with Men, Artillery and Vi&uals, 
upon the Prince and the Lords their Expences : But the faid Shippers 
and Mariners refufed all j but one Captain Bartyne anfwered before the 
Council, and faid, Lhat there were not ten Ships in Scotland would give. 
Captain Wood y s two Ships the Combat : JFor he was fo well praUifed 
in War , and had fuch Artillery and Men , that it was hard dealing with 
him by Sea or Land. 

This being fpoken, the Prince and his Council confidered the fame ; 
and therefore continued that Matter till afterward ; and immediately 
palTed to Edinburgh? and there remained a While ; and fent out Letters 
in all Parts, both in Burgh and Land, defiring the whole Lords and No- 
bility, and Commifiioners of Borrows, to compear at Edinburgh , upon 
a certain Day, to fee the King crowned, and give their Confent thereto. 
But few compeared, except fome Commifiioners of Borrows, and the 
Lords Confpirators themfelves, who were Counfellers to the King for the 
Time ; and there they crowned the King : And, foon after, fent a He- 
rauld to the Caftle of Edinburgh , and defired the fame to be rendred to 
the King and his Captains, which was done obediently : But the Cap- 
tain thereof made fuch Moyen with the Lords of Council, and they that 
were Courtiers for the Time, that he was continued ftill in his Office. 
Some fay, that he certified fome of the Lords where the King’s Poife 
was, and caufed them obtain the fame, which was the Caufe ofhis Con- 
tinuance in his Office. 

This being done, the King palled to Stirling , and required the 
Caftle to be rendred in the fame Manner, which was done incontinent, 
and the King and his Court received therein, and a new Captain made 
thereof, to wit , Sir John of Lundie , Knight. The King remained 
a While in the Caftle of Stirling , and daily paffed to the Chapel Royal, 
and heard Matins and Evening-Song ; in the which every Day the Chap- 
lains prayed for the Kings Grace, deploring and lamenting the Death of 
his Father ; which moved the King, in Stirling , to Repentance, that he 
happened to be counfelled to come againft his Father in Battle, where- 
through he was murdered and flain. To that Effe& he was moved to 
pals to the Dean of the laid Chapel Royal, ,and to have his Counfel how 
he might be fatisfied, in his own Confcience, of the Art and Part of the 
cruel A ft, which was done to his Father. The Dean, being a godly Man, 
gave the King a good Comfort j and, feeing him in Repentance, was 
very, glad thereof : But yet this godly Man durft not utter his Mind 
unto the King, fo far as his Confcience ferved him ; becaufe the King was 
young and youthful, and had no Conftancy to keep Counfel or fecret 
Thought, albeit it was for his own Profit : And alfo this godly Man 
dreaded the Lords, and them that were Confpirators of the King’s Dead, 
his Father ; thinking, that thefe Murderers would be difeontent, and ut- 
terly difpleafed at him, if he had given the King his Counfel, fo hi as his 
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Confcience dyted him : Therefore he continued the fame till he faw the 
King farder in Age, and other Counfellers about him. In the mean 
. Time he gave him fair Words, and put him in good Hope of Forgive- 
ness thereof, by. God’s Mercy in Jefus.Chrift. 

S o the King continued in the faid Caftle a Seafon, but he was ever 
fad’and dolorous in his Mind for the Death of his Father, that he was 
conftrained, by his Confcience, to ufe a Sign of Repentance j and, for 
the lame Caufe, gart make a Girth of Iron, and weared it daily about 
him, and eiked, every Year of his Life, certain Ounces of Weight .there- 
to, as he thought good. 

The Lords feeing this, who were Confpirators, thinking in their 
Minds, That the King was dolorous, and ever muling in his Mind, 
thinking, that fome Time he would he difpleafed with their Proceed- 
ings : Therefore they, confulted among themfelves, that they would 
counfel the King to their Effe& while he was young. And alio they 
feared the Lords, on the other Part, that were with the King’s Father, 
the Time of his Slaughter, to have defended him.: Thinking that they 
would get the King fometime at their Opinion, that they might be re- 
venged of their Matter’s Death by their Confpiracy. And, for the fame 
Caufe, to avoid all fuch Sufpicion whereby they might be challenged of 
the Fad, caufed the King incontinent to fet a Parliament, to be holden 
at Edinburgh within the Space of forty Days ; and fummoned and war- 
ped all the whole Lords of Scotland , and great Barons thereof, and Com- 
miflioners of Borrows, to compear at Edinburgh the Day and Place fore- 
faid, and there to hear and fee Juftice miniftred, like as it was in Times 
before, and of their Forebeers. But there was a fpecial Summons direded 
on them that Parr akers with the King’s Father, againft himfelf ; 

and alfo of the Borrows j which whole Number of the Lords was twenty 
eight, and twenty eight great Barons. This forefaid Number was fum- 
moned particularly, every one by himfelf, to compear at Edinburgh , 
upon the Space of forty Days, to anfwer there, For the cruel and trea- 
fonable Coming with the King’s Father , at Bannockburn, againft bim- 
felf thinking there to caufe bis Father to devour the Son. With other 
Points of Dittay, which I need not to- rehearfe. 

Further, the firft Lord that ever was fpecified in the Summons, 
.was Lord 'David Lindefay of The ’Byres , becaule he was moft familiar 
with King "fames III. at that Time, and was frackeft in his Opinion, and 
ufed himfelf moft manfully' in his Defence againtt his Enemies : There- 
fore the Confpirators had greateft Envy at him. And -when the Time 
came, all the whole Lords of Scotland compeared, both on the one Side 
and the other, in Prefence of the King and Council, in the Tolbooth of 
Edinburgh. 

The King fitting in Judgment himfelf, the Summons was read, and 
L°rd David Lindefay called firft, as we have faid ; and his Dittay is 
in this Manner, as after follows : That is to fay, Lord David Linde- 
fay of The Byres, anfwer for the cruel Coming againft the King at Ban- 
nockburn, 
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nockbum, with bis Father , giving him Counfel to have devoured the 
King’s Grace here prefent ; and-, to that EffeU, gave him a Sword, 
and a good Horfe , to fortify him againft his Son. Your Anfwer hereto. 

This Lord David Lindefay , being a rafh Man, of fmall Ingyne 
and rude Language, although he was flout and hardy in the Fields, and 
well exercifed in Wars, yet he had no Pra&ick in the Laws, and could, 
not anfwer formally to their Dittay, and could get no Man of Law to 
fpeak for him, for Fear of the King and his Lords, becaufe the King fat 
in Judgment himfelf ', and fpecially, becaufe he was accufed of Trea- 
fon before the King, at that Time. Yet Lord David Lindefay , hear- 
ing himfelf called lb oft, and Dittay forefaid read, anfwered on this Man- 
ner, Ye are all Lurdanes , my Lords ; I fay , ye are falfe Traitors to 
your ‘Prince ; and that I dare prove with my Body, on any of you which 
bolds you beft , from the King’s Grace down : For the falfe Lurdanes 
and Traitors have caufed the King , hy your falfe Seditions and Confpi - 
racy, to come againft his Father in plain Hattie, where that noble 
Prince was cruelly murdered among your Hands, by your Advice , though 
ye brought the King in Prefence , for your Hehoof, to make him the 
Huckler of your Enter prize : Therefore, falfe Lurdanes, if the King 
punifh you not haftily, for that Murder , ye will murder himfelf, when 
ye fee Time, as ye did his Father : Therefore , Sir , beware with them , 
und give them no Credence ; for they that were falfe to your Father , 
can never be true to your felf. Sir, I affure your Grace, if your Father 
Were living, that I would take his Part , and fiand no Awe of thir \ 
falfe Lurdanes. And likewife, if you had a Son that would be com - 
feUed to come in Hattie againft you, by evil Counfel of falfe Lurdanes , 
like thir, I would take your Part againft them , and fight againft them, 
in your juft Quarrel, ever with three againft fix of them. And thir 
falfe Traitors, which caufe you to believe Evil in my Hands , I Jhall be \ 
truer , at length, to your Grace, than they Jhall be. 

The Chancellor, and the reft of the Lords that fat with the King in 
Judgment, at that Time, hearing the grofs and rude Speech, and fharp 
Accufation of Lord David Lindefay, in Prefence of the King and all 
the Lords, and whole Nobility of Scotland, the faid Chancellor thought 
then he hit them over near j the which therefore the Chancellor, to ex- 
cufe the Matter, anfwered and fpake to the King on this Manner. Sir, 
if it pleafe your Grace, Lord David Lindefay is but a Man of the old 
World, ana cannot anfwer formally to your Grace, nor yet, in your Pre- 
fence, can fpeak reverently. Your Grace muft be good unto him , and 
I truft he will come in your Grace’s Will. And he fpoke to Lord Da- 
vid Lindefay, and faid, My Lord, I counfel you to come in the King’s 
Grace’s Will, and he will be good unto you. 

Thir Words were.fpoken by the Chancellor, pUrpofely to caufe 
Lord David Lindefay come in the King’s Will, that it might be a 
Preparative to all the Lave, that were under the Summons of Forfeiture 
to follow, and come in the King’s Will, and thought to have cutlea 
them off that Way. Bat one Mr. Patrick Lindefay , Brother-german 
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to the faid Lord David Lindefay of The "Byres ? hearing his Brother 
was defired to come in the King’s Will, was not content therewith ? to 
that Efleft he ftramped fadly on his Brother’s Foot, to gar him under- 
fland that he was not content with the Delire which the Chancellor pro- 
ppned unto him. But the Stramp of Mr. "Patrick Lindefay was fo fad 
, on his Brother’s Foot ? who had a lore Toe,' that the Pain thereof was very 
dolorous : Therefore he looked to him, and faid, "Thou art over peart? 
Lown? to fir amp on my Foot ? were thou out of the Kings Prefence , I 
Jhould take thee on the Mouth. Mr. Patrick , hearing thir vain Words 
of his Brother, plat down on his Knees before the King and the Juflice, 
and made his Petition unto them in this Manner : That is to fay, Sir ? 
if it will pie afe your Grace ? and your honourable Council and Juflice? 

I defire at your Grace and Juflice? for his Sake that is Judge of all? 
That your Grace would give me Leave this Day to /peak for my Bro- 
ther ? for 1 fee that there is no Man of Law in Scotland, this Day? 
that dares fpeak for him? for Fear of your Grace : Aid though he and 
I have not been at one thir many Tears? yet my Heart will not fuffer me 
to fee my native Houfe? that I am come <tff? to perijh? and the Memory 
thereof to he aholifhed. 

Upon this the King’s Grace, and his Judges, granted to Mr. Pa- 
trick his Petition, and bade him fpeak for his Brother the bell he could. 
Then Mr. Patrick rofe off his Knees, and was very blyth, when he ob- 
tained Licence with the King’s Favour and the Juftice, and began to 
fpeak very reverently in this Manner, as after follows ? faying to the whole 
Lords of Parliament, and to the reft of them that were Accufers of his 
Brother, at that Time, which was entred into the bofs Window, and 
there to thole an Affize, conform to their Dittay, faying, My Lords? 1 
iefeekyou all that are here pre/ent? for bis Sake that muft give Sentence 
and Judgment onyou at the lafi Day? that ye would remember now? 
infiantly is your Time? and we bad the Time in Times bygone? as we 
may affo after have. Sicklike? defiring you to know your Eflate? that 
all \ is changeable under the Sun? but God ’ s Juflice and Judgment Jland 
ever firm and fiable : Therefore now do as ye would be done to you? 
in the Minifir ation of Juflice to your Neighbours and Brother? who 
are accufed this Day now of their Lives and Heritage? whofe Judg- 
ment fiands in your Hands. 

B y this Mr. Patrick ended his Speech, the Chancellor bade him fay 
ibmething for the Defence of hfb Brother, and the reft of the faid Lords 
and Barons. Mr. Patrick anfwers in this Manner, as after follows, fay- 
ing, If it pie afe the Kims Majefly? and your Honours that are here? I 
fay again? the King’s Grace ought not to Jit in Judgment againfi bis 
"Barons? becaufe he hath made bis Oath of Fidelity? when he. received 
the Crown ^Scotland, That he Jhould never give Judgment? nor corqe 
in Judgment againfi his Lords and Barons? in no JUion where he is 
Party himfelf. In this Action? becaufe be is both Judge and Party 
in the faid Crime ? and was prefent at the Committing of the fame : 
Therefore he ought rut? by the Law of God nor Man? to be Judge? nor 
fit in Judgment at this Tune : Therefore we defire him? in the Name 
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of God, to rife and depart out of Judgment , till the Matter be further 
difputed conform to Juftice. J 

Upon this the Chancellor and the Lords ad vifed, and concluded 
upon this Petition, and fand it reafonable : Therefore they counfelled the 
King to rife, and go ben to the inward Tolbooth, which was very un- 
plealant to him for the Time, being a Prince fitting upon the Seat Royal 
to be raifed with his Subje&s : But the Lords, thinking Shame to break 
Juftice, removed him in this Manner ; and then called upon the faid 
Lord David, and Mr. Patrick his Procurator, to anfwer forward to the 
Summons. The faid Mr. ‘Patrick, with all Humiliation, fpake reve- ' 
rently, faying to them, My Lords, I befeecb you, for his Sake that 
fidfered Pafftonfor you, and all other finfulPerfons, and muft be Judge 
to you and all others in the Day of Judgment, that ye will confiderfted- 
faftly in your Minds, That we have been in the Place that ye are in 
now, and others, or we, may be in . your Place again , to have the King 
and Court at our Pleafure, as ye have now : Therefore look that your 
Proceedings be boneji and godly, and juft in all the leading of your 
Procefs. The Chancellor fays, Le Jhall have no Can ft to plaint by me > 
therefore anfwer Jhortly to your Summons , and make us no more Hinder , 
and ye Jhall have Juftice . Mr. Patrick anfwered and faik, I trow 
the Summons be defert and null of the felf, becaufe he was fummoned 
to compear to this Court and Parliament , upon the Space of forty Days , 
without Continuation of Days. JNo Mention is made in your Letter, 
where, nor in what Place j but, general fy, before the King and Council 
at Edinburgh, And now, my Lords , I believe it be one and forty Days, 
therefore the Day is expired of itfelf, and we ought not to anfwer till 
we be new fummoned, and lawfully calledvbereto. 

The Lords looked the Summons, and the Indorlation thereupon j 
and when they had tried the Matter/ they found it fo as Mr. Patrick 
alledged : Therefore, by the Praftick and Order of Scotland, the Sum- 
mons was caften, and the Parliament diffolved j yet they caufed the faid 
Lords that were upon the Pannel, that were to thole Judgment, «to find 
Caution, every Man for himfelf, under the Pains of Sums of Money, to 
enter at fuch a Day as was appointed to them ; yet thir whole Lords 
were very blyth, thinking that all Evil was good of Thirft, and were 
content that they had efcaped fo at that Time ; but in fpecial Lord 
David Lindefay , who was fo ravilhed at his Brother Mr. Patrick Linde~ 
fay, of his Labours, that he braft forth, faying in this Manner, Verily, 
brother, you have fine Pyet Words , I would not have trowed that you 
had fuch Words. By St. Mary you Jhall have' the Mains of Kirfbrther 
fir it. 

The King, hearing thir Words, was difpleafed at the laid Mr. Pd - 
trick, , and faid to him, He Jloould gar him fit where he Jhould not fee bis 
Feet for a Tear > and immediately gart have him to the Kofay of Bute, 
and put him in Prifon, where he remained a Year ere he was looted. This 
Parliament was holden at Edinburgh, the tenth Day of May, One thou- 
iand four hundred and eighty nine Years,* 

In 
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In the fame Year certain Englijh Ships came in our'Frith, and fpoiled 
the Merchants, and our Friends, that came in our Waters. Of this the 
King and Council thought great Evil, and defired affe&uoufly to be re- 
yenged thereof, upon the faid Englifk-Vitn ; but they could get no Man 
nor Mailers of Ships, Mariners nor Shippers, that would take in Hand 
to pafs forth upon the faid Enemies \ till, at laft, they fent for Sir An- 
drew Wood , Knight of Largo , and defired him to pafs forth upon the 
faid Engltfh-hAen ; and, to that Effe&, he ihould be well furnifbed with 
Men ana Artillery : And further, he Jhould have the King’s Favour 
greatly, and be rewarded largely for his Travel and Labours. Of this 
Defirc the faid Sir Andrew Wood was well content, and paft forth to the 
Frith well manned, with two Ships, to pafs upon the faid Englijh- Men, 
whom he foregathered withal immediately before the Caftle of c Dumbar-> 
•where they fought long together with uncertain Vi&ory : For Sir An- 
drew Wood being but two Ships, as forefaid, called ‘The Tellow Carnal 
and The Flower , the King of England’s Ships were five in Number, 
with great Artillery : Yet, notwithilanding, the Scottijh Ships prevailed 
•at length, and that by the Wifdom and Manhood of their Captain, 
which took all the five Englijh Ships, and brought them to Leith as 
Prifoners, and delivered their Captain to the King’s Grace and Council. 
For the which vi&orious and manly AS, the Captain, Sir Andrew Wood \ 
was well rewarded by the King’s Grace and Council, and holden in great 
Eflimation thereafter with the Nobility of Scotland. 

’ But foon after the King of England heard tell of the Novels, and 
how his Slips were fo foughten and taken by Sir Andrew Wood , as fore- 
faid, was greatly difcontent therewith, and made Proclamations through 
all England , who would pafs to the Sea, and fight -with Sir Andrew 
Wood ; and if he happened to take him Prifoner, and bring him to him, 
lie Ihould have, for his Reward, a thoufand Pound Sterling to Ijpend by 
Year. There were, many that refufed, becaufe they knew Sir Andrew 
Wood to he fuch a Captain upon the Sea ; and fo chancy in Battle, that 
he ofttimes obtained the ViSory : Therefore they had the lefs Will to 
aflail him. Notwithilanding a Captain of War, a Gentleman named 
Steven Sail, took in Hand to the King of England , to pafs to the Sea, 
and to fight with Sir Andrew Wood \ and bring him, Prifoner to the King 
of England-, either dead or quick. Upon this the King of England was 
right glad, and gart provide to the Captain, Steven ‘Bull, three great 
Ships, well man-ileid, well yi&ualled and well artilleried. 

Soon after this the faid Captain pail to the Sea, and failed till he 
came to the Scottijh Frith, that is to fay , at the Back of May , and there lay , 
and watched Sir Andrew Woods Home-Coming, who was then in Flanders 
for the Time, trailing then nothing but Peace. Yet, notwithilanding, 
this Captain Steven Bull , waiting his Time at the Back of the May , 
took many of our Boats, who were travelling in the Frith for Fifties, to 
Ivin their Living ; notwithilanding (he faid Steven Bull ranfomed the 
Shipps, and held many of the Mariners Prifoners, to that EfFe&, that 
they ihould give him Knowledge of Sir Andrew Wood \ when he came in 
the Frith; While, atthelail, upon a Summer-Morning, a little after the 
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Day-Breaking, one of the Englijh Shippers perceived two Ships coming 
under Sail j by St. Ebbis Head. Then this Englijh- Man caufed fome of 
thir Scottijh Prifoners to pafs to the Top of the Ships, that they might 
fee or fpy if it was Sir Andrew Wood, or not. But the Scottijh - Men had 
not Will to fhew the Verity, but feigned, and faid, They knew them not : 
But, at laft, the Captain promised, them their Ranibm free, if they would 
tell him that it was he indeed, who certified him that it was he. Then 
the Captain was blyth, and caufed pierce the Wine, and drank about to 
all his Shippers and Captains that were under him, praying them to take 
Courage, for their Enemies were at Hand ; for the which Cauie he cau 7 
fed order his Ships in the Fier of War, and fet his Quarter-Mailers and 
Captains, every Man in his own Room ; fyne caufed his Gunners to 
charge their Artillery, and put all in Order, and left nothing undone 
pertaining unto a good Captain. 

O n the other Side, Sir Andrew Wood came peartly forward, know- 
ing no Impediment of Enemies to be in his Geat ; till, at the laft, he 
perceived thir three Ships under Sail, and coming fall to them in Fier 
of War. Then Sir Andrew Woody feeing this, exhorted his Men to 
Battle, befeeking them to take Courage againft their Enemies of En- 
gland, who had fwom and made their Vows, That they Jhould make us 
Trif oners to the King England ; but, will God , they Jhall fail of their 
Turpfe : Therefore fet yourf elves in Order , every Man in bis own 
Room. Let the Gunners charge their Artillery ', and the Cors-Fows 
make them ready , with the Lyme-Tots and Fire-Falls in our Tops , and 
two-handed Swords in your Fore-Rooms , and let every Man be flout 
and diligent for his Own Tart , and for the Honour of this Realm . And 
thereto he caufed fill the Wine, and every Man drank to other. 


B y this the Sun began to rife, and ihined bright upon the S a ji* j io 
the Englijh-Men appeared very awfully in the Sight of the Scots, by 
Reafon their Ships were very great and ftrong, and well firniflicd with 
greater Artillery , yet, notwithftanding, the Scots afeared nothing, but 
caft them to windward of the Englijh- Men , who, feeing that,, ihot a 
great Canon or two at the Scots, thinking they ihould have ftricken Sails 
at their Boaft : But the Scottijh- Men, nothing affeared therewith, came 
fwiftly a windward upon Captain Steven Fully and clapt together from 
Hand, and fought there from the Sun-Riling while the Sun go to, in 
the long Summer-Day , while all the Men and Women, that dwelt near 
the Coaft, came and beheld their Fighting. The Night fundred them, 
that they were fain to depart from other. While, on the Morn, that the 
Day began to break fair, and their Trumpets to blow on every Side, and 
made them quickly to Battle j who clapt together v and fought fo cruelly, 
that neither the Shippers nor Mariners took heed of their Ships ', but 
fighting ftill, while an ebb Tide and South-Wind bme them to hcbcap , 

. foreanents the Mouth of Toy. The ScottiJh-^Azn, feeing this, took Cou- 
rage and Hardiment, that they doubled their Strokes upon jthe En- 
gUJh-Msn , and there took Steven Full and his three Ships, and had 
them up to the Town of Dundee, and there remained till tfieir hurt 
Men were cured, and the dead buried > and fyne took their Captain, 
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and had him to the King’s Grace, and delivered him there as Prifoner ; 
and' his Grace again received him very gladly, and thanked Sir Andrew 
Wood greatly , and rewarded him richly for his Manhood and Labours. 
Syne thereafter took the EngHJh Captain, and all his Men, and gave them 
Gifts of Gold and Silver, together with their Ships, and fent them Home 
to the King of j England as a Propyne ; doing him undcrftand, That he 
had as manful Men, both by Sea and Land, in Scotland , as he had in 
England: Therefore defired him, To fend none of bis Captains , in 
Time coming , to perturb bis Men within his Waters ; and if he would, 
they Jhould not be Jo well treated, nor efcape fo well in Time coming. 
Notwithftanding the King of England, hearing of thir News, was not 
content therewith ; but yet he thanked the King of Scotland for the De- 
livery of his Men, and the Entertainment of them. 

In this mean Time there was good Peace and Reft through all Scot- 
land, and great Love betwixt the King and his Subje&s : For the King 
was fo liberal, that he left nothing ungiven to his Lords and Barons, that 
pertained to him, where he might leifomely give : For he thinking in hit 
own Mind, That the Vice of Covetoufnefs rang into his Father, it fhould 
not reign into him ; nor yet no Cowards nor Pyke-Thanks fhould be au- 
thorized in his Company ; nor he ufed but with the Counfel of his Lords : 
"Whereby he obtained the Love and Favour of all his Nobility within 
hie Realm ; infomuch, that he rode out through the whole Realm, him 
alone, unknown, that he was a King, of any Man ; and would ofttimes 
lodge in poor Mens Houfes, as he had been a travelling Man through 
the Country j and, in the mean Time, would require, of them that he 
was lodged with, where was the King, or how ufed the King himfelf, or 
how he ufed his Lords and Barons, or what they fpake of him through 
the Country : And they would anfwer to him as they thought good. 
So the King knew, this Way, what was fpoken of him through the 
Country. 

This Prince was wondrous hardy, and diligent in the Execution of 
Juftice, and loved nothing fo well as able Men and good Horfe, and 
ufed great Tufting, and treated his Barons wondrous well that were able : 
And therefore would, fundry Times, gar make Proclamations but through 
his Realm, to all and fundry his Lords, Earls, Barons, which were able 
for Jufting' and Turnament, to come to Edinburgh to him, and there 
*0 exercife themfelves, for his Pleafure, as they were beft accuftomed. 
Some to run with Spear ; fame to fight with Battle-Axe and Hamefs ; 
Tome to fight with the two-handed Swords ; fome to fhoot the Hand- 
Bow, Cors-Bow or Culvering : And every Man, as he thought beft, got 
his Weapon delivered to him by the King, in this Manner. He that 
fought beft, got fuch a Weapon delivered to him, by the Heraulds, as 
he had foughten with.. He that ran with the Spear beft, he got a Spear 
headed with Gold delivered unto him, with gilt Hameffing thereto, to 
keep in Memorial of his Pra&ick and Ingyne. And alfb the Heraulds 
blazonad him to be the beft Jufter and Runner at the Spear in the Realm, 
*• among his Brethren. And the Battk-Axe delivered to him who fought 
beft therewith. And likewtfe the Sword, Hand-Bow and Cors-Bow de- 
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livered by the Heraulds, the fame Manner, to them that ufed them 
beft. 

B y this Way and Mean the King brought his Realm to great Manhood 
and Honours, that the Fame of h is J ufting and Turaament fprang through 
all Europe , which caufed many errant Knights come out of ftrange Coun- 
tries, to Scotland , to feek Jufting j becaufe they heard of the noble Fame, 
and knightly Games of the Prince of Scotland) and of his Lords and Ba- 
rons, and Gentlemen. Many Strangers came, but few were refufed, but 
they were fought cn with, and warred in lingular Battle with the Scgt- 
ttflo- Men. 

I n this mean Time there was a great Marvel feen in Scotland. A 
Bairn was born reckoned to be a Man-Child j but, from the Wafle up, 
was two fair Perfons, with all Members and Portraitures pertaining ta 
two Bodies, to wit-, Two Heads, well-eyed, well-eared, and well-han- 
ded. The two Bodies, the One’s Back was fall; to the Other’s $ but, 
from the Wafle down, they were but one Perfonage, and could not know, 
by the Ingyne of Man, from which of the two Bodies the Legs and 
Privy-Members proceeded. Notwithflanding the King's Majefty caufed 
take great Care and Diligence upon the Upbringing of thir two Bodies 
in one Perfonage, caufed nourilh them, ana learn them to fing and play 
upon Inftruments of Mufick j who, within fhort Time, became very in- 
genious and cunning in the Art of Mulick $ whereby they could play 
and fing two Parts j the one the Treble, and the other the Tenor j which 
was very dulce and melodious to hear. The common. People, who* trea- 
ted them alfo, wondred that they could Tpeak diyerfe and fundry Lant 
1 guages i that is to fay , Latin , French , Italians , Spanifh , Dutch, Da* 
rtijh , Englifh and Irijh. Thir two Bodies long continued, to thh Age 
of twenty eight Years j and the one departed long before the other, which 
was dolorous and heavy to the other ; for which many ktequioed of the 
other to be merry. He anfwcred, How can I he merry , that have 
my true Marrow as a dead Carrion about my Sack , which was wont 
to fing and play with me. When I was fad, be would give me Cmforty 
and I would do the like to him . Sut now I have nothing hut Dolour 
of the Searing fo heavy a Surden, dead , cold and unfanory, on my 
Sack , which taketh au earthh Pkafure from me in this prefint Life : 
Therefore I pray to Almighty God , to deliver me out of this prefent Life, 
that we may he laid and eHffolved in the Earth , wherefrom we came. 

Soon after this there came a Dutch Knight in Scotland, caMed Sir 
John Ookebewis , and defired Fighting and Jufting In Scotland, with 
the Lords and Barons : But none was fo apt and ready to fight with 
him, as Sir Patrick Hamilton, Brother to the Earl of Arran > being then 
a young Man, ftrong of Body and able of all Things } but Jtt, for Lack 
of Ejcercife, he was not fo well pradifed as Need Were ) though ha lack- 
ed no Hardiment, Strength, nor Courage in his Proceedings : But, at 
fall, when the Dutch- Man and he were afiembkd together, both on 
great Horie, within the lifts, under the Grille- Wall of ESt^urgb ; 
after the Sound of the Trumpet, they ntlhed rudely together, SUSd brake 
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their Spears on ilk Side on other ; and afterward got new Spears and ran- 
countred freftily again : But Sir ‘Patrick’ s Horfe ontered with him, and 
would noways encounter his Marrow, that it was Force to the faid Sir Pa- 
trick Hamilton to light on Foot, and give this Dutch-Man Battle ; and 
therefore, when he was lighted, cried for a two-handed Sword, and bade 
the Dutch-Man light from his HorfL and end out the Matter, laying 
tp him, A Horfe is hut a weak Warrant when Men have mofi ado \ 
Then, when both the Knights were lighted on Foot, they joyned peart- 
ly together with awful Countenances, and every one Brake malicioufly 
at pther, and fought long together with uncertain Vidory ; while, at the 
laft. Sir Patrick Hamilton rulhed manfully upon the Dutch-Man, and 
Brake him upon his Knees. In the mean Time, the Dutch-Man being 
at. the Earth, the King caB his Hat out over the CaBle-Wall, and cau- 
fed the Judges and Men of Arms rid and funder them ; and the Heraulds 
and Trumpets blew, and cried the Viftory was Sir Patrick Hamilton s. 
This Sir Patrick Hamitton was Brother-german to the Earl of Arrant 
and Sifler and Brother-Bairns to the King’s MajeBy, and was a right 
noble, and valiant Man all his Days. 

In the mean Time, this noble King "fames IV. was well learned in 
Art of Medicine, and alfo a cunning Chirurgener, that none in his 
Realm, that ufed that Craft, but would take his Counfel in all their 
Proceedings. 

' I n this mean Time the Drummonds burnt the Kirk of Montward, 
wherein were fix Score of Murrays , with their Wives and Children ; but 
few efcaped therefrom, but th#y were either burnt or Bain by David 
Drummond , whom the King puniihed afterward, by heading of him, 
with his Complices, at Sterling. 

I : 

' And alfo the King gart take a dumb Woman, and put her into 
■Jhcb-Keitb, and gave her two young Bairns in Company with her, and 
gart fumilh them wkh all Neceflaries, that is to fay , Meat, Drink, Fire 
and Clothes, with all other Kind of Neceflaries which are required to 
Man or Woman, defiring to underfiand the Language thir Bairns could 
fpeak, when they came to lawful Age. Some fay they fpake good JLbrew ■ 
But,' as to myfelf, I know not, but by the Author’s Report. 

In this mean Time, "Bernard Stuart, Brother-german to the Earl of 
Lennox, and Monfieur Dauhiney in Prance , having the Scottijh Com- 
pany under his Dominion, at the King of Prance’s Command, paB to 
• Naples , and there was made Regent and Governor of the fame ; who 
ruled it fo with Wifdom and Gentlenefs, that ’ he wan all the Hearts of 
the People thereof ; they obeyed him and loved him fo well, that he was 
called, by the Prench- Men, Pitbroy Naples. At this the King and 
Council of Prance were not content, thinking that he would ufurp the 
Crown of Naples unto himfelf : And, for this Caufe, directed a great 
Lord Prance, to pals and be equal with the laid Monfieur Dauhiney y 
in all Authority and Power in Government of the faid Realm of Naples : 
•But from Time that Monfieur Dauhiney knew the King of France’s 
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Sufpicion in the faid Matter, he would no longer bide in the Realm of 
Naples , but haftily departed and came through England into Scotland , 
where he was Well received with the King and Council thereof; and 
the King treated him well and gently, and fet him at the Table with 
himfelf, and made him Judge of all his Juftings and Turnaments, and 
called him Father of War, becaufe he was fo pra&ifed in the fame. 

I n the Year One thoufand five hundred and four Years, and in the 
Month of Augufi, James IV. took his Wife Margaret ,' the firft Daugh- 
ter of Heitry VII. King of England \ and was married with her by the 
Advice of the Nobility of England and Scotland , and got great Sums of 
Money given to * him in Tocher, with great Promifes and Conditions of 
Peace and Reft betwixt the two Countries ; and thereto the two Kings 
gave both their Bands and Oaths of Fidelity, that they fliould obferve 
and keep the fame induring the Time of their Lives, without Fraud or 
Guile of either of the faid Parties. But ever alas, their Conditions were 
■broken Ihortly thereafter, as ye fhall hear : For the King of England \ 
being allied with Scotland in this Manner, thinking that he had his 
Time to pafs into France to feek his Penfiori : Therefore he alfembled 
his whole Lords to a Council, to fee what was their Mind therein. To 
the which many of them concluded, and gave him Counfel to purfue his 
own Right of the King of France, confidering he was allied with the 
King of Scotland , and banded fo in Peace with him, that he needed not 
to dread no back Fear in Scotland , as he was wont to do : Therefore 
they took lefs Care of France , thinking that the King Ihould obtain his 
Petition without any Manner of Trouble or Impediment ; yet the Coun- 
cil of England thought it good to the King to fend Ambafladors to de- 
fire the Eng of France , pleafantly, and of an honeft Manner, to deliver 
and render to him his Penfion forefaid ; with Certification, that if he 
would not, he would come in proper Perfon himfelf, and feek the fame, 
which might be little to his Contentment. 

Thir Ambaffadors paffed away to France , at the King of England 
and Councils Command, and ffiew the King of France their Commiflion 
and Defire ; who was not content therewith, believing that the King of 
England durft not attempt any War againft him, and was commoved at 
the Ambaffadors, and gave them a deferring Anfwer, which was little 
to Rfie& 

I n this mean Time there was a Bilhop in Scotland \ called Andrew 
Forman , who was Biihop of Murray ; and, at that Time, was palling 
to Rome for his Bufinefs, who rode his Way through England 7 where he 
was well treated and received by King Henry VIII. and that for the 
King of Scotland’s Sake. Syne paffed forward to Rome , where he was 
received there by the Pope, and treated there as a Stranger. 

I n this fame Titpe, King Lewis of France , and Pope Julius II. 
fell at Difcord ; and the Pope raifed a great Army of a hundred thou- 
fand fighting Men, to come againft the King of France , and to give him 
plail) Battle, if he would not yield to his Defires. The King of France , 
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feeing the Pope’s Rigouroufnefs againft him, gathered to the Number of 
fourfcore thoufand Men, and came to the Field manfully, with a trium- 
phant Army againft him. Thir two Armies marched together within the 
Space of a Scottijh Mile, every one of them to come together at the Sound 
of Trumpet. But this noble Bilhop Forman , being in Company with 
the Pope for the Time, delired at his Holinefs, that he might fpeak 
with the King of France , to draw fome good Ways, and bring Concord, 
for the Well of both the faid Parties. Which Petition was granted to 
him by the Pope, who was right glad of his Delire. Then this noble 
Bilhop went in Meflage to the King of France , where he was lying with 
his Army in proper Perfon, who received this holy Bilhop with Reve- 
rence, and intreated him very thankfully for the King of Scotland' s Sake, 
and was very blyth of his Coming, trufting that, for the King of Scot- 
land's Sake, he would not fuffer the Pope to give him Battle, if he might 
Hop it ; and, to that Effeft, he gave him fair Words, and granted many 
of his Defires. This Bilhop came haftily to the Pope again, with good 
Narration of the King of France , lhewing the Pope, that the King of 
France was ready to defend the Liberty of the Kirk, fpecially his Holi- 
nefs, and to ferve him, or pafs with him where he would bid him. Thir 
good News, and other more, mitigate the Pope’s Heart, that he was 
content with all that Bilhop Andrew Forman had faid : TJbat is to 
fay r To skale his Army, and to fpeak with the King of France , and 
commune kindly with him, as he pleafed. With this Anfwer Bilhop 
Andrew Forman paft haftily to the King of France , and lhew him the 
Pope’s good Will and Mind toward him ; who was well content therewith, 
and promifed to the Bilhop to skale his Army in like Manner as the Pope 
did his, and to meet at the Place appointed, and to fpeak with him as the 
Bilhop had devifed. And, on the Morrow, both the faid Armies skaled ; 
and the Pope and the King of France met and embraced other, and 
agreed upon all Matters debateable betwixt them, by the Labours and 
Counfel of this holy Bilhop, who was very richly rewarded therefore, and 
obtained great Favours of great Men, and of both the Parties : TJbat is 
to fay , The Pope lighted down of his Mule, and delivered her to Bi- 
lhop Forman , with great Gifts of Gold, and had him to Rome with him, 
and made him Legate of Scotland > who made the Pope a great Banquet 
in one of his own Palaces, the Time of his Legacy, and he treated the 
Pope and all his Cardinals thereunto. When the Dinner came, the Pope 
and his Cardinals placed and fat down according to their Eftate. Then 
the Ufe was and Cuftom, That, at the Beginning of Meat, he that ought 
theHoufe, and made the Banquet, ihould fay the Grace, and blefs the 
Meat : And fo they required the holy Bilhop to fay the Grace j who 
was not a good Scholar, and had not good Latin , but began rudely in 
the Scottifb Falhion, in this Manner, laying, Senedicite ; believing that 
they Ihould have anfwered, Dominus : But they anfwered, Dans , in 
the Italian Falhion ; which put this noble Bilhop by his Intendiment, 
that he wift not how to proceed forward ; but happened out in good Scot- 
tijh ^ in this Manner, the which they underftood not, faying, Tbe DcSil I 
give you to all falfe Car ills ^ in nomine Patris 7 Filii , fjy Spiritus Sanffii. 
Amen-) quoth they. Then the Bilhop and his Men leugh. And the 
Bilhop Ihqw the Pope the Manner, that he was not a gcod Clerk, nod 
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his Cardinals had put him by his Intendiment ; and therefore he gave 
them all to the Devil in good Scottijh ; and then the Pope leugh among 
the reft. & 

* • # 

When the Bifhop was made Legate of Scotland , and had done all 
his Bufinefs, as we have Ihown, he took his Leave at the Pope and his 
Cardinals, and paft through Laly to France , where lie was wondrous 
welcome both to King and Queen, and Council, and was richly rewar- 
ded for his Labours of Peace making betwixt him and the Pope j and 
gave him, for his Reward, the Bilhoprick of ‘Burge in Berry , which 
was to him yearly, in Profit, four hundred Tun of Wine, ten thoufand 
Franks of Gold, with other fmall Commodities that cannot be rehearfed. 

The King of France alfo Ihew to this Bilhop, how the King of En- 
gland fent his Ambaffadors, defiring his Penfiou to be paid, or elfe he 
would come to invade his Realm, and give him Battle : Wherefore he 
defired the Bilhop affe&uoully to Ipeak to the King of Scotland to fup- 
port him, conform to the Tenor of his old Band ; and alfo praying the 
Bilhop to be his good Friend, in counlelling the King of his Affairs : 
That is to fay , When the # King of England came in France , that the 
King of Scotland would raife his Army, and come in England : And, ' 
to this Effca, the King of France fent Ambaffadors into Scotland with 
the Bilhop to defire the fame, as is aforefaid : But the King gave him 
a deferring Anfwer, becaufe of the Love and Tendernefs that was be- 
twixt him and the King of England his Brother-in-law. Thir Ambaf- 
fadors paft again in France , nothing content with their Anfwer. This 
drew oyer for a Space.

Margaret,* out Queen of Scotland , brought Home a young Son, in 
the Month of May , in the Year of God One thoufand five hundred and 
eleven Years. * 

I n this fame Year, the King of Scotland bigged a great Ship, called 
The Great Michael , which was the greateft Ship, and of moft Strength, 
that ever failed in England or Prance : For this Ship was of fo great 
Stature, and took fo much Timber, that, except Falkland ', Ihe wafted ' 
all the Woods in Fife , which was Oak-Wood, by all Timber that was 
gotten out of Norroiday : For Ihe was fo ftrong, and of fo great Length 
and Breadth ( all the Wrights of Scotland , yea, and many other Stran- 
gers, were at her Device, by the King’s Commandment j who wrought 
very bufily in her ; but it was Year and Day ere Ihe was complete ) to 
Wit, She was twelvefcore Foot of Length, and thirty fix Foot within the 
Sides. She was ten Foot thick in the Wall, outted Jefts of Oak in her 
Wall, and Boards on every Side, fo ftark and fo thick, that no Canon 
could go through her. This great Ship cumbred Scotland to get her to 
the Sea. From that Time that Ihe was afloat, and her Mafts and Sails 
complete, with Tows and Anchors effeiring thereto, Ihe was counted to 
the King to be thirty thoufand Pounds of Expences, by her Artillery? 

. Which was very great and coftly to the King, by all the reft of her Or- 
ders: To wit, She bare many Canons, fix on every Side, with three 
\ * great 
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great Baffils, two behind in her Dock, -and one before, with three hun- 
dred Shot of fmall Artillery, that is to fay , Myand, and Battert-Fal-* 
con, and Quarter-Falcon, Slings, pellilent Serpetens, and Double-Dogs, 
with Hagtor and Culvering, Cors-Bows and Hand-Bows. She had three 
hundred Mariners to fail her ; Jhe had fixfcore of Gunners to ufe her Ar- 
tillery ; and had a thoufand Men of War, by her Captains, Shippers and 
Quarter-Mailers, 

When this Ship pall to the Sea, and was lying in the Road, the 
King gart Ihoot a Canon at her, to eflay her if Ihe was wight ; but I 
heard lay, it deared her not, and did her little Skaith. And if any Man 
believe that this Defcription of the Ship be not of Verity, as we have 
written, let him pafs to the Gate of Fillibardin , and there, afore the 
fame, ye will fee the Length and Breadth of her, planted with Haw- 
thorn, by the Wright that helped to make her. As for other Properties 
of her, Sir Andrew Wood is my Author, who was Quarter-Mailer of her ; 
and Robert Bartyne', who was Mailer-Shipper. 

This Ship lay Hill in the Road, and the King, every Day, taking 
Pleafure to pals to her, and to dine and fup in her with his Lords, let- 
ting them fee the Order of his Ship ; while', at the lall, the King of 
Scotland was furely advertifed, That the King of England was making 
ready, with all the Halle he could, with a great Army and Navy of 
Ships, to pafs to France' to feek his Penfion, whereof the King of Scot- 
land was not content, trailing furely, that if the King of England 
landed in France to give Battle,- that he would be charged for Support, 
conform to his old Band, which he was loath to break. And, on the 
other Side, he was for loather to break his Vow made betwixt him and 
the King of England his Good' Brother. Yet, notwithllanding, by the 
crafty Counfel of the Biihops, which delired never to be at Rell with 
England ', but favoured France ; fo that they counfelled the King to pick 
a Quarrel at the King of England , which they believed lhould caufe 
him Hart at the King of Scotland whereby the King of Scotland might 
have Occafion to fupport France at his Pleafure. And in this Manner 
they wrought, and caufed the King to fend Bilhop Andrew Forman to 
the King of England ', in Amballadry, defiring of liim certain Silver- 
Work, and Golden-Work, with Rings, Chains and precious Stones, 
and other Abuilziement of Gold pertaining to the Prince, his eldeft 
Brother, which was left to his Wife Margaret Queen of Scotland in Le- 
gacy, by her eldeft Brother. 

T o thir Defires and Petition of the Ambafiador forefaid, the King, 
of England s Anfwer was in this Manner, as after follows. 

My Lord AmbaJJddor defires my Brother, the King ^Scotland, to 
have of me Silver-Work , Golden-Work , Rings, Chains, precious Stones, 
or any other Abuilziement pertaining to aTrince, which was left in 
Legacy by my eldeft Brother , to my eldeft Sifter Margaret Queen of 
Scotland. 1 grant thereto , Jhe Jhall be well anfwered thereof not alle- 
narly cf the fame , but the double thereof and make your Memorial of 
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all your .Defires, Number and Valour thereof and ye Jhall not have 
alone the fingle , but the double thereof. As I am a true ‘Prince , ye jhall 
be anfwered in all f kings whatfomever ye will give me in Memorial ’, on 
this Condition , that my ‘Brother , the King of Scotland, will keep his 
Oath and Band with me, that be hath made lately with Confent of his 
Parliament ’, and I likewife to him Jhall keep my Oath of Fidelity , 
which I made with Confent of my Lords, by touching the holy Evangel , 
and our great Seals and Hand-Writ interchanged thereupon, That ne- 
ver one of us Jhould fail to another, for no other Mans Pleafure , but 
Jhall live in Peace and Reft, with Charity and Concord, as Chriflian 
Men and good Neighbours ought to do : therefore I defire my Brother 
the King of Scotland, for the Love of Almighty God, and Jefus Chrift 
his Son, which is the Author and Ground of aU Peace and Reft, that 
he would fit in his Chair, and let me and the French King part among 
us, that I may feek my own Right and juft Penfion , which is holden 
from me wrongoufiy, by the Pride and Avarice of France: therefore 
I defire him to fit ftill, and be Judge to us both ', and if he does me no 
Good, do me no Evil. And alfo Jhew him, that it Jhall be neither Sil- 
ver nor Gold, Land-Rent nor Riches that Jhall Jland betwixt me and 
him, in Difference ', and that , . if he believe not this, fend me an An- 
fwer baftily, before I depart out of England to France, and I Jhall de- 
liver bis Defires unto them, together with any other Lands or Rents 
that he defires. And if be will promije faithfully to keep this Band 
forefaicLto me, 1 Jhall incontinent, with all the Confent of my Nobles , 
make lmn Duke f York, and Governor of England to mj Home-Com- 
ing for the Heirs ^England muft either come of me or him, and I have 
none, as yet, lawfully <f my Body \ but I hear fay, L’bat Margaret, my 
eldeft Sifter, hath a pretty Boy, appear antly to be a Man of Eftijntt* 
lion. I pray God to blefs him, and Imp him from bis Enemies , and 
give me Grace, that I may fee him in Honour and Eftimation, when 
be cometh to Age , that I may entertain him according to my Honour^ 
and Duty. 

This .Anfwer ended by the King of Engtand, and delivered to the 
Ambaffador, the Bifhop fbrefaid, who, when he was difpatching his 
Way, got his Reward' very greatly of Gold and Silver, , and . fair Hack- 
neys to ride upon : And alfo he got the Priory of Condembeck, which 
was in Rent, by Year, four thoufand Angel-Nobles, by the Convent 
thereof. This Bifhop took Leave, and pafTed in Scotland haftily, and 
ihew the King of England' s Anfwer. 

O f this Anfwer the King was well contented and fatisfied, thinking, 
on noWays, he cpuld refule fo fair Offers as bis Brother the King of 
England had promifed him ; and confulted with himfelf, and his Coun- 
cil confulted, That be would, on no Ways, invade England at that 
Time^&r no Favour that he had to France : And, to that Effe&, he 
fent affaftbis Bifhop into France, promifing them apy Support or Help 
that ne|Hd make them, but he would not pafs in England, at that 
• Time, wPfnvade his Brother, becaufe he was iworn thereto in the con- 
trary : But he promiled that he would fend them an Army by Sea to 
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fupport them as they pleafed ; and incontinent the King gaa visual 
and fumiih his great Ship with all kind of Orders, and cheiied four har- 
dy Men to be Quarter- Matters of her, and made the Lord Hamilton , 
Earl of Aran, Captain and Great- Admiral, and made the Lord Fleming 
Vice-Admiral, to fail in the Margaret, and the Lord Rofs of Hacket in 
the James, ‘which were the King s great Ships at "that Time ; who were 
well furnifhed with Earls, Lords and Barons, to the Number of ten thou- 
fand, who were well arrayed for Battle. 

A n d the Earl of Aran, having Charge to pafs with them wherever 
be pleafed, and in fpecial to France, where the Army was lying for the 
Time, debating againft the Englijb- Men, thinking that their Support 
fhould caufe the Eygli/b-Men and their King to return : . But all was for 
nought. For the Earl of Aran , Admiral of the faid Navy of Scotland, 
kept no Direction of the King his Matter, but paft to the Weft Sea, upon 
the Coaft of Ireland, and there landed and burnt Cragfergus , with other 
Villages, and then came forenent the Town of Ar, and there landed 
and repofed, and played them the Space of forty Days. 

I n this mean Time, Biihop Forman being in France, with the King 
and Court thereof who had promifed Support to the King of France , 
by his Mafter* s Diredion, and looked daily for the fame and becaufe he 
could fee nothing to fucceed of his Promile, be wrote home a fharp Bill 
to the King, making Mention to him, That his Honour wasjjint for 
ever , ifbefint not hafiily Support to the King ^France, conform to bis 
Tromife, which be bad made in his Name. Alfo the Queen of prance 
wfbte a Love-Letter to the King of Scotland, calling him, Her Love ; 
ffiewing That Jbe bad ftgfered much Rebuke fir his Sake, in 
France, for the defending of hitKHonour. She believed furely, that he 
would tecompence her again, wnh fome of his kingly Support, in her 
Neceffity, that is to fay. That he would raife her an Army, and come 
three Foot of Ground on Englijb Ground, for her Sake : To that Efie& 
fhe fent him a Ring off her Finger, with fourteen thoufand French 
Crbwbs to make his Expeoccs. . 

By thir Letters came to the King’s Majefty, he knew well that his 
Navy had not paft the right Way ; and Ihortly hereafter got Wit, that 
they were landed at the Town of Ar ; which difpleafed the King very 

g ’eatly : For he believed furely, that they had been in France at the 
rtheft Tryft. But becaufe that they had not £ept his Dire&Lon, he 
fent Sir Aidrew Wood, with other Gentlemen, with Herauld of Arms, 
and difcharged the Earl of Aran of his Admirallhip ; and vowed to God 
that he fhould never bruik Heritage in Scotland after that Day. But 
this Lord hearing the terrible Meffage of the King, and thought he 
would not obey, and give over the Admirallhip, as me King had com- 
manded, but palled to the Sea, and pulled up Sails, 'and pajftd where 
he pleafed, thinking that he would come to France in due 

• wMt 

The King hearing of his unprofperous Journey* feeing that JPance 
would get no Support of him for that Time, made a. Proclamation fail 
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baftily, through all the Realm of Scotland , both Eaft and Weft, South 
and North, as well in the Ifles as in the firm Land, That all Manner of 
Man betwixt fixty and fixteen Years, that they Ihould be ready,* within 
twenty Days, to pafs with him, with' forty Days Vi&ual, and to meet 
at the ‘Burrow- Muir of Edinburgh, and there to pafs Forward where he 
pleafed* His Proclamations were haftily obeyed, contrary the Council 
of Scotland s Will : But every Man loved his Prince fo well, that they 
would, on no Ways, difobey him $ but every Man caufed make his Pro- 
clamation fo baftily, conform to the Charge of the King’s Proclamation. 

The King came to Litbgow , where he happened to be for the Time 
at the Council, very fad and dolorous, making his Devotion to God to 
fend him good Chance and Fortune in his Voyage. In this mean Time, 
there came a Man clad in a blue Gown in at the Kirk-Poor, and belted 
about him in a Roll of Linen-Cloth ; a Pair of Brotikins on his Feet, to 
the Great of his Legs, with all other Hofe and Clothes conform thereto , 
but he had nothing on his Head, but fyde red yellow Hair behind, and 
on his Haiits, which wan down to his Shoulders •, but his Forehead was 
bald and bare. He feemed to be a Man of two and fifty Years, with a 
great Pyke-Staff in his Hand, and came firft forward among the Lords, 
crying and fpeiring for the King, laying, He defired to /peak with him , 
While, at the laft, he came where the Kang was fitting in the Desk at 
his Prayers : But when be law the King, he made him little Reverence 
or Salutation, but leaned down groflins on the Desk before him, and faid 
to him [in this Manner, as after follows. Sir King, my Mother hath 
font me to you , defiring you not to pafs, at this Time, where thou art 
pturpofed ; for, if thou does , thou wilt not fare well in thy Journey , nor 
none that paffetb with thee. Further , Jhe bade thee mell with no Wo - 

- man, nor life their Ctnmfel, nor let them touch thy Body, nor tpou theirs > 
for, if thou do it y thou wilt be confounded and brought to Shame.

B y this Man had fpoken thir Words unto the King’s Grace, the Even - 
Song was near done ; and the King paufed on thir Words, ftudying to 
give him an Anfwer But, in the mean Time, before the King’s Eyes, 
and in Prefence of all the Lords that were about him for the Time, this 
Man vanished away, and could noways be feen nor comprehended, but 
vanifhed away as he had been a Blink of the Sun, or a Whip of thp 
Whirlwind, and could no more be feen. I heard fay, Sir ‘David Linde~ 
fay Lyon Herauld, and John Inglis the Marflul, who were, at that 
Time, young Men, and fpecial Servants to the King’s Grace, wnte lan- 
ding prefently *befide the King, who thought to have laid Hands on this 
Man, : that they might have fpeired further Tidings at him : But all for 
nought ; they could not touch him ; for he vanifhed away betwixt- them, 
and was no snore feen. 

\ Yet all thir Warnings and uncouth Tidings, nor no good : Cbtmfel> 
■might flop the King, at this Prefont, from his vain Purpofe and wicked 
Enterprise, but bailed him fall to Edinburgh, and there to make his 
Provifion and Funufhmg in having forth of his Army againft the Day 
apn^nted, that they Ihould meet in the Burrow-Muir of Edinburgh : 
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f bat is to fay. Seven Canons that he had forth of the Caftle of Edin- 
burgh , which were called The Seven Sifters , caften by Robert Borth- 
•wick the Mafter-Gunner, with other imall Artillery, Bullet, Powder, 
and all Manner of Order, as the Mafter-Gunner could deviie. 

I n this mean Time, when they were taking forth their Artillery, and 
the King being in the Abbay'for the Time, there was a Cry heard at 
the Market-Crofs of Edinburgh, at the Hour of Midnight, proclaiming 
as it had been a Summons, which was named and called by the Proclaim 
mer thereof, The Summons of Plotcock ; which defired all Men, To 
compear , both Earl and Lord , and “Baron and Gentleman , and all bo - 
nejt Gentlemen within the Town (every Mari fpecified by his own Name ) 
to compear , within the Space of forty Days , before his Mafter , where 
it Jhould happen him to appoint , and be for the Time , under the Bain 
of Difobedience. But whether this Summons was proclaimed by vain 
Perfons, Night-Walkers, or drunk Men, for their Paftime, or if it was 
hut a Spirit, I cannot tell truly : But it was Ihewn to me, That an In- 
dwelfer of the Town, Mr. Richard Lawfon , being evil-difpofed, gang- 
ing in his Gallery-Stair foreanent the Crofs, hearing this Voice proclai- 
ming this Summons, thought Marvel what it ihould be, cried on his 
Servant to bring him his Purfe $ and when he had brought him it, he took 
out a Crown, and caft over the Stair, faying, I appeal from that Sum- 
mons, Judgment and Sentence thereof and takes me all whole in the 
Mercy of God, and Chrift Jefus his Son. Verily the Author of this, 
that caufed me write the Manner of the Summons, was a landed Gentle- 
man, who was, at that Time, twenty Years of Age, and was in the 
Town the Time of the faid Summons ; and thereafter, when the Field 
was ftricken, he fwore to me, there was no Man that efcaped that was 
called in this Summons^ but that one Man alone, which made his Prote- 
ftation, and appealed from the faid Summons ; but all the Lave were pe- 
rilhed in the Field with the King. 

Thir Novels paired through the Town to every Man ; and at laft 
they came to the King’s Ears, who gave them but little Credence, and 
refufed utterly all wife and godly Counfel, which was to his Honour, 
and the Commonweal of the Country ; and would ufe no Counfel of his 
prudent Wife Margaret Queen of Scotland, for no Prayer nor Supplica- 
tion that lhe could make : Shewing to him, That lhe had but one Son 
to him, which was but' a weak Warrant to the Realm of Scotland, and 
oveffoon to him to pafs to Battle, leaving fuch fmall Succeffion behind 
him : Therefore lhe thought it beft, that he Ihould tarry till God fend 
them more Fruit of his Body ; for lhe allured him, if he palled in En- 
gland, at that Time, he would get Battle. Yet this wife Counfel and 
Admonition was of no ways accepted, nor taken in good Part by him ; 
tecaufe lhe was the King of England’s Sifter, and therefore was the Jefs 
regarded. Yet this Noblewoman did her Duty and Labour, fo far as lhe 
might, for the Well of her Husband, and the Commonweal of the Coun- 
try, and alio for the Love lhe bure to her Brother, the King oi England, 
defiling no Difcord to be betwixt the two Realms in her; Time. 
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But, neverthelefs, nothing would be heard, but forward the King 
Went unto the Place, where the Mufters were received, that is to fay , In 
the Burrow-Mtiir befide Edinburgh ; where there affembled the King, 
and all his Lor<is, Barons, Burgefles and Freeholders, and all Manner of 
Man betwixt fixty and lixteen, as well Spiritual as Temporal, both 
Burgh and Land, as well the out Ifles as the firm Land, which haftily 
came, and were to the Number of a hundred thoufand fighting Men, to- 
gether with the Carriage-Men and Artillery, which was to the Number 
of thirty Shot of great Artillery, and thirty Field-Pieces, with all their 
Ordinance of Powder and Bullet ; and palled lyne forward to Esk r and 
camped there ; and, on the Morrow, went to Wark and Norham , and 
caft them down : And thereafter went to Fool'd, and caft it down* 
Great Slaughter was made of the King’s Men that flood about the Houfe, 
in the Flyings of the Timber. Some fay the Lady of Foord was a beau- 
tiful Woman, and that the King medled with her ; and alfo his Son 
Alexander Stuart , Bilhop of St. Andrews , with her Daughter ; which 
was againfl: God’s Commandments, and againfl the Order of all good Cap- 
tains of War, to begin at Whoredom and Harlotry before any good Sue- 
cefs of Battle or Vi&ory had fallen unto them ;• and Fornication had a 
great Part of the Wyte of their evil Succefs. 

NotwithstaIiding the King continued ftill there the Space of 
twenty Days without Battle ; till, at the laft, all the Vi&uals and Vivtrs 
of the Commons were fpent ; and many of the far North-Land and Ifles 
Men were fpent and wafled in the Famine, in this fajne Manner, that it 
was Force to them to pafs Home } and every Lord and Gentleman fent 
one or two Home of their fpecial Friends, to bring them Vi&uals in this 
Ways ; then baid not with the King above ten thoufand Men, by Bor- 
derers and Country-Men ; yet the King’s Grace took no Fear, becaufe 
he believed no Battle of the Englijh-Msn at that Time. 

But this wicked Lady of Foord \ feeing the King’s Hoft fo difperfed 
for Lack of Vi&uals, and knowing .all the Secrets that were among the 
King’s Men and Army, both of the King himfelf and his fecret Council ; 
and this Experience fhe had by her frequent Whoredom with the King, 
and alfo her Daughter with his Son, which moved her to ask Licence at 
the King to pafs inward in the Country, to fpeak with certain of her 
Friends, declaring to the King, That fhe fhould bring him all Novels 
out of die South Country, what they were doing, or what was their Pur- 
pofe for to do, defiring his Grace to remain to her Coming. And he 
again, as an effeminate Prince, fubduod and enticed by the Allurement 
and falfe Deceit of this wicked Woman, gave her over haffily Credence 
in this Behalf, and believed furely all had been true that fhe promifed : 
To that Effe& gart convoy her a certain Way from the Hoft, as fhe de- 
fired : But this Lady, thinking nothing that fhe had promifed to the 
King, that, on no Ways, fhe would keep it, for the Love fhe bure her 
native Country j but haftily paft, with a deceitful Mind, to the Earl of 
Surrey , where he was lying at Fork at that Time ; and fhew to him the 
whole Secrets of the King of Scotland and his Army ; what Point he was 
at, and how his Men were departed from him, for Lack of Viduals ; and 
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that there were not bidden with him but ten thoufand Men of all his Ar- 
my : Therefore Ihe thought it expedient, That the Earl of Surrey Ihould 
come forward, with all that he might be at that Time. She promifed to 
them that they ihould have Vi&ory ; for file, by her Craft and Ingyne^ 
jQiould deceive the King, fo for as ihe could, to put him in the Englijh- 
Mens Hands. 

* 

Thir Novels being come to the Earl of Surrey , by this wicked Wo- 
man, he was very glad thereof, and thanked her greatly of her Labours 
and Travels ihe took for her native Country ; promiiing to her, That; 
within three Days, he ihould meet the King of Scotland , and give him 
Battle. 

I n this mean Time, there were Letters come to the Earl of Surrey , 
That his Son, the Lord Howard , was landed at Dover, fix thoufand 
Men of War with him, of the beft of all King Harys Armies, .fent to 
him by the faid Hary, who was lying in France at this Time, feeking 
his Penfion ; and got Word, that the King ctf Scotland was come in E «*■ 
gland , invading his Realm, for Love of France ; which was contrarious 
to the Law of God, the Welfare of both the laid Realms of England and 
Scotland , confidering the Promife, Bands, Alliance made betwixt both 
the faid Realms, as we have fhewn before to you. Notwithftanding, the 
King of England lamented heavily the Unkindnefs of his Good-Brother 
the King of Scots : And therefore he wrote Home a Commilfion to the 
Earl of Surrey , that be Ihould be Lieutenant for the Time, and raife 
the whole Body of England , both Gentlemen and Commons, and caufe 
them pafs forward againfi the King of Scotland , to defend their Realm ; 
giving him an exprefi Command, that he Ihould not invade the King of 
Scotland, by any Manner of Way, but in his own Defence ; nor ihould 
not purfue the King of Scotland, nor none of his, in Scottijh Ground ; 
but defend themfelves within the Realm of England. 

The Earl of Surrey, hearing the Letters of Commilfion prefented by 
his Son, was very rejoyced ; and olio of the Home-Coming of his Son 
Lord Howard ; add took fuch Courage, that be affembled all bis Army 
of England, ami made their Mufters incontinent, 10 the Number of fifty 
thoufand Gentlemen and Commons. The Captains hereof were, the Earl 
of Surrey, principal Lieutenant to the King’s Grace ; and under him his 
Son Lord Howard, principal Governor of the Hoft; and the Lord 
Dacres Marihal, the Lord of Weftmuirland, and the Farcies of Nor- 
thumberland, were Chiftains of the Vanguard. And thus, in all pof- 
fible Hafte, marched forward toward the Scots , where they lay for the 
Time, to wit. At Floudoun-HiUs, taking no Cate of no Enemies td in- 
vade them at that Time, and fpecially of Englijh- Men : For the King, 
nor none of his Council, knew of the Earl of Surreys Coming, nor yet 
believed to have had Battle of him, nor of none other of England at that 
Time, confidering the. King was not prefent in the Realm. 

Thus the King of Scotland, fo infolent, having no Forefight nor 
Moyca in the Country, lay ftyl, taking no Thought, as a Man uncoun- 
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fellable, which would do nothing for his Lords and his Captains, for the 
Safeguard of his Hoft, and Cbmmonweal of his Nobles ; nor yet for ob- 
taining ofViaory, and defending of his own Honour ; but lying ftill 
abiding the Lady of Foord’s Coming: But all for nought ; for fhe did 
nothing but deceived him, and came not again till the Englijh Army 
came with her. So the King of Scotland never knew the Coming of the 
Army of England , while they were within the Space of three Miles, 
arrayed in feven great Battles. 

When thir Novels were fhown to the King of Scotland \ he would 
fcantly credit them ; but lap on Horfe, and rode to the Hills to vifie 
them : But when he faw them coming fo faft forward, he caufed to found 
his Trumpets, and put his Men in Array, and ordained to charge his 
Artillery, and make ail ready. 

In this mean Time, the Lords paffed to the Council, thinking they 
would toot fuffer the King to give Battle, at that Time, to a Man of loV 
Degree. But when the Lords paffed to the Council, as faid is, the King 
difguifed himfelf, and came privily and heard every Lord's Vote, and 
what was their Conclufion toward his Proceedings : Fo wit-, The Lords 
devifed and charged ‘Patrick Lord Lindefay to be Chancellor, and firft 
Voter in the Council, becaufe he was belt learned, and of greateft Age, 
and had greateft Experience amongft them all at that Time. They requi- 
red of him, if he thought good that the King fhould give Battle to En- 
gland, at that Time, or not. The Lord Lindefay , being ripely advifed 
in this Matter, feeing the Proceedings, Converfation and Behaviour of 
the King, anfwered to the Lords in this Manner, as after follows, faying. 
My Lords, ye defire my Opinion and Judgment, if the King fhould give 
Hattie to England, or not. My Lords , / will give you firth a Simili * 
tude, defiring you to know my Mind by the fame hereafter. I compare 
your LordJhips to an honeft Merchant, who would, in his Voyage, go to 
the Dice with a common Hazarder , and there to jeopardy a Rye-Noble, 
on aCaft, againjl a glee d HalfPeny ; which , if this Merchant wins, it 
will be counted but Uttk , Or effe nought ; but, if he tynes , be tynes his 
Honour , with that Piece of Gold, which is of more Valour. So, my 
Lords , ye may tvnderftand by this, ye fh all be called the Merchant, and 
your King a RofpNoble, and England the common Hazarder, who 
have nothing to Jeopardy but a gleed Halfpeny, in Cmparifon of your 
noble King , and an old crooked Caril lying in a Chariot ; and thotigh 
they tyne him, they tyne bat little ; but if we jeopardy our noble King 
at this Lime, with afimple Wight , and happen to tyne him , we will be 
called evil Merchants, and far worfe Counfellers to his Majefiy : Ebr 
if We tyne him, we tyne the whole Realm erf Scotland, ana the ,whole 
Nobility thereof for none, my Lords , at this Lime, have bidden but 
Gentlemen ; the Commons are all departed from us fit Lack of Visual ; 
fo that it is not decent nor feemly to us, that we fhould jeopardy our noble 
King and his Nobility, with an old crooked Caril, and certaiii Sutors 
and Taylor s with him in Company : Hut better it were, to canfe the 
King remove, and certain of his Lords with him ; and, whom he thinks 
mop expedient , to take the Matter in Hand, and jeopardy themfelves 
. - # for 
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for the Kings Tleafure , and their own Honour , and the Commonweal 
of the Country at this Time : dud if your Lordjhips will conclude in 
this Moaner , I think it left for my own Tart. 

B y this the Lord Lindefay had voted in this Manner, the whole 
Lords were content of his Conclufion, and nominate certain Lords to 
take the Battles in Hand, that is to fay , The Earl of Huntley in the 
North , the Earl of Argyle , the Earl of Crawford , the Earl of Marfbal ', 
and, in the Weft Part of Scotland , the Earl of Qlencairn , the Lord 
Graham , the Lord Maxwel ; and, in the Souths the Earl of Angus, the 
Earl of ‘Bodwell, the Lord Hume , to be Rulers of the Kings Hoft, and 
fight in Battle againft England ; and the King to pafs, with a certain 
Company of his Nobility, a little from the Army, where he might fee 
the valiant Ads of both the Sides, and be in Safeguard himfelf. 

This being devifed and fpoken, and finally concluded with all the 
whole Lords ; the King, nearhand by, difguifed, as I Ihew to you be- 
fore, defiring to hear their Counfel and Conclufion, and to be unknown 
of them, burft forth, and anfwered unhappily in this Manner, as after 
follows, faying to them, in a furious Rage, My Lords , I 'Jhall fight this 
Day againft England, though ye had Jworn the contrary ’, though ye 
would all flee from me , ana Jhame yourfelves, ye Jhall not Jhame me, as 
ye devife: And to Lord Patrick Lindefay, that has gotten the firft 
Vote , I vow to God, I jhall never fee Scotland fooner, than I Jhall caufe 
hang him on bis own Gate. 

Thus the Lords were afionifhed at the King's Anfwer, feeing him 
into a Fury, and were fain to fatisfy his Pleafure, and ferye his Appetite 
in all Things, as he commanded. 

B y this the Watches came, and ihew the King the Englijh Army was 
at Hand, marching fall forward within the Space of a Scottijh Mile. 
Then the King caufed blow the Trumpets, and fet his Men in Order of 
Battle : To wit, He gave the Vanguard to the Earl of Huntley and to 
the Lord Hume , who were in Number ten thoufand Men ; and took the 
great Battle unto himfelf, with all the Nobility of Scotland, which pafied 
not above twenty thoufand Men, and marched forward a little in the 
Sight of the Englijh Men, which were then palling over the Bridge to 
them. The Mailer-Gunner came in Prefence of the King, and fell on his 
Knees, defiring at the King's Grace, that he might ihoot his Artillery 
at the Englijh Hoft, where they were coming over the Bridge of ‘Till } 
for he promifed and took in Hand, he fhould cut the Bridge at their 
Over-Coming, that the King fhould have no Difpleafure at the one Half^ 
while the other fhould be devoured ; for he ftiled his Artillery for the 
Bridge, and they came thereon. The King anfwered to Robert Forth- 
wick his Gunner, like a Man that had been reft Qf his Wit, laying to 
him, I Jhall hang thee, quarter thee, and draw thee, if thou Jhoot one 
Shot this Day. Iam determined, that I will have them all before me 
on a plain Field, and fee them what they can do all before me. 

The 
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The Englijh Men were come all over the Bridge, and the Vanguards 
were marching near together ; to wit , The Scottijh Vanguard, the Earl 
of Huntley , the Lord Hume , with the Borderers, and Country Men 
thereof, in like Manner, who joyned cruelly on every Side, and fought 
cruelly with uncertain Vi&ory : But, at lall, the Earl of Huntleys High* 
land-Men , with their Bows and two-handed Swords, wrought lb manfully, 
that they defeat the Englijh-Men , without any Slaughter on their Side. 
Then the Earl of Huntley and Lord Hume blew their Trumpets, and 
convened their Men again into their Standards. 

i * 

B y this the two *great Battles of England came forward upon the 
King’s Battle, and joyned awfully at the Sound of the Trumpet, and 
fought furioufly a long While ; but, at laft, the King of Scotland defeat 
them both. Then the great Battle of England , led by the Lord How- 
ard, who was, under his Father the Earl of Surrey, Governor of that 
Battle, who came fiirioufly upon the King, to the Number of twenty 
thou fand. ffefh Men : But the King’s Battle encountred them hardily, 
and fought manfully on both the Sides, with uncertain Vi&ory, till that 
the Streams of Blood ran, on either Side, fo abundantly, that all the 
Fields and Waters were made red with the Confluence thereof. The Earl 
of Huntley and the Lord Hume then Banding in arayed Battle, who had 
win the Vanguard before, and few of their Men either hurt or llain ', the 
Earl of Huntley defired at the Lord Hume, that he would help the King 
and refcue him in his Extremity ; for he faid, ‘That he was overfet with 
the Multitude of Men. Notwithftanding the Lord Hume anfwered the 
Earl of Huntley in this Manner,, faying, He does well that does for 
Tnmfclf We have fottgbten our Vanguards, and have won the fame : 
‘Therefore let the have do their Tart , as well as we. The Earl of 
Huntley anfwered again, and faid, He could not fyjfer his native Trince 
to he overcome with his Enemies before bis Eyes : Therefore called his 
Men together by Sluggorn, and found of Trumpets, to have paft to the 
King : But, ere he came, all was defeat on either Side, that few or 
none was living, neither on the King’s Part, nor on the other.

S o m E lay, there came four Men upon four Horfes riding to the 
{Field, with four Spears, and a Wifp on every Spear-Head, to be a Sign 
Jand Witt* to them, that .every one of them, fhould know other. They 
iode in the Field, and horfed the King, and brought him forth of the Field 
on a din Hackney : But fome fay, They had him into The Merfe, be- 
twixt c Dunfe and Kelfo ; what they did with him there I cannot tdl.: 
.But one, ten Tears thereafter., convicted. of Slaughter, offered to the Duke 
•of Albany , for his Life,: to let him. fee the Place, where the Prince was 
yeardedj to the Token, he Ihould let .him. foe his Belt of Iron lying be- 
fide him in the Grave : . But, nbtwithfbmding, this Man got no Audi- 4 
*nce by them that were about him ', the' Ddke oi Albany de&Tod not, at 
that Time, that fuch Thing ihould be : known. But we will leave this, 
bund return to our Pufppfe. ... . • .s - iV : 

The Field, difeomfeift in this Manner, on both the Sides ; for . nei- 
ther fipgland wi Scotland knew who had the better in that Battle, but that 
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the ScottiJh-hAzn mift their King ; for*there was ever two Englijh-hAzn 
flain for one Scottijh- Man j and fo many of the Englijh-h/len that were 
alive, retired to the Earl of Surrey , and Lord Howard his Son, and re- 
tired a little from the Field, and flood cm their Feet that Night, while 
on the Morn at nine Hours, not knowing who had win or tint the Field : 
And likewife the Lord Hume flood all that Night on his Feet, with the 
Number of ten thoufand Men ; while, on the Morrow that the Sun rofe, 
he feeing no Noife, neither of Englijh nor Scots, departed his Way, and 
left the King’s Artillery behind him, which he might have had refcued, 
and brought with him, if he had pleafed : For I heard fay, upon the 
Morn at ten Hours, that a hundred Scottifh-hAcn might have brought 
away the King’s Artillery fafely, without any Stop of Englijh- Men. But 
foon after, the Englijh-Mtn hearing that the Lord Hume was retired 
from the Field, came foon together with the Number that they might 
be, carted it, and had it away to ’Berwick, where much of it remains to 
this Day fyne went through the Field feeking the Noblemen who were 
flain, and in fpecial the King’s Grace. They found many like him, clad 
in his Coat of Armour, but no Man could lay furely, that it was he $ 
becaufe, the fame Day of the Field, he caufed ten to be clad in his Coat 
of Armour ; among the reft there were two of his Guard, the one called 
Alexander MaccuUocb , and the other The Squirt of Cleifcb, which wefe 
Men of Makedom both like the King : Therefore, when they were dead 
. gotten in the Field, and the King’s Coat of Armour upon them, the En~ 

. gl\fh- Men believing that one of them was the King, they took one of 
them, whom they thought moft apparently to be like the King, and caft 
him in a Chariot, and had him away to England with them : But yet we 
know furely they got hot thp King, becaule they had never the Token of 
the Iron-Belt to fhew to.no Scottijh-Wian. This for row fill Battle was 
ftricken art d ended, on this Manner, at Ekudoun- Hills, in the Month of 
September the ninth Day, the Year of God One .thoufand five hundred 
and thirteen Years ^ and of his Reign the twenty fifth Year. 

James IV. unhappily flain in. this Manner, with many of his Nobles ; 
not by the Manhood and Wifdom of Englijh- Men, but b j the King’s 
ownMifgovernartce, that would not ufe the Counfal of his wife Nobles, in 
defending of his Honour, and preferving of his Army ; but ufed himfelf to 
his own fcninal Plefcftites, which was the Caufeof his Ruin : Therefore all 
Other Princes may. take Example by him, Which refufed honeft and good 
Cdunfei, and fpeeially of them which were the principal Defenders of the 
Realm : Though he was the Head, they were the Arms,' and the fpecial 
Defence of the whole Body ; fot rifttimes it » heard and feen, ^That the 
Axms.dcfend the Head when it is pUrfued by Violence ; and are the Buck- 
lei that Man doth prefent for the Safeguard of the.Heaa, chough the Hwtd 
fomrtimes makes little Defence tb the Anns $ as fo is feen of this unfor- 
tunate King, that brought his Barons to futh a Point, through his wilful 
Mif governance, that they were all cruelly mutdered andfkin, in his De- 
fault, and not in theirs. But now we will let W® reft with God, -said 
fpeak of his Son James V. and how the Realm was guided in his 
Mindrity. rfifi--. 
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AMES V. being the Age of two Years and five 
Months^ by Advice of the Lords, was crowned at 
• Stirling the twentieth Day thereafter, and was in Go - 
vernmerit and Keeping of his Mother, Margaret 
Queen bf Scotland, who chufed a Guard to be about 
her Son, for Safeguard of his Body, to teat, the Lord 
Avendale and his Brother. 


I n this mean Time, King Hary VIII. of England obtained bis Pen* 
fion ; and hearing the King of Scotland? s Death, was very heavily dif- 
•pleafed therewith, and gave Command to his No Wes and IforderS of En- 
gland, under the Pain Of Treafon, that none of them fhould pafs id 
Scotland, to invade the fame, induring the King’s Minority s And this 
he commanded ftraitly, and fet out Letters thereupon, for Love of his 
Sifter and Sifter’s Son j thinking that nought fhotald fail on bis $ide, in 
observing of the Band made betwikt the King of Scotland and him. Not* 
withftanding, the Borderers of Scotland were ever doing what they might 
to break the fame* 


Yet* foon afterhend there came great Trouble ihStotJattd among our- 
felves 5 partly for the Authority,- Who fhould be higbeft, and have the 
Realm- in Government- j and partly: for old Fead and Slaughter that had 
been before, in King James IV. his Time : Thinking, .that it was 
then Time to quit Commons, whan the Prince tbs young and no Au- 
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thority to reign above them : For James Earl of Arran pretended high- 
eft in this Realm, to have the Government thereof, thinking that he was 
neareft of Blood unto the King in the Realm of Scotland , fit that Time : 

But yet the Lords of Scotland would noways be content that he had any 
Preeminence or Authority, fo long as the Queen kept her Widowhead, ^ 
and her Body clean from Leachery. 

But fhort Time after this the Earl of Angus haunted the Court, and 
was very lufty in the Queen s Sight, whom fhe loved, and thought moft 
able ; and fhe took him to her Husband without the Advice and Coun- 
fel of the Lords ; for they knew nothing thereof a long Time after. Then 
the Earl of Arran , being advertifed of her Behaviour and Proceedings, 
aflembled all his Kinfmen and Friends together, and then paft to Edin- 
burgh, and defired the Lords to. a Convention, fhewing to them, that 
the Queen had tint her Government of the Prince, and the Authority of 
the Country, becaufe fhe had taken a Husband without the Lords Ad- 
vice : Therefore defired them that he might have the Authority, as 
neareft to him of the Blood. The Lords, hearing this, would conclude 
nothing at that Time, while they were further advifed. 

In the mean Time the Earl of Angus , getting Wit of this Conven- 
tion, and the Effeft of their Purpofe, came peartly to the Town of 
Edinburgh , with his Kin and Friend's in Company, which were the 
Number of four hundred Spears, well arrayed in Jack and Spear, and 
other Armour, according to their Eftate j fyne took his Lodging for that 
Night. But affoon as the Earl of Arran and Bifhop James Beaton, and 
the Lave of his Complices, gat Wit that the Earl of Angus was come to 
the Town, and but a few Number with him, to the Effe& of their Mul- 
titude, caufed incontinent fteik the Port of the Town,- and thought to; 
have taken him and put him in Prifon : But his Friends, being adver-, 
tifed thereof, watched ftarkly that Night j while, on the Morn, they 
come and lhew the Earl of Angus the Provifion that was making for higa,- 
fhewing him, That if he palled not haftily to the Gate, and defend 
himfelf manfully, he would be taken out of his Lodging with his Ene- 
mies, arid led captive at their Pleafure. 

This the young Lord was nothing content with, but halted him 
to his Armour, and caufed his Friends and Servants to do the fame ; and 
paft to the Gate manfully, and flood at the Nether-Bow in arrayed’ 
Battle. But Mr. Gavin ^Douglas , Bifhop of Dunkel, paft betwixt, to 
fee if he could find any good Ways betwixt the two Parties j and in fpe- 
cial he paft to Bifhop James Beaton, where he was in the Black-Friers, 
Kirk for the Time. The faid Mr. Gavin defired the faid Bifhop James 
Beaton, to take fome Pains to labour betwixt the two Parties, who were 
at a fharp Point j And fome fay , my Lord , you have the Wyte. But the 
Bifhop anfwered him again “with an Oath ( clapping on his Breaft ) By 
my Confcience I know not the Matter. But when Mr. Gavin beard the 
Bifhop’s Purgation, and how he clapped on his Breaft, and perceived the 
Flats of his Jack clattering, thought all was but vain that he had fpoken ; 
and anfwered and faid unto him, I perceive 7 , my Lord, your Qmfcience 
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is not good, for I bear it clatter. Of this the Biihop was aihamed, and 
excufed the Matter fo far as he could fafely with his Honefty. But 
Mr. Gavin , feeing him in this Eftate Banding, palled from him tb Sir 
'Patrick Hamilton , defiring him, in like Manner, to Ipeak with his 
Brother the Lord of Arran , that he would be contented that my Lord of 
Angus might pals to the Cafile, and fpeak with the Queen’s Grace, and 
thereafter to depart forth of the Town without Molefiation or Trouble 
of any Man. 

A t the whilk Requeft Sir Patrick Hamilton went, with all Dili- 
gence, to hie Brother my Lord of Arran , and Ihew him my Lord of 
. Angus's Defire, by his Uncle Mr. Gavin 'Douglas . Of the which De- 
fire my Lord Arran was well content, that my Lord of Angus fhould 
have done his Bufinefs in the Town at his Pleafure, and to depart when 
he lift, without Molefiation or Trouble ; and this by the Soliftation of 
Sir Patrick Hamilton his Brother. But Sir fames Hamilton his Son, 
that bloody Butcher, ever thirfiing for Blood, was noways content Of this 
Appointment, but raged at the faid Sir Patrick for his Labours, lay- 
ing to him, He had no Will to fght in bis friends Action nor Quarrel, 
though it were never fo juft. 

A r thir Novels the faid Sir Patrick was fo grieved, and burnt in 
Anger as the Fire, and anfwered the faid Sir James in this Manner, 
laying to him, Saftard-Smaik, thou tieft falfly, 1 Jhall fight this Day 
where thou dare not be feen • And with this rufhed rudely out of their 
Lodgings, and paft to the High-Gate in a furious Rage : But when 
the Earl of Angus few them coming, and perceived Sir Patrick Hamil- 
ton forcmaft, with him the Mafier of Montgomery , and few them in fuch 
a Fury, he knew well there was nothing but fighting ; and cried on his 
-Men to feve Sir Patrick Hamilton , if they might-; But he came fo fer 
before the Lave, that he was fiain haftily, and with him the Mafter of 
Montgomery, with many other Gentlemen and Yeomen, to the Number of 
threescore twelve Perfons. The Earl and all his Company gave Backs, 
and were chafed and ran away outthrough the Loch ; and Sir James 
his Son chafed in the fame Manner '} and Biihop James Seaton fled to 
the Slack-Friers , and was taken out behind the high Altar, and his 
Rocket riven off him} and had been ilain, were not Mr. Gavin Douglas 
requefted affeftuoufly for him, faying, It was Sin to but Hand in a 
confecrate Sijhop : Therefore they faved him at that Time. But the 
Earl of Angus paft to the Cafile, and fpake with the Queen at his Plea- 
fure ; And fo th t DougtqfJes kept the Gate and their Honour at this 
Time. Long Time afterward this Skirmifh was called, by the Com- 
mons of the Country and Town of Edinburgh, Cleanfe the Cafeway. 
The Date of this Skirmifh was in the Year of God, One thoufand five 
hundred and fifteen Years, in the Month of May. 

Short While after this, the Earl of Angus became very proud and 
infolent in all his Doings, thinking, whoever had Right to the Autho- 
rity, he ihould be neareft : To that Effe<3 he cherifned all loofe Men, 
and moft Part Thieves and Traitors of Anandale , Liddifdale and Te- 
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viotdale, that bis Company, wbercyer they palled, wade great Herlbip, 
Theft and Slaughter ; and fometime in The Merfe and Lothian , where 
the Lord Hume and his Friends had Dominion. The Lord Hume, be- 
ing a wife and natural Man, considered the Earl of Aligns Proceedings) 
and the great Favour and Love be bad of the Queen, and the Victory he 
had of the Earl of Air an, thinking, that if he had raxed any longer 
without Corre#ion, and a Fall) that he would overcome the whole Coun- 
try, and that by the young Counfel he had about him. 

The Lord Hume, feeing this, fee his Intent to put Remeid here- 
unto ; and convened a Counfel, by bis Moyens, of the maft Part of the 
Nobility at Edinburgh, fliewing to them, that the Realm was evil guid- 
ed, and overhaled by my Lord of Angus and his Men, on the one Part ; 
and my Lord of Arran , on the other Part ; ftriving daily for the Autho- 
rity , bowbeit neither of them had Right thereto : Therefore defired 
their Wifdoma, that they would fend to Trance to the Duke of Albany, 
who was the righteous Governor of this Realm, and dpfire him to come 
• and receive the Authority and Guidihip of the Country, to put Order 
thereunto during the Rung’s Minority. 

The Lords, hearing this, caufed the Chancellor to anfwer to the 
Lord Hume, who faid unto him in this Manner, My Lord, the ‘Duke 
ef Albany is a French-Afn» horn ; though he he neareft of Blood to have 
the Government qf this Realm, yet he bath not our Language, nor 
knows net the Nature of eur Country, nor Laws, nor Execution thereof, 
fa well as our own Lords, that are horn and gotten in Scotland, and 
have our Language t And therefore , my Lord, I think it hefi far me to 
chafe one qf our awn Lards, Who underfiands as, and yte hint, and 
knows the Qualities qf Scotland. Further, the Chancellor nominate* wo, 
to wit. The Eatfof Arran and the Earl of Lennox, thinking they; would 
ebufe due of thir two, But the Lord Hume anfvered the Chancellor 
very lhatply again, and fald to him in this Manner. My Lord, trow 
you, or atyLerd that is bore prtfent. at this Time, to defraud the Duke 
ef Albany of his Right, and jsfl Title of the Government 0/ Scotland, 
hfyour Skfgame, or any Caufe or Motion that ye east propane at this 
Time : Ear J ajure you be fball and will come in Scotland, contrary 
all them that would not ; and if no Mast will confent thereto , I will 
coefent i and, failing his HomtrCwing, I Jhall rather pafl for him 
rnyfotf 


The Chancellor and the Lords hearing this, the Lord Hume was 
$0 fervent in the Duke of Afhaaf a Caufe, fpeired at the Lord Hume, if 
he would firft fubferibe the Elsftion of the Duke of Albany, and they 
would follow fyne, and fubferibe ; who anfwercd and faid, He would with 
goodwill : And immediately took the Pen in his own Hand, and ft»b- 
Tcribed the faid Ele£tion. Then all the Lave of the Lords and Barons 
fqbfcribed the feme ; and dire&ed their Coaumiffioa thereupon to an Am- 
baflador, to wit. Sir Andrew Wood of Largo , dire&ng him to franco 
to the Duke of Albany, defiring him to come into Scotland to reoaive the. 
Government thereof, by hit awn juft Title and their Bleftsoo, and their 
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Hand-Writs given thereupon. This Sir Andrew Wood made him ready, 
and drefied his Ship to pafs forward this Meflage. 

But, in this mean Time, Bifliop Andrew Forman of Murray-, and 
Legate of Scotland for the Time, had many of the Benefices in his 
Hands, by reafon he was Legate ; and principally of the Bifooprick of 
St. Andrews , who had provided the Bulls thererf^p himfelf ; but he, on 
\ no Ways, could get them proclaimed, nor durfflEt intend the fame, for 
Fear of the Hepburns ; bccaufc Prior John Hepburn was Vicar-General 
of the Biftoprick of St. Andrews, and uptook the Profit thereof : There- 
fore he, nor none of his Friends, had no Will that Biihop Andrew For - 
mans Bulls Ihould be proclaimed, but ftopt them with all their Power, 
that, neither into SI. Andrews nor Edinburgh, none durft intimate nor 
proclaim them, for Fear of the laid Prior and his Friends* 

T H t s Biihop Forman , feeing this, made his Moan and Complaint 
to the Lord Hume, Brewing him, That he was a Merfe* Man born, and 
all his Kin and Friends Servants to him and his Houfe : Wherefore he 
deftred him to caufc his Bulls to be proclaimed, and to fortify him againft 
the Hepburns ; To that EfFe& he gave him the Priory of Qtldingbam 
to give to bis Brother, which was vacant in his Hands at that Time, by 
reafon he was Legate. The Lord Hume, feeing Biihop Forman's Libe- 
rality to him, caufcd his Brother Mr. William Hume pafs to Edinburgh-, < 
with the Number of ten thoufand Men, and there proclaimed the kid 
Biihop s Bulls, contrary all the Hepburns Wills and Might, at that 
Time: And alia paft to St. Andrews and intimate the lame, and to 
give the Biihop Inflitution and Pofleffion of the faid Biihoprick. But 
Thiorjobn Hepburn, hearing of this, convened his Friends, Servants 
and Tenants, whom he had of Gentlemen of life-, and manned the Kirk 
of St. Andrews with Men, Weapons and Artillery, that, on no Ways, 
he would let the faid Biihop enter therein, but at his Pleafure $ and 
likewife kept the faid Gallic Unfitly againft him, that he could get 
no Entrefs, neither in Kirk nqr Caftle. The Biihop, feeing this, thought 
well it was hut Gear that would make the Matter even betwixt them, 
caufcd his Friends to labour to that Effect to fatisfy the Prior s ftubbom 
Mind ( and, by the Counfd of wife Men, gave to this Prim the Vicar- 
GeneraUbip free, together with three thou land Pounds, to give among 
his Friends ; and fa fatisfied him on this Manner. But Prior John 
conceived fik Hatred againft the Humes, for taking Part againft him 
with this Biihop, that his Malice nor Envy was never quenched, fo 
long as the Lord Hume or his Brother were one Life, as ye fhall know 
afterward- 


I v this mcan'Time, 8ir Andrew Weed paft t9 France,* and fliew the 
Duke of Albany bis Comtnillion that he had from the Lords of Stetland, 
and in [fpecial from the Lord Hume j defiring him to come in Seet/andy 
as I have fliewn before, and there to receive the Government thereof that 
Juftice may be miniftrate according to the Laws of this Realm. Of this 
Mefiage and Gommiffion the Duke of Albany was very wdl content, and 
t h a n k ed Sir Andrew Wood greatly, and rewarded him for his Labours ; 
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and fyne paired to the King of France , and defired his Licence there- 
unto, fhewing the Commiffion was brought to him out of Scotland , to 
be Governor, as we have fhown, defiring the King of France for Sup- 
port of Men and Money to pafs with him to Scotland \ who granted to 
him very gently all that he would defire, and was very forrowful at his 
Departing out of France ; becaufe he was fuch a Man of War, that he 
left not his Maik in the Realm of France behind. 

\f 

Notwithstanding the Duke palled to the Sea with five 
hundred Men and Artillery, fuch as he could provide : That is to fay , 
Five hundred Men of War, twenty four Gentlemen in his Guard, toge- 
ther with Powder and Bullet, fuch as he might furnifh at that Time, 
that is to fay, Six great Canons, and fix great Field-Pieces, with other 
finall Artillery, with Culvering, Hagbut and Cors-Bow ; and then pafled 
haftily to Ship-Board, and pulled up Sail to pafs to Scotland: But the 
Englijh- Men, knowing of his Coming, made for him to have foughten 
with him : But he was fo well artilfied and manned, that they durft 
not mell with him ; becaufe they knew he was a noble Man of War, they 
let him pafs by without any Impediment. So he came haftily in Scot- 
land , and landed the tenth Day of May-, in the Year One thoufand five 
hundred and fifteen Years ; who was well received in Scotland with all 
-the Nobility and Commons thereof^ thanking God that they had gotten 
one of the Blood-Royal of Scotland to reign over them, and govern them 
by Juftice in the King’s Minority. To that Effect the Lords inconti- 
nent convened at Edinburgh , and fet a Parliament, that the Duke of 
Albany might be received as, their Prote&or and Governor. 

This Parliament was fet in the Month of July, in the Year of God 
above written, which was holden at Edinburgh by Confent of the Queen 
and whole Nobility, both Spiritual and Temporal, with Commifiioners 
of Boroughs : And there, really, and with Effe&, received ar.d admit- 
ted the Duke of Albany their Protedor, and Governor of Scotland j and 
thereto made the Oath of Fidelity to him, to be leill, true and obedient 
unto the King’s Majefty, and his Defence of the Commonweal, and Mi- 
piftration of Juftice induring the King’s Minority." And likewife the 
Duke of Albany made his Oath unto them, in Prefence of the whole 
Parliament, that he fhould be true to God and to the King, and to 
them, to minifter Juftice Equally, both to great and finall, without Ac- 
ception of Perfons ; and to defend their Commonweal and Liberty fo far 
as lay in his Power. 

This being done, the whole Lords and Commons were glad at the 
Duke of Albany’s Prefence, becaufe they had fo long wanted a Head to 
govern them ; thinking that there would be no Strife nor Debate in the 
Country unpunilhed, but they would know to whom to complain, when 
Theft, Rein and Slaughter were committed in the Country. 

Then Prior f John Hepburn of St. Andrews damb / next the Gover- 
nor, and grew great in the Court, and remembred of old Malice and En- 
vy betwixt bin and the Bums i and alfo of the fiiihop Andrew Forman , 
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and fhew the Duke, who was then Governor, of all the Secrets and De- 
merits of the Lord Hume , and his Father, and his Brother, from the 
Field of 'Bannockburn to the Field of Floudonn and lpecial iy how the 
Lord Hume and his Father had ufed themfelves toward the Duke’s Fa- 
ther and bis Brother in their Banilhment, with all Secrets and Invention 
that he could invent contrary the Lord Hume and his Brother, to caufe 
the Duke of Albany, look down upon them : And alfo fhewing how 
. Bifhop Forman had gathered all the Subftance of Scotland into his Hand, 
by his Legatelhip ; and caufed the Duke to thraw with him, till he 
gave oVer certain Benefices to the Duke, to give unto his Friends, and 
fpecially the Bilhoprick of Murray , and Abbaylhip of Scoon ; which he 
gave to his Brother Bilhop Alexander , who enjoyed and bruiked the fame . 
Jong Time thereafter ; and Abbacy of Melrofs to Bifhop James Beaton , 
with .many other Benefices, by many others he gave to the Duke to win 
his Favour. 

I n this'mean Time the Governor pall through the Country, to dan* 
ton all Theft, ReifF and Slaughter committed before in the King’s young 
Age. But when he came to Ke/fo, Jedburgh and Melrofs , and there 
heard the Complaint of the People, and the Complaints made upon the 
Earl of Angus , the Lord Hume-, and other great Men, who had opprett 
the Country in. Time when there was no Juftice miniftrate, for Inlack of ' 
a Head to plaint to. The Governor, hearing thir great Complaints, 
was very forrowful in his Heart, fetting his whole Intent to remeid the 
lame. Howbeit the great Lords could not be content therewith ; yet he 
pall forward to Dumfries, and to the Town of Air , and. Parts of the 
Weft-Land , and heard of the cruel Slaughter betwixt the Lord Mont- 
gomery, the Lord Kilmawers , and the Lord Semple. And, finally, paft * 
to the North of Scotland, and heard she Complaints there, in like Man- 
ner ; and fyne came again to Edinburgh, and there advifed with his 
Council, what was beft to be done in this Matter, and how he might pu- 
nilh moft quietly thir Injuries done by thir Lords, which he thought 
was overmuch to take in Hand to punilh them openly : But if he had 
been more powerful than he was, conlidering himfelf to be a Stranger, 
and not knowing the Nature and Quality of them, and how the Scottijh- 
Men cannot abide* to he extremely ufed by Juftice nor Punilh ment, nor 
yet can fufier their Neighbours to live in Peace and Reft befide them : 
Therefore he concluded with himfelf, that he would continue the Pur- 
fuit of Juftice on them, till he thought better Time. And incontinent 
fent to the King of France, lhewing him the Manner how Scottifh-^s/ien 
were all allied with other ; fo that every Man took Part with other 
againft him ; that they thought him but a Stranger, and would not be . » 
content that be ufed Juftice upon them ; nor he would not attempt the 
fame without that he had more Power : Therefore befeeking his Grace 
to fupport him with Men, Money and Munition, according to his 
Grace’s Honour, and Welfare of Scotland \ who was well content hereof, 
and fupported accordingly to his Defire, .both with Men, Munition and 
Money; and fent him three Ships therewith, which landed. at the 
Weft Sea. 
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The Lords hearing that the Governor was determinate to punifh 
their Oppreflion and Wickednefs, fo foon as he thought Time conveni- 
ent, they knowing that he had Support come out of France: To that 
Effect they laid their Heads together, and convened a Council at Glaf- 
gcw, where many of the Lords afiembled, to the Number of twelve 
thoufand Men : To wit-, The Earl of Angus, the Lord Hume , the 
Earl of Arran , with the whole Lords of the Weft Land, and fome of the 
North Land. There were no Weft-Land Men away, except the Earl 
of Lennox and Lord Erskine , who then remained with the Xing at 
Stirling . 

The Lords, being convened in Glajgow , heard tell that there were 
three French Ships landed at the Weft Sea, with Men, Money and Ar- 
tillery, come to the Duke of Albany : Therefore they font a thoufand 
Men to the faid Ships, for to flop their Landing ; but they were landed 
and away ere they came ; but yet they got fome of their Carts with Pow- 
der and Bullet, and brought them to Glajgow ; and, for Defpite, call 
them in a great Draw-Well in Glajgow. 

T h i r Tidings came to the Governor, that the Lords had rifen 
again!! him, and had deftroyed his Powder and Bullets ; be was heavily 
commoved at the fame, and vowed Angularly to God, he ihould be re- 
venged on their Contemption done to him, or, at the lea!!, them that 
were the Occafion of the fame ; and pail haflily forward to Glajgow, in- 
tending to caufe them leave the Town, or to fight with them and put 
them out of Glajgow , or then to die in that Qparrel. 

But Bifhop Andrew Borman, feeing the Prince minded in thia 
Manner, either to fight with them* or put them out of Glajgow , or elfo 
to die in that Qparrel, fpurred haflily to Glafgow , to fee if he might 
drefs the Lords to obey their Magiilrate, as they ought > and began to 
reafon them in this Manner, as after follows, faying, My Lards , I mar * 
ml of your Uncemftancy towards your Prince and Governor . Why have 
ye rifen fo againft him , and have deftroyed his ‘Powder and Bullet l 
■ And, in plain Contemption , Jhewing yourfehes fo rebellious againft hint, 
that he, on no Ways , can be content without Obedience and Amendment 
in Time coming. To this the Lords anfwercd, faying. He is not ear 
Governor , nor we know not whereof be is come ; whether he be a 
French -Mans Son , or a Scottifh -Mans Son , or tf be have Right to out 
Authority, or not. To this anfwered Bifhop Andrew Forman, fayingv 
My Lords, I marvel much of your Wifdoms, that would not confidar 
that Caufe at the ftrft Time, when ye feta for him to France by your 
Hand-Writs and Cornntffion ? and fyne received him in Sootland thank- 
fully, and, in plain Parliament, cbufed and admitted him to be yetar 
Governor, and gave your Oaths of Fidelity to him, to maintain him to 
execute Juftice according to the whole Law of your Realm. And now 
ye have rifen againft him, without any Caufe. or Motion made in Ms 
Pan to you: Therefore I counfel you to leave fuch Tkfrtgs in Time 
coming, and to obey your Prince, as ye ought to do in. all ftffairs need- 
ful, according to Reafon and Juftice, for the Welfare of the Common- 
weal, 
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weal, and of the Country ; and to leave the Town at this Time, and give 
‘Prince that Obedience , that he may repofe him a little here , as ye 
have done ', and if ye would be wilful , and not confent to the fame , he 
will either have it, or fight with you, though ye were ten Times more 
than be ', for he cares you not in bis jufi Qyarrel. 

The Lords, hearing the Words of Bifhop Andrew Forman, conful- 
ted together, and promifed to leave the Town at the Governor’s Com- 
ing, upon thir Conditions following : That is to fay, That the Gover- 
nor s Grace Jhall remit all Things bygone , and receive them, in Time 
coming, as good Subjects unto the King’s Grace and him, and never to 
call them for nothing bypafi. The which the Bilhop promifed, in the 
Governor’s Name, that it Ihould be kept unto them. Then they left the 
Town, and paffed, that the Governor might have free Entrefs there- 
unto i who lodged there that Night ;and, on the Mom, paffed to Stir- 
ling, and vifitcd the King’s Grace j fync went to Edinburgh, and there 
remained till all the Lords came and made their Obedience, and got a 
Remilfion for all Things bygone. But yet the Governor remembred 
of them, that were tbe Occafion of this Rebellion, to be fatisfied of 
them. 


I N this mean Time, the Earl of Angus was Rolen quietly out of his 
Lodging, and had to the Slips, and convoyed quietly to France, and 
remained a Seafon without Company of any Scottijh- Man, or fcantly any 
knowing what Fart of the World he was in. 

I n this mean Time the Governor called a Convention at Edinburgh , 
to compear for Affairs of England and fpecially, he wrote for the Lord 
Hume , and Mr. William bis Brother, becaufc they knew the Affairs of 
England beft, and iuch Matters as were to do at that Time. The 
whole Lords compeared at the Day appointed ', and fpecially, among the 
reft, the Lord Hume came to Edinburgh , and his Brother, who would 
not enter in the Abbay among the reft ; while, on the Morn, that his 
Brother was caufed, by the Duke of Albany, to fend a Token for him to 
come to the Council, becaufe he knew the Proceedings of England and 
Affairs heft of any Man : Therefore the Duke of Albany alledged, That 
he would fend him as Ambaffador to England at that Time ; which 
moved the Lord Hume to fend a Token to his Brother, a Ring off his 
his Finger, which was a Sign betwixt them, and caufed the laid Mr. 
William to come incontinent to the Abbay to the Council, where the 
Governor and the Lords were for the Time. 

A s s o o n as the faid Mr. Wiliam was entred into the Abbay-Gates, 
the faid Gates were doled, and the Rench-Mm paft to their Harncfs, 
and laid Hands on the Lord Hume and his Brother, and put them in 
JPrifon, to wit , They put the faid Mr. William to the Ships, and put 
him in the Caftle of Inch-Garvie , and kept the Lord Hume ftiil in the 
Abbay, till they fummoned an Aifixe, ana conyi&ed them of Treafan ; 
and thereafter ftrake the Heads from them.

The Hiftory of 


Thir Novels came to Trance to the Earl of Angus , that the Lord 
Hume and his Brother were forfault and headed. Of thir Novels the 
Earl of Angus was nothing content, thinking himfelf in no lefs Danger 
than the Lord Hume , or his Brother, confidering that he was partici- > 
pant in fiklike Crimes of Lefe-Majefty, as they were: Therefore he 
convoyed himfelf quietly out of France to England, where he was well 
received and treated for the Queen of Scotland’ s Caufe, becaufe he was 
her Husband. 

Short While hereafter the Queen of Scotland got Word that her 
Husband, the Earl of Angus , was come to England , and paft all Danger, 
of France , lhe was very glad and rejoyced ; for lhe was great with Child . 
to him, almoft at her Deliverance ; yet, notwithstanding, for Love lhe 
bure to her Husband, and Defire to fpeak with the King of England her 
Brother, lhe fetting all Danger and Peril afide, left her young Son, the 
King’s Grace of Scotland, in the Caftle of Stirling, in keeping of the 
Captain, and his Guard about him, and took her Voyage and paft ia 
England to London to King Hary her Brother, where lhe was honou- 
rably received^ and tenderly treated, and remained there at her Pleafure, 
f. and got all Things at her Brother King Hary, that file would defire. But, 
^4bo*t Time after lhe came there, lhe was delivered of a Daughter, named 
Lady Margaret , who remained ftiil there to this Day, well entertained, 
intending to the Crown by her or her Succeifion. 

And this done,, Queen Margaret returned to Scotland, with her 
Husband the Earl of Angus, with great Supplications from King Hary 
to the Duke of Albany, to receive her Husband, the Earl of Angus, in 
good Thanks, and all Faults bygone to be remitted. Of the which the 
Duke of Albany, hearing the Requefl of King Hary, was very glad, and 
accepted and granted all Things that the Queen would defire in the King 
* Harys Name ; and fpecially for Receipt and Entertainment of her Hut 
band ; which the Governor was well content, and took the Earl of An- 
gus's Oath of Fidelity, That he ihould be juft and true tfnto the J£jpg’« 
Majefty, and the Governor’s Grace induring the King’s Minority. r 

This being done, the Realm flood in great Tranquillity and Peace, 
and the Nobles obeyed their Prince, as they ought to do, in all civil 
Matters and honeft j and therethrough the Commonweal flourilhed along 
While : Till, at the laft, the King of France fent Letters in Scotland to 
the Duke of Albany, to come and Ipeak with him.in tttl goodly Hafte, for 
fuch Affairs as he had ado at that Time. ’ The Dtikeof ATbam, obedient * 
unto the King of France's Defire, put . the Realm in Order, and left Mon- 
fieur Delab at ie Regent in his Place, to his Returning out of France ; 
and gave him Command to ufe all Men equally ', and, in the mean Time, 
went to his Ships, and paft to France. 

In this mean Time, Delabatie being Regent, as we havefhown, re- 
mained in the Abbay of Holy-rood-boufe, and a Guard of Frencb-Men. 
about him, to the Number of fourfeore of Hagbitters, to be ready at his 
Command when he charged. And fo it happeneth at this Time, on the 
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Month of and in the Year of God One thoufand five hun- 
dred and Years, there was a Gentleman in Edinburgh-, 

named William Meldrum Laird of Rinns , who had, in Company with 
him, a fair. Lady, called the Lady Qleneagies , who was Daughter to 
Mr. Richard Lawfon of Hamby, Provoft of Edinburgh ', the which 
Lady bad born to this Laird two Bairns, and intended to marry her, if 
he might have had the Pope’s Licence, becaufe her Husband before and 
-he were fib : Yet, notwithftanding, a Gentleman, called Luke Stirling, 
envied this Love and Marriage 'betwixt thir two Perfons, thinking to 
have the Gentlewoman to himfelf in Marriage ; becaufe he knew the 
Laird might not have the Pope’s Licence by the Laws : Therefore he 
folifted his Brother’s Son, the Laird of Keir, with a certain Company 
of armed Men, to fet upon the Laird of Rims, to take this Lady from 
him by Way of Deed ; and, to that Effe<3, followed him* betwixt Leith 
and Edinburgh, and fet on .him beneath the Rood-Chapel, with fifty 
armed Men ; and he again defended him with five in Number, and 
fought cruelly with them, and flew the Laird of Keir’s principal Ser- 
vant before his Face, .defending himfelf ; and hurt the Laird, tljat he 
was in Peril of his Life, and twenty fix of his Men hurt and flain ; yet, 
through Multiplication of his Enemies, he was overfet and driven to the 
Earth, and left lying for dead, bought of his Legs, and ftricken through 
the Body, and the Knops of his Elbows ftricken from him. Yet, by the 
mighty Power of God, he efcaped the Death, and all his Men that were 
^rith him, and lived fifty Years thereafter. 

I n the mean Time Word came to Monfieur Delabatie, where he 
was at that Time, in the Abbay of Holy-rood-houfe, that fuch a Noble- 
man was flain and murdered at his Hand. And he incontinently gart 
ftrike an Alarm, and blew his Trumpets, and rang the common Bell, 
commanding all Men to follow him, both on Foot and Horfe, that he 
might revenge the faid Slaughter ; and rufhed fiercely forward to the 
Place where the Battle was ftricken, and^aw this Nobleman lying deadly 
wounded, and his Men about him in this fami Manner ; and part fierce- 
ly after, the Enemies, and Committers of the faid Grtihe, and oyerhyed 
them at Lithgow ; where they took the Peel upon their Heads to’ be their 
Safeguard, thinking to defend thfemfelves therein ; notwithftanding, this 
noble Regent lap manfully about the Houfe, and fieged it continually, 
till they rendrea the fame to comic in. his Will; who took tbem’and 
brought them to Edinburgh, and gave them a fair Affize ; who were all 
convided and condemned of the faid Crime ; and thereafter were put in 
the Caftle of Edinburgh, in fare Keeping,- induring the Regent’s Will. 
And fyne, a little thereafter, the Regent paft to ' T!he. Merfe, to thfe 
Town of Dunfe, to hold a Juftice-Gourt, who was convoyed by the 
Lairds of Cesfoord and Eharniheji, giving him to, underftand, That 
they fhould bring him fafely through the Country - unto Edinburgh 
again. ' v 

Nevertheless, the Laird of Wedderburh aiid his, Complices 
envied Monfieur Delabatie, for the Duke dlgdlbany’s Caufe, feeing, he 
was left in his Place, and was but a Str mffk, be thought he would be 
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revenged on him ; and fo chapped him by the Haft a little, and, at an 
Outfide, watched him ; fo' that he took Fear, and fpurred his Horfe, 
and took the Flight, and fled toward the Caftle of Dumbar , thinking 
to win the fame, bccaufe his Horfe was good. Notwithftanding, all was 
for nought ; he, being a Stranger, and knew not the Gate, ran his Horfe 
into a Flow-Mofs, where he could not get out till his Enemies came up- 
on him, and there murdered him, and cutted off bis Head, and took 
it with them : And becaufe his Hair was long, like Womens, and 
plat on a Head-Lace, David Hume of Wedderburn knit it- on his 
Saddle-Bow. 

Syne after Novels came to France to the Duke of Albany , who was 
not content with the fame ; but paft to the King of France , and Ihew 
him what Eftate the Realm of Scotland flood in at that Time, and how 
they could not be content with no civil Man to be their Governor nor 
Head, nor no Man to minifter Juftice unto them. Further, ihe ihew him 
the Slaughter of Delabatie , and how he was difpleafed thereat. But the 
King of France anfwered and faid, My Lord, you did evil that would 
not make a Scottifh-Afo« Governor in your Abfence ; for I wifi weU they 
would envy, a French -Man for your Sake ; yet , notwithftanding , take 
a good Heart , I Jhall futport and maintain you to revenge the Matter , 
as ye will defire at my Hand. 

T h i r good Words of Comfort of the King of France , mitigated 
and aflwaged the Duke of Albany s Anger at that Time. Syne he took 
Counfel of his Friends and wife Captains, what was beft to be done in 
revenging of the Caufe forefaid ; who gave him Counfel to feek Support 
of the King of France , and to pafs haftily in Scotland, for revenging of 
the faid Slaughter ; fearing, if he tarried any longer, he fhould have more 
ado, and more Enemies againft him in the Realm of Scotland. 

T 6 this Counfid the Duke^of Albany confented, and palled to the 
King of France, and asked Supply of him to pafs to Scotland, for fuch 
Caufes as he had ihown his Grace. The King of France was well con- 
tent of his Charge, and gart fumifh unto him three great Ships, and 
three thoufand Men of War, for Year and Day, together with Muniti- 
on, Powder, Bullets, as the faid Duke would devile ; and gart furnilh 
fix' Ships, of the beft he had, to bring him through the Sea isfely to 
Scotland. 

When this was done, the Duke of Albany took his Leave of the 
King of France, and pafied to the Sea, and came to Scotland : And, 
after he, had landed in Scotland, made hafty Persecution on the Humet, 
and fpecially on the Laird of Wedderburn, who was principal Slayer of 
Delabatie : But yet, on no Ways, he could apprehend him ; for be fled 
in England, and remained there fo long as the Duke abode in Scotland ; 
yet the Duke pafied through Scotland, and miniftrate Juftice according 
to his Duty. And fpecially, he railed a great Army in the Time of 
Winter, and pafied to the Weft Borders, called Solway-Sands, and there 
was adyifed to haye fieged Qarlijle : But the Lord Dacres and he ap- 
pointed 
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pointed on all Debates and Red refs in the Borders, that he fo continued the 
Seige, and pafled Home ; and thereafter, the firft next Year, paft to Wark , 
and fieged it : But the Borderers deceived him, and caufed his Cap- 
tains of War to be hanged over the Walls, when they had brufhed and 
win the Houfe ; the Englt/b-Men, feeing no Scottijh-Mzn backing them, 
incontinent dang them forth of the Caftle, and hanged their Captains : , 

And the Duke feeing be was deceived by the Borderers, and them that 
he gave Credit to, for to have refcued his Men and backed them, he took 
an Anger, and took up his Camp, and came to his own Caftle to *Dum- 
har, and there remained a While, and gart Craftfmen and Mafons fell 
to Work, and big in the feme a great Store-Houfe and Inch, called T!he 
Oittward Slock-Houfe, and garnifhed it with Artillery, Powder and 
Bullets. 

In this mean Time, the Mafter of Hails , and the Laird of Nisbet, 
called Cbirnfide , and one Heatly , through Counfel of the Hepburns , 
cruelly murdered a young innocent Man, Prior of Coldingbam, think- 
ing to do the Duke a Pleafure, to be a Revenge of the Slaughter of 
! Delabatie . 

I n this Year departed Bilhop Forman, who was Bilhop. of St. An- 
drews, and Legate of Scotland. But Prior John Hepburn , and his 
Friends, ' caufed take the Caftle of St. Andrews , and keep it, becaufe he* 
was Vicar-General for the Time: But Bifhop James Seaton haftily 
obtained the fame by Way of Court, and agreed with Prior John Hep- 
bum for his Vicarfhip and Generalfhip, and Satisfaction of all other 
Things pertaining to his Office. 

I n this mean Time the King came to the Age of eleven Years j and 
the Duke of Albany feeing the Realm of Scot land, and the Nobles there- 
of, of fuch Qualities and Conditions, that few or none of them might \ 
give Credit to other : Therefore he w|^ advifed utterly to leave them, 
and pafs in France again, to live there ; and therefore he fomifhed Dttm- 
bar with Men and Victuals, and made a French-Mia Captain of 4c, 
named Captain Morice ; and thereafter ftablifhed the Realm, in Manner 
as after followeth. fhat is to fay , He made the Earl of Lennox , and 
Bifhop James Seaton , and a frencb-M*n called Monfieur Lufence , Re- 
gents, till the King was twelve Years of Age ; for he knew then the 
Lords would chufe new Governors among themfelves. And the Duke 
of Albany took his Leave at the King and Council, and palled in France. 

So all the Time that the Duke was in Scotland , firft and laft, was fiye 
Years and a Half. 

T h e n, when the Duke was departed; there arofe gfreat Trouble and 
deadly Feads in many Parts of Scotland , both in the North and Weft 
Parts. . The Mafter of Forbes, in the North , flew the Laird of Me A 
drum under Tryft. Likewife, the Laird of Drumelzier flew the Lord 
Fleming at the Hawking. And likewife there was Slaughter among ma- 
ny other great Lords ; that is to fay , Betwixt the Lord of Kihnawers 
and the Mafter of Semple. ■ ^ 
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This Cumber drew over, till the King was twelve Years of Age ; 
and then the whole Lords of Scotland laid their Heads together, and 
thought that they would bring the King to the Fields, and put the whole 
Government into his own Hands. Notwithftanding, the King, hearing 
Word of rbis Preeminence, was gladly content to leave Correction at the 
Schools, and pafs with his Lords at Liberty, where he pleafed. The Lords 
horfed the King, and gart prepare for him all Manner of riding Gear 
pertaining to a Prince ; and fyne took him forth of the Caftle of Stir- 
ling, and brought him to the Abbay of Holy-rood-hotife ; and there took 
up Houfe with all Manner of Office-Men that were neceflary to be bad 
for him, and difcharged all his old Officers, and put new in their Steads ; 
that is to fay , Trealurer, Comptroller, Secretary, Mr. Macer, Mr. Hou-i 
fliold, Capper, Carver, Mr. Stabler, Mr. Hunter, Mr. Falconer, Mr. 
Porter, and a Fool called John Machine. Further, there were four 
Lords, Angus , Argyle , St. Andrews , Lennox , cbofen to be Tutors and 
Governors to the King, that all Cafualties and Benefices ihould be dif- 
poned by them ; and that they Ihould remain Bill with the King, and 
give him their Council in all Things pertaining to his Honour, and the 
Well of his Country. 

The King and the Lords remained in Edinburgh , a t. Holy-rood- 
houfe , the Space of a Year, with great Chear, Triumph and Merrinefs ; 
till, at the laft, there vaked fome Benefice, which put them all at. Dif- 
eord for Difpofition of the fame ; for every Lord thought he would be 
ieryed according to his Room and Eftate ; but the Earl of Angus warred 
the other three : For, when he had gotten Dunkel , he would have had 
Coldingbam ; and could not be ftaiked fo j but, wfiep Holy-rood-houfe 
vaked, he would have had it alfo ; and fliew the Lords, he was'fcant of 
H.ay and Horfe-Com, when he came to the Town : . Therefore he be- 
hoved to have that Benefice, with the Lave, to find his Horfe'Meat ! .f 
And the Lave of the Lords confidering the Earl of Angus* s, Greedinels, . 
that he would not be content without that he had all at his Difpofition, 
and confidered nothing of their Expences in the .King s Service that they 
had made, as well as he : And the Earl of Lennox got nothing ; where- 
fore he tyred of the Court, and pail Home to his own Country : ; And 
fo did the Earl of Arran , and paft to Hamiltoun to his own Place. But 
Bilhop James “Beaton remained ftill in Edinburgh , in his own Lodging 
that ne bigged in the Frier-Wynd ; for he might not pafs out of the. 
Town, for he was Chancellor for the Time, and fat on the Seat to ufe 
Juft ice j apd came never toward the Court nor the King, but as he was 
lent for. Thus the Earl of Angus guided all the whole King and Court as 
he pleafed ; and made his Eame, Archibald Douglas , Treafurer pf Scot- 
land ; and George his Brother, Mr. Houfhold to the King ; and him- 
felf Lieutenant to the King through all Scotland. But yet the Queens 
Grace tyred of him, and parted with him j and, a little after, married 
TJary Stuart Brother to my Lord of Aoendak and thereafter flie made 
the laid ffary Lord of Methven. 

Notwithstanding, my Lord of Angus took, little Suffie at 
the fame, but guided and ruled the King as he pleafed, and caufed him 
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to ride through all. Scotland ', under the Pretence and Colout of Juftice, 
to punifh Thief and Traitor ; but none were found greater than were in 
their own Company. Further, he caufed llrike a Groat of eighteen 
Pennies, which afterward was called the 'Douglas Groat. And none, at 
that Time, durft ftrive with a Douglas , nor yet a Douglas s Man ; for 
if they would, they got the worfe : Therefore none durft plainzie of no 
Extortion, Theft, Reiff nor Slaughter done to them by the Douglaffes * 
or their Men ; in that Caufe they were not heard, fo long as the Dou- 
glas had the Court in guiding. This ftill they contirjued a While, fo 
long as Fortune bare them Favour. + 

In the mean Time, a cunning Clerk called Mr. 'Patrick Hamilton , 
Abbot of Pern-) and Brother-German to the Sheriff of Lithgow , who was 
fummoned and called before the principal Council, holaen at St. An- 
drews for the Time by Bifhop James Seaton , with the reft of many of 
the Clergy of Scotland ', and there he was accufed for Herefie before the 
faid Bifhops, Abbots, Priors, and Dolors of Theology, Gray-Friers 
and Black. His Accufer was a Black-Frier, called Alexander Campbell 
who read his Articles, and faid to him, Heretick , thou [aid , it was 
leifome to all Men to read the Word of God , and , in [pedal, the New 
Deft ament. Mr. Patrick anfwered, I wot not if I [aid fo but I fay it 
is Reafon , and leifome to all Men that have a Soul , to read the Word 
§f God, and that they may underftaud the fame ; and, in [pedal, the 
Latter-Wills and *1 eft ament c/ Chrift Jefus, whereby they may acknow- 
ledge their own Sins , and repent of the fame, and may amend their 
Lives by Faith mid Repentance , and come to the Mercy of God. by 
Chrift Jefus. Now, Heretick , I fee tbou affirms the Words of thy Ac- 
cufation. Mr. Patrick anfwered, I affirm nothing but the Word which 
I have fpoken in Prefence of this Auditory. Now further , thou [ays, 
it was not leifome to worfhip Imagery. Mr. Patrick anfwered, I fay 
not further , but that God /poke to Mofes, in the twentieth Chapter 
if Exodus, in the fecond Commandment, Thou fhalt not make any gra- 
ven Image, thou fhalt not bow down torthem, nor worfhip them. And 
alfo David, * in his Pfalms, curfeth them that are the Makers of Images, 
and the Outfetters , Maintainers and Worjhippers of the fame. Then 
anfwered the Accufer, Heretick , knows thou not Imagery is the Rooks 
of the Laick and common People, to put them in Remembrance of , the 
holy Saints that wrought for their Salvation ? Then anfwered Mr. Pa- 
trick, Sr other, it ought to be Preaching of the true Word of God, that 
Jhotdd put the People in Remembrance of the Stood of Chrift, and their 
Salvation. Then fays the Accufer, Heretick, tbou fays it is but loft 
Labour to pray or to call upon Saints that wrought for their Salvation ; 
and, in [pedal, to the S/eJ/ed Virgin Mary, or John, James, Peter, or 
Paul, as Mediators to Goa for us. Mr. Patrick anfwered, I fay, with 
Paul, there is no Mediator betwixt God and Man, but Chrift Jefus bis 
Son ', and whatfomever they be, that calls or prays' to any Saint depar- 
ted, they fpoil Chrift Jefus of bis Office. The Accufer flfys, Heretick , 
tbou fays, it is all in vain our Labours made for them that are depar- 
ted, when we fing Soul-Mafs, Pfaltns and Dirigies, which is the Re- 
laxation °f the Souls that are departed, who. are contained in the Pains

of Purgatory. Mr. Patrick anfwered, Brother, I read never in the 
Scripture of God,- of fucb a Place as Purgatory, nor yet believe that 
there is any ‘thing that may purge the Souls of Men, bat the Blood of 
Chrift Jefus ; -which Ranfom Jiandetb in no earthly thing, nor in Soul- 
Maps, nor Dirigie, nor in Gold, nor Silver , but only by Repentance of 
Sins , and Faith in the Blood erf Chrift Jefus. The Accufer anfwered, 
My Lord, you hear be denies tbelnftitution of holy Kirk , and the Au- 
thority of our holy Father the Pope. I need not to accufe him no more. 

The Bilhops and the Lords of Religion laid their Heads together, 
and gave Sentence againft this innocent Man, and condemned him to 
the Death ; and fyne brought him forth of the Abbay-Kirk of St^Jn- 
drews ; and forenent the old College, called Salvator's College, where 
was a great Fire, and a Stake, and a Scaffold made, whereon they put 
this innocent Man, in Prefence of all the People ; and fyne required of 
him, if he would recant the Words and Confeflion that be made in the 
Abbay-Kirk, and he ihould burn his Faggot, and his Life ftiould be 
fafe. Mr. Patrick anfw.ered, As to my Confeffm , I will not deny it for 
the Awe of your Fire ; fir my Coufeffwn and Belief is in Chrift Jefus : 
therefore I will not deny it. And 1 will rather be content, that my Body 
burn in this Fire , for Confeffion of my Faith in Chrift, than my Soul 
Jhouldburn in the Fire of Hell, for denying the fame. But, as to the 
Sentence and Judgement pronounced againft me this Day, by the Bifhops 
and Doctors, I here, in Prefence of you all, appeal contrary the faid 
Sentences and Judgment given againft me, and take me to the Mercy of 
God ; and fummon you, Sir Brier, before the Tribunal-Seat of God 
and Chrift Jefus his Son , that yo there compear within the Space of forty 
Days, to anjwer before that Judge, for your wrongous Accufation con- 
trary to your Govfcience. By this Mr. Patrick left off his Speaking, 
and entred in Contemplation and Prayer to Almighty* God to be merci- 
ful to the People who perfecuted him ; for there were many of them blin- 
ded in Ignorance, that they knew not what they did. And alio befought 
Cbrifl Jefus to be Mediator *for him unto the Father;, and that he 
would ftrengthen him with his holy Spirit) that he might ftedfaftly abide 
the cruel Pains and Flames of Fire prepared for him by that cruel People : 
And that the Pains of that Torment were not the Occafion to caufe him 
fwerve or fftfink from any Point of his Faith in Chrift Jefus, but to 
ftrengthen and augment him in his Spirit, and Knowledge in the Fro- 
mife of God, and to receive his Soul in his Hands, for Chrift Jefus Sake ; 
and, in his Name, he made this Oblation and Offering, that is to fay. 
His Body in the Fire, and his Soul in the Hands of Almighty God ; 
and fo made an End of his Speaking. Then they laid to the Fire to 
him ; but it would nowife burn nor kindle a long While. Then a Bax- 
ter, called Myrtoun , ran and brought his Arms full of Straw, and caft 
it in to kindle the Fire : But there came fuch a Blaft of Wind from the 
Fiaft, forth of the Sea, and raifed the Flame of Fire fo vcheinently, that 
it blew upoif the Frier that accufed him, that it dang him to the Earth, 
and burnt all the Fore-Part of his Coul ; and put him in foch a Fray, 
that he came never to his right Spirits again, but wandred about the 
Space of forty Days, and then departed. This cruel Aft of Periecution 
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was ufcd againft this godly Man, at St- Andrews , in the Year One thou- 
fand live hundred and twenty five Years, in the Month of September : 

Abovt this Time the King went to the South Land to the Airs, 
and held Juftice in Jedburgh ; where there came many Plaints to the 
King, of Reiff, Slaughter and Oppreflion ; but little Juftice was ufed, 
but by the Purfe : For there were many that were of the Earl of Angus’s 
Kin, Friends and Servants, that got Juftice by Favour. Of the which 
the King was nothing content, nor none of the Lave of the Lords that 
were about him j for they would have had Juftice equally ufed to all Men 
without Partiality, or Exception of Perfons. But, notwithftanding, the 
Earl of Angus and the reft of the Douglajfes ruled all which they lik- 
ed j and no Man durft fay tfie contrary : Wherefore the King was hea- 
vily difpleafed, and would fain have been out of their Hands, if he 
jnigfrt by any Way : And, to that Efieft, wrote a quiet and fecret Writ- 
ing with his own Hand, and fent it to the Laird of 'Buccleugh^ beleek- 
ing him, that be would come with his Kin and Friends, and all the 
Force that he might be, and meet him at Mclrofs at his Home-Palfing ; 
and there to take him ’out of the DouglaJJes Hands, and to put him to 
Liberty, to ufe himfelf among the Lave of his Lords, as he thinks ex- 
pedient. 

This Writing was quietly diretSed, and fent by one of the King's 
own fecret Servants, which was received very thankfully by the Laird of 
"Buccleugh, and was very glad thereof, to be put to fiich Charges and 
Familiarity with* his Prince ; and did great Diligence to perform the 
King's Writing, and to bring the Matter to pafs as the King defired : 
And, to that Efieft, convened all his Kin and Friends, and all that 
would do for him, to ride with him to Mclrofs , when he knew of the 
King's Home-Coming. And fo he brought in Company with him, fix 
hundred Spears of Liddifdale and Anandale , and Country-Men and 
Clans thereabout, and held themfelves quiet while that the King retur- 
ned out of Jedburgh and came to Mclrofs , and to remain there all that 
Night. , 

But when the Lord Hume, Cesfoord, and Ferny batfl , took their 
Leave from the King, and returned Home, then appeared the Laird of 
Buccleugh in Sight, and his Company with him, in an arrayed Battle, ‘ 
intending to have fulfilled the King’s Petition ; and therefore came ftout- 
ly forward in the Back-Side of Halidenhill. By that the Karl of Angus, 
and George ‘Douglas his Brother, .with fundry other of his Friends, Tee- 
ing this Army coming, they marvelled what the Matter meant ; while, 
*at the laft, they knew the Laird of Buccleugh, with a certain Company 
of the Thieves of Anandale with him, they were the lefs affeared, and 
made them manfully to the Field contrary them ; and faid to the Kings 
on this Manner, Sir, yon is Buccleugh and Thieves cf Anandale with 
him , to unbefet your Grace from theGate. I avow to God > they /ball 
either fight or flee \ and y e jhall tarry here on this Know , and my ‘bro- 
ther George with you* with any other Company you pleafey antf IJkaU 
pafs and put yon Thieves off the Ground \ ananid the Gate unto your

Grace , or elfe die for it. The King tarried ftill, as wasdevifed, and 
George ^Douglas with him, with fundry other Lords, fuch as the Earl 
of Lennox , and the Lord Erskine , and iome of the King’s own Servants ; 
but all the Lave paft with the Earl of Angus to the Field againft the 
Laird of Huccleugh, who joyned and countered cruelly, both the faid 
Parties, in the Field of ‘Darnelinvir, either againft other, with, uncer- 
tain Vi&ory : But, at laft, the Lord Hume, hearing Word of that Matter 
how it flood, returned again to the King in all poffible Hafte ; with him 
the Laird of Cesfoord and Farniburft, to the Number of fourfcore Spears, 
and fet on frefhly on the Lap and Wing of the Laird of Huccleugh’ s 
Field, and fhortly bure them backward to the Ground ; which caufed 
the Laird of Huccleugh and the reft of his Friends to go back and flee j 
whom they followed and chafed, efpecially' the Laird of Farniburft and 
Cesfoord followed fo furioufly, while, at the Foot of a Path, the Laird of 
Cesfoord was flain by the Stroke of a Spear, by an Eliot, who was then 
Servant to thfe Laird of Huccleugh : But when the Laird of Cesfoord 
was flain, the Chafe ceafed. But the Earl of Angus returned again with 
great Merrinefs and Victory, and thanked God that he faved him from 
that Chance. And paft with the King to Melrofs > where they remained 
all that Night ; while, on the Morn, they paft to Edinburgh with the 
King, who was very fad and dolorous of the Slaughter of the Laird of 
Cesfoord , and many other Gentlemen and* Yeomen flain by the Laird of 
Huccleugh, containing the Number of fourfcore and fourteen, which 
died in Defence of the King) and at the Command of his Writing. Howr 
beit, it was not known to every Man, which caufed the King to be fo 
heavily fad and. dolorous ; thinking that, on no Ways, he could be quit 
ofthe Earl of Angus and his Friends : Therefore he caft his Ingyne to 
feek Remedy hereunto ; and fent for Bifhop fames Heaton to have his 
Counfel how: he might be beft quit of the Earl of Angus , and the reft of 
his Kin and Friends. 

This Bifhop, being a wife Man, gave the King Counfel to fend for 
the Earl of Lennox, to fee his Mind thereunto, becaufe he was neareft 
of Kin to the King, and of his Sirname : Therefore he was the meeteft 
and habileft of any Man for to deliver the King unto his Liberty. 

The King, hearing of thir Words, fent for the Earl of Lennox, and 
fpake with him, and gave him his Commiflion to raife his Lieges as he 
pleafed j to that Effed, that he fhould come to Edinburgh , with all the 
Power that he might be, and to take the King out or the Douglajfes 

Hands by Force. - * « 

\ 

The Earl of Lennox , hearing this Charge and Commiflion of th% 
King, was well content : And, to that Effed, gathered all that he might 
be, in Fife, Angus , Stratbern, Stirling-ihiie , and .all the whole Weft 
Land, and came to Stirling with the Number of ten thoufand Men j 
where Bifhop James Heaton met him, with all the Gentlemen in Fife, 
and there accompanied with him to th£ Effed forefaid and alfo the Ma- 
tter of Kilmawers came to him out of the Weft, Kyle , QtriU and Cu~ 

, ningbam, which were in Number two thouund Men, and took his 
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Vanguard in Hand, to come forward to the Town of Edinburgh : But 
the Earl of Angus y knowing this Nobleman the Earl of Lennox gather- 
ing againft him, with Bifhop James 'Beaton, and the Matter of KiK 
mowers ; and hearing that they were fo great of Number, knew well it 
was not without the King’s Advice ; whereat he was greatly aftonifhed : 
Yet, notwithflanding, he took fuch Courage and Hardiment, that he 
knew well there was no Remedy, but either to do or die ; and fent in- 
continent to all his Friends, and in Ipecial tt> the Lord Hume and Far- 
niberjl-, and the Laird of Cesfoord \ Alfo he fent to the Lord Hamilton , 
fhewing him the Earl of Lennox was coming with an Army to take the 
King from him ; befeeking him that he would concur with him, and 
fupport him in that Caufe, which was for his own Well, faying, “That 
if the Earl of Lennox. overcame him , that the next Day he would do 
fiklike with him : therefore it were heft to debate with both their 
Towers and Strengths in Time. Of this Defire the Lord Hamilton was 
well content, and promifed to meet the Earl of Angus , with all his Kin 
and Friends, at Litbgow. * 

But, on the Morn afterhend, the Earl of Lennox came out of Stir- 
ling with three great Hofls, marching forward to Edinburgh to fet for- 
ward his Purpole and Intent, which he had taken in Hand at the King’s 
Command. Incontinent the Earl of Angus was advertifed of their Com- 
ing, and fhew the King the Manner how it flood, defiring his Grace to 
. make Proclamations, both in Leith and Edinburgh , that all Manner of 
Man, betwixt fixty and fixteen, fhould rife incontinent, and follow the 

King, and debate his Grace. 

*• % 

'The King, hearing thir Words of the Earl of Angus , and knowing 
how the Matter flood, gave but little Anfwer to the Earl of Angus. The 
Earl, feeing that the King was flow in the Matter, wi# well there was 
nothing but either to do or die : And therefore made him manfully to 
the Fields ; and caufed his Friend Archibald Douglas , Provoft of E- 
dinburgh , to ring the common Bell, and put the Town in Order, and 
commanded them to rife and come with the King in all Hafle, to de- 
fend him againft his Enemies ; and left his Brother with the King, to 
caufe h i m rife and to come forward for to fupport him, for he would pafs 
forward incontinent to meet the Lord Hamilton , who was above Litb- 
gow in Readinefs, with the Number of two thoufand Men ; and the 
Earl of Angus . pafl forward himfelf, with the Humes and Kers, which 
were in Number two thoufand. 

B y this the Word came to the Town of Edinburgh , That-the Earl 
of Lennox was within a Mile of Litbgow , with three great Hods, to the 
Number of twelve thoufand Men, well furnifhed with Artillery, and 
was purpofed to come to Edinburgh , if he were not ftopt. Then George 
Douglas , hearing this, defired the King to rife and pafs forward, and 
help n is Brother, to fupport him againft his Enemies, fhewing him how 
nearhand they were. But the King’s Grace took little Thought of the 
* Matter, and was flow in his Out-redding. But, at laft, the Poll came 
from the Earl of Angus , fhewing the King, that both the Armies were 
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in Sight of other, and were purpofed to fight : Therefore prayed the 
King°s Grace to come forward, with the Town of Edinburgh, to refcue 
the Earl of Angus, or elfe he would be loft, by reafon of the Number of 

the other Party. ... 

\ * 

Then the King caufed blow, his Trumpets, and lap on Horfe, and 
gart ring the common Bell of Edinburgh, commanding, all Manner of 
Man to follow him. So he: ruihed out of the WeJI-Port, and all the 
Town of Edinburgh and Leith with him, to the Number of three thou* 
land Men, and rode forward ; but, ere they came to Corftorpbin , they 
heard the Artillery flioot on both Sides, like as it had been Thunder. 
Tfien George Douglas cried on the King, befeeking his Grace, for God’s 
Sake, to ride fafter, that he might refcue and help his Brother. 

By this the Poll came, and fhew the King, that both the Fields 
were joyned, and foughten furioufly with others, on the Weft-Side of 
Lithgow , two Miles Weft the Town ; and that the Earl of Angus and 
the Earl ol'Glencairn were yoked together ; and the Lord Hamilton s 
Force and the Earl of Lennox were yoked in like Manner, and both 
fighting furioufly. Then the King rode faft to fee the Manner : But 
incontinent there met him; a Ppft, Ihewing him, that the Earl of Len- 
nox - Men were fled from him J and he belieyed that he had tint the Field. 

But then the King w’as very forry, and cried on all his Servants, and 
•all that would do for turn* to ride to the Field, and ftencb Slaughter ; 
and, in fpecial, tofave the Earl of Lennox, if he could apprehend* him 
alive. With this the King’s Servants, and fundry Gentlemen, paft, at 
•the King’s Command,' with Andrew Wood of Largo, which was one of 
the King’s familiar Servants, and Carver to him, at that Time; and 
halted their Horfe, as faft as they might bear them, -to the Field, to (keep 
the King’s Command, to fave all from Slaughter ; and, in fpecit^, the 
Earl Of Lennox, whom they found lying flain, in the Dead-Throw, cru- 
elly, by Sir James Hamilton, that Tyrant, after that he was taken in 
the Field by the Laird of Pat dorian, and his Weapons taken from him : 
In this mean Time, Sir James Hamilton, that cruel Murderer, .gart 
{hut him from the Takers^ and flew him without Mercy ; and ib did .he 
all that he might overtake that Day in the Field. There were many- 
marked that Day with this Murderer ; fome -in the Chafts with bis 
Sword, and fome otherwise. . 

• * „ . . „ 

But ?e will return to Sir Andrew Wood, and the King’s Servants, * 
who rode fwiftly through the Fields, to fave all Friends that -they might 
keep on Life ; and, at laft, they found the Earl. of Glencairn^all figh- 
ting, and not thirty Men left of all his Army on Life, unflain, and feed 
from him : But yet he was in fuch a Strength, that his Enemiesmight 
nowife war him, fo long as he had any Men left cn Life 1 to. defend huh. 
But immediately Sir Andrew Wood, the Ktng ? s Servant, took him and 
faved him, and brought him away, and convoyed him to a quiet Place, 
where neither the Douglajfes por the Hamiltms might get him to*do 
him Skaitfau 
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This being done, the King $ Servants came through the Field, and' 
faw the Lord Hamilton Handing mourning befide the Earl of Lennox , 
faying, 'The veifefi Man , the flout eft Man , the hardiefi Man , that ever 
was horn in Scotland, was flainihat 'Day ; and his Cioke of Scarlet 
caft upon him, and gart Watch-Men Hand about him, till the King’s 
Servants came and buried him. This Matter being ended, and many 
flain and taken On both the Sides ; and, in fpcciai, the Earl of Lennox^ 
with many Gentlemen of th nWejl Land with him ; and likewife the Earl 
of Glencairn evil wounded to the Dead, and many of his Friends and 
Servants llairi , and alfQ fome Gentlemen of life both taken and flaiu.' 
This cruel unhappy Field was ftruckcn in. the Year of God One thou- 
fend five hundred and twenty fix Years, and in the Month o i, September* 

Then the Earl of Angus returned to the King with Gfore and Vi* 
&ory, "well commended of all Men for the jQfiance and Vi&ory that fell 
unto him. Then the King, with the Earl of August the Lord Hamil- 
ton, with the Humes and Kers, went all that Night to Litbgow, and 
remain ed there in great Merriwfs : But the King was very lad and do- 
lorous for the Tinfel of his Earns the Earl of Lennox , and many other 
Gentlemen with him, who periihed by the King’s Occafipn : For they 
enterprifed the Matter at the King’s Command. And further, the King 
was. very afraid, and del paired of his own Life j becaufe he knew well 
the Earl of Angus underflood' that he 5 gart enterprife fu<jh A&sagainfl 
b*m ; and nothing profpered well with the King againft the faid Earl : 
Therefore -he was afraid they would put Hand in his own Body, confi- 
dering all Things fucceeded lb well with him : Bit yet I can never find, 
Th$t ever the Earl of Angus, or the DotglajTes, or .none of the Dott- 
glaffes , foiled to the King in any Part, though they were covetous, gree- 
dy, and Opprellbrs of their Ndghbpurs ; yet they were ever true, kiod, 
and ferviccable to the King hi all his Affairs } and oh times offered their 
Bodies in Jeopardy for his Sake. 

T h i s ‘being "done* the King returned to Edinburgh very fad and 
fotrowful, that be, on no Ways, -couid come to his Purpofe , but yet he 
amnained quiet within himfelf. And the Doiglaffes took over high upon 
'them , wherefore they began to ppnilh all them that came agairdfi.them 
with the Earl pf Lennox ; and Ipecjally, they fleed Bilhop fames x Bea- 
ton fo, that he Hole away, and durflr not a long Time be feen ; and fo 
did Margaret Queen of Scotland , and gaid vagabond a long While dife 
guifed, for Fear of the Douglqffes. 

.Then the Dottglajfes had the King to Life, and paft their Time a 
While in St, Andrews ; but tbey could not find the Bilhop, for he was 
, keeping Sheep in 'Hogrionnew, with Shepherd's- Clothes; upon him, like 
as he had been a Shepherd himfelf. By this. Way he efcaped their Fury 
A While : But George Douglas was very wife, and knew the Bilhop of 
'St. Andrews to be a great Man, and ;had many Gafualties of Tacks and 
Tithes to be gotten at his Hand : -Therefore, within a little While, fie 
agreed the faid Bilhop and his Brother, for certain Tithes and Tacks 
*hat the Bilhop gave him, with other Commodities that he got at the 
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Bilhop’sHand, which needs not to be rehearfed at this Time : But al- 
ways he was rellored to the Court and their Favours again ; and fo was 
the Queen’s Grace a little thereafter, that no Man purfued her, but luit 
her take her own Pleafure, becaufe fhe was the King’s Mother, 

A r this Time the Douglaffes pat fore at the Lord Linde fay, and 
thought to have forefaulted him : But he gave largely 6f his Lands to 
the Courtiers, to efcape that Envy for the prefent Time, thinking that 
Court would not laft long. Further, Biiliop James 'Beaton called the 
Douglaffes and the King to the Pafch in St. Andrews, and there made 
them great Chear and Merrinefs, and gave them great Gifts of Gold and' 
Silver, with fair Hackneys, and other Gifts of Tacks and Steedings that 
they would defire of him, that he might pacify their Wraths therewith, 
and obtain their Favours. So the King tarried there a While quiet, and 
ufed Hawking and Hunting upon the Water of Edin ; till, at the laft, 
the Earl of Angus wearied in Fife and therefore he asked Leave of the 
King to pafs to Jjfthian to fee his Bufinefs ; and left with the King Ar- 
chibald his Father’s Brother, and George his own Brother, and James 
Douglas of Farkhead, who was Captain to a Guard of Men that was 
about the King. But, within two Days, Archibald Douglas Treafurtr 
asked Leave of the King to pafs to Dundee, and do his Bufinefs there 
for one Day or two, ( Some fay he had a Gentlewoman there Whom he rode 
to vifit ) and, in like Manner, George Douglas rode Eajl to St. An- 
drews to the Bifhop, to get his Tack performed and ended at his Hands, 
as he had promifed him before ; and left with the King’s Grace James 
J)ouglas of Tarkhead, with a hundred Gentlemen with him, to wait 
upon the King wherever he paft. But when George Douglas came to St. 
Andrews, and- remained there meikle of the Day in drefling of his Bu- 
finefs, in the mean Time the King paft to the Park of Falkland, there 
to haVe hounded a Deer, and thought in his own Mind, the Time was 
convenient for him to make himfelf free at Liberty, confidering the Earl, 
and George and Archibald were all abfent at that Time out of his 
Company : Therefore he unbethougbt him of a crafty Mean, to jeo- 
pard himfelf in this Manner, as after follows : fhat is to fay , He 
called upon the Laird of Fairny , who was Fofter of the fame Wood, 
and Chamberlain of Fife at that Time, and caufed him to gar warn all the 
whole Tenants of the King’s Lands, and Gentlemen thereabout that had 
fpeedieft Dogs, that they would come to Falkland-Wood on the Morn, 
to meet him at feven Hours ; for he was determinate that he would flay 
a fat Buck or two for his Pleafure ; and, to that Effeft, gart warn the 
Cooks and Stewards to make his Supper ready, that he might go to his 
Bed the fooner, and have his Disjoin ready by four Hours ; and com- 
manded James Douglas of 5 Parkhead to pals the fooner to his Bed, and 
caufed to bring his Collation, and drank to James Douglas, faying to 
him, Lhat he jhould have good Hunting the Morn > and bade him be 
timeous ; and fyne the King went to his Bed. Then James Douglas, 
feeing the King in his Bed, wint that all had been ficker enough, and 
paft in like Manner to his Bed. 
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Whin the Watch wasfet, and all Things in Quietnefs, the King 
called on a Yeoman of the Stable, and deiired one of his Abuilziements, 
Hofe, Cloke, Coat and Bonnet, and put upon him, and flipt forth as 
a Yeoman of the Stable j and was unperceived of the Watches till he had 
pail to the Stable, and caufed faddle a Horfe for himfelf, and one led, 
and took two Servants with him, to wit, Jockie Hart a Yeopaan of the 
Stable, with another fecret Chamber- Boy, and lap on Horfe, and fpur- 
red haftily his Journey to Stirling, and wan there by the Breaking of 
Day over the Bridge, and fyne gart lleik it behind him, that no Man 
fhquld win that Paflage but Licence. Syne pail to the Caflie, and was 
received there by the Captain, who was very glad of his Coming, and 
prepaired the Caflie with all needful Things for his Coming. Syne gart- 
lleik the Gates, and drew down the Portcullies, and put the King in 
his Bed to fleep, becaufe he had ridden all that Night. ; 

W e will let him fleep in his Bed, and return to George Douglas, 
who cam? to Falkland zs. eleven Hours at Even, who required at the 
Porters what the King was doing. They anfwered and laid, 'That the 
"King was Jleeping in his 'Bed in the fecret Chamber ; and . fo faid the 
Watch-Men 01 the Guard that watched him $' and George, hearing thisj 
pafl to his Chamber to his Bed ; till, on theMorn, that the. Sun was up. 
Syne came the Baily of Abernethy, to wit, Be ter Carmichael, and 
knocked at George’s Chamber-Door, and wakened him, and fpeired 
where the King was; George anfwered and faid, He is in his Cham- 
ber Jleeping. The Bailie faid, No, he is pafl the Bridge of Stirling. 
Then George got up haftily, and put on his Clothes, and went to the 
Guard, “ana to the Porters, and fpeired for the King. They anfwered 
and faid," He was in his Chamber in his Bed. Then George went to 
his Chamber and knocked ; but none would anfwer him for the Door 
was locked, which he dang up, and found no Man therein. Then he cried, 
Fy, Treafon, the King was gone, they knew not where. Some faid, he 
Was pafl to Bflmbrigb to a Gentlewoman. Another faid, he was ridden 
to Stirling. Then George lap on Horfe to ride to Bambrigb : But, 
within two Miles, 'hi met theEarl of Rothes,' and fhew him that the 
King nqt there. * ; 

- -T hen they pafl to Falkland again-, and f odk ' Confutation what was 
heft to be done and fent a hafty Poll to the Earl of Angus, to advertife 
and fhew him the Matter, and how it flood. By this Archibald Four 
glas came -out of Dundee ; and thea j they foregathered all together, viz. 
TheEarl ', George and Archibald, and rode «ll together to Stirling to 
the King. But, when the King got Word - Of their Coming, hedent a 
Herarid of Arms to the Market-Grofs, and there,; by Sound of- Trum- 
pet-commanded the Earl of Angus , Georg e Ftfugb&s'i Archibald Fou- 
glas Treafurer, with all the reft of theirKin, -Friends and Allies^ that 
none of them Ihould come near the King, within the Space of fix Miles, 
under the Pain of Treafon. - - -••-"i - = 

This Proclamation being made, the Earl of. Angus and his Friends, 
getting Adyertifement thereof, laid their Head? together, ^apdflonfulted 
what was beft to be done concerning that Proclamation. Some, faid, it 
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was -beft to pafc forward : But the Earl and George concluded, That 
they would obey the Kingj and his Proclamations ; and returned again 
and paft backward to LithgOw, and remained a Day or two, till they 
‘ got Word from the King, who was, at that Time, right buly fending 
for bis Lords to have their Counfel : 7b Wit, .He font for the -Earl of 
Huntley ■, the Earl of Argyk , the Earl of Atbole , the Earl of Glencaitn, 
the Earls of Menteitb and Rothes , the Lord Graham, the Lord Living- 
fion , the Lord Linde fay, the Lord Sinclair , the Lord Ruthten , the 
Lord Dmrtmottd, the Lord Avendale , the Lord Ma'xwel , tbeLorcf 
Semple , the Earl of Eglintom , with Bifhop James Reason and' conve- 
ned the faid Lords at Stirling to a Council, the fecond/Day oljuly, in 
the Year One thoufand five hundred and twenty feven Years. And' there 
the King fbew to them his Mind with great Lamentations : Shewing 
to them, how he was holden in Subje&iOn, thir Years bygone^ by the 
Earl of Angus and his Kin and Friends, who opprefled the whole Coun- 
try, and Tootled it under the Pretence of Juftice and* his Authority j and 
had flafn njahy of his Lieges, Kinhnen and Friends, becaufe they would 
have had it mended at their Hands, and put him at Liberty, as he ought 
to have been, at the Counfel of his whole I^ords, and not have been lubr 
je&ed or corre&ed with no particular Men, by the reft of his Nobles ; 
therefore ( faid he ) I defire, my Lords, that I may he fatisfied of the 
faid Earl, his Kin and Friends : For I avow, fhat Scotland jfatt not 
hold us both, while I he revenged, on him and his. ; ... ,

The Lords, hearing. the Kings Complaint and. Lamentation. and 
alfo the great JR. age, Fury and Malice that he bure toward the Earl. of . 
Angus , his Kin ana Friends, they concluded all, and thought ftheft, 
.That he fhould be fummoned.to uriderly the Law ; if he fand tyot Cau- 
tion to enter, iior yet compear himfeff, that he ihould be put tp .the 
Horn, with all his Kxh and Friends, fo many as were contained- *h the 
Letters. And further^. the Lords ordained, by Advice of .his Majefty, 
that his Brother and Friends fhould be fummoned tdt find.Cautibm ro upr 
dcrly the Law within a certain Day^ or elfe to be put to the 
th'e Eari compeared not, nor none for him ; and fo was put to the Horn, ' 
with all his Kin and Friends : So many as were contained in the*Sum- 
^npns,- that compeared not,, w €f e , bamlhed, and hofden Tiaitprs* ttjthe

S c> we may fee, that all Courts oa Eafth arc not conftant, byi changc- 
fable , and no Court conftant but the Court of Heaven, wberiinlis ho Va- 
jrianj?^^ JFor this Map, *the Eatf of Angus , haying the . King and Coutt 
at his'Pleafure, thought he could never be fepamted from hisGr&ce, by 
mo Meins* Power apr Ingyne j yet, , when be , was fttodifigaa his. high- 
-eft Degree, and thinking himfelf in Tranquillity with his Prince* dread- 
ing no Trouble orCnmber to come hereafter > bcc&ufe ;he bad debated 
fo many Troubles before in his Defence, and had foughton fo criselLy be- 
fore, and made fuch Slaughter to defend his own Right and Authority 
with the- King, in Times bygone j thinking then there was ‘np MiAi to 
purfue him. ( Fhr he had win the CTpper-Hand Opon all them fhat inten- 
. ded to a^him ofP J ftPm <he Goutt, or Guiding ) Btrt when theirighty 
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God, that hath Power above all earthly Men, feeing* the- proppit Time 
of this Man’s Felicity in Court, that it was near tpent,' caufed the Court 
change, by the Expe&ation of Man, without Caufe offered to the King,' 
tacaufe banilh and forefeult this Man, as I have Ihewn to you : There- 
fore let every Man, that delires to be had in Court with the King or- 
Queen, to reign in Authority above his Neighbours, take Example of 
this Man, in the taffy Change that came of him, by any Man’s Expecta- 
tion- : Therefore, I fey, let Courtiers firft ferve God, and fyne their 
Prince j and db to their Neighbours and Brether as they would be done 
withal ; and then they Ihall obtain Favour and Mercy, and come to* 
his .Court which reigns in Glory and Felicity, Worfd without End.

The Earl of Angus-, his Kiri 
and Friends, being at the Horn, in this Manner as we have fhown of, 
the King gart make Proclamations through all his Realm, to all and 
fundfy'his Lieges, with Certification,, who received this Earl or Iris 
Friends, whatfomeVer they were, they Ihould be holden as .Traitors to 
the Crown, and Partakers of that Crime that the fa id- Earl and his 
Friends were cdnvi&ed of.

FW r x h e r, the King made Proclamations to Fife,' Angus, Strath* 
tm, Stirling-fhirc, Latbian, Merfe , and feviotdale, to compear at E- 
dbihtirgb the tenth Day of 'December, in the Year One thoufand fi ve 
hundred and twenty feyen Years, with forty Days Viftual, to pafs with 
him to fantallotm to liege the fame : And, to that Efleff, gari lend 
to the Caftle ottfkmtbar to Captain Morice , to borrow feme Artillery, 
and laid great -Pledges for the feme, becaufe the Caftle was then in the 
Duke of Al&hdfk Hand, mid the Artillery thereof his o'w'n : But it Was 
4ter at the- KtngVPleafure,' ’ when he had ought ado, and that by the 
Command of ^he fald Duke of Albany : But yet, for rt^oWng and deli- 
vering of tHCMaflie, -and Obferving or a good Order, caufed three Lords 
to pals in Pledge for the feid Artillery, till it were delivered agaify arid 
received the feme, in Manner as after follows ; float is to fay. Two great 
Canons throwri-niouthed, Mow and her Marrow, with two great Bot car'd s, 
arid two- Moyans, two Double-Falcons, and four Quartet-FalcOns, with 
their POWder and- Bullets^ 'and Gdnners fbir to ufe thetii conform to the 
K-lhg’s Pkafure.Syne paftferward to fcifitalbun, and fieged the fame the 
Spice of twenty Days $ butxhey came no Speed : Whether the Caftfe was 
fo ftrong, or "the ■ Gunneri • corrupted try the Eari of Argus’s Mermen, I 
VSririot tell- But the King fefbit, and Was cOnftrained'to' depart Home tfc 
~JEdinhurgh, J f^tho\st j a.ny SilcCcfs of VirftOry, br any Hope' df Winning rite 
ffaicf Caftle ; knd had both rifeny Men and'Horfe flainac tfie Purfuit of -the 
<fihl Caftle ; arid, at his Returning, had a -noble CaptamtjfWar llain, caf- 
!ed ; 'IDavrdEsffconer, whd’was murdered -crueHy by the Hands of rebt - 
FsOld^Doiglcfc , tkmjuhile TVeafurer, and-Ficber-BrotbertO'the fard-Early 
at whofe Slaughter the King was heavily difpleafed, fold lamented the 
fame greatly, calling all his Ingyne, that he might, , by his Counfeh to 
xrbtain the Caftle of Hantailonn, - knowing well, if he had the Caftle, 
‘thdre would be iio Refuge to the Earl, nor his Friends, in that CoUritry : 
^ There- 
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Therefore he caufed fundry Lords and Gentlemen to make Moyen with 
the laid Captain, called Simeon Pannango , promifing to him great Gifts 
and Rewards, both of Lands and Geir, with the King’s fpecial Favour,, 
and Remit of all Things bypaft to the faid Captain, his Brother, Friends 
and Servants whom be defired, except the ‘Douglaffes. 

O f thir Offers the Captain took to be advifed till a certain Day, and 
fync promifed to give the King an Anfwer, conform to his Majefty’sDe- 
fire : And, in the mean Time, the faid Captain fent to the Earl, Ar- 
chibald and George , to wit wbat was their Minds, fhewing that he. was 
evil vi&ualled, and wanted Artillery, Powder and Bullets ; and there- 
fore defired the faid Earl and his Friends to fornifh him thereof within 
a certain Day, or otherwife it were Force to him to render the forefaid 
Caftle tp the King, or others.in his Name that purfued it.

The Earl, hearing this Mefiage, was nowife content thereof, beeaufe 
he knew well he could nowife fupport him, neither with Artillery, Powder 
nor Bullets, beeaufe he had none at that Time, nor could provide none 
haftily ; nor yet could he furnifh them with Vi&uals, neither by Sea nor 
Lana, beeaufe the King had Watches on them ; that is to fay t Ships 
on the Sea, and Gentlemen on the Land, ever watching, that no Fur- 
niihing fhould come to the faid Caftle. The Captain waiting fpr an 
Anfwer of his Mafter the Ear 1, and feeing no Support to come to him 
by the faid Earl ,and his Friends, appointed with the King, and- ren- 
dred the faid Caftle to him, on thir Conditions, as after follows : That 
is to fay , That the King fhould remit the faid Captain all Offences 
done, by him to his Majefty, or otherways contrary t he Commonweal ; aqd 
fhall give a free Remiflion thereof to him and his Friends and Servants j 
and fhall grant to him all Bag and Baggage ; and the King fhall have the 
faid Caftle, with Artillery and Weapons ufed in Defence of ; the ^4 
Place ; but all other Furnifhings, as Gold, Silver, Clothing and Abuil- 
ziements and Vi&uals, fhall be the faid Captain’s, to difpoqe at his 

Pleafure* L.. ’ j 

O f this Appointment the King and the Council werp very well con? 
tent, and received the faid Caftle of Tantalhnn from Simeon the Cap- 
tain, and rewarded him according to the King’s Promife. Shortly after 
the King gart garnifh it with Men of War and Artillery ; and put.ina 
new Captain, to wit , Oliver Sinclair ; and caufed Mafons come and 
ranforce the Walls; which were left wafte before, as Trances and Tho- 
xow-Paflages ; and made all mafTy Work, to the Effeft, that it fhould 
be more able in Time coming, to any Enemies that would come to pm;- 
fije it. Syne gart make Proclamations through all the Realm, That ;no 
Man fhould fofter, favour nor fuftain no Ttovglaffes within, their Bounds 
and thereafter gart bring in their Rents, Mailt and Duties, to the Kings 
own Ufe, to the Effeft that they fhould be ppor, and have no Strength 
in Time coming. 

The VDotglaJfes feeing this, that they, on no Ways, could obtain 
the King’s Favour in Scotland , they confuted among themfelves to pafs 
5 to 
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to 'England ; where they were received thankfully with King Hary VIII. 
who luftained them very honourably a long While. 

This being done, theming hearing tell of their Abfence, gart fet 
a Parliament at Edinburgh , the twenty eighth Day of March , One 
thoufand five hundred and twenty eight Years ; and there, in Prefence 
of the King and three Eftates, the faid Earl of Angus, his Kin and 
Friends, were forfaulted, and their Lands annexed to the Crown. And 
this Forfaultry and Procefs led, as I have ffiewn you, the King paft to 
Stirling-, and there remained a Space, and changed many of his Officers, 
that is to fay , The Treafurer, Comptroller, Secretary, Mr. Houlhold, 
and many other Officers which pleafed him to renew, and placed ethers 
in their Places, that he thought more expedient. 

* 

Syne after, made a Convention at Edinburgh-, with all his whole 
Lords and Barons, to confult how he might ftanch all Theft and Rev- 
ing within his Realm, and caule the Commons to live in Peace, which 
long Time had been perturbed before, for Fault of good Guiding of an 
old King. To this Eflcft, the King made Proclamations to all Lords, 
Barons, Gentlemen, Landward-Men, and Freeholders, that they Ihould 
compear at Edinburgh-, with a Month’s Vi&ual, to pafs with the King 
where he pleafed, to danton the Thieves oiffeviotdale-, Anandale , Lid- 
difdale , and other Parts of that Country : And alfo warned all Gentle- 
men that had good Dogs, to bring them, that he might hunt in the faid 
Country, as he pleafed ; the whilk, the Earl of Argyle , the Earl of Hunt- 
ley , the Earl of Athols, and fo all the reft of the Gentlemen of the High- 
Land-, did, and brought their Hounds with them in like Manner, to hunt 
with the King, as he pleafed. 

The fecond Day of June the King paft out of Edinburgh to the 
Hunting, with many of the Nobles and Gentlemen of Scotland with him, 
to the Number of twelve thoufand Men ; and then paft to Meggitland, 
and hounded and hawked all the Country and Bounds that is to fay-, 
Orammat , Vappert-Law , St. Mary laws, Carlavirick , Chapel , Eu'in- 
doores , and Longhcpe. I heard lay, he flew, in thefe Bounds, eighteen- 
fcore of Harts. 

After this Hunting he hanged John Armftrong Laird of Kil- 
knocky , and his Complices, to the Number of thirty fix Perfons : For 
the which many &0rfr/l&-Men heavily lamented ; for he was the moft re- 
doubted *CHiftain that had been, for a long Time, on the Borders, ei- 
ther of Scotland or England. He rode ever with twenty four able Gen- 
tlemen, well horfed ; yet he never moiefted any Scotti/h-Man. But it is 
laid, That, from the Borders to Newcajlle , every Man, of whatlomever 
Eftate, paid him Tribute to be free of his Trouble. He came before the 
, King, with his forefaid Number richly apparelled, trufting that, in re- 
fpe£t of his free Offer of his Perfon, he Ihould obtain the King’s Favour. 
But the King, feeing him and his Men fo gorgeous in their Apparel, 
with fo many brave Men under a Tyrant’s Commandment, frowardly 
turning him about, he bade take the Tyrant out of his Sight, faying, 
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What wants that Knave, that a King Jhould have ? But John Arm- 
firong made great Offers to the King, That he ihould fuftain himfelf 
with forty Gentelmen, ever ready at his Service, on their own Coft, with- 
out wronging any Scottijh- Man. Secondly . That there Was not a Subje& 
in England , Duke, Earl, or Baron, but, within a certain Day, he 
ihould bring him to his Majefty, either quick or dead. At length, he 
feeing no Hope of Favour, faid, very proudly, It is lolly to feek Grace 
at a gracelefs Face : But, ( faid he ) bad I known this , I Jhould have 
lived on the ‘Borders , in iHefpite of King Hary and you both ; for I 
know King Hary would down-weigh my heft Horfe with Gold, to know 
that I were condemned to die this Day. 

T rt i s being done, the King returned to Edinburgh the twenty 
eighth Day of July, One thoufand five hundred and twenty eight Years 
and thereafter remained in the Caftle meikle' of the Winter. Syne, the 
next Summer, pail to the High-Land to hunt in Atbole, and took with 
him his Mother Margaret Queen of Scotland, and an Ambaffador of the 
Pope’s, who was in Scotland for the Time. The Earl of Athole, hear- 
ing of the King’s Coming, made great Provifion for him in all Things 
pertaining to a Prince, that he was as well lerved and eafed, with all' 
Things neceffary to his Eftate, as he had been in his own Palace of E- 
dinburgh. For, I heard fay, this noble Earl gart make a curious Palace 
to the King, to his Mother, and to the Ambaffador ; where they were 
fo honourably eafed and lodged as they had been in England, France, 
Italy, or Spain , concerning the Time, and equivalent, for their Hunting 
and Paftime ; which was builded in the Midft of a fair Medow, a fair 
Palace of green Timber, wind with green Birks, that were green both 
under and above, which was fafhioned in four Quarters, and in every 
Qyarter and Nuke thereof a great Round, as it had been a Block-Houfe, 
which was lofted and geifted the Space of three Houfe Height ; the Floors 
laid with green Scharets and Spreats, Med Warts and Flowers, that no Man 
knew whereon he zeid, but as he had been in a Garden. Further, there 
were two great Rounds in ilk Side of the Gate, and a great Portculleis of 
Tree, falling down with the Manner of a Barrace, with a Draw-Bridge, and 
a great Stank of Water of fixteen Foot deep, and thirty Foot of Breadth. 
And alfo this Palace within was hung with fine Tapeftry and Arraflcs 
of Silk, and lighted with fine Glafs-Windows in all Airths j that this 
Palace was as pleafantly decored, with all Neceffaries pertaining to a 
Prince, as it had been his own Palace-Royal at Home. Further, this 
Earl gart make fuch Provifion for the King, and his Mother, and the 
Ambaffador, that they had all Manner of Meats, Drinks and Delicates 
that were to be gotten, at that Time, in all Scotland, either in Burgh 
or Land : ‘That is to fay, All Kind of Drink, as, Ale, Beer, Wine, 
both White and Claret, Malvafy, Muskadel, Hippocras and Aquavits. 
Further, there was of Meats, .Wheat-Bread, Main-Bread and Ginge- 
Bread j with Flefhes, Beef, Mutton, Lamb, Veal, Venifon, Goofe, 
Grice, Capon, Coney, Cran, Swan, Partridge, Plover, Duck, Drake, 
Briffel-Cock and»Pawnies, Black-Cock and Muir-Fowl, Capercailies : 
And alfo the Stanks, that were round about the Palace, were full of all 
delicate Fifhes, as, Salmonds, Trouts, Pearches, Pikes, Eels, and all 
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other Kind of delicate Fifties that could be gotten in frefti Waters ; and 
all ready for the Banquet. Syne were there proper Stewards, cunning 
Baxters, excellent Cooks and Potingars, with Confessions and Druggs 
for their Deferts ; and the Halls and Chambers were prepared with coft- 
ly Bedding, Velfel and Napry according for a King ; fo that he wanted 
none of his Orders more than he had been at Home in his own Palace. 
The King remained in this Wildernefs, at the Hunting, the Space of 
three Days and three Nights, and his Company, as I have ftiown. I 
heard Men fay, it coll the Earl of Athole , e^ery Day, in Expences, a 
thbufand Pounds. 

The Ambaffador of the Pope, feeing this great Banquet and Tri- 
umph which was made in a Wildernefs, where there was no Town near 
by twenty Miles, thought it a great Marvel, that fuch a Thing could 
be in Scotland , conlidering that it was named, The Arfe of the World, 
by other Countries ; and that there ftiould be fuch Honelly and Policy 
in it, and fpecially in the High-Land, where there was but Wood and 
Wildernefs. But, moll of all, this Ambaflador. marvelled to fee, when 
the King departed, and all his Men took their Leave, the Higbland- 
Men fet all this fair Place in a Fire, that the King and the Ambaflador 
might fee it. Then the Amballador laid to the King, I marvel. Sir , 
that you Jhould thole yon fair Place to he burnt, that your Grace has 
been fo well lodged in. Then the King anfwered the Ambaftador, and 
faid, B is the Ufe of our Highland- fylen, though they be never fo well 
lodged, to bum their Lodging when they depart. 

This being done, the King returned to Dtinkel that Night ’, and, 
on the Morn, to St. Jobnftoun. I heard fay, the King, at that Time, 
in the Bounds of Athole and Stratberii, Hew thirtyfcore of Hart and 
Hynd, -with other fmall Bealls, as, Roe and Roebuck, Wolf and Fox, 
and Wild-Cats. Then the King, within a Day or two, came to Dun- 
dee, where he was honourably received, and well entertained by the 
Conftable, and the honell Burgeftes thereof, and remained there three 
Days ; and fyne pafled to St. Andrews , and his Mother with him, and 
the Ambaflador ; and there remained till the Michaelmas , and was well 
entertained by Bifliop James Heaton, and Prior Patrick Hepburn. 
Syne pall to Stirling , and remained there the moll Part of the Winter. 
Syne, the next Spring of the Year, came to Edinburgh, and founded a 
lair Palace in the Abbay of Holy-rood-hoitfe , and a great Tower to him- 
felf to reft into, when he pleafed to come. Further, he fent to Flanders 
and brought Home Artillery and Harnefs, with Powder and Bullets, 
with Picks, and all other Kind of Munition, and garnilhed his Callles 
therewith, viz. Edinburgh , Stirling, Dumbar, Dumb art oun and Hlack- 
nefs. Further, he tranflated the Palace of Lithgow , and bigged a pretty 
Palace in the Caltle of Stirling. 

I n this Year there came an Ambaflador out of England, named Lord 
William Howard, with a Bilhop with him, with many other Gentle- 
men, to the Number of threefcore Horfe, which were all able Men, and 
waled Men for all Kind of Games and Pallime, Shooting, Louping, 
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Running, Wreftling, and Calling of the Stone : But they were well 
fayed ere they pall out of Scotland , and that by their own Provocation ; 
but ever they tint : Till, at lafl, the Queen of Scotland , the King’s Mo- 
ther, favoured the EngliJ 6-Men, becaufe Ihe was the King of England’s 
Siller ; and therefore me took an Enterprize of Archery upon the Englijh - 
Mens Hands, contrary her Son the King, and any fix in Scotland that 
that he would wale, either Gentlemen or Yeomen, that the EngliJh-lAcn 
lhould Ihoot againll them, either at Pricks, Revers, or Buts, as the Scots 
pleafed. 

The King, hearing this of his Mother, was content ; and gart her 
pawn a hundred Crowns, and a Tun of Wine upon the Englffh-Mens 
Hands ; and he incontinent laid down as much for the ScottiJJj-lAzn. 
The Field and Ground was chofen in St. Andrews , and three landed 
Men and three Yeomen chofen to Ihoot againll the Englijh-Mtn, to wit, 
'David Weemyfs of that Ilk, David Arnot of that Ilk, and Mr. John 
Wedderhurn Vicar of Dundee ; the Yeomen, John ( I‘homfon in Leith, 
Steven Taburner , with a Piper called Alexander c Bailie. They lhot 
very near, and warred the Englijh- Men of the Enterprise, and wan the 
hundred Crowns and the Tun of Wine ; which made the King very 
merry, that his Men wan the Vi&ory. 

This Englijh AmbalTador got Prefence in St. Andrews , and there 
he Ihew his Commilfion from the King of England unto the King of 
Scotland ; and promifed to him, if he would come to England , and 
fpeak frith him, he lhould make him Duke of Tork, and Governor and 
Prote&or of England, and put his young Son in his Hands in keeping, 
induring his Minority. The King was very well content of his Defire, 
and promifed to Lord William, .that he lhould come when he faw Time 
convenient, and his Realm ellablilhed and put to Order, he lhould not 
foil to come to his Uncle the King of England, to meet him in what 
Place he pleafed. 

This being done, the AmbalTador pall Home to. England, with 
the King’s Anlwer v to their King, who was well content, and very glad, 
believing the King of Scotland’s Promife : But, neverthelefs, the wic- 
ked Bilhops of Scotland would not thole the King to pafs, but caufed 
him fend an AmbalTador to excufe him, that he might not come at that 
Time ; .becaufe, in the North Parts of his Realm, there was great 
Slaughter^ and he might not come till he had punilhed the fame : For 
the Bilhops conceived in their Minds, That, if King Hary met with 
our King, that he would caufe him to call down the Abbays of Scotland , 
like as he had done in England : Therefore they budded the King to 
bide at Home, and gave him three thoufand Pounds by Year to fuitain his 
Houfe, of their Benefices. 

But, in the mean Time, there rofe great Trouble and Herlhip in 
the Borders, that the King, of Force, behoved to fend his Brother, the 
Earl of Murray, to the Borders, and made him Lieutenant-General ; and 
divided the whole Realm of Scotland in four Parts,, and caufed every one 
. of 
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of them to k$ep their Quarters, which continued the Space of a Year j 
which was called by the common People, The Quarter-Roads. Yet the 
King was conftrained to fend an AmbalTador to England, named the 
Eiihop of Aberdeen-, and with him three ancient Knights, to wit , Sir 
‘David Weemyfs of that Ilk, Sir David 'Barclay of Cullernay , and Sir 
Alexander Stuart of Garleis. Thir Ambafladors fbrefaid paft with the 
King’s Commiflion, and a fecret Writing written with the Kind’s own 
Hand, and fealed on the Back thereon, that no Man ihould open the 
faid Writing till it was prefented to the King of England ; giving the 
Biihop ftrift Command, that he ihould keep the fame, fecret, and not 
reveal it to no other but to himfelf alone, and fend him Aofwer thereupon 
written with his own Hand, that neither the Council nor Secretaries, 
nor no others ihould know the Secrets betwixt them, but themfelves 
allenarly. 

The Ambafladors paft to England at the King’s Commands, and 
were well received by King Hary at London , where they prefented their 
Commiflion in the King of Scotland?* Name, together with the fecret 
Writing, in King Hary s own Hand, deliring him to keep the fame quiet 
and fecret, that no Man ihould fee it, but himfelf allenarly, and to lend 
the King of Scotland his Anfwer again thereupon, written with bis own 
Hand, like as he had done to him. Of the which the King of England 
was very glad, and promifed that no Man ihould fee the faid Writing. 

This being done, the Ambafladors paft to their Lodging, and made 
merry j till, on the Morn, they were lent for like other Ambafladors 
that were there before. The Biihop being fet in the Council conform to 
his Eftate, feeing the Board all foil of Writings, and Letters of fundry 
Ambafladors of other Countries, every one for their own Affairs, as they 
had ado $ but, in ipecial, he faw the -King’s fecret Writing lying patent 
and open to all the whole Council to read. The Biihop was angry, and 
thought the King had not done his Duty to his Mailer the King of Scot- 
land, in putting of the Writing before all the whole Council, confidering 
the Kings Promife : For this Caufe the Biihop ftart from the Board, 
and took the King of England by the Hand, and led him to the Win- 
dow, and faid to him, Sir , if it will pleafe your Majefty , if I might fay-, 
•with your Licence , you have failed to our Mafter the King ^Scotland. 
The King anfwereththe Biihop, God forbid that I do fo , to fail my Si- 
fter’s Son. By the Mafs , ere I fail to him , I rather put the Crown of , 
England in Jeopardy againft any Man that would prieve the fame : 
But if you gar me not underftand > wherein I have jailed to him , you 
ftoall be the Author of the fame Ehilure yourfelf. The Biihop anfwered, 
Sir, with your Tar don, you promifed , that the fecret Writing that I 
prefented to your Majefty, from his Majefty my Mafter , that no Man 
Jhould fee it but your own felf ; and now, Sir, it is here prefent, and 
patent before the Council, that all Men may read it that pleafe. The 
King anfwered, By the Mafs-, my Lord Bijhcp, you are all deceived 
for no Man hath feen it but my own Body ; for there is no Man yonder 
but my own Body in them, and they in me ; for there is none yonder 
that dare renounce any Lhing, under the Tain of Hanging, Quartering 
' P p and 
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and drawing, and For faulting qf their Lands j and if your King ufe 
any other privy Means , but by his Highnefs and wife Council, in the ' 
(Government of his Realm , and his own "Body, be will not reign big, 
nor have his Realm in Peace and Ref : Therefore few him , that nei- 
ther I, nor he, nor no other King, may he ruled, but by our Council, to 
do any Good, or to govern our Realm in Peace and Rejl, for maintain- 
ing of our Commonweal, and preferring of our own Bodies. 

• 

B y this the King had ended his Speech, he fat down and the Bi- 
Ihop to the Council, where all Matters were dreft, and a good Anfwer 
given to the Bilhop concerning his Coinmiffion $ but it was not haltyly 
delivered at that Time, but he remained' in England the Space of a 
Quarter of a Year. And after the Bifhop had come Home, he lhew the 
King the Manner, how he had fped in his Commiflion ; and King Ha- 
rys Behaviour touching my Lord of Angus and the Douglajfes j and faw 
the King of England was fo given to entertain them, the King took a 
great Sufpicion of them, and of their Favourers that were in Scotland 
for the Time, and fpecially of (Drumlanerick, and other of the Sirname 4 
of (Douglas . 

% J 

The Lady Glomes , at that Time, was accufed for Crimes pf Lefer 
Majefty, and convifted, and burnt upon the Qafk-Hill ©f Edinburgh. 
And, at that the Matter of Forbes was coavi&rd for the fgme 

Treafon, and juftified ; who confefied, when he died, he was innocent 
of the Crime which was laid to his Charge but he kn§w well it was the 
innocent Slaughter of the Laird of Meldrum that caafed him to die the 
Death, and not fot Treafon againft the King. 

Aster this, there was a fiqgyilar Combat bptwixt the Laird of 
(Drumlanerick and the Laird of HemfijfelJ, who provoked others in 
Barrace to fight to Death, for certain Points of Treafon Which were te- 
hearfed betwixt them. But when the Day Was fist, and they compeared 
at Edinburgh in Barrace, but unarmed pt all Parts, 2 frymtaverick being 
fojnething land-blind and faw not well, ftrak? fbftiriquflyand fo hot at his 
Marrow, while he knew not whether fie hit him or not ; in the mean Time 
the Laird of Hemp field's Sword brake betwixt his Hands \ and then the 
King gart cry to the Heraulds and Men of Arms to red them ; and fo 
they were ftanched and fought no more. And likewife there were many 
Southland-Men that appelled other in Barrace tp light before the King 
to the Dead, for certain Crimes of Lefe-Majefty. 

Further, this Year there were certain godly Men, who profefted 
the Evangel of Chrijl , that were called and accufed before the Bifoops 
and Kirk-Men, and were condemned and burnt by the King’s Gommif- 
lion at Edinburgh , One thoufand fiye hundred and thirty Years. The 
Names of them, to wit. The Vicar of i Dolour , Mr. Norman Galloway, 

David Straiton Brother to the Laird of Lauriftoun. 

/ - ‘ 

The Accufation of the Vicar pf (Dolour, and the” Articles thereof ; 
that is to fay. The Accufer, Mr. John Lawder , faying in this Manner, 
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Falfe Heretick , thou fayft it is not leiforne to Kirk-Men to take their 
Tithes, Offerings and Crofs-Puts, though me have been in, Ufe of the 
fame , conftitute and ordained by the Kirk , our Kings , and oar holy 
Fathers , the ‘Popes, have confirmed the fame. The Vicar anfwered an<J 
faid, ’Brother , I faid not fo. I faid it is not leiforne to Kirk Men to 
Spend the Teinds and the Patrimony of the Kirk , as they do, on Harlots 
and Whores, and delicate Clothings, riotous Banquetting, and wanton 
Playing at Cards and ‘Bice '■> and the Kirk riven and the Pulpit down, 
and the People not itfirutted in food’s Word, im the Sacraments duly 
minifirate to them, as the Scripture of Chrift commands. The Accpfer 
anfwerecj, Beniefi thou that ‘Thing , that is openly known in the Country , 
That thru gavefi again to the fiarijhmers , the Cow and the upmofi 
Cloath , faying. Thou hadft np Reafpn upto them ? The Vicar anfwered, 

I gave them again to. them that bad more Mifier than X of them had. 
TfieAccyfer amwered, What fayfi thou, that thou learnedft thy Pari- 
Jbouers fo pray unto God, the Pater Nofter in Englifh ; and aifo teach- 
edfi them the Belief and ten Commands in Englifh, which is- contrary 
to m u0s ? Shall the common People know any Part or Point of the 
Scripture of God in Englifh, or any Part of the Scripture be read in 
Englilh, or any Books thereupon be ufe d in Englifh ? The Yicar anr 
fwered and faid, Brother, my Parifhoners and Congregation were fo rude 
and barbarous, that they understood no Latin, that it was Force to me, 
on my Qnfcience, to teach them .and learn them the Worfs of their Sal- 
vation in Engiifh, that is to fay, The ten Commands, which is the Law 
tf God; whereby they might know their Sim, and repent, and forbear 
the fame in Time coming ', anti alfo the Belief, whereby they might 
know their Faith into God, and Jefus ChriftAw Sou bis Beatb and Re- 
fierreUion, and everlafiing Life through him. Further , I teached them 
fbe Dominical Oration, which we call The Lord’s Prayer, in their 
' own Mother Tongue ] to the FfieB, that they might know and under - 
fiord whom to tern prayed, and in whofe Marne, what they Should ask 
or defire in their ‘Prayer, and what Hope they Should have in obtaining 
the [am • Then the Arrtufer anfwered, Why ckdfi thou by our Mis and 
Conjlitutiws, and the Order and Commandment of our holy Father the 
Pope, and all the CathoHck Church ? The Vicar anfwered, Verily, 
Brother, l follow the Order, and Commandment of our Mafter and S<h 
vereign Jefus Chrift, and his Apofile Paul, who J hews , in bis Boplrine 
unto the Corinthians, in the fourteenth Chapter, faying, I had rather 
fpeak two Words t-p the Understanding and Edificatioh of the People, 
than ten thqufand Words in a Language which they undaftagd not, nor 
is not edified therewith. The Aceufer anfwered, Heretick, 'where finds 
thou that? The Vicar anfwered, Mji Prather fin royBoofi which is 
here in my Sleeve. The Accufer ftart to him, and pulled! abe Book out 
of his Sleeve, and held it up, find fhew it to the Peopleiy fftyicg, See the 
Heretick, be hath the Book hid in bis Sleeve flo, (tis here, which is 
Hetejy, and makes, all this Plea and Cumber in tbe \&iiIy;Kink, . and 
amdngthe Prelates thereof The Vicar anfwBied, Brother, you could 
Jay batter if you pleafe d ; but Gad forgive you, that cedis the true Saci-r 
pme.qfGod to he the Book of Her mb And> with this Horned: him to 
.the\iPeople, and faid unjo them., My dear ' Brethren and hearty Friends, 
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believe not this wicked Man , that calls this Hook Herefy ; for I ajfure 
you , there is nothing in this Hook , but the Latter-Will and Lejiament 
of our Saviour Chrift Jefus, written by his four Evangelifts , to our 
Learning and TnfiruUion for our Salvation in Chrift. The Accufer an- 
fwered, Heretick , thou cannot deny but the New Teftament in Englifh 
is contrary to our d&s-, and forbidden by the Hope , and is enough to 
burn tbee , fhief. Then the Council of the Clergy gave Sentence on 
him to be burnt for ufing of the fame Book, the New Tejl ament in En- 
glijh. And likewife they condemned ‘David Straiton , becaufe he would 
not abjure and burn his Faggot ; which the King defired him gently for 
to do, and procured for his Life at the' Biihops Hands, who were con- 
tent to give him the fame, if he would burn his Faggot ; which he 
would not confent to ; and therefore they burnt him. I know no Caufe 
wherefore, but he difcorded with his Parfon for not Payment of his 
Teinds. And likewife Mr. Norman Galloway was condemned and burnt. 

I know no Caufe wherefore, but becaufe he was in the Eaft Land, and 
came Home, and married a Wife, contrary to the Form of the Pope’s 
Inftitution, becaufe he was a Prieft ; for they would thole no Pricft to 
marry, but they would punifh and burn him to the Dead ; but if he had 
ufed then ten thoufand Whores, he had not been burnt. 

This being done, the King paft to the Hies, and there held Juftice * 
Courts, and punilhed both Thief and Traitor according to their De- 
merit: And alfo he caufed great Men to Ihew their Holdings, where- 
through die found many of the faid Lands in Non-Entry \ the which he 
confifcate and brought Home to his own Ufe, and afterward annexed 
them to the Crown, as ye fhall hear. Syne brought many of the great 
Men of the Ifles captive with him, futfh as, Mudyart > M^Connel, 
M‘ Loyd of The Lewis , M i Ntel- > M L Lane, M^Intofh , John Mudyart-, 
M l Kay , M l Kenzie , with many others that I cannot rehearfe at this 
Time. Some of them he put in Ward, and fome bade in Court, and 
fome he took Pledges for good Rule in Time coming. So he brought the 
Ilies, both North and South, in good Rule and Peace j wherefore he had 
great Profit, Service and Obedience of People a long Time thereafter ; 
and as long as he had the Heads of the Country in Subje&ion, they lived 
in great Peace and Reft, and there was great Riches and Policy by the 
King’s Juftice. . 

The King feeing he dantoned the North-Country and the Ifles, and 
therethrough he firnd he had great Peace and Reft,, and there was great 
Riches and Policy, by the Taking of the Headfinen of the Country, 
and putting of them in Ward ; and fo conqueft great Love of the Com- 
mons, becaufe of the Peace and Reft in his Time. And the King rejoy- 
ced when he had brought the wild Highlands and the Ifles to this Stabi- 
lity and Perfe&ion, and; fet himfelf, by all Means, to eftablifh the like 
Peace in the Borders, like ns he had done before in the Ifles : And, to 
that Effctft, charged certain great Men in the South-Borders fbrefaid, to 
enter in. Ward in the Caftles of Edinburgh Hlacknefs and Duwtbar- 
totm, there to remain during his Pleafure, to wit-, The Laird of Huc- 
eleugb was warded in the.Ckftfebf Edinburgh ; the Laird ot jobnftmn 
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and Mark Ker warded in c Dundee r with many other Gentlemen of the 
Borders, becaufe he knew well they were the Breakers of Peace ; and no- 
thing was done by the Commons by their Advice and Command, where- 
through there was great Reiff and Herlhip in the Country by thir faid 
Headfmen : But, from Time that thir were taken, and put in Captivity, 
as I have fhewn, thereafter there was great Peace and Reft a long Time j 
wherethrough the King had great Profit ; for he had ten thoufand Sheep! 
going in the Ettrick Foreft in keeping by Andrew 'Bell-, who made the 
King as good Count of them, as they had gone in the Bounds of Fife.

/In this mean Time,. there were certain Lords and Gentlemen ba- 
nifhed out of the Country for certain Crimes of Lefe-Majefty, viz. The 
Earl of Bothwell, the Mafter of Semple , the Laird of 2 'irumlanerick, 
with diverfe others. 

* 

Not long after this, the King feeing the Realm Branding in fuch 
Peace and Tranquillity, rejoyced at the fame, thinking daily that all 
Things fhould increafe more *and more : To that Effeft gart fend to 
mark , and bring home great Horfe and Mares, and put them in Parks, * 
that, of their Offspring, might be gotten to fuftain Wars in Time of 
Need. And alfo he lent to Flanders and France , and brought home 
Artillery, Powder and Bullets, with Pikes and Harnefs, and other Or- 
dinance for War. And alfo plenifhed the Country with all Kind of 
Craftfmen out of other Countries, as, French- Men, Spaniards , Dutch- 
Men and 'Englifh- Men, which were all cunning Craftfmen, every Man 
for his own Hand. Some were Gunners, Wrights, Carvers, Painters, 
Mafons, Smiths, Harnefs-Makers, Tapefters, Broudfters, Taylors, cun- 
ning Chiiurgeners, Apothecaries, with all other Kind of Craftfmen that 
might bring his Realm in Policy, and his Craftfmen apparel his Palaces 
in all Manner of Operation and Neceffaries, according to their Order, 
and gave them large Wages and Penfions yearly. 

This being done, the King fent his Ambafladors to the Emperor 
' for Marriage, viz. Sir John Camphel of Loudoun , Knight, Sir David 
Lindefay of fbe Mont , Lyon-Herauld, who were well received by the 
Emperor, and well entertained, and greatly rewarded for the King of 
• Scotland’ s Sake ; where was prefented to them two fair Gentlewomen, 
which were the Emperor’s Sifter’s Daughters, which were fair and plea- 
fant in Beauty, and feemly in their Behaviour : For the which Caufe 
the Ambafladors brought home their Pictures to the King, and prefen- 
ted them to him : How he was content therewith, I cannot tell, but the 
Marriage proceeded no further. But. the King thereafter fent to trance 
other Ambafladors for the Duke of Vendome , viz. The Laird of Er- 
skine , the Cardinal Beaton , and Sir David Lindefay of fhe Mont , who 
were well received and entertained in France by the Duke of Vendome and 
his Dutchefs, and alfo by his Daughters, and granted all Things to them, 
that they defired in the* King of Scotland's Name, concerning his Mar- 
riage ; blit yet they had no Commiflion to end, till the King faw the 
Gentlewoman himfelf: And therefore, foon after, the King feeing his 
Realm in good Reft, he dreffed himfelf haftily to France , and failed 
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there within three Days and three Nights, till he was within a Day's 
Journey to Trance : But how it happened I cannot tell, but he haftlly 
returned back again to Scotland. Some fay there were Lords and Gentle- 
men in his Company, that delired not to pafs to France, , but to marry 
with fuch as they favoured in Scotland ; when the King was Beeping, 
they caufed the Shipper to change his Courfe, and come homeward again 
to Scotland. But when the King awaked out of his Sleep, and knew 
that his Courfe was changed where he was bound, he was offended at 
them all that gave him Counfel thereunto ; but fpecially to the Shipper 
who changed his Courfe, and returned again by his Command j and, had 
it not been the more Soliftation and Moyen that was made for him, the 
King had gart hang him incontinent ; but, becaufe he had Pity and Com- 
paflion on his Wife and Bairns, he gave him Grace at that Time, but 
he came never in his Favour again, nor none of them that caufed him, 
or gave him Counfel, to turn Sail. 

The King, feeing there was no Remedy but to return to Scotland again, 
he gart land him at the neareft Port of the Weft Illes, and fyne came to the 
Ifle of Lute, his own Caftle, where he remained till he got Horfe and Men- 
to convoy him home to the Caftle of Stirling where he remained for a 
certain Space, till his Ship came about to the Frith, and remained in the 
Road of Leith till he was provided to pafk/orward to France. For the 
which Caufe he affembled his Council, Hiding to them, how he was fru- 
ftrate and pyt back again, as faid is, by evil advifed Perfons, which, at that 
Time, he would not expreme ; but he vowed, if he had Live-Days, he 
fhould recompence them, who were the Hinderers of his Journey, accor- 
ding to their Labours. Notwithftanding, he gart incontinent provide 
Ships, Men, Vi&uals and Artillery, and the beft Shippers and Mariners 
that could be gotten upon the Coaft of Scotland , to pafs in the faid Ships 
with him again to France , and caufed many of the Nobility of Scotland 
to make them ready to pafs with him within a certain Day, viz. The 
Earl of Arran , the Earl of Argyle , the Earl of Huntley , the Earl of Er- 
rol, the Earl of At hole, the Lord Maxwel, the Lord Fleming, the Lord 
' Lk'ivgjioun, the Lord Ruthven, the Lord Saltoun, the Earl of Cafftlis, 
the Earl of ftlarjhal, the Earl of Murray , the Earl of Rothes, the Ma- 
iler of Er shine, for the Lord, his Father, was there before in Ambafla- 
dry, and the Cardinal : Alio there were many Barons and Gentlemen * 
to pafs with the King at this Time. And when the King had prepared 
himfelf and his Ships, he paft to Fittenweem, and there embarked him- 
felf and his Nobles, and paft forward to France, where he arrived at the 
New haven belide SDeep. 

Assoon as the French- Men law the King of Scotland and his Na- 
vy approaching near the Land, they believed they had been Strangers or 
Unfriends, which caufed them to be affearcd, becaufe there were many 
other Strangers in his Company, whereby he feemed to be a greater Ar- 
my, which made them all to be agall in the Newhaven ; But from 
Time they faw the Red-Lyon of Scotland, they knew well it was the 
King j then they rejoyced at his Coming, when they heard Word and 
knew furely it was the King : Therefore the Word ran through the 
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Country, that the King of Scotland was landed at the Newhaven , with a 
great Army. The which Novels came haftily to the Emperor’s Camp, 
where it was lying for the Time, to the Number of fourfcore thoufand . 
fighting Men againft the King of France , whofe Lieutenant was lying 
fbrenent him in Camp of Battle, in like Manner, to the Number of 
threefcore thoufand Men, who were daily skirmiihing together ; till, at 
the laft, the Novels came to the Emperor, that the King of Scotland 
was landed at the Newhaven , befide F)eep , with a great Army, to the 
Number of twenty thoufand Men, and to fupport the King of trance 
contrary the Emperor. The Emperor, hearing thir Novels, took fuch 
Fear of the King of Scotland , that he took up his Camp and departed 
forth of that Bounds, home to his own Country. 

This being done, the King of Scotland landed himfelf and his No- 
bles, and thereafter took Poft to Far is , where he remained fhort While, 
till he paft to the Duke of Vendome to his Place, where he was for the 
Time. But the King of Scotland would not fhew himfelf openly at that 
Time, but difguifed himfelf as he had been a Servant, thinking he 
Ihould not be knows, neither to the Duke, nor to his Wife, or the Gen- 
tlewoman who ihould have been his Spoufe ; thinking, that he ihould fpy 
their Faimefs and Behaviour, and he unknown of her and her Father. 
Yet, notwithftanding, the fair Lady took Sufpicion that the King of 
Scotland ihould be in that Company ; wherefore ihe paft to her Coffer, 
and took forth his Pi&ure, which ihe had gotten from Scotland by a fe- 
cret Moyen ; then ihe knew the King incontinent, where he flood among 
. the reft of the Company, and paft peartly to him, and took him by the 
Hand, and faid, 4 Sr, you Jtand over far afide ; therefore , if it pleafe 
your Grace to talk with my Father , or me , as you think for the prefent-, 
a While for your Fleafure , you may if you will. 

The King, hearing this, was a little aihamed, that he had difguif- 
ed himfelf to be unknown, and fyne was fo haftily 'known by the Moyen 
of that Gentlewoman $ then he paft to the Duke of Vendome , and took 
him in his Arms ; and the Duke again made him due Reverence, who 
was greatly rejoyced at the King’s Coming ; and fo were all the reft of 
the Duke’s Company : And then the King paft to the Dutchefs, and 
embraced and kift her ; and fo did he to the Dutchefs’s Daughter, and to 
all the reft of the Ladies ; and fyne excufed him, why he was fo long 
unknown unto them, defiring their Pardon therefore : But he was foon 
forgiven and brought unto their Favour. Then there was nothing but 
Merrinefs, Banquetting, great Chear, Mufick, and playing on Inftru- 
ments, playing melodiouily, with Galliard, Dancing in Masks, and 
pretty Farces and Plays, all were made unto the King of Scotland , and 
all other Paftime, as Jufting and Running of great Horfe, with all other 
Pleafure that could be devifed. There was made by the Duke of Ven* 
dome a fair Royal Palace, with all eoftly Ornaments to decore the King’s 
Honour, viz. The Walls thereof hung with Tapeftry of Cloth of Gold 
and fine Silk j th% Floor laid over with green Freeze ; the Beds hung 
with Cloth of Gold ; and a Peal of Gold fet with precious Stones, which 
was hung about the King’s Head when he fat at Meat, and the Halls 
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and Chambers were perfumed with fweet Odours, which were very coftly, 
and dele&able to the Senfe. There was nothing left by the Duke of 
Vendome, that might be , done to the King of Scotland’s Honour : For 
he remained there the Space of eight Days, in great Joy and Merrinefs 
on both the Sides, and many great Tokens given and taken by the King 
of Scotland and the Duke of Vendome’s Daughter, to wit , Chains, Rings, 
Tablets, with Diamonds, Rubies, with many other precious Jewels, 
which was to their great Comfort and Joy on both the Sides. But yet 
the King and his Council thought he would do nothing concerning his 
Marriage at that Time, till he had fpoken with the King of France 
confidering. that he was in hi* Realm ; he thought he would ihew him 
his Mind, and hatfe his Counfel, ere he concluded any Thing further in 
that Matter : Therefore the King took Purpofe to pafs haftily to the 
King of Trance , where he was for the Time, to do him all Reverence 
that he could, for Love that was betwixt the Realms in Times bypaft : 
Therefore the King haftily took Poft, but few in Number with him, 
and paft where the King of Trance lay, at that Time, at his Pleafure, 
at Hunting and Hawking, and other Paftime, fuch as be thought meet 
for him, well accompanied with the Queen his Wife, and many other 
lufty Ladies, with the Queen, his Daughter, and his eldeft Son, with 
many other Lords and Barons. But when they heard tell, and law the 
King of Scotland come in proper Perfon, they all greatly rejoyced, and 
marvelled much of the King s Coming through the Sea, taking Eventure, 
confidering the Brokennefs of the Seas, and the Enemies great on every 
Side. Alio .they nur veiled of his great Diligence in taking Poft and 
coining fo haftily uiR) them, taking Fear of nothing for the Time. And 
alfoon as the ‘Dolphin faw the King of Scotland , he ran unto him, and 
got him into his Arms, and welcomed him heartfolly, and Ihew.him that 
his Father would be blyth of his Coming, confidering as it ftood with 
him at that Time : For, a little before, the Duke of Orleans , his eldeft 
Son, who was Dolphin at that Time, was poyfoned in the Chapel by an 
Italian , which made the King of Dance to be very fad : But the Com- 
ing of the King of Scotland gave him fuch Comfort, that he forgot Me- 
lancholy in Time coming. But the King of Trance was in his Chamber 
taking Reft, and knew not of the King of Scotland’s hafty Coming ; 
wherefore, the King of Scotland and the Dolphin went to the King’s 
Chamber- Door, and knocked rudely. The King enquired who it was 
that knocked fo fall to inquiet him from his Reft. The Dolphin an- 
fwered, It is the King of Scotland come to fee your Grace , and to give 
you Comfort. He, hearing thir Words, rofe from his Bed, and opened 
the Chamber-Door, and received the King of Scotland in his. Arms, 
thanking God of his great Benefits, that had taken one Son from him 
lately, yet he gave him Thanks for fending the noble Prince unto him 
to be his Son, accepting him in Love and Favour lb fervently as he had 
been his own natural Son gotten of his Body ; and commanded the Dol- 
phin his Son to wait upon him, and entertain him as his own Brother ; 
and fee that none of his Servants that came with him, but that they were 
treated and well entertained according to their Eftqfe : But the King 
tarried no longer there, but gart found his Trumpets, and all Men to 
Horfe ; and alfo gart get frelh Horfe to the King of Scotland , becaufe * 
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.he came there in Port ; ahd that Night the King came tb a Palabe OfbiS 
own, and remained there all that Night. But yet, in this mean Timej 
the King of Scotland did his due Reverence unto the Queen of France and 
her Ladies, and in fpecial to the Queen’s Daughter Magdalen-) who 
was riding in a Chariot, becaufe fhe was fickly and evil- dilpofed $ yet 1 , 
notwithllauding all her Sicknels and Malady, from Time fhe faW the 
King of Scotland , and fpake with him, fhe loved him fo, that fhe would 
have no Man on Life to her Husband, but him allenarly 5 whereof the 
Councils of France and Scotland liked nothing ; for they were certified 
by the Do&ors,' that no Succeflion would come of her Body, by reafon 
of her long Sicknels and Malady 5 and that fhe was not able to travail 
out of that Gountry to no other and if- fhe did, fhe would not have 
long Days. Yet, notwithftanding, the ardent Love that this Gentle- 
woman bure to the King of Scotland , caufed her Father, the King qf 
France-) confent unto her Marriage with the King of Scotland : And, 
to that Effect, defired the King of Scotland to confent unto it j who 
conlented unto it, for the Love he bure to the King of France 5 and allb 
he knew there was great Profit, Friendlhip and Ally to be gotten at the 
King of France’ s Hand ; and fyne, fhe being his eldeft Daughter, it was 
not good to him to refufe that honourable Offer of the King of France , to 
have his elder Daughter in Marriage, with what Pleafure and Profit he 
defired with her* 

Thir Motives, and other more, provoked the King of Scotland fo, 
that he confented unto the Marriage ; which afterwards, when he came 
to Farts , was triumphantly folemnizate with great Joy and Pleafure, as 
after follows : That is to fay-, The King and Council of France-, on 
the one Part ; and the King of Scotland and the moft Part of his Nobi- 
lity, on the other Part ; in Manner, Form and Effe&, as after follows : 
*£hat is to fay-. The King of Scotland fhould marry, and take to Wife, 
in Prefence of God and holy Kirk, Magdalen the King of France’s eldeft 
Daughter, and love her, and treat her according to her Eftatc, and give 
her honourable Living, and Lands in conjund Fie : And alfo the Bond 
of Peace contrafted with France fhould be renewed again with thir two 
Kings, to endure and ftand for ever, like as it was firft contra&ed by 
their PredeccflorS afore. And further, for Caufe of Marriage and Love 
that the King of France bure to the King of Scotland '-, he fhould content 
and pay to him the Sum of a hundred thoufand Crowns of the Sun , to- 
gether with all other neceffary Pleafuresand Defires that the King of 
Scotland would defire of him hereafter.

The King of Scotland fent for many of his Lords and Barons to come 
to France to do him Honour in the Solemnizing of his Marniage ; and 
to compear at Paris at the Day appointed to the faid Marriage in their 
beft Array, for the Honour of Scotland \ as they would do him Pleafure 
and Service. 

Thir Letters being feen by the Lords of Scotland-, both Spiritual 
and Temporal, who were well content of the fame, and were conteht tb 
obey the King their Mafter in all Points, as he had written, and made 
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them ready for to pafs to him incontioent in their heft Array, conform 
to their Eftate. The Number that paft, was, fix Earls, fix Lords, fix 
Biihops, twenty great Barons, who were moft familiar with the King. 
Thir all departed out of Scotland, and came to ‘Paris againft the Day 
appointed of the King’s Marriage, and were heartily welcomed by the 
King of France, and the Council thereof, and well entertained accor* 
ding to their Eftates. And the King of Scotland, their Matter, was 
glad of the fame, feeing his Nobles fo obedient to do him Honour to ' 
his Pleafure and Advancement. 

This being done, immediately the Marriage was folemnized at Pa- ■ 
ris, in Nofire ^Dame’s Kirk, at ten Hours before Noon, with the King 
of France and Queen, their Daughter and Council, and all the whole 
Nobility, on the one Part ; the King of Scotland, his Council and No- 
bility, on the other Part ; which was fo great a Multitude on both the 
Sides, which would be cumberfome and tedious to rehearfe : For there 
Was never fo great Solemnity and Triumph feen in France in One Day, as 
was then, fince the Time of King Charles the Main. For there was 
fuch Jutting and Turnament, both on Horfe and Foot, id Burgh and 
Land, and alfo upon the Sea with Ships ; and fo much Artillery ihot 
in all Paits in France , both on the Land and Sea, in Caftles, Towns 
and Villages, that no Man might hear for the Reard thereof : And alfo 
the riotous Banquetting, delicate and coftly Clothings, triumphant Plays 
and Feafts, with plealant Sound of Inftruments of all Kinds : And alfo 
cunning Carvers, having the Art of Necromancy, to caufe Things ap- 
pear which were not, as, Flying-Dragons in the Air, Shots of Fire at 
others Heads, great Rivers of Waters running through the Town, and 
Ships fighting thereupon, as it had been in bullering Streams of the Sea, 
fttooting of Guns like Cracks of Thunder : And thir Wonders were feen 
by the Nobility and common People. All this was made by Men of In- 
gyrte, for outfettting of the Triumph, to do the King of Scotland and the 
Queen of France their Matter’s Pleafure. 

When all the Triumph was done and ended, a little While there- 
after the King of Scotland defired to pafs Home to his own Country with 
his Qpeen Magdalen , with the reft of his Lords and Nobility that were 
with him. 

The King of France feeing this, that the Qjieen of Scottand, his 
Daughter, ana the King, would depart home to their own Country, he 
jgart incontinent prepare Ship*! and Gallies, with Vittual and Artillery, 
Shippers, Mariners and Captains, and Bands of Men of War to fquyer 
the King of Scotland knd his Queen through the Sea, that they were 
fafely convoyed and preferved by them till they came in their own Coun- 
try ; and alfo he gart prepare two great Ships with Canons, Culverings, 
Moyens, Double-Falcons, with all Kinds of other Ordinance, with their 
Powder and Bullets, and all Manner of other Weapons ordained for War. 

When thir Ships Were well prepared and ordained, the King of 
France prefentcd them to the King of Scotland , and gaye him them to 
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life as he thought good, which remained long Time in Scotland > tke 
bne of them named Lbe Salamander , the other c lbe Merijhen The 
King of Scotland had two of his own at that Time ; the one cajleci Lbt 
Marivil, the other called The Great Lyon, which were two lufty Ships 
for War. Thefe four, with other more great Ships of France , were or- 
dained to convoy the King of Scotland^ and the Queen through the Seas: 
This being done, the King of France caufed his Mr. Stabler to pafs td 
his Cuirie, where his great Horfe were, and waled a Dozen bf the beA 
of them, with all Things requifite to them, and prefent them to the 
King of Scotland '. ' Further, he gart his Matter of Armory to pafs whete 
his Harnefs was, and gart choofe Out twenty Stands ofHarnefs, that, 
were double overgilt and ennamelled, and gave unto his Son the King of 
Scotland. In like Manner, when this was done, he called on his Daugh* 
ter Magdalen the Queen of Scotland , and caufed her to pafs to his War- 
drobe with her Gentlewomen and Ladies, and bade deliver unto her what 
Ihe pleafed, of Cloth of Gold, Velvet, Satin, Damask, TaffitieS, and 
other Silks, to make her Abuilziements as Ihe pleafed : And alfo com- 
manded her to take what Hingers, or Tapeftry-Work, and Peals of Gold 
and Silk, as Ihe pleafed, or any other Jewels that he had in his War- 
drobe. Syne he gave her great Gifts bf Chains, and all Kinds of precious 
Stones, that were or might be gotten for Gold or Silver. Such Subttance 
was never feed in Scotland as this young Qpeen brought in it } for there 
was never the like in no Man’s Time in Scotland i 

All this being done, the King bf Scotland took his Leave at tim 
King of France and Qpeen, and at the whole Court and Nobility j and 
fo did his Qpeen Magdalen and her Ladies, and all the reft of his No^ 
bilitv, with great Drinking on every Side* And thus the King bf Scot* 
land departed but of France , and came to the Flewbaven befidc 5 Deep £ 
and remained a Day or two till the Wind was fair ; and fyne enbarked 
in his Navy, and pulled up Sails, and landed, at the fifth Day, at the 
Shore of Leith, being the. twenty eighth of May, with all his Navy, 
which was the Number of fifty Ships of French- Men and Scottish Men, 
and other Strangers that convoyed the King through the Sea. And when 
the Queen came in Scottijh Ground, Ihe bowed and inclined herfelf to 
the Earth, and took the Muilds thereof and kitted $. fyne thanked God 
that he had brought her fafely through the Sea with her Husband tO 
their own Country ; fyne patted to the Abbay of Holy-rood-boufe tb the 
King’s Palace, there to remain till her Triumph of Entrefs was made, 
which began to provide in all Parts of Scotland and fpecially ih Edin- 
burgh, Leith , ’Dundee, Sreicbin , Montrofe , Aberdeen , St. JobnRouni 
Stirling, Glafgow , Air , Litbgow , St. Andrews , and Cowpar of Fife. 
Thir worthy and principal Towns, that were commanded to make PrO- 
Vifion and Triumph for the King’s Coming, and his Receipt ; but, ne- 
Verthelefs, their Jby was foon altered, and Merrinefs turned td Sadncfi 
and Mourning, for Difpleafure of the Queen ; for ihe departed that fame 
Day forty Days that ihe landed, being the Fifth of July : And therefore 
all their great Blythnefs and Joy of her Coming was turned in great 
Mourning , and all the Play that filould have been made, was all turned 
in Soul-Mattes and Dirigies ; wherethrough there zcid fuch Mourning 
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through the Country and Lamentation, that it was great Pity for to fee j 
And alio the King’s heavy Moan, that he made for her, was greater than 
all the reft. * 

But we will let her reft with God, and return again to France to the 
J)uke of Vendvntt’s Daughter, who took fuch Difpleafure and Melancholy 
for the King of Scotland s Marriag'e, that file, within ihort While, took 
Sicknefs and died. But when the King of Scotland got Wit, he was hea- 
vily difpleafed therewith i and, in fhort While after, fent his Ambalfadors 
to France for Marriage, viz. The Lord Erskine , and 2 )avid Heaton 
Cardinal of Scotland and Archbifhop of St. Andrews , being Bifhop of 
Meropofe in France , and Abbot of Arbrotb. 

Thir Ambalfadors paft at the King’s Command, and by the Ad- 
vice of his Council and his Commillion, to France , for Marriage of the 
Dutchefs of Lorain , who was the Duke of Quife s Daughter j and there 
the faid Ambalfadors, with Advice of the King of France and his Coun- 
cil, agreed the Marriage in all Points, according to the King of Scot- 
land' s Pleafure ; fyne fent him Word, with all Diligence, that they had 
ended the Matter, and appointed the Day of Marriage, as the King 
their Matter had given Gommiflion j and delired to wit what was his 
Mind thereintill, and, what lhould be proceeded further in the faid 
Matter. 

The King, hearing thir Tidings, Was Very will cohtint of their Ex- 
pedition ; and gart provide haftily a Navy of Ships, and the Lord Max- 
wel Admiral thereof, with other Lords, great Barons and Gentlemen, 
to the Number of two thoufand Men, by the King’s own Houfhold ; and 
gave the Lord Maxwel Commillion to pafs to France to fee the Queen 
married > and thereafter to receive her in his Keeping, that file remain 
there no longer, but come to the Newbaven , and there embark and iliip 
fo foon as Wind and Weather may ferve. And thus the Lord Maxwel 
and his Navy and Army that palled with him lped with all Diligence* 
and hatted the King’s Commillion and Command as he had given him, 
and came and faw the Queen married j and thereafter received her, and 
brought her to the Newhaven : And, fo foon as Wind and Weather fer- 
ved, he ihipped the Queen j and fytoe pulled up Sails, and foiled to 
Scotland the neareft Way. But becaufe the Cardinal had no Charge of 
the Qjaeen in the Home-Coming, nor yet was tholed to come in the Ship 
that Ihe was in, he was difcontent, and in fpecial at the Lord Maxwel 
Admiral, whilk gendred Difpleafure afterward. 

The Queen landed in Scotland at the Place catted Fyfenefs , near 
Halcomy , where ihe remained till Horfe came to her. But the King was 
in St. Andrews , with many of his Nobility, waiting upon her Home- 
Coming. Then he, feeing that file was landed in fuch a Part, he rode 
forth himfelf to meet her, with the whole Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
with many Barons, Lairds and Gentlemen, who were convened for the 
Time at St. Andrews in their heft Array ; and received the Queen with 
great Honours and Plays made to her. And JirJl , She was received at

the new Abbay-Gate $ uponthe ,E< 2 /?-Side thereof there was made to her 
a triumphant Arch, by Sir David Lindefay of j the Mont , Lyon-He- 
rauld, which caufed a great Cloud come out of the Heavens above the - 
Gate 9 and open inftantly j and there appeared a fair Lady mdft like an 
Angel, having the Keys of Scotland in her Hands, and delivered them 
to the Queen, in Sign and Token that all the Hearts of Scotland were 
open to receive her Grace ; with certain Orations and Exhortations made 
by the faid Sir David Lindefay to the Queen, inftru&ing her to ferVe 
■her God, obey her Husband, and keep her Body clean, according to 
God’s Will and Commandments. 

• This being done, the Queen was received unto her Palace,' which 
was called The New Ltns , which was well decored againft her Coming. 
Alfo the Bilhope, Abbots, Priors, Monks, Friers, and Canons regular, 
made great Solemnity in the Kirk, with Mafies, Songs, and Playing of 
the Organs, The King received the Queen in his Palace to Dinner, 
where was great Mirth all Day till Time of Supper. 

On the Mom, the Queen paft through the Town, file few the 
31 lack-friers , the Gray-F^iers, the Old College and the New College , 
and St. Leonards ; file law the Provoft of the Town and honeft Burgefles : 
But when the- Queen came to her Palace, and met with the King, file 
confefled unto him, file never law in France , nor no other Country, lo 
many good Faces in fo little Room, as file faw that Day in Scotland : 
For fhe faid it was fhown unto her in France , that Scotland was but a 
barbarous Country, defiitute and void of all good Commodities that ufed 
to be in other Countries ; but now file confefled file faw the contrary : 
For fbe never few fo many fair Pferfonages of Men, Women, young Babes 

and Children , as file faw that Day. *

A t thir Words of the Queertthe King grfeally rejoyced, and faid to 
her, Forfooth, Madam, you Jhall fee better , plectfe God i ere you go 
through Scotland you will fee many good-like Men and Women, with 
ether Commodities that .will be to your Contentment. Then the King 
remained in St. Andrews the Space of forty Days, with great Merrinell 
and Game, as, Jufting, Running at the Lifts, Archery, Hunting, Hawk- 
ing, with Singing and Dancing in Maskery, and Playing, and all other 
princely . Game, according to a King and a Qpeen. And hereafter .the 
King departed out of St. Andrews to Cowpar of Fife , and dined there ; 
and lyne palled to Falkland, and remained there a While in Hupting'of- 
the Fallow-Deer, feven. or eight Days. Syne paft to Stirling, where, he 
was well received in the Town and Caftle, with great Mirth and Pa- 
ftimes for a Whyile : And fyne paft to Litbgow to the King’s Palace, 
and remained one Day or two there. The Qpeen confefled file had ne- 
ver feen a mqre princely Palace. And lyne he went to Edinburgh, 
where the King and Queen were honourably received, with great Tri- 
umph, in the Caftle, and in the Town, and alfo in the Palace j where 
they werg honourably propined and richly, with the Provoft and Com- 
munity of the Town, both with Spices and Wine, Gold and Silver $ 
and alfo great Triumphs, Farces and Plays, made unto the Qpeen’s 
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Grace on the Expences of the faid Town : And fo was then likewife 
in 'Dundee the Space of fix or eight Day?, very magnificently treated by 
the Town, where the Queen made her Entrefs. At thcwhilk Time, 
the Earl of Arrol was married with the Earl of Lennox \ 3 eldcft Sifter 
for the Time, by Advice of the King’s Majefty, with great Solemnity 
of Marriage, the Archbilhop of Glafgow and Caithnefs being prefent 
with the King. This was done upon the fifth Day of Augufi, in the 
Year of God preceeding. And St. Johnftom , every Man of them ac- 
cording to their Ability, received their Qyeen and Miftrefs, as it her 
came them to do. 

S9 it paft over meikle of this Year; till, at laft, the Queen’s Gface 
conceived and became with Child ;. and hereafter, when Her Time came* 
file was delivered, by God’s Grace, of a fair Son, bom at &. Andrews 
the tenth Day of the Month of One thoufand five hundred 

and thirty nine Years ; thereafter was honourably baptized with great 
Triumph and Merrinefs, as was the Ufe of the Country at that Time; 
and was ftiled James Stuart Prince of Scotland and Duke of Rjofay, and 
.was nurifbt and brought up in St. Andrews the Space of a Year there- 
after ; till that his Mother, the Qpeen’s Grace, conceived again and buit 
another Son at Stirling , in the Month of in the Year of God 

One thoufand five hundred and forty Years, and was named Robert Stu- 
art Duke of Albany , and Earl of JFife and Menteitb. 

> , ' . 

'N o T long after this, the King fet a Parliament at TLdinburgbi on 
the third Day of December, in the Year of God One. thoufand five hun- 
dred and forty Years ; wherein the King ratified and approved his gene- 
ral Revocation, the whilk he made in France, when he. came of perfeft 
Age, to wit. At the Town of Rouan$ being of the Age of twenty five 
Years ; and becaufe he was then off his own Realm, and in France for 
the Time, and had not his three Eftates there prefent with him : Tbere- 
feux, affoon as he came to Scotland , he made his Revocation of new, and 
jmfied that Thing that he had done; there, by Inftruments, he made 
it manifeft in plain Parliament, and took A&s thereupon. And alfo. he 
took the Bones of Robert Lejly, and forfaulted him for certain Crimes of 
Lefe-Majefty. Many other good Afts and Conftitutions he made in that 
Parliament. 

I n the Year following, the King took Purpofe to prep^e all his Ca- 
ftles and pleafant Places for his Pleafure, thinking that God, of his 
Grace, had lent him fuch Succeffion, that he needed not to care for no- 
thing but his own Pleafure : And fo he became infolent, and unmindful 
of God’s Benefits that he had bellowed on him ; and rather regarded his 
own Pleafure and fenfual Lull,, in the Ufing of his own particular Af- 
fairs, forgetting God’s Glory, and the Commonweal of the Country, and 
gpodly Behaviour of his Lords and Barons, not regarding their good and 
honourable Counfels ; but rather took Refpeff unto the privy Counfcls 
of his familiar Servants, mid certain Kirk-Men, as, Bilhop% Abbots, 
Priors, Canons, Monks and Friers ; who put him in fuch Belief that 
he might ufe hts Body as he plcafed, for they fhould Hand good for . his 
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Sloul. So they abufed this noble Prince, that they caufed him under* 
fikpd, That all his Lords and Barons, and all other Gentlemen that ufed 
or read the Word of God in Englijb * that they were plain Hereticks, and 
‘" hot worthy to live under a Chriftian King, nor to ferve him j but rather 
to be burnt, and their Lands confifcate.and brought to the King’s Pro* 
fit. So, with their ungodly and Papiftical Counfel, they enticed and 
abufed this noble King, and caufed him to break his Promife to his 
Uncle the King Of England. The which Promife he made by Advice 
of his gteat Earls, Lords and Barons, and, to ratify the fame, had in- 
terchanged his great Seal with England, for joyning of both the faid 
Realms in Unity and Peace in Time coming j whereof the King of .Eb- 
gland was very defirous, as may be feen by his honeft and jeaionable 
Offers, in his Commiilion! given to his Ambaffadors ; and, to that Effeft, 
came to Tork with great Provifion, to meet the King of Scotland, in the 
Year of God One thoufand five hundred and forty one Years j which Am- 
baffadort forefaid prefented their Commiilion to the King of Scotland* 
with hearty Commendations and princely Propines, which were prefented 
to the King of Scotland by the Ambaffadors, viz. Lord William How- 
ard, and the Biihop of St. ‘Davids, which they did right honotirably de- 
liver in the King of England % Name j which were heartily received by 
the King of Scotland, and that by the Counfel of his moft wife and ho- 
nourable Lords, who thought the King of England* Commiffion and 
lovely Defire to be fo reafonable, that they thought it not to be denied^ 
but rather to be granted, for .Welfare of both the faid Realms : For the 
King of England * Commiilion was nothing to derogate the King of Scot- 
land s Honour, in no Part, but rather to advance him in his nigh Ho- 
nour and Subftancc,- according to his princely Eftate : ]?or the King <jf 
England, thinking that he had no Man fo fib and tender as the King of 
Scotland? his Sifter’s Son ; nor there was no living Creature that he fa- 
voured and loved fo well, except his Son Edward, whom he thought to 
have putten in his Hands in Government and Keeping, becaufe he was 
aged, and thought his Days would not endure long : Therefore he de- 
fired afie&uoufly to fpeak with his Sifter’s Son the King of Scotland, 
that he might make him Duke of Tork, and Governor of England, and 
to put his Son into his Hands in Keeping, for the more Security of his 
Welfare, thinking the King of Scotland moft native and kindly to fup- 
port and defend his Son, it ought came to him but good : For this 
noble Prince, the King of England, had ever a Sufpicion in his Mind, 
that, when it pleafed God to take him, that fome of the greateft of his 
Lords would put at his Son Edward, and trouble him in the Brooking 
of his Authority and Realm, as they did thereafter, which is well known 
to all other Countries about : Therefore this noble King fent his own 
Hand- Writ and Commiilion unto the King of Scotland, his Sifter’s Son, 
in this Manner as I have fhewn you ; and for no other Caufe, but to 
have joyned both the faid Realms in fuch Love and Favour, that they 
fhould ever been able to haVe defended againft their Enemies, when Time 
occurred. But yet the ungodly Papiftical Bilhops, with the Abbots^ 
Monks and Friers, with all the reft of the Shavelings, took fuch Fear 
and Dreadour in their Hearts, believing, if the King of Scotland and the 
King of England met, as their Promife was? that their Profit and Glory 
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and Papiftical Kingdom Ihould go down ; becaufe the King of England 
had lately reformed and caften down the Abbays, and all the reft of the 
Idolatry, and had fet forth God’s Word to have free Paffage through. 
"England-) that God might be glorified, and the People edified therewith* 

T hi r wicked Priefts and Bifhops forefaid taking filch Sufpicion in 
their Hearts, if the two Kings met, that it Ihould become of them as 
it was of England ; therefore caft all the Ingyne and Labour that they 
might to diliolve the faid Meeting, that none Effed Ihould come thereof 
fbmetime by Craft and Ingyne, fometimes by Deceit and Falfhood, offe- 
ring to the King great Gifts of Gold and Silver, faying to him, that he 
ihould not want Gold and Silver, fo long as there was a Benefice in Scot- 
land and, to that Effed, conftitute and affigned to him, of yearly Kent 
of their Benefices, the Sum of thirty thoufand Pounds, to be taken up 
in Manner of Taxation by their Collectors, and to deliver yearly and 
freely to the King, to defend and maintain their Liberty and the Popes 
Authority. 

Y e t, for all this, the King was well minded to have kept his Promifo 
to the King of England, and that by the Advice of his Lords ; whom 
when the Priefts perceived counfelling the King in this Manner, they 
were not content therewith, and would fain been revenged on thir Lords 
and Gentlemen, whom they believed were Counfellers of the King to go 
to England to meet with his Uncle the King of England, whilk they 
defired on no Ways ihould be done j becaufe they were fleyed that the 
Thing ihould come to pafs which is pradifed now. already : ,And there- 
fore devifed a fubtile Mean againft the faid Lords and Gentlemen, to put 
them at Difcord with their native Prince and King, in this Manner as 
after follows : That is to Jay , They delated by the Gray-Friers, and 
gave up a Bill to the Kings Grace, as Hereticks, to the Number of 
thirty lix fcore of Earls, Lords, Barons, Gentlemen, and honeft Burgef- 
|es and Craft fmen ; Snd their Delation every Man at his Tail, given' out 
by the Gray-Friers unto the Biihops, and the Bifhops delivered the fame 
unto the King, faying to him in this Manner, Sir, wbat needs your 
Grace to Jbafs to England for any Subflance that King Hary may givei 
you, we Jhall caufe you to find enough at Home in your Country of Scot- 
land, fo that you will do Jufiice, as we Jhall devife, upon thir Here - 
ticks, which we have given you in Sill, who are great Readers of the 
Old and New Teftaments in Englifh, with other fundry *Points of De- 
lation which we Jhall give unto you , for we Jhall take upon us and our 
Confciences, that you may fafely have their Lands, Heritages, Pojfcffi- 
ons , and moveable Goods, whole in your Hands by Conffcation , for 
their wicked Lives , and Rebellion againft the Kirk, and our holy Fa- 
ther the Pope and bis Authority : Therefore, will you do us Jiftice, 
we jhall put into your Hands a hundred thoufand Pounds of yearly 
Rent, to augment the Patrimony of your Crown in Times coming, and to 
fttpply you in your Wars againft our old Enemies gf England, or any other 
Nation that will ajfail your Grace . And we defire no more of you, but 
that you will give us a temporal Judge, which we Jhall devife, that 
Jhall execute Juftice, and put to Execution thir wicked Hereticks, as 
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we have Jhown , to your great Honour and Profit, and to the Pleafure 
of the Kirk, and our holy Father the Pope, who, we have no 'Doubt, 
hut he will reward you right honeftly and richly, for the Maintaining of 
1 bis* Authority. - ' 

The King, hearing thir Words and falfe Enticements of thir wicked 
Biihops againft God and his Servants, nothing moved with the Love 
that he ought to God, and to his true Barons, but rather affeded to Co- 
vetoufnefs, anfwered the Biihops in this Manner, faying, My Lords , I 
would fain that ye had Juftice, that the holy Kirk might be defended 
and the Liberty thereof: therefore name and choofe a Judge at your 
own Pleafure*, whom ye think wilt execute JuJlice moft jharply and ri- 
goroufly , ' for punijhing of tbefe Hereticks , and I Jhall command him, 
and give him my Power, that whomever ye delate as a Heretick , to 
burn him, and put him to Death at your Pleafures. 

The Biihops and Kirk Men, hearing the King’s Anfwer, were well 
contented thereat, and chufed Sir James Hamilton the King’s familiar 
Servant ', for they knew him to be of their own Se&, and a blood-thirfty 
Man, having no Fear of God, but favourable to the Pope and his Reli- 
gion, more than to Chrift and his Servants ; And therefore accepted the 
Office very thankfully, and was very rejoyced that he ihould had com- 
manded him in that Authority, faying to his Grace, That he did him 
never fuch a Pleafure as to make him Judge criminal to fik unhappy 
Hereticks ; making a Vow to his Grace, That he Jhould make them hot 
Arfes, for his Pleafute and the Kirk ; believing well and furely to get 
fome Profit and Gains thereby. But God, of his mighty Power and 
Grace, flanched his Fury and Ire, and bloody Wand contrary his Ser- 
vants, which he thought to have ufed for Pleafure of the Priefts, if God 
had not ftopt his Fury : But the mighty God, feeing the Abufion of 
this King, and the Evil and Fury of his Servant Sir James Hamilton , 
that he being in the firft Degree and Familiarity with his Prince, God 
turned the Matter fo, that, by the Expectation of Man, he was taken 
and put in doleful Prifon, and foon after ihamefully juftified, as ft fhall 
hear afterwards. 

The faid Sir James Hamilton, Lord Acendale, and principal fa- 
miliar^ervant unto the King, then ftanding in his higheft Degree in the 
Court at that Time, the King direded him, in the Month ' or April, in 
the Year of God One thoufand five hundred and forty one Years, to pafs 
to the Ifle of Rofay of Pute, to reform his Caflle and Palace thereof, that 
he might remain there fome Times of the Year at his Pleafure, with his 
Court and Queen, as pleafed him beft ; and, for this Caufe, gave the 
faid Sir James three thoufand Crowns to fie Mafons for to complete his 
Work into the faid Rofay of Pute. And, on the Morrow hereafter, the 
King pall out of Edinburgh to Falkland and, as he was riding the 
Way, there came one to him, called James Hamilton, the Sheriff of Lith- 
stow’s Son. The King was afleared, and asked what was the Motion, 
Teeing that it was fo foon in the Morning, and no Man moving. But 
the faid James anfwered, I have certain Things to Jhew your Grace fe- 
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cretly, for Well of your own Life , concerning the Welfare of your own 
*Bod)\ The King turned about and anfwered the faid James, and took 
a Ring off his Finger, and gave it to him, and fai d,- Tou Jhall pafs to 
the Chequer- Houfe, where you Jhall find 4he Secretary , the Mafter, of 
Houjhold, and the Treafurer, and Jhow them thy Mind , like as thou 
would Jloow it to me, and hid them hear thee as I were prefently with 
them myfelf, and then let them do hereafter as they think good. With 
this the King paft forward to the Ferry to pafs to Fife ; and the faid 
James paft to the Chequer-Houfe, as he was commanded, at the Hour 
of nine, and there he found the Secretary, the Treafurer, the Mafter of 
Houihold, like as the King had lhown to him ', and there prefented the 
King’s Ring and Token unto them :o hear his Mind, likejts the King’s 
Grace, had commanded, as he had been prefent. The which Lords ac- 
cepted the fame, and defired him to fliow forth his Mind, as he could 
beft. Then the faid James Hamilton revealed certain Points of Trea- 
fon of Sir James Hamilton of Draphan, where that he was lundry Times 
boun to flay the King, when he might fee Opportunity of Time } and 
yet continues ftill on the fame Purpofe. 

Thir forefaid Lords hearing this Dittay given in by the faid Sir % 
James' s native Coufin and Friend, gave it the more Credit. When the 
King’s Officers had conl'ulted upon this Matter forefaid, they confented 
that they would take the faid Sir James Hamilton , and put him in Cap- 
tivity till they had the King’s Mind hereupon ; and immediately the 
King’s Officers paft, viz. The Treafurer, Secretary, and Mafter of Hou- 
ihold, and took with them the Lyon-Herauld, and paft to the faid Sir 
James Hamilton s Lodging in Edinburgh , where he was lodged, and 
took him and put him in the Caftle of Edinburgh , there to remain dur- 
ing the King’s Will. 

Whin the faid Sir James faw that he was put in the Caftle, not 
knowing any reafonable Caufe wherefore, he was heavily commoved at his 
Inputters ; and wrote unto the King’s Grace a Letter, declaring to him 
how he was handled, and put in Prifon by the King’s familiar Servants, 
and his own Companions, defiring the King’s Grace, that he might be 
‘ relieved out of Captivity to fpeak with his Grace. But when the King 
heard of his Inputting, he was not content therewith ; and wrote to the 
Captain of the Caftle to deliver him at his*Pleafure ; ihowing to him, 
That they ihould have no Thank that were his Inputters. * 

But when the Secretary, Treafurer, and Mafter of Houihold, heard 
thir Words, that the King was not content with the Inputting of the 
faid Sir James, they were fore afraid to meddle with a great Man, 
and fyne the King’s Grace not to be contented, thinking that, feme Day, 
the fame Sir James $rould quit them a Common for their Labours, if 
he obtained the Kings Pardon at that Time : Therefore they paft haftily 
to the King's Grace all three, where he was for the Time j and ihew him 
the terrible Dittay given in upon the faid Sir James, by his own Friend, 
touching the King’s own Body and fhewy if he would thole the fame 
to be unpuniihed, they faid, That they trufted he ihould not be long 
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alive. So they put the King in fuch a Fray and evil Will at the faid 
Sir James , that he came fuddenly to Edinburgh , and took him out of 
. the Caftle, and had him to the Tolbooth, and gave him a fore Affize of 
Lords and Barons ; and there he was conviCl of iundry Points of Treafon, 
and thereafter was headed and quartered, and his Lands annexed to the 
Crown. Whereof the Country marvelled meikle, that fo great a Man, 
being in fuch Authority with his Prince, was fuddenly depofed and put 
down by the Expectation of any earthly Man, thinking that it was but 
the divine Punilhmcnt upon the faid Sir James Hamilton ; for he was 
ever a Tyrant and a Bloodlhedder, and a Conquilber of Other Mens He- 
ritages, whether he had Right to them, or not ; at laft, for Pleafure of 
the Biuiops and Kirk-Men, he took in Hand to be Judge-Criminal to 
all them that were th^ Servants of God, and read the New ‘Tejtament . 

B y this we may fee, Brethren, that when Men Band in the higheft 
Degree, and greateft Credit amongft Men, misknowing their God, they 
are neareft a Fall, as we may fee well in the Book of God, in Compan- 
ion of this fame Hiftory, written in the Book of EJi her) of Haman and 
Mordecai . When the faid Haman Hood in his' higheft Degree with his 
Mafter King dfuerus, and could not be content with his poor Brethren 
the Jews) but he would purchafe a Decree from his Mafter to- put all 
the forefaid People and Servants of God to Death, and to confisk their 
Gear to the King’s Profit ; and all this he did for Envy of poor Morde- 
cai i becaufe he would not worlhip him in his Authority, contrary to his 
Confcience, therefore he caufed prepare a Gallows for him of fifty Cubits 
■high, to hang him upon ; whereon, by the mighty Provifion of God, 
and good Prayer of his Servants', he was hanged himfelf ; and his Goods, 
Gear and Lands were given to the faid Mordecai in Efcheat. Therefore 
fo fared of the faid Sir James Hamilton ; God turned his Wrath prefent* 
ly, that he bure upon his Brother, in unto himfelf, that he was depofed 
on this Manner, as we have Ihown ; and all the Servants of God were 
faved, by God’s mighty Power, both from the King and the Kirk-Men, 
and the furious Rage of this Tyrant Sir James Hamilton. But we will 
let reft with God, and return to our Purpofe and Hiftory. 

The fame Year a Storm, called Ybe Evil Stormy began the thirteen 
Day of Zuille , and continued till the tenth of April thereafter.

A t this Time the King of England came to York, there to receive 
the King of Scotland , as his Promife was : But the Bilhops would -not 
fuffer the King of Scotland to keep his Promife ; whereat the King of 
England was difpleafed, and great Wars rofe upon the Borders. 

I n this mean Time, the King of Scotland took great Sufpicion of 
his Nobles, that, on no Ways, he could reft ; thinking ever, that either 
one or other would deceive him. And, fome Times of the Night, he 
had great Vifions in his Bed j for he thought ever, That Sir James Ha- 
milton , whom he had caufed juftifie before, came and fand him Beeping, 
and pulled a Sword forth, and ftrake at him, and cutted off. his Right- 
Arm j and thereafter immediately, with the Tame Sword, cutted off his 
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Left-Ann ; and then faid to him in this Manner, 'Thou baft caufed Jlay 
me wrongotfly and unjuftly ; for I was innocent of the Crime that was 
laid to me : Though I was a Sinner againft God , yet I failed not to 
thee. Had I been as good a Servant to my Lord my God , as I was to 
thee j I had not died that Death ; Sut now, berefore , thoujhalt want 
hath thy Arms , and remain in forrowful ‘Pain for a While -, and then 
I will come and Jlrike thine Head from thee , that thou mayft want 
the Life. >, 

With' this the King awoke out of his Sleep in a great Fray, and 
lhew the fame unto his fecret Servants that were about him for the Time j 
who were therewith difpleafed and difeontent of the King’s Vifion, and 
Impediment in his Sleep, thinking that they would have hafty Tidings 
of the fame. But, on the Morrow hereafter, Word came to the King’s 
Grace, that the Prince was very lick and like to die. 

The King, hearing thir Tidings, hailed him to St. Andrews to fee 
the Manner : But, ere he came, the Prince was departed, which was 
very forrowful unto him. Notwithllanding, immediately the Poll came 
forth of Stirling to the King’s Grace, Ihewing him that 'the Duke of Al- 
bany, his fecond Son, would not live. Then the King’s Grace hailed 
him fall to Stirling to fee the Manner : But foonby he came there, the 
Duke of Albany departed, with great Mourning and Lamentation made 
for the Departing of thir two, both in forty eight Hours ; which was 
very forrowful unto the King’s Grace, and v alfo to the Queen their Mo- 
ther : But yet this Lady gave the King good Comfort, and faid that 
they were young enough, they might have more And fo file, within 
lhort Time, became with Child to the King’s Grace, comforting the 
Nobility of Scotland. 

But foon after this the Borders of Scotland began to break, with great 
Herfhips, both by Sea and Land. The King of Scotland , feeing this, 
call his Ingyne to fet a Remedy, hereunto ; and fent certain Bands of 
Men of War to defend the fame contrary the EngliJh-lAzn. ** 

Soon after he fet a Parliament at Edinburgh , the tenth of June , 
in the Year of God One thoufand five hundered and forty two; and there 
he made a new general Revocation of all Things that he had done in his 
lels Age, that might hurt the Liberty and Patrimony of his Crown : 
And alfo he approved and ratified all Things that he had done in the 
Amplifying of the Liberty of his Crown ; and fpecially of the Annexa- 
tion of the Lands, that he had annexed before to the Patrimony of the 
Crown, viz. The Lands and Lordlhips of the South Hies and the North 
Illes, with two Kintyres and their Callles, the Lands and Lordlhips of 
the Earl of Douglas , the Lands and Lordlhips of the Earldom of Angus , 
the Lands of Jedward- Foreft, the Lands and Lordlhips of Hothwel, 
the Lands of TantaUon , with all other Lands pertaining to the Earldom 
of Angus , with Donations and Advocations of Benefices ; and fiklike the 
Lands and Lordlhips of Glomes ; and alfo the Lands and Lord/hip of 
Aaendale , . with the Caflle of DraPban , . with all other Lands and Pof- 
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feflions pertaining to Sir James Hamilton , whom he had lately forfaulted 
before ; and then ratified and annexed the fame to the Patrimony of the 
Crown, and made an A& thereupon, That it ftould not he leifom to his 
Succefors whatfomerer , King,- Queen, Governor , or Regent , to difbone 
any of the faid Lands from the Patrimony of the Crown } and it fhould be 
leifom to the next crowned King to meddle with the for ef aid Lands , and 
take them again Home to his ' Vroft , and Liberty of his Crown , without 
any Procefs of Law ; and that the Occupiers and Labourers of the 
fame fhould he confirained to pay the yearly Duty and Mails of the faid 
Lands , notwithftandiug their pretended Title. 

After thir Statutes and Laws, the King took a general Taxation 
through all the whole Realm, containing five Shillings of the’ Pound 
Land ( which Sum arole to thirty thoufand Pounds Scots ) to fuftain his 
_ Men of War. 

In the Year following, the King made his Sifter’s Son, the Earl of 
Hun tley, Lieutenant of the Borders General ; and furniihed forth with 
him ten thoufand Men to defend the laid Borders, and gave him a Coun- 
feller yith him, who was a noble and ancient Lord, named Sir Walter 
Linde fay, Knight, of forphichen, and Lord of St. John, who was weU 
befeen and pra&ifed in Wars in Italy and Spain , and had foughten oft- 
times with the Tfurks in Defence of the Chriftians, in Coibpany with the 
Lord of The Rhodes ; and there he was made Knight for his valiant A&s ; 
and thereafter came in Scotland and ferved our King, and had great Cre- 
dit with him, as I have ftiewn to you before ; who gave him the whole 
Guiding and Government of his Army : Though he made his Sifters Soft, 
the Earl of Huntley, Lieutenant ; yet he commanded him to do nothing 
by this Nobleman’s Advice and Counfel, whom he commanded to have 
the Vanguard, wherever the Earl fought, or was a Bailed by the Enemies 
of England, which was haftily thereafter, as I fliall fhew how. For thir 
two Noblemen paft out of Edinburgh to the Borders, with ten thoufand 
Men, the tenth Day of July , the Year of God 154a. 

Soon after, the EngliJhTAzn, getting Wit of their Forces, adver- 
tifed the King of England thereof ; who fent to them a great Army, who 
garniihed Rerwick, Noram and Wark, and skirmifhed with the Scots 
the Space of a Month $ but they had little Vantage ', till, at the laft, 
they took Purpofe quietly to burn Jedburgh and Keif, where the Lieu- 
tenant lay and his Army $ but it was not fo quietly provided, but the 
Lieutenant had Moyen thereof, by certain Spies that knew the Englifh- 
Mens Purpofe, which was to come in the Dawning of the Day : But 
the Scots prevened the Time, and paft forth about Midnight to the Fields, 
and watched ftarkly the Englijh- Men : But, in the Break of Day, the 
Watches came and Ihew the Lieutenant, that the Englifb-Nlzn were at 
Hand, within the Space of three Scottijh Miles, with ten thoufand Men 
in Number, arrayed well in three Battles. The Leaders and Governors 
were the Earl of Angus of Scotland, and George Douglas his Brother, 
who then were banilhed in England with them in Company were my 
Lord 2 hwis and his Brother, fome of the Piercies of Northumberland \ 
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Sir Ralph Sadler , Sir Brian Lafoun, Sir John Withrington , Mr. He- 
ron ■> Sir Ralph h'ers, Sir William his Brother, with many other good 
Captains and Soldiers, whom the King of 'England trufted and gave 
Credit of his Army. 

Notwithstanding, the Lieutenant of Scotland hearing thir 
, Tidings, that the Englifh Army were fo near, with liich Men and Go- 
vernors to them as I have Ihown, took no Fear hereof, but paB manfully 
forward with his Army to meet them, and put his Men in Array and 
Order, as I fhall lhew you hereafter j giving this noble and ancient Lord 
of St. John the Vanguard for to guide, <viz. A thoufand Spears,' five 
hundred Bows, and Hagbutters, which contained two thoufand in the 
whole \ and the Lieutenant came afterward in the Battle, to the Num- 
ber of four thoufand Spears, two thoufand Bows, Swords and Haber- 
geons, which were to the Number of fix thoufand. While, at lafl 7 the 
Day-Light began to ihine, that either of the faid Armies appeared in 
others Sight ; and fo the Englifh Men perceived the Scottifh Army array- 
ed in their Sight, and they not advertiied thereof, flacked of their Cou- 
rage, and took Purpofe immediately to give Backs and flee. On the other _ 
Side,- this noble Captain Lord of St. John perceiving the fame, that the 
Englifh- Men were not able to give Battle, cried for lwift Horfes to give 
the Skirmilh j with that the Englifh- Men gave Backs and fled, whereon 
followed the noble Lord with all his Force, and Brake them down, add 
flew and took many Prifoners, to the Number of twenty four fcore Gen- 
tlemen, and ten fcore flain. This Skirmilh and Defeat of Englifh- Men 
was from our Redemption, One thoufand five hundred and forty two 
Years, in the Month of Juguft. There was taken at this Skirmilh, the 
' Lord Bows and his Brother, Mr. Sadler, Sir John Withrington , Mr. Sa- 
risbury , Mr. Heron , and fome of the Beircies of Northumberland, with 
Sir Ralph Ivers , Sir Brian Eatoun , and other Captains of the Bordfers } 
they that were flain were but Commons. 

But thir News haftily came to the King of Scotland, who was well 
rejoyced at the fame, when he heard tell that fuch a Skirmilh was be- 
twixt his Men and [Englijh-Men, trailing that he would have Peace 
therefore on the Borders, by his prefent Victory j but his Belief was de- 
ceived : For fo foon as the King of England heard thir Novels, he was 
heavily difcontented. therewith, and vowed to God Angularly, that he 
fhould have a Revenge for the fame ; and, to that Efied, fent a Heraufd 
to Scotland, and gave up Truce with the King of Scotland, who was his 
Siller’s Son, declaring to him, by his Herauld, if he would not keep his 
Promifc nor Condition with him, he lhould put fuch Order to him, as 
be put to his Father j declaring to him, That he had the felt- fame Wand 
keeping that dang his Father $ that is to fay. He had the Duke of Nor- 
folk living, that Brack the Field of Floudom, and flew His Father, with 
many of the Nobles of Scotland. . 

The King of Scotland, hearing thir Words, was heavily comrfloved 
at his Uncle the King of England, that he lbottld boafl him fo with the 
Duke of Norfolk, who was his utter Enemy, and : had done ho lefs to him 
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than'he fpake. Yet the Council of Scotland thought good to fend two 
Ambafladors to England to the King, to feel his Mind, what he was 
purpofed to do at that Time ; and alio to fee if they might pacify his 
Wrath contrary Scotland at that Time : And fo the King’s Grace, with 
Advice of his Council, direfled away two Noblemen as Ambafladors to 
the King of England, his Uncle, viz. Mr. William Stuart JBifhop of 
Aberdeen , and a noble Knight called Sir James Learmont of Darfay, 
and Mr. Houfhold to the King’s Grace of Scotland. Thir two, as fore- 
faid is, were dire&ed with a Commiflion to the King of England, deyi- 
fed by the King and his Council. 

These Ambafladors being thus dire&ed to ftay King Nary's Fury, 
when they came to the Court of England could fcarcely get Prefence for 
a long Time ; but were kept Hill without an Anfwer, till an Army of 
fifty thoufand Men of the Choice of all England was prepared, under 
the Condu& of the Duke of Norfolk , who was commanded to pafs in Scot- 
land^ and caufe the King keep his Promife, or elie give him Battle. Fur- 
ther, the King’s Grace lent a fecret Writing written with his own Hand, 
and fealed and clofed fo ftraitly as could be devifed for opening of the 
fame, that no Man Ihould fee the fame, till it were prefented to the King 
of England ’s Grace, with Di regions to thir faid AmbalTadors, that no 
Man Ihould know the faid Writing faring the two Kings by their own 
proper Perfons ; and requefting the King of England fervently, That he 
Ihould let no Man fee the faid Writing but his own proper Perfon, and 
that he Ihould write the Anfwer of the faid Writing again with his own 
Hand to the King of Scotland , like as he had done to him, for familiar 
Loye and fecret betwixt them two. 

T he AmbalTadors pall: out of Scotland , in this Manner as I have 
Ibown you, to London to King Hary ; where they were but thraftly re- 
ceived of the King and Council of England at that Time ; yet, not- 
withftanding, they prefented their Commiffion from the King and Coun- 
cil of Scotland, together with the fecret Writing prefented by Sir James 
Learmont of < Darfay, Knight, as the King of Scotland's familiar Servant, 
defiring the King’s Grace of England to keep that Writing fecret to him- 
felf, and that no Man Ihould fee the fame but his own Body, like as the 
'King his Matter had given him Command ; befeeking the King of En- 
gland's Grace to write the Anfwer of the faid Writing with bis own Hand, 
and clofe the fame, in like Manner as the King of Scotland his Matter had 
done, for Secretnefs of the King of Scotland. The which the King of 
England promifed to the faid Sir James , that no Man Ihould fee that 
Writing but his own Body, and to that he Ihould fend the Anfwer there- 
of as he defired. * 

T h i s being done, the Ambafladors paft to their Lodging j till, on 
the Morrow, the King and Council convened, and then fent for the Scot- 
tijh Ambafladors to come to the Council, like as others did that were 
Ambafladors there for the Time; fuch as, France, Spain , Denmark^ 
with others that were convened there for their leifom Bufinefs. But when 
the Council was all fet, and every Mao conform to his Degree, and all 
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Writings and Letters laid on the Board, caftan abroad to the faid Lords 
and Council o Y England to advife with, as it became them, and fyne to 
give an Anlwer thereupon conform to the Commonweal and Honour of 
their Country ; but immediately Sir James Learmont of Darfay, Knight, 
who was Ambaflador of Scotland , perceived the King of Scotland's (ecret 
Writing, that he had prefented to the King of England on the Night 
before, with fuch Dire&ion from his Mafter, as. I have lhown to you, 
that the laid Writing Ihould be kept lecret betwixt the two Kings, the 
wbilk the King of England promifed to do as the King of Scotland de- 
lired : But when Sir James faw the faid Writing lying upon the Board 
patent to every Man that pleafed, that was there for the Time, believe 
well he was very angry with himfelf, >&nd thought no lefs than the King 
of England had failed to his Mafter the King of Scotland , though he 
durft not openly fpeak the fame in Prefence of the King and his Nobility : 
But yet this Man, being of a bold Spirit, could not fuffer the Matter 
long to be unregrated to the King ; but, fo foon as he rofe from the Board, 
palled to the King’s Grace, and fell on his knees, and faid unto the King 
of England in this Manner, as after follows. Sir, if it pie afe your Ma- 
je^y, if I durft fay , with Licence and Ear don, you have not kept your 
Ercmife to our Mafter the King ^Scotland ; for his f ecret Writing that 
I prefented to you, Which you prcmifed to keep to your own felf, and 
that no Man jhould fee the fame hut your own ‘Body, which now I fee 
laid open and prefented on your Board to all Men that pie afe to Ye ad it., 

* i ' 

T h e King of England, hearing this Man’s Complaint and Ennarra- 
tion, perceived him to be wife and true in his Matter’s Commiffion, and 
fo fervent in that Caufe, anfwered him in this Manner, faying, My Heart , 
Sir James, I had rather give twenty thoufand Bounds Sterling, ere I 
failed to my Sifter's Son the King ^Scotland, your Mafter, or break 
any Eromife to him , as you alleage : And as for your Writing that you 
fee yonder open upon the Board, no Man hath feen it but my own Body ; 
for they that are yonder are my own Body, and I the Head and they 
are in me, and Iin them, in all Concltijions and Counfsls holden or gi- 
ven in England by me, fence I was King thereof and be you Jure that 
they dare not any of them Jhow any Eoint or Jot of my Secret to any 
other , for all the Gold in England. And you may affure my Sifter's Son, 
the King of Scotland, if he ufe himfelf or the Commonwealth of his 
Realm otberwife, in any fecret Manner , without the Advice of his Lords 
and neat Men and Counfellers, as I do, and make them his own Body, 
and he to be their Head, 'or elfe he Jhall have an ill-guided Realm, and 
tyne himfelf and them both, and misfair the Government and Guid- 
ment of his Country and Commonweal thereof ; and, at the laft, his 
own felf misknow him, and his Enemies Jhall overcome him , when be 
has mofi ado : Therefore I would counfel him to dif charge all privy 
Counfel, and fpecially Eriefts and Flatterers, who hindred him to fpeak 
with me , which he Jhall know them as evil Counfellers at the Length. 

S o the King of England made an End of his Communing to the 
Ambafiadors of Scotland-, and gaye them no Anfwer at that Time, but 
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Off-putting, till he had made and prepared his Army to come in Scot 
land with the Duke of Norfolk-, as ye fhall hear thereafter. 


The King of Scotland hearing of the* News fbrefaid, and getting 
Word that the King of England was preparing a great Army to come 
to Scotland with the Duke of Norfolk , and hearing no Anfwer of his 
Ambaffadors, incontinent caufed make Proclamation through all Scotland 
to all Manner of Man betwixt fixty and fixteen, both fpiritual and tem- 
poral, Burgh and Land, as well in the far Hies as firm Land, to com- 
pear at Edinburgh with forty Days Victuals on the burrow- Muir ; and 
further, to pafs with the King where he pleafed, in Defence of the Re- 
alm contrary the Englifh-Men, which were coming haftilv to invade his 
Realm ; who came in Scottifh Ground the fecond Day of October , which 
was the third Day of the King’s Convention of his Nobility at Falaw : 
Who convened there with the whole Number of his Lords and Barons, 
Gentlemen and Freeholders, and all Manner of Men betwixt fixty and 
fixteen, which gave their Mufters, and were found pumbred by the He- 
raulds fifty thoufand fighting Men, by the Vanguard, who were with the 
Earl of Huntley for the Time, together with the whole Borders of Scot- 
land. Of all weifc; counted' fixty thoufand in Number ; whereof there" 
were twenty thouf&fti Picks and Spears, and twenty thoufand with Bows 
and Habergeons, "and two-handed Swords, which was the Armour of our 
Highland-M.cn ; and alfo of Artillery and Canons, fix great Culverings,- 
fix Battars, fix Double-Falcons, and thirty Field-Pieces, and forty Carts 
with Powder and Bullets, and Piks and Spears, with all Kind of Ord- 
nance of Munition, which pertained to a Prince againft his Enemies. 
And, the fecond Day thereafter, they came to Falaw, and marched for- 
ward befide Lawder , to a Place, called The ’Barlabaugb, near the Kirk 
of Lawder ; and there came a Poft from the Earl of Huntley , the King’s 
Lieutenant, fhewing to him, that the Duke of Norfolk was coming over 
Tweed-, and fent Meffage to him, defiring Battle of the King’s Majefty, 
or elfe to keep his Promile that he had made to the King of England. 

O f thir News the King was wondrous commoved, and caufed the 
Lords to aflemble together to a Council holden at Lawder- Kirk, and 
the King fhew to them his Mind by two of his wifeft Lords $ for he 
came not himfelf to that Convention, but dire&ed his Mind to them, as 
after follows ; that is to fay , He defired of his Lords, that he might be 
revenged of the Duke of Norfolk his Enemy, who was coming in Scot- 
land to invade- him, at the King of England’s Command, with his whole 
Puilfitnce apd Ordnance againft him. 

Upon this the Lords took to be advifed, and to give the King’s Grace 
an Anfwer thereupon. The Lords falling in a Deputation in this Manner, 
faying amongft themfelves, That they could not pafs forward at that Time 
with their Honour and Confcience, becaufe of the Band that was made 
betwixt the King of England and the King of Scotland ; the which Band 
and Promife was fealed with the great Seal of Scotland-, and fubferibed 
with their own Hands ; but yet they promifed to the King, if the Duke 
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of Norfolk came forward to invade their native Country, they would de- 
fend ; but they would not pafs in England at that Time. 

This Anfwer was fent to the King by the whole Lords of the Coun- 
cil, born and repeted by the Earl of Qlencairn. But when the King 
heard this Anfwer, he was noways contented. But, in this mean Time, 
a Watch came, and fhew the King that the Duke of Norfolk was paft 
back again over Eweed, and was camped on Englijh Ground. 

0 f thir News the King was very defirous to have followed him in 
England , and to fight with him ; but the Lords would confent, on no 
Ways, thereunto, nor give their Council that the King fhould go any 
further at that Time, confidering that the Dukcof Norfolk had done no 
Skaith in Scotland at that Time ; neither burnt, nor herried, nor deftroy- 
ed any Town : Therefore they had the lefs Will to follow him on E'gfijh 
Ground to do him any Skaith, though the King was very ardent thereunto. 
Then the Lords, feeing that the King’s Mind could not be reftrained from 
Battle, and in fpecial from Battle in Englijh Ground, they laid their 
Heads together in Council, that they would not fight at that Time for 
-'the King : For there was feme of them that faid, hetwas a better Triefts 
King than he was theirs, and ufed more of the Prfofts Counfel than he 
• did of theirs : Therefore they had no Heart to fight with him in Battle j 
tut faid, it were more meritorious to hang all his fecrct Servants, and 
his familiar Counfellers, that gave him fuch Counfel contrary the Wel- 
fare of his Realm. 

This was concluded among themfelves, and declared unto the King 
by Tome of their Counfel. But when the King’s Grace was advertifed 
hereof, and knew well their Minds, he made no longer Tarry, but paft 
haftily, with his Houfhold and fecret Servants, to Edinburgh . But 
the Council and all -the whole Army continued ftill, till on the Mor- 
row that they got fure Word that the Duke of Norfolk was retired 
homeward in England j and -then the Lords pulled up their Pavilions, 
and returned homeward. Then the King of Scotland grew very corn- 
moved at the Lords, becaufe they would not pafs in England to fight 
with him againft the Duke of Norfolk , who had flain bis Father at 
Elowdoun i and vowed iingularly, that he fhould caufe them pafs in 
England , and fight, or elfe flee and fhame themfelves, or elfe Scotland 
fhould not hold him and them both : And, in his high Rage and Fury, 
made a Proclamation to all Lords, Barons, Gentlemen and Freeholders, to 
be in Readinefs, within twenty four Hours Warning, to follow the King 
where he pleafed. So, on the fifteenth Day of November , the King 
paft to ‘Peebles, and made Warning to all the Lords and Gentlemen of 
Scotland to follow him, and meet him at Peebles , and there to pafs with 
him where he pleafed : For incontinent he paft to Moffat , and fyne to 
the Water of Esk ; and then fent in his Lords and Gentlemen into En- 
gland to burn, herry and wafte the Country ; which was very fore againft 
the Lords Counfel and Will, and would, on no Ways, take the Matter 
on Hand, nor yet confent that the King fhould pafs there himfelf, to 
ufe fuch Rigour or Malice to his Mother-Brother the King of England 
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When the King faw that his Lords would} on no Ways, pleafe td 
pafs forward, nor had no Will to ferve his Appetite, he caufed to make 
a Proclamation in the Midft of his Army, and made Oliver Sinclair , 
one of his familiar Servants, Lieutenant over the faid Army ; and com- 
manded them ftraitly by the Heraulds all to obey the' faid Oliver , and 
pafs with him where he pleafed, as they would do with the King’s own 
Body : And the King'paft himlelf a little from the Army, to the Caftle 
of Lochmaben , to remain there to fee what Succefs came of his Enter- 
prise. But the Lords and Nobility of Scotland feeing his wilful Mif- 
gOYernment toward his own Commonwealth of Scotland , and that he 
would not ufe their Counfel thereinto ; but he abufed them fo, that, in 
the Place of great Earls and Lords, that ihould have been Lieutenant 
and Governor of his Army, or Battle, at this Time, he chufed one of 
his Courtiers to be Governor of his Army, and to be Lieutenant, and 
difeharged great Earls and Lords which had it before f fuch as, the Earl 
of Huntley-, the Lord of Max we l, with other great Men on the Borders : 

Thir Lords feeing this, confulted together, and faid they would, on no 
Ways,, fight under Oliver Sinclair s Banner, for they knew him not for 
a Governor of Lieutenant to them \ and concluded whole in one Pur- 
pofe, that they had rather be taken and had to King Hary 1 than for 
to abide the King’s Fury in Scotland , or Tyranny wrought on them by 
Counfel of the Priefts and Courtiers : For the Priefts, as I have fhewn 
you before, abufed the King’s Grace fo, that they put great DilTenfion 
betwixt him and his Lords, and caufed him underftand, that they were 
all Hereticks, and' Readers of the Old and New 'Te ft ament : And there- 
fore Were worthy to be burnt, and their Lands and Goods confifcate and 
brought fo the King’s Profit. Of this the Courtiers were well contented, 
and many of them confented hereunto, becayfe they were the Bifhops « 
Penfioners ; thinking, that if fuch Things came forward, they would 
get fome Cafualty thereby. 

Thus the King was abufed, and tint jnany of the Hearts of all his 
Lords} for be gave them no Credit, and they hoped no Good in his 
Hands : Therefore they tint Hearts, and had no Will to raile Fire in 
England. But the JEvg/f/^-Men, on the other Side, feeing fo great art 
Army of Scotland , coming upon them fo haftily, which was to the Num- 
ber of fifteen thoufand Gentlemen, by Borderers, coming in good Array 
like as they would have foughten } at this the £«g//$-Men were fore 
agaft at the Coming of the Scottijh-Nlen fo haftily ; and then, without 
any Manner of Warning, they convened themfelves together, that they 
lnight be advifed. But their Number was but few and fmall to theRe- 
fpeft of ScottiJh-'bAzn ; yet they were all Borderers, and could ride and 
prick well, and held the Scottijh-Mvn in pingling by their Pricking and 
Skirmilhing, till the Night came down on them ; and they were in fuch 
ftrait Ground, where they knew not the Paffages, that they could fcantly 
retire in Order as they fhould have done, and they had no Vivers, 
Horfe-Meat nor Mans-Meat, to tarry that Night, nor yet Guides to pafs 
through the Paffages^ which they might fafefy ridden ; but they retired, 
uncunningly, to a Part called ±he Stagmire , where there was no Paf- 
fage } and fyne to the Water of Esk > and there the Sea was in, and the 
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Water was four Fathom deep, where the Hoft came over ; yet, in all 
the Straits, they had no Skaith of Engli/h- Men : But, at the laft, they 
came to a Place called The Solway- Mofs, wherethrough neither Horfe 
nor Man might pafs, and there laired all their Horle, and mifchieved 
them, that Force it was to take them to their Feet : And then the En- 
glijh- Men, feeing the Scots at that Strait, cried with fo hideous Shouts 
and Cries, that they put fuch a Fear to the Scots , that they brake and 
fled ; and there were many of them taken by the Englijh-hA en, and had 
in England. So the Hoft was difperfed and fcattered abroad, and the 
Night was growing mirk upon them, that they knew not where they 
were, nor a Scott iJJj-Mzn by an Englijh- Man : And fo, by this unhappy 
Chance and Mifgovernment of the ScottiJh-hAtn, there were many ScOt- 
lijh- Men taken, and had into England as Prifoncrs, and fpecially the 
great Lords, and Barons, and Courtiers that were taken chere, and had 
to London to King Hary , who were well entertained there, as after I 
lhall fhew you ; but there were few flain, neither by Englijh nor Scots, 
but twenty five Perfons, viz. Ten Scott iJJj-hAcn and fifteen Englijh-Witn. 

Thir News coming to the King of Scotland , where he was for the 
Time, viz. In the Caftle of Lochmaben , fhewing to him how his 
Lords were taken, and his Army defeat ; then the King grew wondrous 
forrowful and penfive in his Heart, feeing no good Succefs come to him, 
neither by Chance nor Fortune, againft his Enemies. Then he began to 
remord in his Confidence, and thought the Government of his Life to- 
ward his God had the principal Caufe hereof, remembring himfelf, that 
he had broken Promife to his Uncle the King of England ; and alfo had 
tint the Hearts of all his Nobles, through evil Counfel and falfe Flatter- 
ing of his Bifhops, and the privy Counfel of his Courtiers, not regarding 
his wife Lords Counfel : He knew well that thir Caufes had the Wyte of 
his Mifgovernment and fhameful Chance that he had fuftained at that 
Journey j wherethrough he took fuch Melancholy and Difpleafure, thaf 
no Comfort, on no Ways, by no godly Man, might fatisfy him, nor 
bring him to Reft. He paft to Edinburgh , and there remained eight 
Days, with great Dolour and Lamentation for the Tinfel and Shame of 
his Lieges, which was, by Misfortune and evil Government brought to 
Shame and Diflionour ; which put the King’s Grace in Deipair that he 
could never recover his Honour again. 

This being done, the King paft out of Holy-rood-houfe to Falkland , 
and there became heavy and dolorous, that he never ate nor . drank that 
had Digeftion ; and fo he became vehement fick, that no Man had Hope 
of his Life. Then he fent for certain of his Lords, both Spiritual and 
Temporal, to have their Counfel ; but, ere they came, he was nearhand 
ftrangled to Death by extreme Melancholy. 

B v this the Poft came to the King out of Litbgow , lhowing to him 
good Tidings, that the Queen was delivered. The King enquired, whe- 
ther it was a Man-Child or a Woman. The Meffenger faid, It is a 
fair ^Daughter. The King anfwered, Adieu , Farewel , it came with 
, a La/Sy and it will pafs with a Lafs . And fo he recommended him- 
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felf to the Mercy of Almighty God, and fpake little from that Time 
forth, but turned his Back unto his Lords, and his Face unto the Wall. 

At this Time, ‘David Heaton Cardinal of Scotland , Handing in Pre- 
fence of the King, feeing him begin to fail of his Strength and natural 
Speech, held a Throch of Paper to his Grace, and caufed him to fub- 
feribe the fame ; wherein the faid Cardinal wrote what pleafed him for 
his own particular Well, thinking to have Authority and Prehemincnce 
in the Government of the Country : But we may know hereby the King’s 
Legacy was very fhort j for in this Manner he departed, as after I (hall 
fhew you. He 'turned him upon his Back, and looked, and beheld all 
his Nobles and Lords about him, and gave a ‘little Smile of Laughter* 
fyne killed his Hand, and offered the fame to all his Nobles round about 
him } thereafter held up his Hands to God, and yielded his Spirit to 
God. 

This noble Prince, if he would have ufed the Counfel of his wife 
Lords and godly Men, and ufed his Body after their Counfel, he might 
have lived, by Nature and Expectation of Man, forty Years longer than 
he did : But he departed the thirty iirft Year of his Age, the twenty 
ninth of his Reign, in the Year of God One tboufand five hundred and 
forty two Years, the twentieth Day of December, at Falkland , in his 
own Palace, and that very quietly : For few were at his Departing, ex- 
cept the Cardinal, the Earl of Argyle , the Earl of Rothes , the Lord . 
Erskine , the Lord Lindefay , the DoCtor, Mr. Michael Durie, Sir 
David Lindefay of T’be Mont , Lyon-Herauld, the Laird of Grange , 
Andrew Wood of Largo , Norman Lejly , Mafter of Rothes ; the reft 
were but his own fecret Servants. And this noble Prince, if he would 
have received the Counfel of his wife and godly Lords, and would have 
kept his Body from Harlotry, and had left the evil Counfel of his Pa- 
pins, Bilhops and greedy Courtiers, he had been the moft noble Prince 
that ever ragn in the Realm of Scotland : For he was full of Policy and 
Honefty at his Beginning, and didmany good A&s in his Realms, as, tag- 
ging of Palaces and Caftles, and fiirnifhing the Realm with good Artil- 
lery, with all other Kind of Weapons, as, Harnefs, Picks and Spears, 
•and all other Provifion for his Realm, as accords for a King and the 
Commonwealth of his Realm. But from Time he was abufed with Pa- 
piftry, and , would not fuffer the Word of God to have free PaiTage in 
his Realm, whereof he would never hear, becaufe it teaches Sinners to 
Repentance and Amendment of Life, and fpecially Idolaters and Adul- 
terers \ and the faid King, knowing himfelf to be one of thofe, he had 
the lefs Will thereof, becaufe it accufed his Confcience, if the Word 
had been truly preached. And another Caufe there was, the great Pro- 
fit that the Bilhops gave to him, by the Pope’s Men, to defend the Au- 
thority of the Kirkmens Liberty, that he, abufed through Covetoufnefs, 
confented to their wicked and 6vil Counfel againft the Evangel of Jefus 
Cbrifi , which was the principal Caufe of his evil Succefs in his latter 
Days : For the Bilhops, Priefts and Friers caufed him underftand, that 
he might take his Pleafure through all Scotland of what Gentlewoman he 
pleafed, whether Ihe were married or unmarried ; and fo to fpend his 
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Body upon them as he pleafed, contrary the Commandment of God ; 
they put him in fpclv Belief, that they fhould not impute to him any 
Sin, fo be ufed their Counfel, and defended their Liberty of the holy 
Kirk. So they^caufed him both to ufe Idolatry and Adultery ; viz. Ido- 
latry, in Hopping of Chrift’s Evangel, authorizing $he Mafs and Pilgrim 
mage, with other vain Superftition j and Adultery, in ufing other Mens 
Wives. So they abufed this noble Prince, that he tint the Favour of 
God, and Nobles of his Realm; whereat he took great Difpleaiiire and 
Melancholy, whereby he was firangled to Death, in Manner as I have 
ihown you before. Always this Prince left meikle Riches behind him, 
both of Gold, Silver, Jewels, Horfes and Ships, with many more Move- 
ables, which never came to count to any of his own, as is known to the 
whole Nobility and Lieges of Scotland. 

But we will let him' reft with God, and return to our Hiftory,- giv- 
ing a general Admonition to all Kings, Princes, or Governors, or any . 
that bruiks Authority for the Time, that they begin at Almighty God 
to let forth his Glory into the Realm ; viz . To caule preach the Word 
of God truly to the People, and caule an ecclefiaftical Difcipline to be 
ufed by the ‘Miniftcrs thereof. Next) Caufe vifit and provide for the 
Poor, and bring up the Youth at Schools, and fee that the Patrimony of 
God’s Kirk be well , paid by the temporal Men that have it in their 
Hands '■> and that it be fpended in this Manner by them that take it 
up, which is the Will of God, pronounced by the Mouth of his Pro- 
phet Matacby , in the third Chapter. This being done, God firft fervcd, 
his Glory fet forward, then ufe the civil Order conform to a godly King : 
That is to To minifter Juftice equally to great and fma 11, poor and 

lich, and reward them that do Good, and puniih them that do Evil ; 
and treat and honour the true Lords of the Realm who are godly an$ 
honeft, and ufe their Counfel ; and, in like Maimer, puniih and correct 
the greedy and covetous Lords and Barons who are Oppreflors of their 
Neighbours, difobedient both to God and their Prince. And, attour 
all Things, let Princes and Governdrs, or whofomever that brooketh 
Authority, keep his Body clean and undefiled, and pure from Harlotry 
and Avarice ; in fo doing, obeying God, as I have fpoken, I have no 
Doubt but God ihall caufe his Subje&s to obey him, in all godly and 
honeft Affairs, according to the Honour of God, and the Welfare of his 
Realm, as I have fhewn to you before : Therefore I befeek God, of his 
Mercy, to inftruft, maintain and illuminate the Hearts of all Cbrifiian 
Kings, to confides the Admonition that I have forefpoken to their In* 
ftru&ion. Amen. 
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the Year of our Lord One thoufand five hundred 
and forty three Years, in the Month of January, 
many of our Lords and Barons of Scotland were ly- 
ing captive in England, being taken at Solway-Mofs, 
and were kindly entertained by King Henry * At 
which Time Word came to England of the Death of 
King James V. whereat King Hary fighed, faying, 
Wo is me, fir there will never reign in Scotland a 
King fo fib to me, neither whom I favoured fo much, or fo qffettuoufly 
wijhed fir bis Conference, which would have turned to Joy and 'Bene- 
fit to us both , if he had not been bindred by evil Counfel. Btit when / 
the Meffenger told him that the Scott ijh Queen was delivered of a Daugh- 
ter, and no more Succeflion leff by the King, he then began to conje- 
cture that which after came to pafs, that, in regard of .the Facility of the 
Earl of Arran , next Heir to the Crown, by the Kirkmens Counfel and 
the Queen’s Procurement, being a French-Woman, the Lords of Scot- 
land would be induced to put this young Queen in the Hands of the 
french, rather than his, albeit fhe was fo near of his Blood : Wherefore 
he fet himfelf, by all Means, to bring the two Realms to an Alliance, 
and fo to Unity, Peace and Concord. To this Effe&, fie ufed the Lords 
of Scotland, his Captives, very friendly, and bountifully difmift them, 
dcfiriflg nothing of them, but that they would Band his Friends, and do 
their heft in the Council of Scotland, when Time fbould offer Occafion, 
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to bring; both the Realms to an Union, their Honours and Allegiance 
fafe. The Lords, having promifed this much, returned Home the twenty 
fifth Day of January, One thoufand five hundered and forty three. 

• 

Mea n while, the Cardinal, feeing the Earl of Arran-, who was 
neareft of the Blood-Royal, to be a facile and fimple Man, unmeet for 
Government ( as he thought ) fet himfelf to purchafe that Room of Au- 
thority and Government of the State, during the Minority of the Prin- 
cefs, by the means efpecially of the Queen-Mother, the Earl of Argyle , 
the Lord Seaton , and other his Friendsj; pretending the King’s Tefta- 
ment and Latter-Will, wherein he himfelf had been appointed Governor 
of the Realm, and Tutor to the young Queen. The Queen- Mother and 
Lords of the French Fartion favoured him highly : But the Earl of Ar- 
ran , by the Advice of his Friends, difdaining to be ftopt of his Right 
by a Prieft, joyned himfelf with the Earl of Angus , returning from Fil- 
mland after fifteen Years Banilhment, knowing him and his Brother 
Sir George to be Men of great A&ion and Experience ; whereof the 
Queen and her Fa&ion Were not well content. Hereupon both Parties 
made all the Friendlhip they could againft the next Convention of the 
Eftates, which was holden at Edinburgh , the tenth Day of February, 
in the Year forefaid. 

I n the which Convention, James Hamilton , Earl of Arran , was 
chofen Protertor and Governor of Scotland ; the Cardinal and his Faction 
appealing from this Eledion, and asking Inftruments thereupon. There, 
came alfo to this Convention a Herauld from the King of England , de- 
firing a fafe Conduft for an Ambaffador to treat with the Governor anent 
• the Affairs betwixt the two Realms. Which Defire was granted by the 
Advice of the Governor’s Counfel. There was alfo a Herauld direfled 
to England for Redelivery of the Garter and Order of St. George , in the 
whith James, the late King of Scots, had been inverted by his Uncle 
King Hary, who rewarded the Herauld richly, and fent an Ambaffador • 
after him, named Mr. Sadler, whom the Governor received very kindly. 
Heftayed three Months in Scotland, labouring for a Marriage betwixt the 
Prince of Fmgland and Princefs of Scotland, and uniting of the t wo Realms 
in perpetual Friendlhip ; whereunto the Governor and his Council hartily 
affented, and bound up the fame moft amply, under the Interchange of the 
great Seals of Scotland and England. But the Cardinal, the Kirkmen, the 
Queen- Mother, and all the French Fa&ion, being enraged hereat, la- 
tmured fo earneftly in the contrary, that the Marriage was retreated in 
plain Parliament ; the Bilhops alfo, and other Kirkmen, and the Citi- 
zens of Edinburgh, ufed the Englijh Ambaffador very diihonourably : 
Whereby King being juftly irritate, fent an Army by Sea, which . 
landed at Grantoungrange weft-by Leith , the third of May , in the Year 
forefaid, to the Number of forty thoufand Men j who, having remained 
certain Days in Leith, part up to Edinburgh, and burnt the Town, • 
and the whole Kirks thereof, with the King’s Palace of Holy-rood-houfe. 
They Ihot alfo at the Cartle $ but the Garifon ilhing forth and skirmilh- 
ing with them, they were forced to retire, leaving fome of their Ord- 
nance behind them, which yet remaineth in Scotland’, fome Part alfo 
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they broke. They took alfo the Caftle of Cralgmillar , fpoiled it, and 
burnt it, with the Villages adjacent to Edinburgh and, at their De- 
parture, burnt the Town of Leith , revenging the Dilhonour done to 
their Ambaffador. 

After their Departure, the Lords held a Convention ; and consider- 
ing that the Cardinal had been the Occafion of breaking the Amity be- 
twixt the two Realms, and of the Mifchief enfuing thereupon, refolved 
to put him in Prifon ; and while he was fitting at Table in the Council, 
they caufed Officers lay Hands upon him, and put him in a Secret Cham- 
ber \ and thereafter delivered him in Keeping to my Lord Seaton : But 
this Lord, being partly moved with the Queen’s Favour, partly allured 
by great Gifts of Gold and Silver, let him efcape : So that he raged 
more furioufly than before, with all Contempt of the Authority. He 
procured, by fecret Meffages, the Earl of Lennox to come Home from 
France , ( moved the more by the Queen’s Supplication ) promifing him 
the Marriage 6f the Queen-Mother, and Governorfhip of the Realm, in 
Place of the Earl of Arran , whom he undertook to prove to be a Ba- 
ftard. The French King, notwithftanding he highly efteemed the Earl 
of Lennox ; yet, upon thefe Realons^ be dilmift him, with Promifes of 
Affiftance. 

The Govemot, to prevent this Storm, refolved to get the young 
Queen in his Hands. But the Cardinal advertifed thereof, with great 
Gifts of Gold, drew the Earl of Argyle, and other Noblemen, to his Fa- 
ction ; who affembling to the Number of ten thoufand Men, paft to 
Lithgow, where the Queen-Mother and her Daughter were. The No- 
bility alfo being unwilling to put the young Queen in the Hands of him 
who was neareft Heir to the Crown j at length it was accorded, That 
four indifferent Noblemen, the Lords Graham , Lindefay , Erskine , and 
Livingftoun , fhould receive the young Queen and her Mother, and keep 
the Pnncefs in the Caftle of Stirlings as they would be anfwerable to 
.God, and the Eftates of the Kingdom, upon the Tain of Forfaultry, till 
further Order were taken. Hereupon the Cardinal and Governor skaled 
their Armies, and met in Lithgow '■> and, by the Queen-Mother’s Me- 
diation, were finally agreed ; and, on the Morn, paft to Stirling with 
the young Queen, to whom the whole Lords of Scotland affembling, the 
Queen was crowned the twentieth Day of Auguft , in the Year forefaid, 
with great Solemnity. 

W h e n the Earl of Lennox, who had been received by the Cardinal 
with many flattering Words, underftood - that the Governor and he were 
agreed upon all Things, repented himfelf of his rafh Enterprize. The 
Cardinal, as he favoured the Governor after his Reconciliation, as being 
-bis near Kinfinan, Son to his Mother’s Sifter j fo he would gladly have 
been rid of the Earl of Lennox with his Credit : Wherefore he moved 
-the Queen-Mother to entertain him tenderly, and hold him in Hope of 
her Marriage, and fo pacify him, till Time might work further. 

* ' * 
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The Earl of Hothwel, at the fame Time* feeing a gallant jnoog 

Nobleman, hoped for the Marriage of the Qyeen- Mother : So that 
theie two Earls daily frequented the Court, ftriyiog, in Magnificence of 
Apparel, and in all courtly Games, the one to exceed the other, speci- 
ally in the Qpeen’s Sight. But the Earl of Lennox > being well bred in 
the Wars of France, iurpaffed the other, both in Ability of Body, and 
Dexterity of Exercife. He was of a ftrong Body,, well proportionate, of 
a fweet and manly Vifage, ftraigbt in Stature, and pleafant in Behaviour. 
‘Botbwel was fair and wbitely, iomething hangs ng-feouldered and going 
forward ; but of a gentle and humane Countenance. Thde two being 
fed with fair Words for a Time, at length the. Earl Hetbwel, having 
fpent very much, was. forced to retire. * The Earl of Lennox urged the 
Queen and Cardinal to perform their Promife, or elfe to refound bin 
Lofles by his Enterprize, and rettore him whence they bad brought him. 
Of which Defire they were not content. Mean while Captain James 
Stuart of Cardonnock brought thirty thoufand Crowns fiom the Revet 
King, for furthering of the Earl of Lennox his Affairs. The Qpeen and 
Cardinal had no W ill that he fhould pafs out of Scotland , but to keep 
him dill as an Awe- Band above the Governor’s Head j and therefore they 
put him off with fair Promifes : Wherewith, at length, being irritate, he 
refolved to be avenged of their Diflimulation ', and, returning Home, be 
follicited the Earl of Angus, the Earl of Glencairn , and the whole Cu- 
ningbams , the Laird of Tillibardin, with the whole Murrays , with the 
Name of Stuart, and all his own Kiniinen and Friends, to the Number 
of twelve thoufand Men ; and came boldly to Edinburgh where the- Car- 
dinal and Governor were, and encamped betwixt Leith and Edinburgh, 
provoking them to Battle, or elfe to keep Promife. The Cardinal know- 
ing him to be a skilled Warriour, and that he had many valiant Men in 
his Company, kept himfelf quiet ; and, by Mediators, praftifed fo cun- 
ningly with the Earl of Angus , that he was moved to deal with Lennox 
to skale his Army, and to expe& that the Queen and Cardinal would 
give him foil Satisfa&ion j and having awaited three or four Days, and 
feeing no Appearance of Battle, although he was difeontent with the 
Motion, yet was conftrained to hearken to the Earl of Angus’s CounfcL 
Thereafter, perceiving himfelf to be deluded on all Haims, and fecrct 
Plots contrived again# him, hearing that fthere was a Ship landed at 
Dumbartmn from France , with thirty thoufand Crpwns, di reded to 
him? to be diftrihuted by the Advice of the Queen and Cardinal, he in- 
tercepted the fame, and fornifhed the Cattle of Glafgow with Men and 
Munition. Hereat the Queen and Cardinal, being highly difpleafed, 
perfwaded the Governor to raile an Army, and be liege the Cuffe of 
- GlafgW-> where they thought to find the Earl of Lennox. 

The eight Day of March, One thouiand five hundred and forty 
four, the Governor came to Glafgow with twelve thoufand Men, bring- 
ing fundry Canons, and other Artillery, from Edinburgh. ' The Siege 
latted ten Days, till all their Powder and Bullets were fpent : There- 
fore they pradiled with the Keepers of the Cattle to yield it, promiling 
great Rewards to them, and all who were with them. The Keepers were 
■John Stuart and William , being Sons to the Abbot of 2 Iryburgb j who, 
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knowing of no Relief, were glad of the Offer, and yielded the Caftle to 
the Governor. Not withftanding, the two Brethren fbrefaid were impri- 
foned during the Governor’s Pleafure ; and all the reft were immediately 
hanged. The Earl himfelf, being fummoned, was put to the Horn for 
Non-Compeaiance, and thereafter forfaulted. So that he, feeing no Re* 
fuge in Scotland , 2nd hearing that the French King, being poffeffed by 
the Calumnies of his Unfriends, was alienated from him, fhortly there- 
after he retired into England, where he was kindly entertained by King 
Henry ; who gave him in Marriage the Lady Margaret ‘Douglas, be- 
gotten upon his Sifter Queen Margaret by Archibald Earl of Angus. 

X w the next Parliament, the Earl's whole Vaffals and Followers were 
forfaulted ; for whofe Compofitions the Governor obtained great Sums of 
Mopey ; howbeit, he loft their Hearts for his extreme Rigour. The 
Cardinal alfo fo milled the Governor, that no Peace could be bound up 
With England, neither durft any of the Barons give any free or profit- 
able Counfel in the publick Affairs ; yea, not io much as come to Court, 
for their own Affairs, without the Cardinal’s Affurance. The EngUjh- 
Men, knowing this, entred in, both by the Faji and Weft Marches, 
and utterly fpoiled and deftroyed all before them, with great Slaughtet 
of the Inhabitants. So that many were forced to wear the Red Crofs, 
and fwear Allegiance to England. This continued all the Summer, till 
Winter came on; at which Time, having deftroyed ‘Teviotdale 7 and. 
Merfe, they took the Abbay of Coldingham, and laid all wafte as far as 
Dumbar. 

The Governor, being hereby forced to enterprise fomething, made 
Proclamations for all Men to come, provided with eight Days Vi&uals, 
to attend the Governor. So, affembling about twelve thousand Men, he 
paft to Coldingham , having with him the Earls of Angus and Sotbwel, 
the Lords Erskine, Drummond and Gray, with many other Nobles : 
But the Weather being extreme cold in the Winter-Seafon, and the Ar- 
my Banding all Night on Foot in Battle- A®ray, battering the Houfe 
with their Canon, without cffe&ing any Thing ; and a Rumour being 
fpread about the Break of Day, That the Englijh Army was coming at 
band to the Refcue ; the Governor, being jealous of many of the Noble- 
men about him, and fearing to be delivered by them into the Hands of 
the Englijh, ppfted back to Dumbar, leaving the Queen's Ordnance to 
the Danger of the Enemy ; fo that feme gave Counfel to leave them) 
Others to break theip, that they might be unprofitable to the Englifb. 
But the Earl of Angus , feeing the Hoft disbanding, faid, God forbid 
that I jhould either break the Qyeeris Canon, or leave them to the Ewe - 
my, fo long as I may breathe ; and here I vow to God, that either IJhall 
reftore them Home in Safety, or elfe die in their ^Defence. Herewith 
alighting on Foot, with his Brother and Friends, he went forward in 
Order of Battle, and convoyed the Artillery fafely to Dumbar ', for the 
Englijh, who came fall forward to encounter the Scots in their Retreat, 
feeing the Earl of Angus return in fo good Order, and knowing his Va - 
lour and Refolution, durft attempt nothing. Hereby the Earl of Angus 
pur chafed great Honour. . 
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The English- Men, with Sir Ralph leers and Sir Bryan Latoun , 
General and Lieutenant of their Army, grew fo proud of the Vi&ory, that 
they, accounting the whole Lands of Scotland by-fouth Edinburgh to be 
now fully conquered, paft to the Court to be rewarded for fo great Ser- 
vice. King Ilary, by the Perfwafion of the Duke of Norfolk , conde- 
feended to them, That, feeing they had conquered The Merfe and Te- 
viotdale , being two moft populous and fertile Countries in theie Quarters 
of Britain, and had brought all the People and Inhabitants to the En- 
glith Obedience ( although that Conqueft had flood the King above thir- 
ty thoufand Pounds Sterling ) yet he would, by Charter and Infeitment 
under the great Seal of England, give to theie two Noblemen theie two 
Sheriffdoms, with the Countries adjacent, ere&ed in two Lordlhips : 
For ( laid the Duke ) if indeed they have fully conquered tbefe Coun- 
tries, and brought them under your Obedience, they are worthy of fq 
great a Reward ', and befides, all Men Jhall hereby fee bow great Re- 
fpeB your Majeffy bath to valiant Spirits j and hereby ye jhall oblige 
thefe two Nb/emen to defend thefe Lands by all Means poffible. The 
King moreover gave them three thoufand Men, upon his own Charges, 
for Year and Day, to aflift them in Pofleffion of their Conquefl, befide 
Borderers, who would joyn with them. 

, These two Captains, being glad of their good Succefs, hafled them 
to come and take Seifin of their new Conqueft ; and, upon the eighth 
Day of March , they came to Jedburgh with an Army of five thoufand 
Men, purpoling to take Seifin of The Merfe and Teviotdale ; thereafter 
to come to Haddingtoun , and to Edinburgh if they were not ftopt. 

The Earl of Angus, feeing no Order taken for Refiftance, came to 
the Governor, and fharply reproved him, that he, ufing the only Couh- 
fel of the Cardinal and Priefts, fullered the Enemy to prevail fo far. If 
ye continue thus ( faid he ) you will be Jhortly tbruft out of all Scotland, 
or elfe forced to ftibmit your f elf as tributary 10 England. Whereas, if 
you would follow the Counfel of the Nobility, we might be able to defend 
our own, and do the Englilh one ill Turn for another ; and albeit you 
Jhould ly afide, yet I here avow to fpend my Life in the 'Qyarrel ', and 
if they come to take Seifin in my Lands , I jhall bear them Witnefs to it, 
and perhaps write them an Liftrument with Jharp Tens and red Ink. 
And whereas now, being mifguided by the evil Council of the Cardinal 
and Kirkmen , you are in Sujpicion of me and other of the Nobility yet, 
if you will follow our Counfel at this Time , we Jhall, God willing, Jhew 
your Grace a real Demonftration of the, contrary, and take a Tart our - 
[elves in our own Conclufions : Whereas your Kirkmen, when they have 
brought great Trouble on the Realm , were never prefent at the Off- 
putting thereof Go on therefore refolutely , and I Jhall adventure be- 
fore you in all Hazards j for I had rather die with Honour in the Tie- 
fence of my Country and Heritage , than live to fee the fame brought to 
Bondage . 

T h e Governor, animated with thefe Speeches, by the Earl’s Advice, 
refolded to go forward againfl the Enemy with the finall Forces which 
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were about them (the Earl and he both not exceeding three hundred Horfe 
in Company) and fent Proclamations to all the Nobility and Gentry, that 
were near, to follow him. 

T h e Enemies were come that fame Night to Jedburgh, as We have 
faid $ and hearing that the Governor was coming to lodge in Metrofs 
with fo fmall a Company, they thought all was their own, and came 
forward, in the Night, to intrap the Governor in his Lodging ; yet he, 
being advertiled, ictired back above the Bridge of Melrofs , to a Place 
called 7he $ hi els, and lodged there, by the Advice of the Earl of Angus , 
and lent forth. Trumpets to advertife the neighbour Gentlemen to meet 
the Governor at Galln bee(s in all Hafte. The Enemy, miffing the Go- 
vernor, fpoiled Melrofs, and returned towards Jedburgh. Mean time 
Norman Le-y, Matter of Rothes, and the Lord Linde fays Servants* 
and the neighbour Barons ; the Laird of Loch levin alfo, and the Gentle-, 
men of the Weft End of Fife , to the Number of twelvefcore able Men, 
having ridden all that Night, met the Governor at Gathenfide, foreanent 
Melrofs ; whereof he was very glad : And feeing the English- Men tar- 
rying a little at Libbertouns Crols to view the Scottish- Mens Array, and 
underttand their Intent j jthe Scots marched South-Weft from Melrofs 
round about Ancr-am, pretending as if they minded not to meddle with 
the Englijh ', who, marching towards Jedburgh, flayed long at 7 be 
Sandy- Cafeway, it being lb narrow that they could not march but two 
a Front. Meanwhile the Laird of Balcleugh came potting to the Go- 
vernor, fhewing him that his whole Followers were coming, with all 
Speed, within fix Miles. He counfelled the Governor to fend back all 
the Horfe to a Hill where the Artillery flood, and to draw themfelves 
into a low Place, out of the Englijh- Mens Sight j whereby the Englijh - 
Men would be perfwaded that they were fled, and would follow them with- 
out Order. Which fell out accordingly. For the Englifh- Men, believing 
that the Scots fled, purfued them fo fiift, chat they were all out of Breath. 
The firft Battle, led by Sir "Bryan Latoun and Sir Robert Bowis, had, 
in the Midft of the Battle, a thoufand Spears j and, on their right Wing, 
five hundred Hagbutters, and, on the left, five hundred Bows. Sir 
Ralph Fvers led the great Battle, containing a thoufand Spears, a thou- 
fand Hagbutters, and as many Bows. The Scots , at the Beginning, hacl> 
only three hundred Men with the Governor, and two hundred with the 
Earl of Angus. The Englijh hatted them to preveen the Flight of the 
Scots, thinking, by one Encounter, to put an End to the War. But 
they, lighting on the Ambuih of the Scots, all wearied, and out of Breath, 
albeit they were difeouraged, yet, contemning the Fewnefs of their Num- 
ber, fet upon them. The Scots had providently gotten the Advantage 
both of the Wind and Sun ( being both in the South-Weft ) fo that the 
Sun-Beams and Smoke of the Powder took all Sight from the Englifh 
befides, the Scottijh-Mens Spears were an Ell longer than the Englifh ; 
whereby the Englijh were born down before they could reach at the Scots ; 
who, encountring them mott violently, beat back the Vanguard upon the 
great Battle ; and fo, difordering both, put them to Flight, killing their 
two Leaders, Sir Ralph Fvers and Sir Bryan Latoun, and a great Num- 
ber of Gentlemen and common Soldiers, to the Number of five hundred ; 
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with the Lofs of two Scottijh-Mca, fh'm rakelefly by their own Artillery. 

There were taken a thousand, whereof eighty were Gentlemen. The 

Governor, at Night, returning to his Standard, kneeled down, and gave 

folemh Thanks to God for the unexpected ViCfory $ the like whereof hath 

fcarcely been read of, that fo fmall a Number difeomfited fo great a 

Hoft, and fo well appointed. The chief of the Captives were, Mr. 

Howard the Qyeen’s Uncle, Mr. Hutcbifon Major of Tork, the Lord 

fjoteis, Sir John Witbringtouni many of the Herons and Sellies, and 

other Gentlemen of the Borders, and Knights of great Efteem. This 

Battle was fougbten in Teviotdale, at Jncram-Muir, the ninth of March , 

One thoufond five hundred and forty five. 

* 

After the Battle, the Governor calling for the Earl of Angus, 
highly commended his Valour, Refolution and Wifdom $ and thanked 
Sir George ‘Douglas , his Brother, for his valiant Service, alluring them, 
that that Day’s Service had cleared them of all Afpcrfions of DiJloyalty, 
and Love to England , laid upon them by their Enemies. He thanked 
the Laird of 'Balcleugb alfo for his wife and fortunate Counfel. He gave 
Thanks alfo to the Mailer of Rothes, the Laird of Locblevln , and the 
<- reft of all the Gentlemen of Quality, acknowledging their honourable De- 
fervings, to their perpetual Praife. Thereafter they rode altogether to- 
wards Jedburgh > and finding on the Fields the dead Bodies of Sir Ralph, 
Ivers , and Sir Tlryan Latoun , be commanded them to be buried, dlf 
their Corps to be given to their Friends, faying, Their Taking of Seifin 
has been no lefs unfortunate than unformal. They fupped that Night 
in Jedburgh , upon the Provifion that had been made for the Englifh - 
Men ; ana, the next Day, caufed a Herauld to proclaim, that all the 
Lands of Scotland, which had been conquered by King Hary , were now 
redeemed by the Help of God : And -therefore, that all that had been 
forced to take on the Red Crofs , as Subjeds to England, ihould now re- 
nounce the fame, and return to their due Allegiance to the Crown of 
Scotland, and have a Remifiion for all bygone. Some counftlled the Go- 
vernor to ride forward to Work and Ndrbam, which were forfoken bv the 
Englijb-Men for Fear : But, in regard of the fmall Number, and Want 
■ of Artillery, he returned to Edinburgh. 

K i nc Hary, hearing of this Difcomfiture, was highly difeontent ; 
but he was encouraged by the Duke of Norfolk putting him in Mind of 
the variable Succefs of Battles, according to God’s Providence ; that, as 
the Scots had gotten the better now, fo the next ( as ofitimes before ) 
fbould foil to them ; that there were Men enough to the Fore in En- 
gland. Hereby the King being confirmed, without any Fear of the 
Scots, paft forward to France to have his Penfion. 

There was an AmbafTador, at this Time, font from Scotland to 
France, to fliew the King what had befallen, and to crave Supply from 
bum againfl the King of England, whom they exposed to come in Re- 
venge of this Overthrow. This Ambafiador had alfo Commiflion to ac- 
cufe the Earl of Lennetc, that he had broken the King’s Dire&ioo ; efpe- 
. dally in the Daftribotion of the Money which the King had font, and 
* to 
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to lay many other falfc Aceufations to his Charge, to make him odious 
to the ’French King. 


The King of France , informed of the King of England' s Enter- 
prize againft him, Cent, notwithstanding, Monfieur Mongmery de Larger 
with a -hundred Men at Anns, and three thoufand Footmen, to confirm 
the Scotrififib/lsn, and to jaife an Army in Scotland-, to draw back the 
EngUJb King out of France-, and to try the Caufe of the Earl of Lennox 
his Banilhment. He landed in Scotland the ninth Day of July-, in the 
Year foreSaid ; and, Shewing his Letters to the Council and Governor 
procured an Army of the beft of the Nobility and Gentry, to be haft^ ' 
levied, to the Number of fifteen thouland Men ; who, convening at faa- 
dtijgtoun , joyned with the French , and paft forward to ‘Bargany-Faugh » 
over againft Wark, where they encamped the Space of ten jf*y s 5 and 
fending forth, every Day, a Paft of the Hoft, they wafted and*! 50 *!®* a U 
within Six Miles. The French- Men and my Lord Hume carneftly 
with the Governor to pafs over ‘Tweed-, and beSiege WarT ® ut he refu- 
fed, in refpeft he was dcftitute of great Artillery, and^Ber Neceflaries 
for a Siege. So the Army disbanded the twelfth Ey dugtfft , One 

thoufand five hundred and forty five. Some of tY French-ULtn ftayed 
in Edinburgh , fome were Sent to St. Andrews t' wru)ter * 

Motfieur de Large went to Stirling to be ane _ ot the Earl of 

Lennox his Banishment : And, having re<^ vec * c ^ r Information of all 
Things by fuch as knew the Matter perf*v> “ e Sharply reproved the 
Cardinal, That, contrary his Promile thereby he allured that young 
Nobleman to leave France , where V lv f® great Credit, he had moc- 

ked and difappointed him. Hew? 0 ,”® Cardiol, enraged, after hot 
Words, gave Monfieur de Large ^ beforc the Qpeen s Prefence ; who 
immediately returned the Caru^ a Box the Ear ; and, if other Men 
had not parted them, he hadP^k"^ ftabbed him, called him Fafje 
Whore's Son Fried, who ha, m . ade *B® French King to Spend his Money 
in vain, and, bv his falie ^*tioos, had put the Earl out of his Favour. 
And albeit the Queen er^ * h ' *» give PUce % . Tune, 

tiU fte might reacmcij''™ Matte' ; yet Monfieur ie Lorgt w«»W setter 
content thereto, nor “W «*■*» « the Town or Palace where the Car. 
j; na l va8 g ut jfj-'rfe of his Men were kindly entreated and propined 
with Hories and iaw ^ 8 Ft- Andrews , till much of the Winter was 
at what T° e Be returned Home with them to France. 

The Carnal, perceiving his Favour with the Qgeen and Governor 
to be di an iShed, and the Earl of Angus to be highly advanced for hi* 
Valour^d Wifdom, he fet his Intent to bind the Governor to bfeOpi- 
mon, x °d procured his eldeft Son, as alio my Lord Rjitbven, and fun- 
dry iher Gentlemen their Sons to be given him to be kept at St. Andrews , 
as /toftages and Pledges, that the Governor fhould be ruled bytheCar- 
< jnal in all Afiairs of the State. To this Effeft, he invited him to St. 
Andrews to Yule, where he entertained him moft fumptuoufly the Space 
of twenty Days. After which he held a Council with the Clergy, in the 

Slack-Friers at Edinburgh, the twenty fixth of January , One thou- 

sand 
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fand five hundred forty fix, for eftablifhing the ancient Liberty of the 
Kirk, and Reformation of lome notorious Faults of the Clergy.

These Purpofes taking fmall Effefl, they were informed that Mr. 
George Wifheart , a Preacher of the Gofpel, was in the Laird of Ormi - 
ftoitn s Houle, within feven Miles to Edinburgh. They, having a Ipecial 
Malice againft him, lent to apprehend him But the Laird of Ormi- 
ftotm made many Shifts and Delays to get him convoyed away fafe. The 
Cardinal, informed hereof, forced the Governor, againft his Will, to 
fide foith with him about Midnight, and clofed the Houfe round about. 
T^e Laird, notwithftanding, refiifed to deliver him, till the Earl, of 
'Bottle l came ahd was Cautioner, upon his Faith and Honour, to keep 
him sfevrhlefs. Neverthelefs, this facile Earl was enticed by the Car- 
dinal 'to\. nc | er him into his Hands; who carried him to St. Andrews, 
and impri.t^j hi m in the Sea-Tower. But, from that Time forth, the 
Earl Both'we *™ to fpered never, neither any of his Affairs. 


In the End ft<February, the Queen, Governor, Cardinal and Lords 
held a Convention \cy JobnJloun. There they cauled hang four honeft 
Men for eating of a,Qpj e on p r j^ a y • an d drowned a young Woman, be- 
caule Ihe refilled to pr^ 0 our L a jy ; n her Birth. Thefe Sentences be- 
ing pronounced by the Kj 0 f Jr gyle , Juftice-general, at the Cardinal's 
Icftigation, from that Dav 0 b i s Death, he was ever dife^fcd, both in 
Body and Spirit. \ >

gel, whereof you have been a Trofeffor ymrfelf ; T jf ei fel f 

have commanded and dejtred all Men to read and\, rc i^ ]jj e Qjd and 
New Teftaments, which is the only Dittay againft 0 rge Wifheart. 

Touare now , by the Grace of God advanced to tbeSfae of a King 
in Scotland ; you ought therefore to honour God who haKjj 0noure d you, 
by procuring a free ‘Pajfage to his Word through this Ri^n i which, 
if you negled, truft not to have fo good Succefs in your 4ffairs*s before 
you have found. Remember how God rent the Kingdom from SLi an d 
gave it to David, for his THfobedience. Y 

B y this friendly Admonition the Governor being moved, wrote tothe 
•Cardinal to continue the Accufation of Mr. George , till he fpake w\k 
him ; which if he did not, his Blood be upon his Head ; for he woul 
not confent to his Condemnation. * 


The 
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The Cardinal, inflamed with this Anfwer, haftned the more to the 
Execution of his Purpofe. He being therefore brought out of the Caftle* 
to the Abbay-Kirk, to be examined and accufed, the Sub- Prior, Dean 
John Winram Do&or in Divinity, made a Sermon upon the thirteenth 
Chapter of Matthew , difcourfing of the Definition, Caufes and Reme- 
dies of' Herefy very orthodoxally. After Sermon, Mr. George Wijheart 
was fet up in the Pulpit, and over againft him was fet Mr. John Lewder , 
with a long Roll full of Maledictions and forged Articles of Dittay, which 
he read againft Mr. George , uttering withal moft bitter and defpiteful 
Railings and Threatnings. To the which Accufation in general, and 
to every particular Article, he anfwered very modeftly, and withal very 
pithily. Notwithftanding, the Cardinal and Prelates incontinent condem- 
ned him of Herefy, and adjudged him to be burnt. Thereafter, he be- 
ing led back to the Caftle till the Fire fhould be prepared, the next Mor- 
ning the Cardinal fent fdme Priefts and Friers to whom he fhould make . 
his Confeffion. He anfwered, That be had nothing to do with them ; 
hut if the godly Man , who had made the Sermon the Day before , would 
come to him , he would open his Mind to him . Hereupon, the Sub- 
Prior being fent to him, and acknowledging his Innocency, after many 
Tears, and fome Conference, he required if Mr. George would have his 
Sacrament. Tea, gladly , ( faid he)' if I might have it as Cbrift infti- 
tuted it. Then the Sub-Prior returned to the Bifhops, and fhewed them 
that he had conferred with Mr. George , who had taken it upon his Soul, 
that he was innocent of all that was laid to his Charge, and that he fhould 
die guiltlefs thereof. The Cardinal, commoved herewith, anfwered, 
Well, Sir , and you, we know what a Man you are [even Tears ago. 
The Sub-Prior asked, if they would confent that Mr. George fhould have 
the Sacrament. The Bifhops, after Confultation, concluded, That, fince 
he was condemned as a Heretick, he fhould have no Benefit of the Kirk. 
With this Anfwer the Sub-Prior returned to Mr. George j and, having 
promifed to pray each one for the other, they parted with fhedding of 
Tears. Meantime, the Captain and the Gentlemen who were with him, 
being to dine, asked if Mr. George would eat with them. He anfwered, 
With a good Will, and more gladly than ever heretofore , becaufe I per- 
ceive ye are good Men and godly ; and that this jhall be my lafi Meat 
on Earth: nut I exhort you, that ye would give me Audience , with 
■ Silence , for a little Time , while I blefs this Meta, which we Jhall eat 
as "Brethren in Cbrift ', and thereafter I will take my Leave of you. So, 
-the Table being covered, and Bread fet thereupon, Mr. George difeour- 
- fed Half an Hour of Chrtft’s laft Supper, Death and Pafiion ; exhorting 
. them to leave Malice and Envy, and to fix Love and Charity in their 
Hearts one towards another, as the Members of Chrift. Thereafter he 
bleffed the Bread and Drink, and ate and drank himfelf, and defied the 
reft to do fo j for they fhould drink no more with him > for he was to 
tafte a bitter Cup, and that only for the Preaching of the Golpel, and 
Zeal to the Glory of God : But ( faid he ) pray ye for me, and I for 
you, that our Meeting may be in the Joys of Heaven, with our Father, 
fince there is nothing in Earth but Anxiety and Sorrow. Haying thus 

faid, he gave Thanks to God, and retired to his Deyotion.

B b b Mean* 
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Meantime the Artillery of the Caflle was charged, and laid to 
the Wall-Heads, and Cufhions and green Cloths fpread thereon, for the 
Cardinal and Biihops to fit upon ; and all the Gentlemen commanded to 
ftand about the Scaffold in Armour. During this mean Time, Mr. 
George was dilcourfing to the Captain of lundry Fore-Tokens of Things 
to come, which he had feen. Tor there appeared ( faid he ) in the 
North-Eaft, a great Tire upon the Sea , which , moving to and fro, at 
length came upon the City of St. Andrews, and y lighting upon the Caftle , 
brake afunder which , he thought, did portend the Wrath of G<d to 
feize Jhortly , not only on that wicked Man who was Lord of that Caftle y 
but alfo upon the City. He faw alfo a great mifty and fmoky Cloud anfe 
inr the South-Baft-, and move forward till it came juft above Durpender - 
law-, befide Haddingtoun and, having flayed there fpr a Quarter of an 
Hour, it divided it lelf fo, that the one Part flood right above Had* 
di’gtoun ; the other Half moved North-Weft , till it came above the 
Kirk of inverasky and there appeared like Blood defeending out of the 
Firmament ; which he {aid, in his Judgment, portended, That there 
ihould be a Council holden upon Dunpenderlaw, which ihould occafioa 
much Trouble to Scotland and procure much Bioodfhed, efpecially a 
great Wrick to the Town of Haadingtoun j and all by the Occaiion of 
that wicked Man, who flopt the Peace betwixt Scotland and England i 
which he prayed the Lord to forgive him. 

A 6 he was difeourfing thefe Things, the Officers and Tormentors 
brought him forth to the Fire, which was prepared without the Qaftlc>- 
Gate againft the Weft Block-Houfe, where the Biihops might ly on the 
Wall-Heads, and fee this Sacrifice. He, being then bound on the Scaf- 
fold with Iron-Chains, piade his Prayer to Almighty God for hisafflifisd 
Church, in Danger to be devoured by ravening Wolves ; notwithflxnding; 
God, according to his Promife, would, in his own Time, confound all the 
Enemies thereof; With this, having recommended bis Spirit to God; 
the Tormentors applied the Fire to the Powder, which kindled moft hi- 
deouily ; and, withal, there came fo vehement a Blaft of Wind from the 
Sea, and fo> great a Cloud of Rain brake from the Sky, that the Noiiib 
put all Men in great Fear. It was fo forcible, that it b{ew down the 
Stone Walls, and them that fat thereon, to the Number of two hundred 
Perfoms, which fell ahout the Draw-Well in the Biihops Yard, and di- 
verfe fell into it, whereof two were drowned immediately. The Captain 
exhorting Mr. George tp remember of God, he anfwered fioutly, not- 
withstanding of the Fire, and faid moreover, Captain, God forgive that 
Man, that tbits perfecutes God's Servants ; within few Days he jhall 
ly as Jhamefullyy on that fame P laie y as now be lies glorious . When 
he was now burnt ail beneath the Middle, they defired him to remember 
on God, and make a Sign thereof. Which he did, leaping up a Foot 
high in the Fire, to the great Joy of all thofe that favoured God s Word. 
But the Clergy difebarged all Men, under the Pain of Curling, to pray 
for him, as being a Heretick. This Martyrdom was committed the 
fuft of Marchy One thoufand five hundred and forty fix ; whereof the 
Clergy was highly puffed up with Pride and Infofeoce, which Shortly 

turned 
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turned to Mi {chief. The Cardinal and Archbifhop, who before had been 
at Enmity, were that Day reconciled. 

Thi Cardinal, immediately thereafter, paft to Jrbrotb , Where he 
married his Daughter on the Matter of Crawford-, with great Solemnity. 
At his Return to St. Andrews , being informed that there was a Navy pre- 
pared in England to deftroy the Coaft of Scotland , efpecially of Fife ; for 
providing Remedy hereof, he lent for all the Gentlemen and Barons. of Fife, 
efpecially my Lords Rothes and Linde fay, the Lairds of Weemyfs , Loch- 
levin, Lundie , Largo, Mardes and St. Ninians, charging them, againft 
an appointed Day, to be ready to ride with him and vifit the Coaft, 
for providing Fortifications for Refiftance of the Lnglijh. But, in the 
mean Time, Norman Lefly came to him for certain Bufinefies ', upon 
the which they fell in Altercation of Words, both uncharitable and un- 
chriftian. Norman , departing t 6 his Lodging, returned the fixth of 
Jfcfcry In the Morning, betwixt four and five Hours, he with his Com- 
plices came to the Cattle-Gate, and, gripping the Porter in Hands, feized 
upon the Place. Feter Carmichael paft up to the Baft Block-Houfer 
Chamber, where the Cardinal lay ; who, being let in, ftabbed him im- 
mediately. The Cry running through the City, his Friends came ruflb- 
log forward to ladder the Walls and refoue him, thinking that he was 
alive* They that were within, to aflure them of the contrary, ihewed 
hie dead Body to the People upon the Wall ; where, when k was lying, 
one called Quthry pitted in his Mouth. At this Sight many remembred 
the Prophecy of Mr* Wijhenrt , which had fbretol^ this long before* 

The Governor and Qpeen were highly commoved hereat 5 therefore 
they caufed fummon the Doers of this Fa&, to compear within fix Days 
to underly the Law ; and, upon their Difobeyance, denounced them to 
the Horn. Whereupon thefe, who thought themfelves acceflbry to the 
Slaughter, entred into the Caftle, and fortified the lame ; viz. The 
Lairds of Grange and ! Pitmillie , Mr. Henry ‘Primrofe ( Rahutfes ) the 
old Parfon George LeVy r Sir John Auchinleck , and thefe who had been 
in the Caftle at the firft. Many alfo who had nothing to do with the 
Slaughter, but feared the Governor and Qpeen’s ill Will. Thefe Men, 
confident of the Strength of the Place, refufed to obey the Authority, 
and contemptuously rejetted all Offers of Appointment to be made with 
them ', and font Mpflengere to England for Support. 

B v this Time Winter approached ■, and the Governor, being daily 
called upon by the Queen and Court, at length refolved to fiege the 
Caftle ; and brought thither an Army, wkh two great Canons, Croak- 
Mow and 2) eaf-Mrg : But, after three Months Siege, the Peft arifing 
in the Town, he was conftrained to leave his Purpofe without ESkSt. 
Hereby thefe that were in the Cattle became exceeding infolent, and op- 
prefled all the Country about, with fpoiling of Goods and raviflpng of 
Women, notwithftanding of the manifold Admonitions of fundry godly 
-Men who were with them, and foretold them of that which came to pais 
thereafter. 
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' I n the Weft Borders the Englijh- Men had taken many of the Strengths 
that were in my Lord MaxweF s Bounds, and had utterly wafted the 
Country j wherefore Robert Henry , Lord Maxtwel, came to Edinburgh 
to the Queen and Governor to entreat for Supply. Hereupon the Go- 
verxior a trembled an Army at ‘Peebles, the twentieth Day of July-, One 
thoufand five hundred and forty feven ; with whom he paft forward to 
Meggetland J where, betides Guddiefcleugh, the Lords fenced a Juftice- 
Court in the Queen’s Name and the Governor’s, and accufed the Earl of 
Rothes for the Slaughter of the Cardinal ; who compearing perfonaliy, the 
Matter was put to the Cognition of an Aifize of fifteen, all Lords, by 
whom he was abfolved. 

The Hoft paft forward to Langhofte Caftle, and took it bv three 
Days Seige, ana brought home the Captains thereof Priioners to Edin- 
burgh where the Governor was informed, That the French Navv, be- 
ing fix Gallies, and two great Ships, were delcned at St. Ebb's Heady 
failing for St. Andrews. The Governor, well content hereof, hafted him 
to St. Andrews, with the Gentlemen Of Fife , Angus and Strathern , and 
welcomed the French Captain, Prior of Capua , dire&ed from the French 
King to befiege the Caftle, and to bring the Keepers of it Prifoners to 
him. They clapt about the Houfe io haftily and unexpectedly, that 
many were doled out, and diverfe were clofed in againft their Will. 
Then they mounted their Ordnance, both upon the College-Steeple, and 
alfo upon the Walls of the Abbay-Kirk, wherewith they condemned the 
Caftle dofe j fo that no man durft walk therein, or go up to the Wall- 
Head. The Captain toid the Governor, that they had been unexpert 
Warriours, who had not mounted their Ordnance on the Steeple-Heads 
in that Manner ; and that he wondred of the Keepers of the Caftle, that 
they had not firft broken down the Heads of the Steeples. He caufed 
alfo the great Battery to be laid to the Caftle, the two Seottifb Canons, 
and fix French : And, to prevene Slaughter, he devifed, that the Canons 
fhould pafs down the Streets by Ingvnes, without any Man with them f 
which Thing when the Italian Ingyncer, which had been fent from En- 
gland for the Support of thefe withm the Caftle, perceived, he faid, that 
now they had to do with Men of War,- and therefore had need to take 
heed to themfelves. They anfwered, that they lhould defend their Caftle 
againft Scotland , France and Ireland*, all three. But the Battery, with- 
in few Hours, made fuch Breaches in the Walls, that, defpaixing of their 
Strength, after Confutation, they yielded the Caftle and themfelves -to 
the King of France , The French Captain entred and fpoiled the Caftle 
very rigoroufly ; wherein they found great Store of Vivers, Clothes, Ar- 
mour, Silver and Plate, which, with the Captives, they carried away 
in their Gallies. The Governor, by Advice of the Council, 'demolifhed 
the Caftle, left it fhould be a Receptacle for Rebels. This befel in the 
Year One thoufand five hundred and forty feyen, in the Month of 
Augufti-

A t this Time the Governor was advertifed of the Coming of the Eft- 
gliJJ) Army, dire&ed againft Scotland for to feek Performance of the Con- 
dition of Marriage between the' young Queen of Scotland-, and their 

young 
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young King Edward VI. wherefore he fent Proclamations through all 
Scotland and the I lies, to all Manner of Man betwixt fixty and fix teen, 
Spiritual and Temporal, the Father as well as the Son, to compear at 
Edinburgh in their-beft Array, with a Months 

Viduals, to pafs with the Governor, for the Defence of the Realm, 
againft the Englijh. 

* 

The Scottijb Army accordingly affembled upon the Weft Side of Esk, 
above Mujfelburgb, and were muftered to the Number df forty thoufand 
Men, whereof tenthoufand were in the Vanguard under the Earl of An- 
gus i other ten thoufand were in the Rear with the Earl of Huntley. The 
Governor himfelf commanded the Steil or Battle, wherein were twenty 
thouiand Men, confifting of the Gentlemen of Lothian , Fife , Angus , 
Stratbern , &«7/>f-Shire, and the whole Boroughs ; the Earl of Argyle 
and Weft Higbland-lAtn were in his right Wing, anti in the left Mac- 
leod , Macgregor , and the Ifles Men. 


The FngliftoAAzn had been now four Nights in Scotland , aftd were 
encamped betwixt Freftoun anfl Tyinent: They, feeing the Scottijb Ar- 
my of fo great Number, and fo well appointed, were very loth to ha- 
zard the Battle : And therefore fent Ambafiadors to the Governor, with 
very courteous Demands, entreating the Governor, the Qyeen and Coun- 
cil of Scotland \ as Cbriftians , to keep their promifed Condition of Peace 
and Marriage, accorded upon betwixt their late King Hary and them, 

' under the great Seals of both the Kingdoms. 

The Governor having rejeded this Demand, the Protestor of En- 
gland, considering what great Bloodfhed, and other Inconveniencies 
lhould follow, if the two Armies fhould joyn in Battle ; therefore fent 
again the next Morn to the Governor and Council, entreating, that if 
they would not fulfil theCpntrad of Peace and Marriage, for the prefent ; 
yet they fhould keep the young Queen ftill in Scotland , under the Govern- 
ment of her own Lords, ana not deliver her to any foreign Nation in 
Hope of Marriage i neither yet contrad her with France , nor any other 
Realm, for the Space of ten Years, while fhe might be of lawful Age to 
choofe a Husband to herfelf, by the Advice of the Nobility ; and, in the 
mean Time, Peace and Reft to be kept within the two Realms j which 
if the Governor would condition, he promifed, That whatever Skaith 
they had done in Scotland at that Journey, he Jhould caufe Recompence „ 
to be made thereof incontinent. 


These Letters coming to the Governor, he revealed the fame only 
to his Brother John, Archbifhop of St. Andrews , George Dune Abbot 
of Dumfermling , Archibald Seaton , and Mr. Hugh Rigg of Carbary ; 
by whofe Advice he concealed the Protedor’s Letters and reafonable Of- 
fers from the Nobility, for Fear left they had embraced them ; and catf- 
fed a Rumour be fpread through the Camp, That the Protedor of En- 
gland had brought an Army into Scotland to carry away the young • 
Queen perforce, and to conquer the Realm. 

Ccc Thb 
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The Englifb- Men, being loth to give Occafion of fo great Blood Ihed 
as was to follow if they joyned Battle, concluded to return Home peace- 
ably, without doing any Harm to the Realm of Scotland dpecially 
feeing they were deftitute of Vi&uals of their own, and could not be 
able to pur chafe any in Scotland. 

This Repdrt coming to the Governor and his Council, made them 
very proud ; lo that, by their ftubborn Infolcnce that Day, and not by 
the Manhood of England, great Mifchief befel to the Army and Com- 
monwealth of Scotland : For the Governor incontinent fent the Heraulds 
through the Army, charging all Men to pafs forward in Order of Battle. 
The Earl of Angus , knowing that the Englifh Army could not ftay in 
the Place for Want of Vi&uais, marched at great Leifure, refolving to fet 
upon them in the Flight. Whereupon the Governor fent the Lyon-He- 
xauld again, commanding him, under the Pain of Treafon, to march 
forward with Speed. Which Charge he obeyed, and paft over the Wa- 
ter otEsk, and flood by-weft the Kirk, till the Governor and the whole 
Hoft came forward. The Prote<9or of England feeing this, by the 
Advice of the Earl of Warwick , cqpamanded the Lord Gray of En- 
gland, Captain of the great Horfemen, to pals forward on my Lord An- 
gus ) and charge his Battle with the barded Horle and Demi-Lances ; 
fearing his Battle moft of all, as whom they knew to be a valiant Warri- 
our ■, and therefore they commanded my Lord Gray to hold him off till 
the Footmen of England lhould be retired out of Danger. The Earl of 
Angus, feeing the Lord Gray come againft him with three thoufand 
Demi-Lances, cauled his Men receive the Encounter refolutely at clofe 
Order, pitching their Spears in the Ground, and holding them laft like a 
Bulwark againft the Enemy ; fo that their Spears, being longer than the 
Euglijh-Mzt\s , at the firll Shock they rufhed to the Ground the Number 
of two hundred both Hbrfe and Men ; the reft fled back, and Ihewed the 
Prote&or, that it was as impoflible to break the Scottijh Vanguard where 
they flood, as if they were a Stone- Wall. 

The Proteftor was fo difcouraged with this Report, that he was 
refolved to flee ; and defired one of the chief of the Borderers to convoy 
him the fafeft Way. But the Earl of Warwick found great Fault with 
this Purpofe, faying, That he marvelled of the Prote&or’s Lack of Cou- 
. ra ge in lo dangerous a Time, who had fiiown himfelf wife and forward 
in all Times bygone : But I vow ( faid he ) if you Jball flee away 
and, abandon the King of England’/ Army ana Carton , I Jhall appeal 
you befort the Council ^England as' a falfe Traitor and Coward , who 
would lofe fo many worthy Footmen as are here , to be overtroden by the 
Scots : But, for my Fart, I vow to alight on Foot , and abide with 
them, for any Thing that I have feen as yet. 

At this Time the Earl of Angus* s Battle was coming -forward, and 
had beaten down fundry of the Lord Grays great Horfemen, and had 
left them behind them ; which the Argyk- Men perceiving, they broke 
away, and run to the Spoil. By this the Englijb-Mtn were returning 
back, when one in the Governor’s Battle, feeing the Jrgyle-Mto out of 
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, Array, cried, Fy, fy, c Ireafon. The Matter of the Scottijb Ordnance 
alfo, difcharging a Field-Piece, killed therewith the Matter of the En- 
glish Ordnance, and broke the Axel-Tree and Wheels of the Canon which 
he was going to ihoot. The Highland- Men hearing the Noile hereof, 
and a great Duft ariliog out of the fallow Earth and red Land, through 
which they were marching, fo that none could fee another, they brake 
7 Order and began to flee. The Boroughs, feeing that, fled alfo. A very 
ftrange Accident, for the Englijh and Scots were fleeing both at an 
Inftaflt. 

The Protestor and Earl of Warwick, feeing the great Battle of Scots 
retiring back, at theflrft, believed it to be a Train to draw them in an 
Ambutti, becaufe they faw the other Battles ftanding ftill in Order : But 
fo foon as they perceived them to caft away their Weapons and Armour, 
then they cried out, All is our own , the Scots are fleeing ', and, found- 
ing their Trumpets, came forward together upon the Earl of Angus's 
Battle ; who, feeing fo great a Number unexpectedly coming upon them, 
returned toward the Earl of Huntleys Battle, to have Help of them. At 
this Time there foil fo great a Rain, and fo thick a Mitt, that none 
could know another ; fo that the Earl of Huntley s Men believed the Van- 
guard to be the Enemy ; and. therefore relifted them, lo that diverfe were 
ftain. But the Scots , having caft away their Armour, were not able t6 
refift the Englijh, who made the Onfet very forioufly both with Horfe 
and Foot. So that there were llain of the Scots to the Number of ten 
thouland Men, matt Part of whom were Lords, Barons, Gentlemen and 
honeft Burgelfes, with many Kirkmen. Many alfo were drowned in the 
Watear of Esk in their inconliderate Flight. Amongft the reft were llain 
the Lord Fleming, the Matter of Er shine, the Matter of Graham, the 
Matter of Livingftoun, the Matter of Ogihy, the Matter of Euchan, with 
many other Loras and great Barons! Of Englijh Men were llain twelve- 
fcote of Hoifemcn by the Earl ' of Angus, among whom was the Lord 
Gray of England, and his eldeft Son. Many were taken Prifoners, where- 
of fome were had in England, and fome were ranfomed in Scotland. This 
unbappy Battle was foughten the eighteenth Day of September, One 
thouland live hundred and forty feven ; wherein, through the wilful 
Milgovernment of the Governor and his privy Council, there befel great 
Miiery to the Kingdom of Scotland, againft the Mind of the Nobility, 
and that in God’s juft Judgment, that thefe, who refufed Peace, flhould 
foil in Confulion, through unjuft War, and Breach of Covenant : For, 
after this Time, the Governor never received his former Reputation, 
till, at length, he was put by his Place and Authority. The Queen- 
Mother, albeit Ihe was lore grieved at the Slaughter of fo many Noble- 
men ; yet lhe was not evil content of the Governor’s Lofs of Reputa- 
tion, and forefaw an Occalion to fend her Daughter to France, as 
Ihortly befel. * 

% \ * 

The Englifh Army came forward to Leith, .and remained there a 
While, every Day palling forth and foraging the Country, taking fome 
Houfes, and carrying away many Captives, there being none to make 
Refittance. The lame Month the Governor and Queen held a Council 

in 
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in Stirling wherein it was refolded to fend the young Queen to France, 
for Fear of the EngliJh-hAew ('which they needed not to be afraid of ) 
and difpatched an Ambaffador to France , fhewing the King the Eftate 
of their Affairs, and defiling Support againft England , promifing withal 
to fend their young Queen fo loon as Time could ferve. The French 
were glad of the Offer ; yet they were flow in lending Supply to Scot- 
land. 

Meanwhile the Englijh fortified Haddingtoun, and put a ftrong 
Garifon in it ', which they kept three Years. They fortified allb Incb- 
Keith and Broughty ', and built a great Strength near to Broughty , upon 
Bclgillo-Law ', and infefted the Country fo, that, fix Miles about them, 
there was no Land laboured but it paid Duty to them. The Garifon of 
Haddingtom alfo wafted all the Country ten Miles about the Town. 

'll heir Ships alio lay all that Year in 74y-Mouth, betwixt Broughty and 
Tiundee ', lo that the Gentlemen of Fife were cpnftrained to watch and 
ward continually, for Safety of their Goodst At length, the Gentlemen 
of the Country, being advertiled that the Englijh had compared with 
fundry beets, to land, by their Conduct, at the Eajl-Ferry, and to burn 
the fame, and Luchers , with the Country adjacent, and to be conduced 

• by them fafely back to their Ships ; Lord James Prior of St. Andrews , 
George Earl of Rothes , John Lord Lindejay, Andrew Wood of Latgo, 
and diverfe other Gentlemen, with the Provoft and Burgefles of St. An- 
drews, came fecretly at the Break of Day, and lay in Ambufh near to 
Fartincrag, till the Englijh were landed, and begun to forage the Coun- 
try. Then they brake forth betwixt them and their Ships, and flew to 
the Number of eightfeore of their beft Meh of War and Mariners ; of 
whom they had great Milling thereafter in guiding of their. Ships j fo 

that they had no great Defire thereafter to land in Fife. 

«• 

About the End of the Year the Governor befieged the Fort of 
Broughty , for three Months Space ; but came no Speed \ whereof fome 
lay the Blame upon the Treafon of his Gunners corrupted by the Englijh. 

* The Siege being raifed, thefe of the Fort became exceeding info- ‘ 
lent, and fpoiled and burnt the Country at their Pleafure ; and among 

, the reft the Town of Dundee, and the Caftle of Wefier-Fury, with the 

Villages adjacent. The Garifon of Inch- Keith alio fpoiled Leith and 
Kinghom, and infefted all that Part of the Qoaft ; fo that the Qyeen 
and Governor began to fear worfe to follow : And therefore called the 
privy Council to determine anent the fending away of the young Queen 
to France. Many of the Nobility voted againft that Refolution, as high- 
ly prejudicial to the Realm and Liberty of Scotland, which hereby 
fhould become a Province to France ; and, befide that, fhould continually 
have fore Wars with England. But the greater Part, fearing that they 
fhould not be able to recover the Realm out of the Englijh - Mens Hands 
and many having a blind Love to France ; others being bribed by Gifts 
and Promifes from France : It was determinate, that the young Qyeen 
fhould be fent away to France. She fhipped, at the Wefi Seas, in April 
One thoufand fiye hundred and* forty eight the Lord James her Bio- 
• » ther, 
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ther, the LorJ Erskine , with fundry Barons and Gentlemen being in her 
Company. ' < 

At this Time the French Army landed in Leith , to the Number of 
fix thoufand Men, Hz. A thoufand Horfemen and Men .at Arms, <ind 
five thoufand Footmen ; of the which there were three thoufand Dutcb- 
Men, under the Commandment of the Ringrave. Monfieur d**E(fte was 
Commander of this Army j which did little Good in Scotland , but fpent 
the King of France’s Money. They remained in Edinburgh a certain 
Time after their Landing, which was in May, in the Year forefaid j 
while Word came of the Approach of the Englijh Army 5 to the Number 
of forty thoufand Men, conduced by the Earl of Hereford, who avowed, 
before King Edward, to ride as far within Scotland as Finkie, notwith- 
ftanding of the French Army. 

The Governor and French- Men came to Mujfelburgh to meet them, 
who were at Fawjide above Finkie. The French and Dutch advancing 
forward in the Vanguard ; the Englijh perceiving their good Order, and 
a great Army of Scots behind them, they retired in good Order toward 
Haddingtoun. The Fr^tfC^-Men would not follow them, alledging, that 
it was not their Cuflom to chafe any but thofe who had fled in Field* 

These Englijh- Men had victualled HaddingtQtm ; and, having thus 
fhewn themfelves, came to Aberlady, and fhipped in fbme of their ableft 
Gentlemen to pafs over and fpoil the Coaft of Fife. They came firft to 
Anftrutber and Fittenweem , but fearing to land there, thefe Towns be- 
ing fo populous, they came Weji againfl St. Ninians, where they landed, 
thinking to march on Foot to Fittenweem, and fortify the fame with 
Men and Victuals, and to fpoil the Country. As they were coming to 
St. Ninians- Muir in arrayed Battle, with foine Artillery brought from 
their Ships, Lord fames Commendator of St. Andrews, the Lairds of 
Weemyfs and Largo , with fundry others of the Country, , when they faw 
the Fires arifing, came polling thither, and, joyning with the common 
People who had convened to flop their Landing, skirmifhed fb hotely 
with them, that they chafed them back to their Ships, and flew a great 
Number of them, befide many that were drowned and taken Captives. 
There died to the Number of fix hundred and twelve, and an hundred 
Prifoners taken. This befel in June , in the Year forefaid. 

. About this Time the Governor arid French- Men paft to Hadding- 
tonn , with the whole Army of Scotland, but did no Good. The Town 
was well fortified and furaifhed with all Neceflaries, and floutly defen- 
ded $ and, on the other Part, it was but flakely purfued by the French , 
who had now gotten the Prey they defired. 

In Winter, being returned to Edinburgh, they behaved themfelves 
exceeding infolently. One Day the Provoft of Edinburgh, William Ha- 
milton Laird of Stenboufe, who was alfo Captain of the Caflle, was com- 
manding two French- Men to Prifon, for railing a Fray in the Town ; 
the French-Men, afiembling in great Numbers, encouqtred thofe who 
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were with the Provoft^ being unarmed,' they killed the Provoft himfelf, 
James Hamilton his Son, ‘David Kirk-, David ‘Barber , William Chap- 
man, Mr. William Smart , William ‘Purees , and Elizabeth Stuart a 
Woman. The French King, being informed of their Infolency and Mif-. 
government, fent in Scotland a noble Man of War, named Monfieur de 
Stermes , to command the Army. Monfieur. d’ Fffte , who had the Charge 
of the Aftny before, ere he departed, took the Fort of Inch-Keith from 
the EnglifJj. De Termes alfo befieged the Caftle of Broughty , and fhortly 

wan it, and the other Fort befide it. 

' <*■ 

The Garifon of Haddingtoun could not be well fupplied with Vi- 
ctuals ; for thefe who brought it, either in their Coming or Departure, 
were purfued, and many of them taken and flain, efpecially in the Day’s 
Chafe. They .reccjvcd fo great Damage and Slaughter, that,- on the lirift 
o fOUober, One thouland five hundred and forty nine, they burnt the 
Town, and returned Home : So that, by the French Afliftance, Scot- 
land enjoyed Peace ; efpecially becaufe the Epglijh had civil Wars among 
themfelves : For, at this Time, the Earl of Warwick took the Protestor., 
fitting at the Council-Table, and carried him to the.Tower, where 'he - 
was beheaded ; and, not long after, young King Edward was pitifully ’ 
put to Death •( as is thought ) by Poifon and the Earl of Warwick ber 
headed by Queen Mary , who lucceeded to her Brother. 

Du Ri^^this Peace (which lafted five Years ) the Lord Semple \ 
flew Sanquhar , William Crigjhton , in the Governor’s Chamber ; 

yet he dcaped Punifhment by Means of John Hamilton Bifhop of St. 
Andrews, Brother to the Governor j who. entertained the Lady Sten- 
houfe, commonly called Lady Gilt on, Daughter to., this Robert Lord 
Semple , as his Concubine. The Governor alfo, by. Perfwafion of his 
Brother the Bifhop, held Juftice Airs, through all Scotland ; in the which, 
under Pretence of Juftfce, moft avaricioufly taking- Bribes and Fines 
from, Thieves and honeft Men indifferently, they loft the Hearts of all 
good Men. - 

At the fame Time, the Laird of* Reatb , John Mehil, an ancient 
and honourable Baron, was taken by the Bifhop of St. Andrews , and be- 
headed at Edinburgh', his Head fet upon the Tolbooth, and his Lands 
dealt to the Governor’s Friends j for fending of a miffive Bill into En- 
gland-) in favour of his Friend being Captive there. The Queen, per- 
ceiving that, by thefe Proceedings, the Governor was becom e exceed ing 
odious to all the People, thought good to ftir her Time j arid, palling 
into Francev/ith certain of the Nobility of Scotland , fhe obtained of the 
French King to be madeRegent of Scotland, inflead of the Governor, 
who had fo mifguided the State, having no Refpefi to the publidr Well, 
but to his own Profit and Advancement of his Friends. To this Effeft 
the French King appointed Monfieur d* Ofeli to be his Ambaflador in 
Scotland , and to give her Advicehow to rule the Realm, to the King of 
Frances Pleafure, and her Daughter’s Profit. He was a Man of lingular 
good Judgment, and great Experience, efpecially in Warfare.

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At her Return, a Parliament was ho'ldcn at Edinburgh, Wherein the 
Queen prevailed lo far with the Nobility, that they confented that Ihe 
fhould be made Regent of Scotland in the Governor’s Place, whereunto 
many of the Governor’s near Friends were brought to confent, by great 
Gifts, Penfions and Promiles. 

I n this Parliament, the Governor rode, up, from the Abbay to the 
' Tolbooth, with the Lords and Heraulds, having the Crown, Sword and 
Sceptre born before him. The Queen and Mohfieur d' OJjel rode up 
apart by thcmlelvcs, and flayed till the Parliament was fenced }' wherein 
the Governor dilcharged himlelf of his Authority, and the Queen was 
elected Regent } who rode down, having the Crown, Sword and Sceptre 
born before her, by the lame Lords that had carried them up before the 
Governor } who now rode down as a private Nobleman among the reft} 
many remembring what had been foretold him at the Burning of Mr. 
Wijheart , That if he fuffered God’s Servants to be cruelly perfecuted for 
preaching of the Gofpel, which before he had profefied, the Authority 
fhould be taken from him, and given to another. The King of France 
had taken upon him to content the Governor for the Over-giving of his 
*Place } and, befide many Gifts beftowed on himfelf and his Friends, cre- 
ated him Duke of Cbattelroy. 

The Queen, having rewarded the Noblemen of her Opinion, chan- 
ged her Officers of Eftate } among the reft Mr. Rubie was made Compt- 
\ roller} who ufed fuch Rigour in his Office, that, ihortly thereafter, 
he was depofed. 

The twenty eighth Day of April, Francis II. then D aupbine of 
v France , Son to King Henry II. married Mary , foie Daughter and Heir 

to King James. of Scotland, with great Pomp and Triumph, in the 
City of Tarts. 

■- - I h the Month of ‘December , One thoufSnd five hundred and fifty 
fight, there was a Parliament holden at Dumblane', wherein the French 
Ambaffador' required of the Eftates of Scotland , that the Imperial Crown 
thereof, with the Sword and Sceptre, fhould be fent untp France , that 
the Daupbine might be crowned therewith, and proclaimed King of 
Scotland } and that the Seals of Scotland might be broken, and n<ppSeals 
made ; wherein the Arms of France and Scotland might be quartered, 
and the Money of Scotland thereafter to be ftamped therewith ; and that 
it fhould be lawful for French- Men to pufehafe and enjoy Lands in Scot- 
land, and to fail and refort to the Coafts thereof at their Pleafure } that 
Taxations fhould be taken up in th? Name of the Dauphine of France 
and Queen of Scotland.

These Defires were granted by the Eftates, by the Queen’s t*ro- 
curement, to the manifeft Mifchief of the Commonwealth, if God had 
not 'prevented the fame. The Duke was not prefent. at the concluding 
of thefe Aft*) .but protefted to the contrary. The Earl of Glencairn alfo 
and the whole Barons voted to the contrary, alledging, That the Crown, 
» Sword 
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Sw ord and Sceptre fhoiild not be fent out of Scotland , till they faw Suc- 
cefTion of the. Queens Body. The Seals were broken and made new ; 
Monjiettr d' Offel was made Keeper of the Palace of Lithgow : Buc the 
Crown was delayed, and not fent over at that Time. 

I n the Month of April, the fame Year, Walter Mill was taken, by 
Sir Heugh Curry Prieft, to the Bifhop of St. Andrews and Sir George 
Strachan. The Bilhop, on the twentieth Day of the fame Month, con- 
vened the Clergy in the Abbay-Kirk of St. Andrews j where Frier Malt* 
man preached a Sermon far from the Meaning of the Scripture and Spi- 
rit of God $ which when Walter Mill heard, he fell on his Face, and 
cried out, Alas ! 'This Trier is not ajhamed to lie. Thereafter Mr. An- 
drew Oliphant accufed him of Herefy. 

Heretick , ( faid he ) why didjl thou pafs about through fundry Hou- 
fes [educing the ‘People to Herefy ; and teaching them Charms and En- 
chantments, to bold them from God's Service. Verily, 'Brother, ( an- 
iwered he ) / held no Man>from the Kirk ', but, contraryways, exhor- 
ted all Men to the Service ofGod ; and, that they might underjland the 
Work of their Salvation, I taught them the Lord’s Prayer, the Belief, and 
Ten Commandments. But, feeing thou art a Brief, why hajl thou for - 
faken the Mafs ? Thou hadfl.the Cure of the Tarijh of Lunan in Angus, 
beftde Red-Caftle, from which thou fledjl, and one with thee called Sir 
John Petry, Servant to the Lord Innermeatb and you and he were 
condemned by my late Lord Cardinal of Herefy, and ordained to be 
burnt , wherever ye might be apprehended > fo that we need no further 
Accufation againftyou at this Time. Brother, indeed I ferved the Cure 
at Lunan twenty Tears, with the Approbation, to this Day, of all the 
Tarijhoners, who never heard me teach erroneous ‘Doctrine, efpeciaUy 
my Lord Innermcath himfelf: But when the furious Cardinal perfec- 
ted me, and many more, for the preaching of God's Word, I was con- 
fir aine'd to keep myfelf quiet, and go about asking for God's Sake, re r 
proving Vices, and inflruUing People in the Grounds of Religion > 
for the which [am now taken and brought to this Place. The Bifhop 
faid, Wilt thou bum thy Faggot, and thy Life Jhall be fafe? That 
( (aid he ) I will not do, to confefs myfelf to be a Heretick. Iam a poor 
indigent Man, not caring for this World ’, but affured that my Reward 
is in Heaven. I am alfy of great Age, and have not Coupe to fear 
Death. Do with me as ye think befl : But it were better for you to 
give fomething for the Relief of my Wife and poor Children. , 

After this, the Bifhop condemned him of Herefy, and kept him 
two Days ’, becaufe they could not get a criminal Judge to condemn him 
to Death. Then the Bifhop* fent for the Provoft of the Town, being, for 
the Time, Bailie of the Regality, and defired him to execute him to 
Death, as being condemned of Herefy. Twill ( faid the Provoft ) do 
any Thing that pertains to my Office, according to Jufice, at your Lord- 
Jhip's Command: But for the innocent Servants ofGod, and Treachers 
of bis Word, I will not meddle with them. The Bifhop faid, ‘Provofl , 
you are Bailie of my Regality , and ought to judge all fucb as tranfgrefs 
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within my ‘Bounds. Tes ( replied the Provoft ) md if your Lord/hip 
pleafe , I will take him, and give him a fair AJfize of temporal Men , 
who perhaps will abfolve him. I am content ( faid the Biihop ) you . 
do fo, and make me quit of him any Way you pleafe. 

But fome wife Men, who were Friends to the Provoft, ihewed him 
that it was perillous to abfolve a Man condemned of Herefy by the Cler- 
gy already. The Provoft, confidering this, defired the Biihop to give 
him Leifure to advife till the Morn $ which having obtained, the next 
Day, early in the Morning, he departed off the Town. 

The Biihop, being fruftrate in this Manner, fought up and down a 
long Time for one to be Judge, and could find none ; till at length he took 
one of his own Court, named Alexander Somervel, a Man void of all 
Honefty, Religion, or Fear of God ', who fat in Judgment and condem- 
ned him to the Death. But the Merchants, for the Love of this poor 
Servant of God, had hid all Tows, and all other Things which might 
ferve for his Execution.' He was burnt on the Mv/A-Side of the Abbay- 
Kirk. Being on the Scaffold, and in Derifion defired to recant, he an- 
fwered, with great Boldnefs of Spirit, I marvel of your Rage, O Hypo- 
crites, that fo cruelly perfecute God's Servants', as forme, I am four - 
fcore and two Tears old, and cannot live long by Courfe of Nature : But 
a hundred better than Ijhall rife out of the AJhes of my Bones, who Jhall 
fcatter the proud Tack of you. Hypocrites and Terfecutors of God's 
Servants ', and who of you thinks yourfelf worthiefi, Jhall not die fo bo- 
neft a ‘Death as I die now. I truft in God, Ijhall be the lajl that Jhall 
ftjffer Death in Scotland^ this Cauje. 

Thereafter Taul Mejfan came ;n Scotland, and preached in 
Dundee, and in fundry Gentlemens Houfes in Angus } and alfo in life, 
efoeciallyin Cowfar, Lmdie and Fawjide, andiundry other. He had 
imniftred the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper in Eundie and Cewpar, 
and caufed Images and Popery to be aboliined whereioever he preached : 
For the which Caufe, he and thofe who refet him, efpecially the Men of 
Dundee, were fummoned to compear before the Qpeen and Council at - 
Edinburgh , the twentieth of July, in the Year fbrefaid : But he was fo 
affiflted by temporal Men, and their eameft Sollicitation for him, that 
the Matter was delayed. 

The fame Year there arofe great Troubles in the Borders of Scot* 
land tad England, called the Quarter-Roads ; in the which there was 
great Slaughter made on both Sides; At a Road in England were taken 
Captives, the Mafter of Marjhal, the Lord Gray, the Mafter of Grabqm, 
wi^h fundry Gentlemen and Barons many alio ilain bn both Sides. 
There was alfo impofed upon the Kirkmen and Boroughs, a Taxation 
of twenty four thoufand Poundjr, viz. Sixteen thoufand Pounds upon the 
Clergy, and eight thoufand Pounds upon the Boroughs. 

Upon the eighth of November, Mary , Queen of England, Daugh- 
ter to King Henry VIII. departed this Life, to the great Comfort of 
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God's Servants, whom Ihe had jperfecuted moft cruelly. Queen Eliza- 
beth, her Sifter, fucceeded to her. 

The Lord of Iiers his Brother provoked William Kirkcaldie of 
Grange to fight with him, in Angular Combat on Horfeback with Spears ; 
who, keeping the Appointment, accompanied with Monfteur d'Offel 
Lieutenant to the French King, and the Garifon of Haymoutb , and Mr. 
Tiers accompanied with the Governor and Garifon of Berwick, it was 
difcharged, under the Pain of Treafop, that any Man Ihould come near 
the Champions within a Flight-Shot, except one Man for either of them 
to bear their Spears, two Trumpets and two Lords to be Judges. When 
they were in Readinefs, the Trumpets founded, the Heraulds cried, and 
the Judges let them go. Then they encountred very fiercely : But Grange 
ftruck his Spear through his Adverfary’s Shoulder, and bare him off his. 
Horfe, being fore wounded : But whether he died or not, it is un- 
certain. 

I n this Year began the Uproar for Religion. The Clergy, perceiving 
the whole Gentry and Commons bent to hear God’s Word preached, were 
fore afraid ; and held an Affembly in the Blackf Tiers of Edinburgh, to 
conlult how to fupprefs the Proteftants. They made diverfe Conftituti • 
onsj as, frji. That no Man Ihould have Benefice of the Kirk but 
Priefts. Secondly. That no Kirkman ihould commit Whoredom i or, if 
he did, for the nrft Fault, he ihould pay great Sums of Money j for the 
fecond, he ihould lofe his Benefice. To this Aft opponed the Biihop of 
Murray , a great Fornicator and Adulterer, alledging, That it was as 
lawful to him to keep his Whore, as to the BUbop of St. Andrews. 
Thirdly. They made an Aft, That Sir David Linde fays Book ihould 
be aboUihed and burnt. 

•Unto this Aftembly came John ErsTdne of Dun, Commiflwner for 
the Kirk, who follicited the Bifhops, for the. Love they had to God, to 
leave off their Periecution of God’s Saints, and fuller them to worfhip 
God according to his Commandments, and to have the common Prayers, 
in all Parifh-Kirks, while further Order might be taken. This Petition 
the Bifhops proudly rejefted, thinking they had both the Queen and 
French King on their Side : And therefore, confujting with, the Qyeen, . 
they caufed *Paul Meffan, JohnWillock , William Hart ( Harlaw) and 
John Douglas , to be fummoned again to compear at Edinburgh at a cer- 
tain Day, as heretical Seducers of the People : But, by the Moyen of (he 
Laird of Dm, they efoaped, and were not fummoned at that Time. Yet 
the Queen and Clergy were fo commoted at the Preachers of the Gofpel, 
that they broke their Promife, and caufed denounce them all to the Horn, 
and charged fundry Barons and Gentlemen to. ward for maintaining of 
them. Hereupon the Mafter of Linde fay, the Lairds of Lundie elder and 
younger, the Lairds of AbbotJhaU and Nfwball, with fundry other Gen- 
tlemen of Fife, and alfo of Angus axdStrathern, aflcmblcd it St. Jobn- 
fioun, in April, One thoufana five hundred and fifty nine, refolving to 
put their Lives ip Jeopardy, for the Maintenance and • Propagation of 
the Gofpel. 

John 
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John Knox having preached openly, after Dinner they deftroyed all 
the Idols in the Town. Thereafter, affembling on the Bridge, they 
cauled John Knox to conceive a Prayer to God Almighty to direft them 
to do that which might .ferve moll for the Glory of God, and Good of 
• his Kirk. Then they concluded to pafs and demolifh the Charter-Houfe : 
But the Prior, fufpe&ing their Purpofe, had brought down bis Tenants 
of the Highlands of Atbole to defend the Place. They, knowing the 
Hazard, dtfired the Prior to put their Wives and eldeft Sons in their 
Tacks ; which if he would do, they promifed to hazard their Lives in 
his Defence : But the Prior refilled this. Then they defired the Prior 
to give them Wine, and of his beft Drink, to encourage them ; which 
was alfo refufed ; and nothing given to them but fait Salmond and fmall 
Drink \ whereby they had no Courage when they had moft ado. The 
Congregation fent the Laird of Moncrief being the Prior s Kinfman, to 
counfel him to leave Idolatry, and ferve God according to his Word : 
But he refufed to obey their Defire ; whereupon the Congregation paft to 
the Charter-Houfe, took forth the Prior, fpoiled the Place, and gave the 
Spoil to the Poor. The next Day they caft down the Charter-Houfe, 
the Gray-Friers, the Black-Friers, and Friers of fullilum. 

The Qjieen, who was at Stirling , hearing of thefe News, was high- 
ly incenfed ; and, having fent for the Duke, lhe faid to him, I marvel 
of you 3 my Lord-, who artfecond ‘Perfon in Scotland, having none between 
you and the Grown but my D aught er, who as yet has no Ijfue , that you 
put not to your Hand-, to take Order with thefe who , in this Manner , 
dejlroy the Policy of this Kingdom. Ton know I am a Woman , and 
ignorant of the ‘Difpojition ana Nature of Scottifh-Afes ‘But it is your 
brother's Duty ana yours to maintain the Liberty of the Kirk. 

.The Duke, allured with thefe Speeches, joyned his Forces with her, 
and marched forward to St. JohnJloun. The fir ft Night they came to Aucb- 
ter order-, where they remained eight Days, till Artillery came from Edin- 
burgh and Stirling. Thefe of St. JobnJioun, underftanding the Queen’s 
Firry againft them, gathered all that they might in Fife , Angus , Strath- 
ern and Merns , with fome of Lothian ; and lent a Poft in Hafte to their 
Friend and Brother the Earl of Glcncairn, defiring him to come in all 
Hafte for Che Defence of God s Caufe. The Earl incontinent, with fo 
many as , he could get together, fped himfelf to come to them, in' all pof- 
fible Hafte, with eight hundred Men. 

The Queen informed of the Earl’s Coming, tad that the Coogrega* ? 
tion was of greater Power than they were indeed ; and that they were all 
refute 'to fight it out to the Extremity ; and, ii) Token hereof etch of 
them bad put fix Quarters of a Cord about bis Fleck, wherewith be flioufd 
be hanged if he did flee $ and, if they got the Viftory, they (hould hang 
fo many of the French as they might overtake ; and that they were 
Handing in the Inch, with three ihoufand Men in arrayed Battle ; and, 
had put the Earl of Glencaim to defend the Town with twin thoufend 
Men, who had great Enmity agaiaft the Duke/ The Qpceb, and thofe 
who were with her, being afraid at thefe News, knowing that they had 
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not Forces enough againft them, fent the Earl of Bothwel and Lord 
Janies Prior of St.. Andrews to the Congregation to take up the Matter. 
The Queen chofe the Earl of Argyle and Lord James to treat for her ; 
and the Congregation chofe the Earl of Glencairn and the Laird of 2 )kb. 

These four agreed the Matter on thefc Conditions. Firft. That the 
Congregation fliould leave the Town void to the Queen, to enter there- 
into with fo many Scots as Ihe pleafed. Secondly . That no French-Man 
fliould enter the Town, or come within three Miles of it. Thirdly . That 
the Queen fliould not moleft nor trouble any Inhabitant in the Town ; 
but, having repofed herfelf three or four Days, fliould leave the Town as 
flie found it. 

Hereupon the Congregation departed every Man to his Houfe. 
The Queen was thankfully received into the Town, and liberally enter- 
tained by the chief Men thereof: But, within four Days, flie, forget- 
ting to keep Promife, called the French- Men into the Town ; who fpoil- 
ed and troubled the fame. Then Ihe called the Magiftrates of the Town to 
underly the Law, for fuch Crimes as file had to lay to their Charge. She 
difcharged alfo my Lord Rutbven from the Office of Provoft, and gave 
the fame to the Laird of Kirifawns , to whom fhe gave the Charge of cer- 
tain Bands of Soldiers to keep the Town. She banifhed all the Congre- 
gation, efpecially ‘Patrick Murray and his Brethren, and the Bailies of 
the Town, and returned to Stirling. 

The Earl of Argyle and Lord James , hearing that the Queen had 
broken her Promife, came both to St. Andrews , and joyned themfelves 
to the Congregation ; and, hearing that the Queen . was come to Falk- 
land ,. minding to come to St.. Andrews againft them, they fent Word 
through' Fife , Angus , Strathern , Merns and 'Buchan , that all their 
faithful Brethren would come to their Support. Their Number increa- 
iing, they paft to Car ale, and deftroyed all Images and Akars, and burnt 
the Rood. The next Day they came to St. Andrews , and reformed all 
the Kirks thereof, and deftroyed all Monuments of idolatry, and caufed 
John Knox preach openly. 

The Bifliop, being not able to hinder thefe Proceedings, ftole out of 
the Town, and came to Falkland to the Queen, and informed her of all. 
She, being highly incenfed, made Proclamation to all Manner of Men 
to follow her to Cowpar and St. Andrews ; and commanded the Soldiers 
to be ready to march forward with her the next Day. 

The Congregation, hearing this, prevented the Time, and came 
that Night to Cowpar , being about three thoufand Men. The Men of 
Dundee, Strathern and Merns met them, about a thoufand Men. The 
next Morning they paft forth to the Muir, thinking the Queen would 
. come that Way. The Queen herfelf flayed at Falkland. Her Army, 
being two thoufand French- Men, under the Command of Monfieur d’ Of- 
fef, with fix Shot of Artillery, and a thoufand Scotttjh- Men commanded 
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by the Duke of Chattelroy , marched to Tarbat- Mill, on the South Hand 
of the Congregation. There they flood at a Confultation. 

I n the mean Time, Patrick Learmont Laird of T>arfay , being Pro- 
voft of St. Andrews, came to the Congregation with five hundred Men 
well armed. They, encouraged herewith, marched forward and flood 
in Battle-Array, over againft the Enemy. The French feeing fo great a 
Number, divided in five Companies, two of Horfemen, and the reft 
Footmen, and believing them to be more than indeed they were, fent 
a Poft to Falkland to the Queen, to ask what was her Mind ; for the 
Congregation were more in Number than they expefted, and very refo- 
lute to fight it out. * 

The Queen, hearing this, fent away the Earl Marjhal , the Lord 
Linde f ay , and the Laird of Waughtottn incontinent, to take up the Mat- 
ter. The Earl Marjhal ’, taken with Sicknefs, as he alledged, caine no 
; further than the Shed-Bridge. The other two pofted fo faft, that they bur- 
fled their Horfe before they came to the Congregation ; whom they found 
in arrayed Battle, having chofen forth five hundred of their btfl Horfe- 
men to prick, and flop the French from eroding the Water of Edin. 
Then they began to reafon with the chief Men of them, ihewing them, 
That it was great Rafhnefs to them ; who were Noblemen and chief Gen- 
tlemen of the Country, to hazard themfelves in Battle againft a Number 
of mercenary Soldiers, being Strangers. They anfwered, that they came 
only in Defence of themfelves, their Friends and Religion, fo grievoufly 
purfued by the French-Men and Bifhops, whom they wifhed to return 
from whence they were coine, and 1 fo they fhould depart in like Manner. 

Then my Lord Lindefay paft to the Duke, where* he flood, and 
faid, It isjlrange , my Lord , that you are fo ill advifed , as to come in 
Pottle againft your own dear eft Friends and Kinfmen , for the Pleafure 
of your Enemies. Are not you young Lord of Scotland, and tbefe your 
Kinfmen and Friends , who will ajfift you to their Power in your good 
Quarrel l • Affure yourfelf if you ajfift thefe Strangers againft your own 
Friends , you Jhall hardly efcape yourfelf y for they are more enraged 
againft you, than againft the French -Men, becaufe you are induced to 
affifi tbefe Strangers againft your own Country Men ayd dear Friends ; 
and namely the Earl of Kx^yU your own Sifter's Son ; the Qyarrel being 
the Propagation of ChriftV Evangel , which you will never be able to 
hinder. Be ajfured , my Lord , if once they Jhall get tbofe Men cut off, 
whom you purfue to day , being your fureft Friends , they will foon cut 
off yourfelf alfo. Since then the Matter ft ands fo hard with you, I coun- 
fel you to obey God rather than Man. 

The Duke fhewing himfelf traSable, my Lord Lindefay defired him 
to flay ftill till he returned back to him. Then he pofted to Monfieur ' 
d’ Off el, fhewing that he and Waughtoun were fent by the Queen to take 
up the Matter betwixt the two Armies \ and therefore difeharged him, in 
the Queen’s Name, to march any further till he had ended his Commif- 
fion. Then he fpake to Monfieur a OJfel, de la Chappel, and Charalous ,

It is far againft your Commiffton , ( faid he ) who art fent by your Ma- 
fter the French King to defend the Realm againft our Enemies of En- 
• gland, and to give our Qyeen-Regent profitable Counfel for Govern- 
ment of this Kingdom , that you are come forth in arrayed Rattle your- 
falves , and fome of the Nobility of Scotland JHrred up by you to de- 
fir oy the reft: So that thereby this Realm Jhall become an eafy Trey to 
any Enemy. I am fare it is not the King of Frances Will, that you 
fpend bis Men and Money in defiroying the Nobility ^Scotland ; spe- 
cially the Earl of Argyle, Lord James the Queens Hr other, with many 
■ other Noblemen ftanding on yonder Field , who are mofi willing to plea- 
fare and fierce the King France, when he hath ado. I counfel you, in 
the Name of God, to go no further on againft them ; for they are deter- 
minate to do what they are able in ‘Defence tf the ProteJlants , and to 
ftop you from entring into thefe fawns, efpecially feeing the Queen is 
not here in proper ‘Per fan ', neither would theyjfuffer herfalf to enter 
thereinto , except with her ordinary Court and Train, all Soldiers being 
removed. Te are Strangers, lofe not the Hearts of Scottifh-A/Iw, nei- 
ther procure the Nobility of Scotland to turn Enemies to the Ki??g of 
France, who are now his Fiends j which if you do, you will get no 
Thanhs at his Hands and his Council. Likewifa , it is an old Scottifh 
Proverb , I will fuffer my Friend to need, but I cannot fee him bleed. 
Think you then that my Eord Duke will fuffer you to defir oy bis Friends 
and Kitfmen of the Congregation ', efpecially the Earl of Argyle his 
Sifters Son ? Reware left , when you, having the Vanguard, jhall joyn 
in Rattle with the Congregation, the Dukes Friends and Followers, 
preferring their own Friends of the Congregation before Strangers, Jhall 
encounter you on your Racks, and cut you <fif. Refides, the Congregation 
are far more in Number than ye are , as you fee, and know the Country 
and Strengths better than you. Finally, fa far as I perceive, they blame 
you only, as by whofa Counfel the Queen hath been moved to perfecute 
them : And therefore they have rejoiced that you jhall not efeape their 
Hands ative. Reware therefore to lofe the good Name which before 
you have purchafed. Reware to lofe the Hearts of the Nobility and 
Commons of Scotland, for the Pleafure of the Rijhops. Reware to ha- 
zard yoarjelf and Countrymen in fa evident a Danger. ‘Think not that 
a few French -Men of War jhall be able to conquer Scotland. Ufa my 
Counfel therefore in Time, before it turn to worfe. 

Moijieur d’ Offel, confidering my Lord Lindefays Words, thought 
them very probable ', yet he rode up to the Top of Tarvat-Hill, and 
fpied the Congregation and their Number ; who had drawn up their Men 
in fuch Sort, that the Multitude feemed far greater. He perceived alfo 
the Duke’s Followers fettled a-back from the Vanguard a little ', and fome 
of them, under the Afliirance, gone over to the Congregation. 

These Things made my Lord Lindefays Words fettle more deeply 
in his Heart : Wherefore he called on my Lord Lindefay , and referred 
the whole Matter to him and my Lord Duke. My Lora Lindefay, for 
the more Afliirance, obtained the Reference under his Hand and my 
Lord Duke’s, and returned back to the Congregation and, after coming 

to 
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to and fro, thev concluded on thefe Articles. Firfi. That the French, 
with their Artillery, fhould prelently retire back to Falkland ; and, the 
next Morning io foon as they might fee, depart over the Ferry to Lo- 
thian, and no more return to Fife. Secondly. That the Queen ihould 
grant them free Liberty of Confcience, to ferve God as they pleafed. 

\ Thirdly \ That the Queen Ihould ride up and. down Fife as fhe pleafed, 
having no French- Men of War in her Company, fave only her ordinary 
Court. Ft urthly. This being done, within twenty four Hours they Ihould 
disband their Army, and continue loyal Obedience to the Qjieen, accor- 
ding to their Duty. 

These Articles were accorded upon, and fubfcribed by both Par- 
ties, far contrary to every Man’s Expectation ; who looked that it Ihould . 
not pafs without a bloody Battle. 

All Things being performed according to the forefaid Appointment, 
/the Congregation, who were in Cowpar , were informed, the next Dav, 
by Mefl'engers from ‘Perth, of the Oppreflion committed upon the Citi- 
zens thereof, by the new Provoft the Laird of Kinfawns , and' his Men of 
War'. Wherefore they paft immediately to Perth, befieged the Town ; 
and, having taken it, they put out the Laird (si Kinfawns, and reftored 
the Office of Provoft to the Lord Ruthven. The Earl of Huntley and 
my Lord Erskine had been fent to ftay the Siege by the Queen : But 
they refufed, and continued affaulting the Town, killing many of the 
Defendants, with the Lofs of one only Man on their Side ; and having 
demolifhed the reft of idolatrous Places, they reformed the Parilh- Kirks j 
and having ftayed there a Day or two, being advertifed that the Queen- 
Regent was fending a Garifon of French Soldiers to Stirling, the Earl of 
Argyle and- Lord James hafted thither, and prevented them. Having 
reformed Stirling, the third Day thereafter they came to Lithgow , and 
reformed it. 

The Queen, hearing that they Were coming to Edinburgh , flec|, 
-with her French- Men, to Durnbar. The Congregation reformed all the 
Kirks of Edinburgh, deftroyed all Idolatry, and made the Gofpel to be 
openly preached by John Knox , John Hillock, William Harlaw . At 
this Time came from England, Cbriftoph'er Goodman, a learned Preacher, 
long bred in Geneva. He ftayed a long Time in the College of St. 
Andrews. 

I n the Month of July, One thoufand five hundred and fifty nine, 
Word came to Scotland of the Death of Henry II. King of France, being 
wounded in the Eye by the Splint of a Spear at a Turnament. The 
Queen-Regent was very forry at thefe News, and feared to be expelled 
out of Scotland by the Congregation. On the other Part, the Congrega- 
tion became altogether fccure, as thinking to find no more Refiftance. 

The Queen, informed hereof by fecret Efpyals, took Parpofe to 
Tetum to Edinburgh : But the Town and Congregation withftanding 
her, file retired to Leith, and fortified it very ftrongly, haying Abun- 
dance 
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dance of Vi&uals, many good Warriours, and the moft Part of the Ar- 
tillery of Scotland. 

About this Time Queen Elizabeth of England caufed reform all 
the Kirks of England , and overthrew all Idolatry which had been fet up 
by Queen Mary-, after the Death of King Edward VI. 

Whilst the Skirmiihing was hotteft betwixt Edinburgh and Leith , 
about the twentieth of Atguji , the Earl of Arran efcaped out of France , 
( where his Life was fought by the Houfe of Guife , becaufe he flood fo 
conftant for *the Reformed Religion ) and came through Flanders and' 
England , unknown to any before he came Home, whence he had been 
ablent fourteen Years. By his Perfwafion the Duke his Father left the 
Queen-Regent, and joyned himfelf to the Congregation. The Earl of 
Arran alio agreed his Father with the Earl of Glenc.airn , the Laird of 
Heath , the Laird of Grange, and many other Gentlemen whom his Fa- 
ther had forfeited. 

The Congregation caufed proclaim, that all who would joyn with 
them Ihould compear at Edinburgh the fifteenth Day of OUober. At 
which Time aflembled the Duke, his eldeft Son the Earl of Arran , the 
Earl of Glencairn , the Lord Kuthven , the Mafter of Linde fay, with 
all the Gentlemen of the Congregation, and the Boroughs, and befleged 
Leith for the Space of a Month, but came not Speed. The Soldiers 
alfo began to mutiny for Want of Pay. Whereupon the Lqrds of the 
Congregation refolved to coin all their Silver-Veflel' and Rings : But 
the coining Stamps being floln away, they were conflrained to fend to 
their Friends in "Berwick , Sir Ralph Sadler and Sir James Crofts , to bor- 
row a little Money to put of the prefent Neceflity. The Queen, advertifed 
hereof by her fecret Efpyals, fent the Earl of Bothwel to lie in wait for 
the Laird of Ormiftoun , who was fent for the fame, and to intrap him 
in his Return ; which he performed, wounded and took himfelf, and took 
the Money from him. The Earl of Arran and Lord James Stuart , ad- 
vertifed hereof, paft haftily out of Edinburgh , with the moft Part of 
the Horfemen, to relieve the Laird of Ormiftoun out of his Hands. The 
Earl, knowing of their Coming, fled away before ; wherefore they took 
his Caftle of Crightoun , and brought great Spoil out of it to Edinburgh : 
But finding Leith fo ftrongly fortified, and being loth to hazard them- 
felves againft the French , they wrote Letters, fubfcribed by all the Lords 
and Barons there prefent, unto England for Support ; which was promi* 
fed to them, and a Day prefixed when they Ihould come both by Sea and 
Land. So the Congregation deferted Edinburgh and retired. The Queen 
immediately, with my Lord Bothwel, my Lord Crightoun , and the 
French- Men, entred into Edinburgh again, and reflGred all the Altars 
and Images, and ere&ed the Mafs in the Kirks, and blotted out the Lord" s 
Prayer, the Belief and Commandments, which were patent upon the 
Kirk-Walls. . 

I n September following, the French marched forth of Edinburgh, and 
wafted and fpoiled Lithgow and Stirling, and the Country thereabout ; 
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and came down the i\&;7i&-Side of Forth-, and made great Dcftru&ion in 
Kingborn , Dyfart and lleemyfs, and killed all the Beltial thereabout. 
They fpoiled the Laird of Grange's Houfe and Villages, and iyne blew 
up the Houfe with Gun-Powder, 

In the mean Time, JLa Bafie, a Flench Captain, with fifty of his 
Company, came forth to fpoil Duuieleir which the Matter of Linde- 
fay and the Laird of Craigball perceiving, they, with their Followers, fct 
upon him right manfully. La Bajiie-y having drawn his Men within 
the Ruins of an old Houle, long Time defended himfelf ftoutly with a 
Halbert in his Hand. The ‘Matter of Lin defay encountring with him 
Hand to Hand, they fought a long Time very eagerly ; at length the Ma- 
tter of Lindefay ftruck him on the Forehead with a Broad-Sword, and 
clave his Brain-Pan. Many of his Soldiers were killed, the reft were car- 
ried to Dundee. The Queen was very forry for La Bafie, for he. was a 
valorous and a&ive Gentleman. 

The Congregation, at their Departure out of Edinburgh-, had divi- 
ded themfelyes in two Companies ; the One to flay at Glajgow, the other 
at Dyfart in Fife . Thefe, and others who joyned witft them, affembled 
at Cozepar, and flayed there eight Days to determine upon the Articles 
to be agreed upon betwixt them and their Friends who were at Glajgow, 
on the one Side, and the Queen of England on the other, for obtaining 
of her Support. Many of the Gentlemen of Fife-, at this Time, were on 
the Queen s Fa&ion, namely , Weemyfs , Balmuto , Bakery, and the Ab- 
bot of Dumfermling . 

U pon the twenty fourth of January, Ofie thoufand five hundred 
and fixty, the Englijh Ships came into the Frith, and their Admiral, 
Mr. Winter, landed at Aberdour. They remained ftill in the Frith till 
the Land- Army came unto them. 

The French^ Men, being at that Time in the Weemyfs , were infor- 
med that they were French Ships fent for their Supply. ^ Being encoura- 
ged with thele News, they determined to go to Coupaf, and fet upon 
the Congregation ; and fell to Coniultation, whether they ihould go thi- 
ther the neareft Way, or go about by the Coafl of St. Andrews , and from 
thence to Coztpar. They refolved upon the laft, in tefpett that the 
Snow was fo deep, that the Horfemen could not travel the neareft Way : 
But, when they were come to Kincraig, and deferied them to be En- 
glish Ships indeed, they became greatly afraid ; and, leaving their Meat 
half-prepared, they hailed back, fome to Kingborn , fome to Dumferm- 
ling : But the Laird of Grange flew many of them by the Way. The 
Englijh Ships came up the Frith, and Ihot at the Cattle of Bruntifland, 
and took it, with the J^ofs of fundry-ir*«Ci&-Men. 

Upon the twenty fixth of January, diverfe of the Congregation 
came from Stirling , and cutted the Bridge of fillibody, to flop the 
French- Men from palling over. So they were conftrained to flay all that

Night in Fotbrig-Muis, without cither Meat or Drink } and many of 
them were killed before they could get the Bridge repaired.' 

A t the fame Time, the Marquis of Elbeuf, Brother to the Duke of 
Gnife and Queen-Regent, came from France , with eight Ships to fup- 
port the Queen : But five of his Ships were broken with the Force of 
Tempeft, himfelf beaten back with the other three, to the great Comfort 
of the Proteftants. 

U pon the thirtieth Day of January , the Queen dire&ed Captain 
Cullen from Leith , with fome Vellels furnifhed with Artillery and Sol- 
diers, for Support of the French - Men who were in Fife : But he and his 
Ships were taken by the Engjijh- Men. Whereat the Qjieen took great 
Diipleafure, and lay lick eight or nine Days. 

* Not long after this, the Prior of St. Andrews, the Matter of Linde- 
fay , and the Laird of Grange , paft to Wejler-Weemyfs , and took the 
Laird thereof} and alfo the Lairds of Seafeld , Montwharny , Balmuto 
and Balgony , and carried lome of them to St. Ajidrews , anti kept them 
there. 

Upon the fourth of February , the Gentlemen and Boroughs of Fife , 
who had taken Part with the Queen, came to St. Andrews , and fublcrib- 
ed with the Congregation. And, upon the feventh Day, the Prior, with 
the Lords and Gentlemen of the Congregation of Fife , paft to Glajgow , 
and joyned with the Duke and his Son, confulting anent their Patting to 
meet with the Englijh Army. 

, The twelfth Day of February , the Englijh Ships took two French 
Ships coming to fupport the Queen. There came alio feventeen Englijh 
"Ships more from Berwick , and joyned with the reft. They kept Inch- 
Keith that none could furniih it. 

• 

U pon the feventeenth Day they took another Ship coming to fup- 
port the Queen with Horfe and Money, and bad her to Berwick. The 
twenty fecond they took a great Ship, which the Qyeen had furnifhed to 
pafs to France with Letters. 

I n March , the Lord Rutbven , the Prior of St. Andrews , and the 
Provoft thereof, with the Laird pf Fittarro , and forty Gentlemen, took 
Ship at Fittenweem in Fiji, in an Englijh Ship called St he Hound and 
failed to Berwick to bring in the Land- Army, and to confirm the Band 
made betwixt them and the Congregation. They returned fliortly to Fit- 
tenweem with ten Ships j and, upon the tenth of March, they, with 
my Lord Arran , my Lord Linaefay, and other of the Congregation, 
met at St. Johnjlom to whom the Earl of Huntley, with the Boroughs . 
?nd Gentlemen of the North, came ; and, after three Days Conference, , 
joyned with the Congregation, and forfook the Queen. 

Then 
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Then the Lords of the Congregation and Gentlemen of Fife met at 
Cczzpar, and concluded to pals and meet the Englijh Army at Hadding- 
toun. They lent forth Proclamations, That all Men fliould be at Leith . 
the thirtieth of March , with thirty Days Vi&uals, under the Pains to 
be reputed as Partakers with the French , and Lnemies to the Com- 
monweal. 

About this Time, the French-Men, hearing that the Duke was be- 
fieging Cajlle-Semple with a great Army, they rode to fupport my Lord 
Semple : But, the lame Day that they came to Glajgcw, he had taken 
the Caftle. They flayed three Days in Glafgczs), and did great Skaith : 
But the Congregation would not fight with# them, nor hazard a Battle be-' 
fore they joyned with the Englijh. 

The twenty eighth of March , the Lords and Gentlemen by-north 
Forth , having caften down the Abbay of Lumfermling , came to Stir- 
lings but could not enter into it becaufe of the French-Men j and there- 
fore returned back to Cajlle-Campbel. But the next Day the French- Men 
departed to Leith j in the which Journey threefcore of them were flain. 

The Lords, hearing of their Departure, came to Stirling j and from 
thence to Lithgoisd j where haying met with the reft of the Congregation, 
on the firft of April, they paft to meet the Englijh Army at Hadding- 
toun and Aberlady , being about eight thoufana Men. The fame Day 
the Queen-Regent paft to the Caftle of Edinburgh. 

Upon the fixth of April, the Englijh-Men skirmifhed with the 
French- Men at Lejlalrig , and repulfed them back to the Town of Leith 
with great Slaughter. , • ■ 

T h e ». a came alfo of Englijh- Men, at fundry Times, with my Lord 
Gray and my Lord TJalbot, the Number of twelve thouland Men, be- 
sides thofe who were in the Ships, which were thirty Sail. 

U pon the thirteenth Day, Leith was inclofed about with the Siege, 
$hat no Man might pafs in or out j and the Affault was made with twelve 
Canon, and twenty lma|l Pieces. 

Upon the fifteenth Day, the French- Men ilfued forth to the Tren- 
ches, where the Englijh White-Clokes fie w an hundred of them. 

Upon the feventeenth Day, the Englijh Ships came to the Pier of 
Leith , and fhot amongft the French-Men, and killed forty of them. 

Up o n the twentieth Day, the principal Block-Houfe of Leith , cal- 
led St. Anthony % Kirk, was battered down ; and alfo the High-Kirk, 
where the Vivers lay, with many Houfes on the Eajl-Si&e of the Town* 

U p o n the twenty eight Pay, the Englijh , giving the Alarm, aflaul- 
■ ted Leith, and killed fomtcoie Fretich-M?n. 

~ * Upon 
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u pon the thirtieth Day, they burnt the Mill of Leitb, and brought 
away -the Goods which Were within the Foit'. 

Upon the third Day of May-, the Englifb- Men and the Congregation 
entrenched befide Bonytcwn , beyond the Water of Leitb , and condem- 
ned the Block-Houie befide the Mill of Leitb , and alio the Bridge. 

. Up o n the eighth Day of May-, the Englifb and Scots aflaulted Leitb 
on the Night ; but the Ladders were too fhort j fo that they were repul- 
fcd with great Slaughter : Therefore the Englifh-Men lent to 'Berwick 
for more Men and longer Ladders, which came to the Camp the thir- 
teenth of May-, the Men being about five hundred. 

Upon the twenty firft Day, the Englifb Ships, en count ring with ten 
French Ships lent to the Supply of Leitb , took tour of them, and forced 
the reft to return Home. 

Upon the twenty fifth Day, the French again ifliied out of Leitb : 
But they were repulfed into the Town, and twenty four of their Men 
killed. 

Upon the twenty eighth of May-, a Parliament was proclaimed, till 
the tenth of July thereafter. 

Upon the tenth Day of June , One thoufand five hundred and fixty, 
the Queen-Regent departed this Life in the Caftle of Edinburgh , being 
overtaken with extreme Melancholy, That the Nobility had rifen up 
againft her. 

There had been diverfe Treaties of Peace, by Means of the French 
and Etigiijh Ambafladors j but the French refufed to give over the Town, 
unlels they got Leave peaceably to tranfport Bag and Baggage. To 
which the Congregation would not alTent. Then there came three hun- 
dred Men to the Camp from England. 

The twenty eighth of June, the. French iffuing out of Leitb-, their 
Colonel and many Men were flam, and the reft repulfed. 

T o revenge this Repulfe, upon the fixth of July, they ifliied forth 
again. The Englijh and Scots, who were in their Trenches, perceiving 
them, rulhed betwixt them and the Town, and flew elevcnlcore of them. 
The Town efcaped narrowly untaken. 

V pon the tenth of July, the Peace betwixt the Scots, Englifb and 
French was at length concluded and proclaimed. And, upon the thir- 
teenth Day, the French lhipped and departed Home, leaving the Town 
Void. 

The Parliament began, upon the twentieth Day of July , at Edin- 
burgh, and endured twenty Days. In the which the Religion Reformed 
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was eftablifhed. All the reft of this- Year there was great Peace and 
Quietnefs, and good Adminiftration of Juftice in the Country. 

Upon the fixth of ‘December , One thoufand five hundred and fixty, 
Francis II. King of France , Husband to Queen Mary, ( file being eigh- 
teen Years of Age, having remained twelve Years in France ) departed 
this Life without Succefiion.

The next Year, One thoufand five hundred and fixty one, upon the 
twenty firft of Augufl, lhe returned to Scotland, and arrived at Leith, ' 
with two Gallies and four Ships ; and was honourably received by her 
Lords and Subje&s. She madfe her Entry into Edinburgh with exceed- 
ing great Magnificence. 

. u ' ' • 

Upon the feventeenth of December , lhe paft out of Edinburgh to 
Litbgow J and from thence to Stirling, ‘Perth, Dundee , and Falkland', 
and thereafter returned to Edinburgh. 

I n December following, the whole Eftates aflembled at Edinburgh ', 
where it was ena&ed, That all beneficed Perfons Ihould quit a third Part 
of their Living, to be affumed by the Queen for Augmentation of her 
Eftate, and Maintenance of the Minifters'ot the Gofpel. Thereafter the 
whole Kirkmen aflembled with all their Aflifters, the Earl of Botbwel 
being their Head ; and dealt with the Queen to reftore the Mafs : But 
God difappointed them of their Intention. 

Upon the firft of January , the> Queen paft to Seatoun, and flayed 
there four Days ; where Lord John, Prior of Coldingham, was married 
upon Jean Hepburn Sifter to the Earl of ‘Botbwel. 


Upon the tenth of February, the Queen’s other Brother, James 
Prior of St. Andrews, was made Ear 1 of Murray, and married Agnes 
Keith Daughter to the Earl of Marjhal, in the Abbay of Holy-rood- 
houfe. At which Solemnity nine Gentlemen of Fife were knighted. 

*U p 0 N the fifteenth Day, there came an Ambaflador from Sweden to 
the Queen, Relying Licence to the King of Sweden to come into this 
JiUalm. It is thought he expelled to have the Queen in Marriage. 

Upon the twenty eighth of February, he received his Anfwer and 
departed. \

Upon, the third Day of March, the Queen paft from Edinburgh to 
Dumfermling , and from thence to Dyfart and to Dury. 

O n the fixth Day lhe came to St. Andrews , and flayed there a Space. 

Upon the twenty firft Day, lhe came to Grwparand to Falkland', 
and iyne returned to St. Andrews. 

H h h In 
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I n the feme Year of God, One thoufand fiye bvujdred and fixty two, 
the Earl of Rothwel , with other Gentlemen, came to Falkland-, thinking 
to feize upon the Queen’s Perfonj or (as fome fey) to poyfon her: 
But the Matter being difclofed, they were imprifoned in the Caftle of 
Edinburgh. Mr. Gatin Hamilton alfo was imprifoned, and fo was the 
Earl of Arran , who was alledged to have difclofed the Ggnfpiracy. 

Upon the firft oi April, the Queen having returned to St. Andrews, 
the Duke fent a Letter to her Grace, humbly entreating that bis Son, the 
Earl of Rothwel , and Mr. Gatin Hamilton , might be let forth Upon 
Caution which being refufed, the Duke came to Sf. Andrews for the 
fame Effe&, but in. vain. Thereafter thekQueen caufed charge hito to 
render to her Grace the Caftle o&Dumbartoun, which he obeyed ", and 
the Queen made a Servant of her own Captain of it.

About this Time, the Proteftants of France deftroyed the Images, 
and all the Monuments of Idolatry in Roman, and other Towns ", their 
Captain being the Prince of Condy. As they were advancing forward to 
‘Parts to do the like, the Papifts, and the Duke of Guife their Captain, 
met them in the Fields. The Conflift was doubtfome ; but the Vi#ory 
inclined to the Proteftants! 

I n April, the King of Sweden's Brother came to St. Andrews, defir- 
ing the Marriage of our Qjaeen to the King his Brother : But he got de- 
ferring Anfwers. After this the Qpeen paft to Lochhtin, and to £- 
dinburgb. 

I ji the feme Year, the Town of Rottan was befieged and taken by the 
French King, to the great Difcontentment of the Proteftants. 

Upon the fifteenth Day of May , there came an Amhaillador out of 
Sweden very weil accompanied. He was honourably received, and got 
-Prefence at Holy-rood-boufe. The feme Day my Lord Fleming was ho- 
nourably married. , The Ambaflador departed the fell of May. He re- 
ceived from the Queen a Chain worth a thoufand Crowns. 

Upon the twentieth of May , the Laird of Eetbivgtom, Secretary 
to the Queen, was fent to England for certain Affairs anent the Meeting 
of the two Queens. 

There was, at this Time, in Normandy, a Battle betwixt the. Pa- 
pifts and Proteftants j in which great Slaughter was made on both Sides ", 
and the Prince of Clondy was taken. 

The tenth of July thereafter, the Papifts and Proteftants of Prance 
met together at the Town of Orleanl ", where great Slaughter was com- • 
mitted on both Sides, and fpecially on the fhaven Sort. The Duke of 
Guife was killed by his own Servant, treafonably, by the Shot of a Dag ", 
but the Murderer was feyerely pimiihed to.Death. 1 
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Thu re was an Appointment made for a Meeting of the two Queens 
at York ; and the Queen bad prepared herfelf to depart the twenty fourth 
Day of July , and the Nobility warned thereof ; but Occalions hindred 
the fame : For the Queen of j England had fent ten thoufand Men to 
Newhaven in France , for Support to the Proteftants, the Earl of War- 
wick being their Lieutenant. The Queen of Scotland took Journey to 
the North Land, and came to Aberdeen the thirteenth of AugUfi. At 
which Time the Earl Rothwel brake Ward in the Caftle of Edinburgh, 
efcaping out of the Window by a Tow. 

Upon the twentieth Day of September , the Queen made Proclama- 
tions through the North Country, that all Men Ihould he at her in Fier 
of War : And this was, becaufe the Laird of Findlater , Son to the Earl 
of Huntley, brake Ward in Aberdeen, and held all the Gaffles belonging 
to his Father and himfelf, and would not render them. The Earl of Hunt- 
ley raifed to the NCSnber of a thoufand Men. Lord Robert, the Queen’s 
Brother, was fent to Dundee and Edinburgh and fhortly thereafter the 
Queen lent five hundred Light- Horlemen to France, in Support of the 
Proteftants there. 

* 

The twentieth of September the Callle of Invtrnefs was taken, and 
the Captain thereof, called Gordon, was hanged. At this Time, fohn 
Gordon, Laird of Findlater, took certain of the Queen’s Men of War in • 
Rarnf, and took their Weapons from them. The Earl of Huntley and 
be, being charged to compear before the Queen’s Grace at. Aberdeen, and 
refilling, were denounced to the Horn. 

The Earl of Huntley, With his Afliftants, came forward to Rawjf 
the twentieth of October, thinking to have taken the Queen at Aberdeen . 
The Earl of Murray, the Earl of Mortdun , and my Lord Lindefay, being 
in the Town, they, leaving the Queen in the Town, pall to the Fields the 
twenty eight of October j and fought with the Earl of Huntley at a Place 
called Fbe Rank of Fair, alias Correichy. There were flaih to the Earl 
of Huntley two hundred ; to the Queen lixfcore the Vi&ory inclining 
to the Qjieen. And the Earl himfelf being killed in the Tahirig, his dead 
Body was brought to Aberdeen , and laid in the Tolbooth. 

The thirtieth of Odbober, five Gentlfemei of the Name of Gordon 
were hanged at Aberdeen ', and, on the fecond Day of No’Vtmbei', tht 
Laird of findlater beheaded. Adam, the youngeft Brothed, was lpared j 
and the Duke commanded to keep my Lord Gordon, his Son-ih-latf, 
fure ; and albeit thereafter he came to St. JdbnJloun to interceed for him, 
yet He got no Aniwer which pleafed hirb. 

U pon the fourth of November, the Queen carrie from Aberdeen tb 
3D unnotter', anddrom th&noetoRonningtoun, Arbroth aiid Dundee. 

'■ Shortly thereafter the Earl of Murray came from the Queetl to 
St. Andrews, becaufe he would not confent to the Marriage of the Qu'een 
With the Lord Darnley. There was a Convention of the Nobility kept 
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at Stirling anent the faid Marriage j and the moft Part confented 
thereto. 

In the Month of June,'. One thoufand five hundred and fixty four, 
the Queen fent for the Earl of Murray : But he was advertifed, That if 
he came he would be put in Ward ; and therefore he abfented himfelf. 

About this Time, the Earl of Rothes, with certain Gentlemen, 
came to Tarrat-Well , befide Dowbill, thinking to have taken my Lord 
Darnley from the Queen, as they rode from St. Johnftoun to the gueens- 
ferry : But fhe being advertifed, had paft by before they met. In July 
next they were fummoned to upderly the Law. 

A t this Time, there came an AmbafiTador from England , defiring 
that the Earl of Lennox and his Son fiiould return into England , other- 
wife to lofe all his Lands there ; but this was refilled ; 'and my Lord 
Darnley was created Duke of Rothfay, and Earl of Ro/s. 

U r o n the eighth of July, the Queen was married to my Lord Darn- 
ley, in the Abbay of Holy-rood-houfe , with great Pomp and Triumph ; 
the moft Part of the Nobility being prefent, except the Duke, the Earls 
of Argyle, Murray and Rothes. They being charged by a Herauld to 
come to Edinburgh to the Queen, upon their Refufal, were put to the 
Horn. Proclamations were made, That all Men fhould meet the Queen 
at -Falkland the thirteenth Day of Augufi. 

This fame Year, the Lord Gordon , the Earls of Rothwel and Su- 
therland were reftored to their Liberty and Eftates. 

* \ % 

The twentieth Day of Augufi , by open Proclamation at Cowpar, all 
Men that had been at the < Parrat-Well were fummoned to ward in Dum- 
bartoun ', and the Earl of Rothes put to the Horn. Thereafter the Queen 
went to Glafgow, having commanded, by open Proclamations, all Men to 
attend her in Fier of War, to refift the Lords that were at the Horn. 
From Glafgow Ihe fent a Herauld to Hamiltoun to charge the Duke to 

render his Houfe, under the Pain of Treafon. 

% 

The next Day, the Lords who were at the Horn came to Edin- 
burgh ', but the CafUe ihot at them, and therefore they departed to Dum- 
fries : But, hearing that the King and Queen were returned to Edin- 
burgh^ they came to Glafgow . 

Upon the twelfth Day of September , the King and Queen made the 
Earl of Lennox Lieutenant of the Weft Parts ; and thereafter came to 
Stirling , Ltfe and Dundee , and put fundry Gentlemen of Life and Angus 
in Ward, for affifting the Lords who were at the Horn, 

» 

The Earl of Sotbwel was now returned from France, and landed at 
Oddingbam in a Pink ; and gave his Prefence to the King and Queen, 
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and was received in great Favour, and made Lieutenant-General of the 
Borders. 

The eight Day of October, the Queen received great Sums of Mo- 
ney from the Boroughs ; and gave eleven thoufand Merks for the Supe- 
riority of Leith. 

The tenth Day, the Earl of Huntley was proclaimed again the Earl 
of Huntley and immediately the King and Queen, with the whole Body 
of the Realm, paft out of Edinburgh to Dumfries , with certain carted 
Pieces. The Duke, the Earls of Jr gyle, Murray and Rothes , hearing 
of fo great Power, fled into England. At Dumfries my Lord Maxwel 
met the King, and came in his Will, and rendred two of his fpeciai 
Caftles to him. 

About this Time, there came a great Englijh Ship carrying twenty 
brafen Pieces of Ordnance. Some think that file came to receive the 
Lords that were at the Horn ; others, That fhe attended the Earl of 
Eotbwel in his Return from France , to have taken him. Juftice Airs 
were proclaimed rhrough all the Shires, for Punifiiment of all them that 
took Part with the rebellious Lords. And, in December , a Proclama- 
tion was made, to the twelfth Day thereof, to forfeit the Lords that were 
in England.. 

I n January following, there came jin Ambaflador from France to 
make the King Knight of the Cockle. 

Upon the twenty fecond of February , the Earl of Rotbwel was mar- 
ried on the Earl of Huntleys Sifter. The King and Queen made the Ban- 
quet the flrft Day ; which continued five Days, with Jufting and Tur- 
nament. At which Solemnity were made fix Knights of Fife. 

Upon the eighth Day of March , the Queen rode in Parliament to 
the Tolbooth of Edinburgh , with the Crown, Sword and Sceptre carried 
before her, by the Earls of Huntley , Crawford and Athole : But the 
King rode not that Day. In this Parliament the Reftitution of the Earls 
of Huntley and Rothwel was ratified.

HAH. LES J A ME S VI. Son to Henry Stuart 
Lord Damley and Mary , King and Queen of Scot- 
land^ was born in Edinburgh Caftle the nineteenth 
Day of June , One thoufand five hundred and fixty 
fix Years j and, the eighteenth Day of ‘December y 
in the Year fbrelaid, he was folemnly chriftened at 
Stirling j whole Godfathers were Charles King of 
. France-, and Philibert Duke of Savoy i and the Queen 

of England was his Godmother, who gave a Font of Gold curioufly 
wrought and enamelled, weighing three hundred and thirty three Ounces, 

amounting 
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amounting in Value to the Sum of a thoufand four hundred and three 
Pounds, nineteen Shillings Sterling. Mohey. 

The tenth of February , in the Morning, One thoufand five hundred 
and fixty feven, Henry Stuart ', Lord Darnley, and Husband to Queen 
Mary , was murdered fhamefully in the Kirk of Field ; the Revenge 
whereof remaineth in the Hands of Almighty God. 

The twenty fecond Day of the faid Month, in the Year forefaid, 
Lady Margaret 'Douglas , lawful Daughter to the Earl of Angus, Sifter- 
Daughter to King Hary VIII. Countefs of Lennox , and Mother to the 
laid Lord Darnley , was difeharged out of the Tower of London. 

The twenty ninth Day of July, in the Year forefaid, Charles James 
the young Prince of Scotland , after a Sermon made by John Knox , was 
.crowned King of Scotland at Sterling whefe there were: read certain 
Commiflions, with the Queen of Scotland's Seal at them, for eftsbl idl- 
ing of the fame. The- firft, for her Resignation of the Crown, and Go- 
vernment of the young Prince her Son. The fecond, to authorize the 
Earl of Murray to. be Regent during his Minority. The third, to give 
Authority and Power to feven other joyning with the faid Earl of Mur- 
ray^ in cafe he fhould refufe to exercife the fame alone ; that is to fay , 
The Duke of Cbattelroy, the Earls of Lennox, Argyle , Athole , Mortem, 
Glencairn and Mar. The Commillion being ended, the Bilhop of A- 
keUy, with two Superintendants, proceeded to the Coronation. The Earl 
Mortoun and the Lord Hume took the Oath for the King, that he fhould 
rule in Faith, Fear and Love of God and |o maintain the Religion then . 
preached in Scotland. He was then anointed, and had the Royal Robe 
put on him. He had the Crown upon his Head, the Sword by his Side, 
and the Sceptre in his Hand ; to thf Bringing to him of every one of 
which, Prayers were made in the Scettijb Tongue, wherein the whole 
Ceremony was made and done. 

The Fields of Tullie- Angus and Crabfiane was ftricken between Gor- 
don and Forbes , in the Year One thoufand five hundred and feventy 
one Years.

In the fame Year was the Maflacre of France, called The Murtber 
of Paris. 

In the Year of God One thoufand five hundred add eighty one, the 
.Earl of Mortoun, Regent of Scotland, was executed at 'Edinburgh. 

I n the Year of God Qne thoufand. five hundred and eighty three, the 
Earl of Gowry, Lord Rutbven, wai execute at Stirling. 

In the Year thereafter was the Road of Stirling, and Banifhment of 
the Lords ; and the fame Year , was a great Peft in Edinburgh , and there- 
about, where fifteen thoufand Perfons died. 
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I n the Year of God One thoufand five hundred and eighty five Years, 
there was a great Storm of Snow in Harveft ; and the fame Year was the 
Incoming of the banifhed Lords, called The Road fl/’Stirling. 

I n the Month of May thereafter, Mary Queen of Scotland efcaped 
out of Prifon, fled into England, and, the fixteenth Day of the laid 
Month after her Efcape out of Locblei'in where /he had been imprifoned, 
arrived at Werlingtoun in England, having in her Company a fmall Num- 
ber, where /he ftayed ; and Captain Reid , with fifty Soldiers, was ap- 
pointed to attend on her, and convoy her to Carlifle, and from thence to 
ReltotiU' Caftle, belonging to the Lord Scrotp , who, with Sir Ralph 
Sadler fent down for the Purpofe, had the Cuftody of her till /he was 
committed to the Earl of Shrewsbury. 

The twenty ninth Day of October, One thoufand five hundred and 
eighty feven, there was a Parliament holden at Wejlminjier , for trying of 
Matters concerning Mary Queen of Scotland. 

The Zixth of December thereafter, in the Year forefaid, the Loid 
Mayor of London , affifted with diverfe Earls and Barons, the Aldermen 
of London in their Scarlet Robes, with their Officers, and greateft Num- 
ber of their beft Account about the City, to the Number of fourfcore of 
the graveft and moft worlhipful Citizens, in Coats of Velvet and Chains 
of Gold, all on Horfeback, in moft foleron and ftately Manner, by Sound 
of four Trumpets about ten of the Clock in the Forenoon, made open and 
publick Proclamation and Declaration of the Sentence given lately by the 
Nobility agaiuft Mary Queen of Scotland , under the Great Seal of En- 
gland, bearing Date at Richmond the fourth of December, being openly 
read by Mr. William Sebright Town-Clerk of London, and with a loud 
Voice folemnly proclaimed by the. Serjeant at Arms of the faid City, in 
diverfe Streets and Corners, and namely in the Palace of Wejlminjier, 
without Temple-Ear, and other Parts. 

The eighth Day of Eebruary thereafter, according to the Sentence 
lately given, Mary Stuart Queen of Scotland, about ten of the Clock in 
the Forenoon, was execute, and fullered Death by beheading upon a Scaf- 
fold fet up for that Purpofe in the great Hall of Fotbringhay, in Prefence 
of George ‘falbot Earl of Shrewsbury , Henry Gray Earl of Kent, prin- 
cipal Commilfioners, and other Gentlemen of the Country near adjoyning, 
to the Number of three hundred Perfons ; who was, as pertained to a 
Queen, royally buried in ‘Peterborough. 

On the firft Day of Augufi next following, in the Year of God One 
thoufand five hundred and eighty eight, a Navy was fent to the Seas 
againft the Spanijh Armada, who were in Number a hundred and fifty ' 
eight Sail. 

I n the Year following was the Road of the Bridge of Dee $ and the 
King’s fiift Air in Aberdeen. 
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I n the Year of God One thoufand five hundred and ninety, Kiqg 
James VI. was married with Anna of 'Denmark* 

I n the Year of God One thoufand five hundred and ninety two, the 
Earl of Huntley flew the Earl of Murray at Dunibirfel. 

In the fame Year Prince Henry Frederick was born,, the ninth Day 
of February and the fame Year, the eighteenth Day of Auguft, there 
was a great Wind that fhook the Corns ; and, by Storms thereafter, ran 
fik Dearth, that the Meal gave eighteen Pounds the Boll. 

I n the Year of God One thoufand five hundred and ninety fix, the 
Field of Glenlevit was flricken betwixt Gordon and Campbel, where Gor- 
don was Viflor ; and, in the fame Year, Strabogy and Slanes were cafien 
down ; and an Air holden in Aberdeen. 

I n the Year following, the eighteenth Day of December > was an Up- 
roar in Edinburgh betwixt the King and the Kirk j and, the fame Year, 
the Sun was eclipled totally. , ' 

Thi twenty fifth Day of February , in the Year of God One thou- 
fand five hundred and ninety eight Years, came an Ambaflador from the 
King of Denmark , to Elizabeth Queen of England-, with certain Com- 
miflions from the new King thereof j and to return the Garter that her 
Majefty had beftowed upon the King lately deceafed, .as the Manner of 
all foreign Princes is to do. He had Audience at the Court the feventh 
of December , in the Year forefaid, with certain Requefts, which her 
Majefty anfwered, without Pains, to every Point of their Ambafiage. 
Daftly. Having Audience, by Occafion, on her Majefty ’s Birth-Day, 
( as he was furely informed ) he began an eloquent Oration, faying, / 
doubt not but the King my Mafler Jhall, in this happy Day, bare a 
happy Anfwer to his Requefts. Her Majefty anfweretl, laying, I blame 
you not to expeVl a reafonAbl* Anfwer : But you may think it a great Mi- 
racle , how that a Child-, born at four of the Clock this Morning , Jhould 
be able to anfwer fo wife and learned a Man as you are , fent from fo 
great a Frince as you be-, about fo neat and weighty Affairs as you 
fpeak of in an unknown Tongue , by three of the Clock in the Afternoon. 
And thus, with prudent and gracious Words, fhe ended, and gave him 
Leave to depart. 

I n the Year of God One thoufand fix hundred and three, upon 
the twenty fourth Day of March , being Thurfday , about two a-Clock 
in the Morning, deceaft Queen Elizabeth of England , at her Manour 
in Richmond in Surrey-, fhe being then aged threefcore and ten Years, 
and had reigned forty four Years, five Months and odd Days ; whofe 
Corps was privily conveyed to Whitehall , and there remained till the 
twenty eight of April-, , and was then buried at Weftminfter. 

I t is not unworthy to be remembred, that Thurfday hath been a fatal 
Day to King Henry VIII. and all his Pofterity $ for himfelf died upon 
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•7 %urfday the twenty eighth of January ; King Edward upon Jlmrf 
day the fixth of July ; Queen Mary on Thnrfday the feventeenth of No- 
vender ; and Queen Elizabeth upon Thnrfday the twenty fourth of 
March. 

Upon the faid twenty fourth Day of March , the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal of the Realm of England, aflifted with thefe of her late 
Majeflv’s Privy Council, aflembled themlelves together to take Order of 
the Publifhing of the Queen’s Departure ; alio her lawful Succeflor fhould 
be declared, to the Comfort of the Realm. . 

A B o*u t ten of the Clock at Morn in the fame Day, which, after 
the Account of the Church of England, is the laft of the Year of Chrift 
One thoufand fix hundred and two, having proclaimed King "James at 
the Court-Gate, entred the City of London by Ludgate ’, where, finding 
Robert Leelord Mayor of London, Aldermen and Citizens, they, all to- 
gether, with a Multitude, of other good Subjects, rOde to the Crofs of 
Wejl-Cheap', and, on the /%/?-Side thereof, with Sounding of Trumpets, 
caufed to be proclaimed King James of Scotland, the fixth of that Name 
in Scotland, and of England, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, 
the firft, as lawful Heir, lineally defcended from Margaret eldeft Daugh- 
ter to Henry VII. and Elizabeth his Wife, eldeft Daughter to Ed- 
ward, IV. married to James IV. King of Scotland, in the Year of God 
One thoufand five hundred and three, (a hundred Years and more fince) 
who had Iflue, King James V. Father to Mary I. Mother to James VI. 
now King of this whole I Hand, England, Scotland and Wales, with the 
Realms of France and Ireland. Sir Robert Cecil, principal Secretary, 
read the Proclamation ; William Dethick, alias Garter, principal King 
at Arms, pronounced it with an audible Voice. From thence- they rode 
into Milk-Street, to the Houfe of James Fembertoun, one of the Sheriffs 
of London ; where they dined. And after that, in Council, this Mor- 
ning being Thnrfday , was di reded in Poft Sir Robert Carte Knight, to- 
wards Scotland, to fignify in Scotland what bad been done in England , 
which he performed to the King at Edinburgh, upon Saturday at Night 
following, which was the twenty feyenth of March, and the firft News 
to the King of ftis Sifter’s Death. 

This Charge was very plaufible and well-pleafing to the whole No- 
bility, and generally , to all Commons both of Scotland and England 
among whom the Nameaof King was then fo ftrange, as few could re- 
member or had feen a King before, except they were aged Perfons ', con- 
fidcring that the Government of the Realm had continued near the Space 
of fifty Years under the Reign of two Queens, which is the greatcft Part 
of a Man’s Age. 

But Tidings being brought hereof in Scotland to the King, he cal- 
led a Council to him in taking Order for fettling all Things in his Realm 
of Sect land ; began his Voyage towards England, and did fo much, that, 
after many Days Journey, and lodging in the Houfes of fundry Noblemen, 
he arrived at London the feyenth of May, One thoufand fix hundred and 
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three ; and he was lodged at the Charter-Houfe, making many Knights 
by the Way as he came. 

James I. Son to Henry Stuart and Mary late Queen of Scotland , born 
in 'Edinburgh Caftle, began his Reign over the Realm of England , the 
twenty fourth of March , the laft ofthe Year One thoufand fix hundred 
and two ; aged thirty fix Years and better. He had reigned King of 
Scotland in Peace with almoft all Chriftian Princes ; which Peace he alfo 
brought into England ’. God make us thankful, and grant him in that 
blefl'ed Peace many Years to reign over us. 

Divers Prifoners, touching the late Earl of Ejfex, were delivered 
• out of the Tower of London , namely , the Earl of South amptoun, on the 
tenth of April. 

The twenty feventh Day of the fame Month, Proclamation was 
made for the Apprehenfion of William and ‘Patrick Rutbvens , Brethren 
of the late Earl of Gowry. 

» 

The twenty eight of April , the Corps of Queen Elizabeth entred 
in the Vault of her Grandfather Henry VII. in his moft beautiful Chapel, 
moft triumphantly ; where the reverend Father in God Anthony Watfon , 
Bifhop of Cbejler , made a learned Sermon. There were efteemed of Mour- 
ners in black, fixteen hundred Perfons. 

I N this mean Time, on the fifth of April , King James departed from 
Edinburgh , attended with Multitudes of his Nobility, Earls, Lords, 
Barons and Gentlemen of Scotland \ and* fome French- Men, as the French 
Ambailador being in Scotland \ befides, in his Train, many gallant and 
well-appointed Gentlemen, who all attended upon him that Day from 
Edinburgh to Dunglafs , a Houfe of the Lord Hume's , where he repofed 
himfelf that Night. . 

The fixth of April, his Majefty progrefled from Dunglafs towards 
Berwick-,' having then attending upon him many more Noblemen, 
Knights and Gentlemen, befides the Lords Wardens of the Marches and 
Borders of Scotland and England , with feveral Companies to receive him. 
The Lord Governor of Berwick alfo, accompanied with the Council of 
War, the Conftables with their Coronets of Horfes, and diverfe Captains 
and Gentlemen of the Land-Penfioners, and others, advanced forward to 
meet, entertain and condu& his Majefty into the Town of Berwick . 
This feems a happy and ftrange Day, when, peaceably, fo many En- 
glish warlike Gentlemen went out to bring in an Englijh and Scottijh 
King, both included in one Perfon, into that Town, which, for many 
hundred Years, had been an Enemy, or held for the one Nation or the 
other : But the King of Peace hath fo ordained it to be. Thofe Com- 
panies met him, and was gracioufly refpeded of his Highnefs : So, foi- 
ling in among the other Troops, they let forward. And when his Higb- 
pefs came within Half a Mile of the Town, and began to take View' 
thereof, from the Caftle came fik a Tempeft, as it were Thunder. It 
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was credibly reported, that a better Peal of Ordnance was never, in any 
Soldier’s Memory, difebarged in that Place. The King being come 
near to the Gates, the Smoke of Gun-Powder evamfhed ; and iliued out 
of the Town William Selby Gentleman, Porter of * 'Berwick, with other 
Gentlemen of Account, and, humbling himlelf before the King, prelec- 
ted unto him the Keys of the Ports, who received them gracioufly ; and, 
being entred betwixt the Gates, he relived the laid William Selby the 
Keys again, and graced him with the Honour of Knighthood for his Ser- 
vice. This done, bis Majefty entred the lecond Gate ; and, being within 
both the Walls, he was received by the Captain of the Ward ; and lo 
pa fled through a double Guard of Soldiers well armed in all P'oints. Be- 
twixt this Guard his Majefty palled on to the Market-Crofs, where the 
Mayor and h» Brother received him with no fmall Signs of Joy. But 
the common People omitted nothing their Power could attain unto, to 
exprefs loyal Duty and hearty Affe&ion, kneeling, ihouting, and crying 
God face King James, till they were, in a Manner, intreated to be 
Blent. Then Mr. Cbriftopher Parkiujon , the Recorder of Tier wick, a 
Man grave and reverend, made a brave Speech to bis Majefty, acknow- 
ledging him their foie and fovereign Lord ; to whom, in the Town’s 
Name, he furrendred their Charter ; presenting his Highnefs alfo, from 
them, with a Purfe of Gold ; which, as an Offering or tbeir Love, he 
gracioufly received : And for their Charter, he anfwered them, That it 
would be continued ; and that he fhould maintain their Privileges, and 
uphold them and their Town in all Equity, by reafon it was the princi- 
pal and firft Place honoured with his moft gracious Perfon. From thence 
his Majefty paft into the Church, to humble himfelf before the Exalter 
of the humble, and thank him for his Benefits bellowed upon him and 
his People. At which Time preached before him the reverend Father in 
God Tuby Matthew , Bifhop of 'Durham , who made a moft learned Ser- 
mon ; whilk finifhed, the King departed to his Palace ; and then they 
gave him a Peal of great Ordnance more than before, never having King 
to reft within their Walls for many Years before. 

The next Day, being the feventh of April, his Majefty afcended the 
Walls ; whereupon all the Cannoneers, and other Officers belonging to the 
great Ordnance, flood every one in his Place ; the Captains with their 
Bands of Soldiers likewife under their Colours. Among which warlike" 
Train, his Majefty, to fhew an Inftsnce how he loved and refpe&ed the 
Art military, he made a Shot himfelf out of the Cannon, fo far, and with 
filch Sign of Experience, that the moft expert Gunners gave it juft Com- 
mendation. After this he left that Part of the Wall, and being attended 
upon by his Nobility both of Scotland and England \ the Lord Henry 
Howard , Brother to the late Duke of Norfolk , and the Lord Cobham 
being newly come to the Town, and guarded by the Gentlemen- Penfioners 
of Berwick, he bellowed that Day in furveying of the Fortifications, com- 
mending the military Order of the Town, and fo returned to his Palace. 

The eighth of April, the Trumpets warned for the Remove j and 
all that Morning bis Majefty, with Royal Liberality, bellowed, among 
the Garifon Soldiers, and every Officer of War, according to his Place, 
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rich and bountiful Rewards. After Dinner, his Majefty mounted on 
Horfeback, and took Leave of Rerwick, and proceeded into England ; 
where he was received by Nicolas Forejier , High-Chamberlain or Nor- 
thumberland, accompanied with a Number of the Gentlemen of the 
Shire ; who, riding before his Majefty, led the Way to Withringtoun ; 
where, by the Matter of the Place Sir Robert Carie and his Lady, he 
was received with all Duty and Affe&ion, the Houfe being plentifully 
furniftied for bis Entertainn|pt, dye. 

The ninth of April, he fet forward to Newajile , being fixteen Miles 
from Withringtoun j where his Majefty was met by the Mayor, Aider- 
men, Council, and belt Commoners of the fame. In joyful Manner the 
Mayor prefented him with the Sword and Keys, with humble Submiflion, 
giving to his Majefty alfo, in Token of Love and Loyalty, a Purfe full 
of Gold. His Grace returned to the Mayor the Sword and Keys, rati- 
' . tying all their Cuftoms and Privileges that they were poflefled of ; and 
fo was conduced to the Mayor’s Houfe, where he was richly entertained, 
and remained there three Days. 

Sunday-, being the tenth of April, his Majefty went to the Church, 
before whom preached the Bifliop of Durham. 

Monday he beftowed in viewing the Town, the Manner and Beauty 
thereof, Bridge and the Key, being one of the faireft in all the North 
Parts : Befides, he releafed all Prifoners, except for Treafon and Papi- 
ftry, giving Sums of Money for the Relief of many that lay for Debt, So 
joyful were the Townfmen of Newcafile of his Majefty being there, that 
. they thankfully bure all the Charge of his Houfhold, during the Time of 
his Abode with them, 

*v 

The thirteenth Day of April \ his Majefty let forward towards 3D «r- 
ham } and when he came near, the Magistrates of the Town met him, 
- in behaving thm&lves as others before them* It was by his Highnefs 
alfo thankfully accepted ; and palling through the Gates, when he entred 
the Market- gate, there was an Oration made, to him ; which being ended, 
he palled towards the Bilhop’s Houfe, where he was royally received by 
the Bilhop, attending him with a hundred Gentlemen in Town’s Livery- 
Coats, drc. 

The fourteenth Day, his Majefty took Leave of the Bilhop of Dur- 
j bam i whom he. greatly graced and commended for his learned Humani- 
ty and Gravity, promifing to reftore diverfe Things taken from the Bi- 
Ihoprick. His Majefty removed towards Walworth , fixteen Miles from 
Durham j where, by the Gentlewoman of the Houle, Mris. Jamie Jon , 
he was bountifully entertained. 

The fifteenth Day of April, his Majefty fee forward to Tork , his 
Train ftill increafing by the Number of Gentlemen from the South Parts, 
that came to offer him Fealty, whofe Love he greatly tend red ; yet did 
their Multitude fo opprefs the Country, and made Provifion fo dear, 
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that he was fain to pnblifh an Inhibition againft the inordinate and daily 
Avcefs of People coining, that many were ftopt of their Way. The high 
Sheriff of TJr^-Shire, very well accompanied, attended his Majcfty to 
Mr. Ivglebee’s , befide T cp-Clift, being about fixteen Miles from Wal- 
worth j who, with great Humility, received his Majcfty j where he re- 
fted that Night. 

The fixteenth of April-, his Majcfty removed towards ‘Turk-, being 
fixteen Miles from Yop-Clift ; and when he came about fomc three Miles 
from York-, ( the Liberties of the City extending fo far ) Mr. ‘Buckie and 
tAr. Robert Jon, Sheriffs of the City, met him, ^d, with humble Duty, 
prefented him with their white Staves, which his Grace received and de- 
livered them again j fo they attended him towards the City. Within 
• a Mile of which when his Highnefs approached, there met him the Lord 
Burly , Lord President of the North-, with many worthy Knights and 
Gentlemen of the Shire. Thefe alfo attended on his Perfon to York-, where, 
when he came near without the City, there met him three of the Ser- 
jeants, Mr. Wood, Mr. Y)amfort , and Mr. Weft rope, who delivered their 
Maces, which his Majefty delivered again, commanding them to wait 
on him $ and, the fame Time, the Serjeant-Trumpeter, and fome others* 
did, in like Manner, fubmit themfefves * whom, in like Manner, he 
commanded to wait on him. Then he rode till he came to one of the 
' Gates of York , where the Lord Mayor of the City, the Aldermen and 
wealthieft Commoners, with Abundance of other People, met him there. 
A long Oration being made, the Lord Mayor delivered him the Sword 
and Keys, together with a Cup of Gold j which Prefent his Grace thank- 
fully accepted, delivering the Keys again to my Lord Mayor : But 
about bearing of the Sword there was fome Argument ; the Lord Prefi- 
dent taking it for his Place, the Lord Mayor efteeming it to be his. But 
the King demanded the Sword, feeing they would not be pleafed, that 
he fhould have the Difpolition thereof j w hereunto , they humbly att- 
fwered, it was all at his Pleafure. His Grace delivered the Sword to" the 
Earl of Cumberland \ who bure it before him from the Gate to the Min- 
fter ; in which Way there was a Conduit that ran white Wine all Day $ 
white Wine and Claret, every Man to drink as much as he lift. From 
the Minfter his Grace went on Foot, under a Canopy born by four 
Knights, to his own Houfe, being the Manour of Su Marys, where he 
was honourably received by the Lord Burly > who gave cheerful Enter- 
tainment to all his Followers, during the Time of his Continuance in 
York, &c. 

* \ 

The feventeenth Day of April, being Sunday, the King wept sn 
Foot to the Minfter to hear the Sermon, which was preached by Dr. 
Y'horborough , Dean of York and Bifhop of Limrick va Ireland ; wbofe 
Doltrine and Method of Preaching was highly, by his Majefty, coM- 
■ mended. The Sermon ended* the King returned an Fopt, in the fame 
Sort as he came, to his Manour $ where he was . royally .Feafted the 
Lord Burly, during his Continuance in tbft Manoqx of St. Jtfary s. It 
is (aid to exceed all the reft in any Part of England before ; Butteries, 
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Pantries and Cellars always held open, in great Abundance, in all 
Corners. 

Monday , the eighteenth of April, his Majefty was feaftcd by my Lord 
Mayor of York whom he knighted by the Name of Sir Robert Walter. 
After Dinner, his Majefty commanded all Prifoners to be let at Liberty, 
except Papifts and wilful Murderers ; and rode from Tork to Grimftone , 
being a Houfe of Sir Edward Stenbope*s , where he lay that Night, an<£ 
dined the next Day. 

The nineteenth Day of April, his Grace rode to Bomfret- Caftle ; 
which when he had viewed, he rode to 'Duncafter, where he lodged at 
the Sign of the 'Bear and the Sun. 

The twentieth Day of April ', his Majefty rode toward War f ope, the 
Earl of Shrewsbury's Houfe ; and, at Baffin, the High-Sheriff of Tork- 
Shire took his Leave of the King, and Mr. Askotb, High-Sheriff of Net- 
tivgham- Shire, received him ; and fo conducted him till he came within 
a Mile of Blytb ; where his Grace alighted, and fat down on a Bank- 
Side to eat and drink. After which fhort Repaft he rode forward to War- 
pipe ; but, in the Park, he was fomewhat ftayed : For there appeared 
a Number of Huntfmen all in green ; the chief of which, in a Wood- 
Man’s Speech, did welcome him, offering to Ihew him fome Game j 
which he gladly condefcended to fee, and with a Train he hunted a good 
Space, and went into the Houfe ; where he was fo nobly and royally re- 
ceived, with Abundance of all Things, that ftill every Entertainment 
feemed to exceed other. 

The twenty firft Day of April , his Grace took his Way toward 
Newark upon Trent, where that Night be lodged in the Caftle ; where 
the Aldermen prefented him with a fair. gilt Cup, which was kindly ac- 
cepted. In this Town, and in the Court, was taken a Cut-Purfe doing 
the Deed ; and, being a bafe pilfering Thief, yet he was Gentleman-like 
in the Outfide. This Fellow had good Store of Coin found about him j 
and, upon Examination, confeffed that he had, from Berwick unto that 
Place, played the Cut-Purfe in the Court. The King, hearing of this 
Gallant, direfted a Warrant to the Recorder of Newark to have him 
hanged ; which was accordingly execute ; arid all the reft of the Prifo- 
ners of the Caftle pardoned. 

The twenty fecond Day of April, his Highnefs rode to Beaver- 
Caftle , hunting all the Way as he rode. At Beater-C aftle his High- 
nefs was royally received by the Earl of Rutland and his Countefs, and 
plentifully entertained. 

T h e twenty third Day of April, his Higbnefs rode forward toward 
Burly, and, by the Way, dined at Sir John Haringtons ; where that 
worthy Knight made him moft royal Entertainment. From thence he 
rode to Burly ; where his Grace, with all his Train, was received with 
great Magnificence, the Houfe Teeming lo rich, as if it had been fur- 
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nifhed at the Charges of an Emperor. The next Day, being Eajler-T)zy y 
there preached before him the Bilhop of Lincoln -, and the Sermon was 
no fooner done, but all the Offices of the Houfe were fet open, that every 
Man might have free Accefs to Buttries, Pantries, Kitchens, to eat and 
drink at their Pleafure. 

The twenty feventh Day of April , his Highnefs removed toward 
Hincbittgbroke , to Sir Oliver Cromwet s ; and, by the Way, dined at 
Sir Anthony Mildmays j where nothing wanted in a Subje&’s Duty to 
his Sovereign. Dinner and Banquet being pall, and the King at Point 
to depart, Sir Anthony prefented his Grace with a.gallant 'Barbary Horfe, 
and rich Saddle and Furniture fuitable ; which his Highnefs thankfully 
accepted, and rode toward Sir Oliver Cromwel’s ; and, about fome half 
Mile ere he came there, his Majelly was met by the Bailie of Huntington , 
who made to him a long Oration, and there delivered him the Sword j 
which his Highnefs gave to the Earl of Southamptoun to bear before him 
to Sir Oliver Cromwet s Houfe ; where his Highnefs and his Followers, 
with all their Comers, had fuch Entertainment, as not the like had been 
feen before. There was fuch Plenty and Variety of Meats, and Diver- 
fity of Wines, and the Cellars open at every Man’s Pleafure. There at- 
tended alfo, at Sir Oliver Cromwet s, the Heads of the Univerlity of 
Cambridge , all clad in Scarlet-Gowns and Corner-Caps ; which having 
Prefence of his Majelly, there was made an eloquent and learned Oration 
in Latin , welcoming his Majelly, ind alfo entreating the Confirmation 
of their Privileges ; which his Grace moll willingly granted. Mr. Crom- 
wel prefented his Majelly with many rich and acceptable Gifts j as, a 
very great and fair wrought Handing Cup of Gold, goodly Horles, deep- 
mouthed Hounds,- diverfe Hawks of excellent Wing ; and, at the Re- 
move, gave fifty Pounds Sterling Money among his Majelly ’s Officers.

The twenty ninth Day of April-, after Break-Fall, his Grace took 
Leave of Mr. Oliver Cromwel ana of his Lady, late Wife to Seignor^Ho- 
ratio Baulo Vicino. From thence he deparced to Royftoun ; and, as he* 
palled through Gudman-Cbejier , a Town clofe by Huntington , the Bai- 
lies of the Town, with their Brethren, met him, acknowledging their 
Allegiance, convoying him through the Town. There they prefented 
him 'with threefcore and ten Teem of Horfe, all traced to fair new 
Ploughs, in Shew of their Husbandry j which while his Majelly, being 
Very well delighted with the Sight thereof, demanded why they offered him 
fo many Horles and Ploughs 5 he was anfwered, That it was their ancient 
CuHom, whenfoever any King of England pafled through their Towh, 
fo to prefent him : Beliefs, they added, That they held their Lands by 
that Tenor, being the King’s Tenants. His Majelly not only took well 
in Worth their good Minds, but bade them ufe well their Ploughs, be- 
ing glad he was Land- Lord of fo many good Husband-Men in one Town. 
In his Way toward Royftoun-, the High-Sheriff of Hunt ingtoun-Shire took 
his Leave of his Grace, who was there received by Sir Edward Deny 
High -Sheriff of Hertford-SWm, attended on by a goodly Company, in 
Number feyenlcore, fuitably apparelled in blue Livery-Coats and white 
Doublets, and Hats with Feathers, all mounted on Horfeback, with red 
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Saddles. Sir Edward-, after his humble Duty, prefented his Highnefs 
with a gallant Horfe, and rich Saddle and Furniture correfpondent, being 
of great Value j which his Highnefs accepted gracioufly, and caufed him 
to ride on the faid Horfe before him. The Knight mounted quickly the 
faid Horfe ; and, in brave Manner, conduced his Majefty to one Mr. 
Chejters Houfe ; where his Majefty lay that Night, on his own kingly 
Charges. 

The thirtieth Day of dpril, his Majefty rode to Standcwn to Sir 
Thomas Sadler’s and, by the Way, the Bifhop of London met him, at- 
tended by a goodly Company of Gentlemen in tawny Coats and Chains 
of Gold. At Sir Thomas Sadler’s his Majefty was royally entertained for 
himfelf and his kingly Train. There his Grace flayed Sunday , before 
whom the Bifhop of London preached. 

The fecond Day <Jf May, being Monday , his Majefty removed to 
'Broxburn, a Houfe of Sir Henry Coke’s Cofferer to the late Queen Eli- 
zabeth, and now alfo Cofferer to his Majefty j where there met him the 
Lord Keeper of the great Seal, the Lord Admiral, with moft Part of the 
Nobility of the Land and Council of Eftate, who were favourably re- 
t ceived. At which Time, the faid Lord Keeper inade a brief and lear- 
ned Speech to his Majefty j to which his Majefty anfwered with great 
Grace and princely Wifdom. But to fpeak of his Grace’s Entertainment 
at Broxburn , it was fuqh, and lb abundant, as there was no Man, of 
whatfoever Condition, ' but bad what Appetite defired his Majefty alfo 
receiving thereby great Contentment ; and, continuing but one Night, 
departed the next Day, thanking the good Knight for his great Expences. 

The third Day of May, he came to Theobalds, a Houfe belonging 
to Sir Robert Cecil. At this Houfe there met his Majefty all, for the 
moft Part, of the old Servants and Officers in Houihold of the late Queen j 
and with them the Guard of his Majefty ’s Body ; all of them being cour- 
teoufly received to their own Content. Alfo, in his Houfe of Theobalds , 
the fourth Day of May, his Majefty, with diverfe Noblemen of Scotland , 
of his honourable Council, viz. The Duke of Lennox, the- Earl of Mar, 
the Lord Hume , Sir George Hume Treafurer of Scotland, Sir James El- 
phingjloun. Secretary to the King, the Lord of Kinlofs , now Matter of 
the Rolls, alfo the Englijh Nobility ; made of his Council, the Lord 
Henry Howard Brother to James Howard late Duke of Norfolk , Tho- 
mas Lord Howard Son to the faid Duke, who was alfo made there Lord 
Chamberlain, and the Lord Montjoy , not then returned out of Ireland. 
His Grace flayed at Theobalds four Days, with Entertainment, fuch, and 
fo coftly, as hardly cap be expreffed, confidering the Multitude that hi- 
ther reforted, befide the Train, none going thence unfatisfied. The King 
made Knights there, as is faid, twenty, eight. 

The feventh Day of May, being Saturday, he removed from Theo- 
balds toward London, riding through the Medows ; where, within two 
Miles on this Side Waltham, one of the Sheriffs of Lin don, called John 
Somerton , and alfo Sheriff of Middlefex, met his Majefty with fixty Men 
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in Livery-Coats ; where an eloquent and learned Oration was made to 
his Highnefs, by Richard Martin Gentleman of the Middle-Temple . 
Befides thefe Men in Livery-Coats that attended the Sheriffs, all moun- 
ted on gallant Horfes, moft of the Sheriffs Officers attended upon him ; 
who conduced the King within fome two Miles of London j and, at 
Stainforhill, the Lord Mayor of London prefented himfelf, with whom 
were the Aldermen in Gowns of Scarlet, and Chains of Gold about their 
Necks, with all chief Officers and Council of the City ; befides five hun- 
dred Citizens all very well mounted, clad in Velvet-Coats, and Chains 
of Gold, with the chief Gentlemen of the Hundreds, who made a good 
Show to entertain their Sovereign. There alio met his Majefty all the 
Officers of Eftate* as, Serjeants at Arms, with their rich Maces, the 
Heraulds in their Coats of Arms, and Trumpeters, every one in his due 
Place. The Duke of Lennox , bearing the Sword of Honour, before his 
Majefty, paffed over the Fields, and came in at the' Back-Side of the 
Charter-Houfc, where he was moft royally received and Entertained by ’ 
the Lord Thomas Howard. He Jay there four Nights, and, at his De- 
parture, made about eighty Knights. 

The eleventh Day of May , his Grace rode in Coach fomewhat clofely 
from the Charter-Houfe to Whitehall ', and from thence was convoyed by 
Water to the Tower of London , and there were attending on him the 
Lori Zeuth and the Lord Surly, ( fworn the faid Day Privy Counfcllers 
to his Majefty at the Charter-Houfe ) the Lord Admiral, the Earl of 
Northumberland-, the Lord Worcejier, the Lord Howard-, and others. 
The firft Day his Majefty viewed the Offices in the Tower, as, the Ar- 
mory, the Wardrobe, the Artillery, dye. The next Day he faw the Ord- 
nance-Houfe, the Mint-Houfe, and, at the laft, the Lyons, dye. 

The -twentieth Day of May , being Triday , his Grace made Barons 
and Knights, in the Tower, to the Niimber of twelve, or thereby. 

The feventeenth Day of May forefaid, Proclamation was made againft 
Rovers in the Borders. 

The twenty fecond Day of May, his Grace knighted Sir Robert 
Leelord Mayor of London , and others. His Majefty was, that Day, 
moft royally ferved ; and, at Night, diverfc Fire- Works on the Thames 
were fhewed for Triumph. 

I n the Month of June , there came Ambaffadors from the Talfyrave 
of Rhine , from the Eftates of Holland and Zeland , from the Arch-Duke 
of Jujlria , and from the French King. 

The fecond Day of July thereafter, the Feaft of St. George was roy- 
ally kept at Windfor by the King and Knights of the honourable Order 
of the Garter ; where the Prince, thie Duke of Lennox , the Earl of South- 
amptoun , the Earl of Mar, and the Earl of Pembroke, were inftalled. 
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The twenty firft Day of July-, were created at Hamptoun- Court, in 
the great Hall, by the King’s Majefty, under his Eftate, and the Queen 
prefent, to the Number of thirteen or fourteen Earls and Barons. 

Friday, the twenty fecond Day of July-, the King and Queen removed 
to Wejlminjler. 

Saturday , the twenty third, the King dubbed Knights in his Garden, 
the Judges, Serjeants at Law, and many other, three or four hundred. 

Sunday , the twenty fourth of July-, were performed the Solemnity of the 
Knights of T 'he Hath-, riding honourably from St. James’s to the Court, 
and made Show with their Squires and Pages about the Tilt-Yard ; and 
after went to the Park of St. James , and there alighted all from their 
Horfes, and went up to the King’s Majefty ’s Preftnce in the Gallery, 
where they received the Order of the Knighthood of ‘The Hath. 

The' twenty fifth Day of July-, being Monday , and the Feaft of the 
bleffed Apoftle St. James , King James of England \ the firft of that 
Name, with the noble Lady Queen Anne, were together crowned and 
anointed at Weftminfter, by the reverend Father in God John Wbitgifi 
Archbilhop of Canterbury , in Prefence of the Nobility, and namely Sir 
Robert Leelord Lord Major of London, in a Gown of Crimfon-Vdvet, 
his Brethren, the Aldermen, in Gowns of Scarlet, and twelve principal 
Citizens admitted to attend on them. Thefe, in the Morning early, en- 
tred in the Mayor’s Barge at the Three Cranes Stairs , and were rowed 
to Wejlminjler. All other Citizens ftayed from paffing thither, either 
by Water or by Land, as much as might be. 

Friday, being the fifth of Augufi, b^ Commandment from the Ordi- 
nary, was kept Holy-Day, with Prayers, Sermons and Bonfires, and all 
that Night all Men to praife God for the King’s Efcape from being mur- 
dered by a moft wicked Traitor, the Earl of Gowry. 

The fourteenth Day of Auguft , Sir William Dethick Garter , prin- 
cipal King at Arms, was fent to Peterborough in Northamptoun- Shire, 
with a rich Pale of Velvet, embroidered with the Arms of the mighty 
Princcfs Mary Queen of Scotland, having Letters dire&ed to the reverend 
Lord the Bimop of Peterborough in that Behalf ; which Pale of Velvet 
embroidered was, by him, folemnly carried and laid upon and over the 
Corps of the faid late Queen, aflifted by many Knights and Gentlemen, 
and much People, at the Time of divine Service ; and then the faid Bi- 
fhop preached a Sermon in that Behalf in the Morning, and made a great 
Feaft at Dinner, and the Dean of the fame preached in the Afternoon. 
The faid Queen of Scotland was royally and fumptuoufly interred by the 
faid Garter , on the firft Day of Auguft, One thoufand five hundred and 
eighty feven. 

Upon the fixth Day of November thereafter, the high and mighty 
Prince Frederick Duke of Wortenberg, who had been elefted before to be 
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one of the Company of the mcft noble Order of the Garter, in the 2f th 
Year of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth ( which was the Day appointed 
for that A&ion ) the faid Duke was invefted ; the Robes, Garter, and 
ether Ornaments of the laid Order, and other Ceremonies were performed 
in the Cathedral Church of that City ; and all the reft of that Day was 
lpent with great Feaft and Triumph, very admirable to Beholders, (jc. 

The. fifteenth Day thereafter, King James, Queen Anne his Wife, 
and Henry Frederick the Prince, paft triumphantly from the Tower of 
London , through his Royal City and Chamber cf London , . to Weftminficr. 
The Companies of the City, marfhalled according to their Degrees, were 
placed ; the firft beginning at the upper End of Mark-Lane , and the 
laft reaching to the Conduit of Fleet-Street, or thereabouts, their Seats be- 
ing doubled railed ; , upon the ypper Part whereof they leaned the Strea- 
mers, Enfigns and Banners of each particular ’Company, decently fixed ; 
and dife&ly againft them; quite through the Body of the City, fo high 
as Temple-Bar, a Angle Rail, a far Diftance from the other, was like- 
wife erc&ed to put off the Multitude. - The King, richly mounted on a 
white Gennet, under a rich Canopy, fuftained by eight Gentlemen of the * 
Privy Chamber for the Barons of th z (Cinque-Forts, entred his Royal 
City of London , and paffed the fame toward Wejiminfier , through feven 
Gates or Pageants : Of the which, the firft was ene&ed at the EaJiEnd of 
Fen-Church ; over the which Gate was reprefented the true Likenefs of 
the notable Houfes, Towers and Steeples within the City of London. 
The fecond Gate, a moft fumptuoUs Piece of Workmanlhip, was loftily 
raifed in Grace-Street by the Italians. The third Gate, upon Cornhill 
by the Exchange, reprefenting the feventeen Provinces of Relgia, Or the 
Dutch Nation; and, by them, raifed clofe to St. Mildred’s Church, in 
the Poultrey, a Scoffold was erefled ; where, at the City’s Coft, to delight 
the Queen with her own Country Mufick, nine Trumpets and a Kettle- 
Drum did aflually found the Danijh March, &c. The fourth Gate 
wherethrough his Grace paft at Charges of the Citizens,wa 8 raifed at Wefl- 
Cbeap at Super-Lane End, adjoyning to the Eajl Front of the ,o- re at 
Crofs. In the Cheap was ere&ed a fquare low Gallery, fome four Foot 
from the Ground*, let round about with Pilley-Stairs, where flood the 
Aldermen, the Chamberlain, Town-Clerk, and Council of theCity,and Sir 
Henry Montague Recorder of the City, who made to his Majefty a gra- 
tulatory Oration, as followeth. . 

High Imperial Majejly , it is not a Tear in Days, fince , with Accla- 
mations of the Feople, Citizens and Nobles, a^Jpiciou/ly here, at ' this 
Crofs, was proclaimed your true Succeffion to the Crown. If then it was 
joyous, with Hands and Hearts lift up to Heaven, to cry King James ; 
what is it now to fee King James? Come therefore,!) worthieft of Kings, 
as a florious "Bridegroom , through, your Royal Chamber. But, to cme 
nearer , adeft quern querimus. Twenty and more are the Sovereigns we 
ha<"e forced Jince our Conquejl ; but Conqueror of Hearts, it is you 
and rrur Fcfferity, that we have cowed to lice, and wijh to ferce whilft 
Loudon is a City. In Fledge Whereof my Lord Mayor, the Aldermen 
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and Commons of the City , wijhing a goldtn Reign to you , prefents your 
Grace with a little Cup of Gold , &c. 

A t the End of the Oration, three Cups of Gold were given ( in name . 
of the Lord Mayor, and the haill Body of the City ) to his Grace, the 
young Prince, and the Queen. From thence his Majefty pall to the 
little Conduit at ‘Paid s-Gate, where was placed the fifth Gate or Page- 
ant, Arbour-like, and fo called The Arbour of Mufick. From thence 
he pafled through Paul s Church- Yard ; upon the lower Battlements of 
which Church, an Anthem was fung by the Quirifters of the Church, to the , 
Mufick of loud Inftrumencs ; which being finifhed, a little Oration was de- 
livered by one of Mr. Malcafters Scholars, at the Door of the Free- 
School, founded by Dr. Collet , fometime Dean of Paul s Church. The 
fixth Arch or Gate of Triumph was ereded above the Conduit in Fleet- 
Street, whereon the Globe of the World was feen to move. At Temple- 
Bar, when his Grace was upon the Point of giving a gracious princely 
Farewel to the Lord Mayor and the City, a ieventh Gate or Arch was 
ere&ed ; the Forefront whereof was proportioned in every Refpe6t like 
a Temple, being dedicate to James. Laftly. The' City of Weftminfter 
and Dutchy of Laneafter at The Strand had invented the Invention of a 
Rain- Bow ; the Sun, Moon and Stars advanced betwixt two Pyramids ; 
which Piece of Work was begun arid ended in Twelve Days. Of all 
which Pageants and Devices, Speeches, and Songs declared in them, ye 
may read at Large, in a Book intituled, The Magnificent Entertain- 
ment given to King James, upon the T>ay of bis Triumphant Pajfage 
from the Tower , through his Honourable City of London, the i$tb of 
March idof by Thomas Decker. 

The Nineteenth Day of Anguft , in the Afternoon, about Five of the 
Clock, a joyful Peace was proclaimed at the Crofs in Weft-cheap , to the 
Honour of God, and Tranquillity of thefe our united Kingdoms, with 
the High and Might y Prince Philips the Third of that Name, King of 
Spain , and Albert ana Ifabel Arch-dukes of Auftria , and Dukes of Pur- 
gundy. William Segar, alias Garter King at Arms, read the Proclama- 
tion, being prefent, Eight or Ten Heraulds, in their Coats of Arms} 
Serjeant Trumpeter, and other Eight Trumpeters founding ; and Si x Wil- 
liam Rbennie, one of the Sheriffs of London, in Scarlet, all on Horfe- 
back, dated at Whitehall the Day and Year forefaid. 

T h e T wenty third Day of October, King James was, in moft folemn 
Manner, at the great Crofs in Weft-cheap, proclaimed King of Great 
Britain, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, dye. Sir Thomas 
Rennet , Lord Mayor of London, his Brethren the Aldermen, in Scarlet, 
with Heraulds and Trumpeters, all on Horfeback, being prefent. 

. The Fourth Day of January, Afternoon, Charles Duke of Albany , 
a Child offome Four Years old, lecond Son to King James, now Prince 
of Great Britain , was created Duke of York, in the Half where the King 
fat moft Royally under the Cloath of State; at the whilk Time, the He- 
raulds going before, the Knights of the Bath followed ; after them, the 
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Lord Chamberlain, Earl of Suffolk , in his Robes of Eftate, going alone ; 
then Henry Howard , Earl of Northampton , and Charles Blunt Earl of 
Dezonjhire, carrying the Robes of Eftate for the Duke of 2 r ork ; after, 
the Earl of Southampton carried the Coronet ; the Earl of Cumberland the 
Golden Rod ; the Earl of Worcefter the Cap of Eftate ; and the Earl of 
Nottingham bore the Duke of Albany in his Arms, fupported by the Earl 
of fDorfet-i Lord Treafurer, and the Earl of Northumberland ; who, all 
coming in this Order before the King, the Duke of Albany was, after the 
Patent read, created Duke of 2 ork 0 the Robes and Coronet put on him, 
the Golden Rod delivered into his Hand ; all which performed, they 
went to Dinner, the Duke of Ofork and the Earl fitting at one Table in the 
upper End of the great Chamber, in the Robes of Eftate ; the Knights of 
the Bath, by themfelves, at another Table on the Side of that Chamber. 

The Right Honourable, Roger Earl of Rutland \ appointed by the 
King’s Majcfty to be Amballador to his loving Brother CbrifHan IV. 
King of ‘Denmark , as well to folemnize, in his Behalf, the Chriftning of 
the King’s Son, as alfo to prefent his Highnefs with the moft noble Order 
of the Garter, took bis Leave of the Court at Greenwich , on Sunday the 
26th of June 1603 Years, and on Monday embarked himfelf at Grazef- 
tnd \ in his Majefty’s Ship called Lhe Golden Lyon , being worthily ac- 
companied with Nine Knights, T wenty Squires, his Friends and Allies, 
befi< aes about One hundred Gentlemen and Yeomen, his Servants and Fol- 
lowers. On Tfuefday the Twenty eighth, his Lordlhip failed at Gravef- 
end. On Wednefday , at Night, we loft Sight of Land ; and the Wind 
and Weather being favourable, on Tuefday Seven-night following, we arr 
rived, and fafely anchored within the Sound of Denmark. Upon Lhurf- 
day his Lordfhip landed at Elfinore , and was vifited and faluted from 
the King. On Friday he refted himfelf $ and on Saturday took Journey 
to Copenhagen , where the King then was, with Seven fcOre Wagons pre- 
pared for his T ranfportation $ his Majefty alfo having fent T wo very fine 
Coaches, and fome Gentlemen, hie Servants, to attend on him by the 
Way. His Lordfhip was met by Ramellious , and fome other of the 
King’s Council, who, by an Oration made in Latin , faluted his Lord- 
fhip with moft kindly Welcome, fignifying, that it was the King’s Plea- 
fure, that himfelf and all his Train fhould be free of all Charge during 
their Abode in his Country j and to that End hadfo ordained, that in all 
the Towns and Villages where we pafled, Wine and Beer, and all other 
Vi&uals were plentifully and freely offered unto all Men. This Oration 
was anfwered by Mr. Nantoun , a Learned Gentleman that attended my' 
Lord for that Purpofe. That Evening we came to Copenhagen. The 
Ambaffador and his Brethren were lodged in the Court ; and the Knights 
aqd Gentlemen in the Town. That Night the Earl was vilited in his 
Lodging by fome of the King’s Council, ajid fome Complements palled 
betwixt the King and the Ambaffador, by Meffages only. Sunday , in 
the Morning, being the Tenth of July, his Lordfhip was appointed to 
have Audience of the King; and thereupon, about the Hour of Nine, 
his Lordfhip fet forth of his Lodging, with all bis Attendants, in very 
good Order, and richly beieen. His' Gentlemen of the better Sort had 
a Livery of Scarlet, and with Five or Six Silver Laces about ; and the 
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meaner Sort with as many Guards of White Sattin. The King’s Maje- 
fty ftood in an Half Pace, in a great Chamber, at the Side of a Square 
Table, placed under an Cloath of Eftate of Crimfon Velvet. He was ap- 
parelled in Black, for he then mourned for his Brother, which died at 
Kujfia . At my Lord’s Approach he uncovered his Head, and defend- 
ing the Half Pace, embraced my Lord with much Kindnefs. Then be- 
gan Mr. Nantoun my Lord’s Orator his Oration in Latin, which he per- 
formed with great Eloquence ; and in handling che Parts of his Oration, 
he, firft prefented the King of ‘Britain’s Letters oT Credence, and Deputa- 
tion for the Baptizing of the Child ; and then the Commillion for the Or- 
der of the Garter. All which the King of Denmark received and read, 
and, by fome few Inftru&ions given by his Majefty to Ramellious his 
Counfellor, Ramellious anfwered the Oration pointedly, with great Learn- 
ing and Readinefs. After the which, the King difeourfed a while in 
the Italian Tongue with the Ambaflador, taking Knowledge of the 
Knights and Gentlemen, who killed his Highnels Hand, and alfo pro- 
ceeded to the Church to the Cbriftning of the young Prince, in Manner 
following. 

The Streets of Copenhagen , through which his Royal Highnefs 
fhould pafs, were fet with certain Enfigns and Burghers, both of Shot and 
Pick. The King’s Trumpeters rode foremoft, founding ; then followed the 
Kettle-drums ; then the King’s Houlhold Servants on Foot ; after whom 
followed Fifty Gentlemen, all mounted on great Horfes, apparelled in 
Black, who mourned as the King did j then came the Lord Ambaifadors 
Attendants, followers and Servants, accompanied with divers Danes on 
Foot ; the Bilhop of Bream , with the Deputies of Saxon Brunfwick and 
Brandenburg, accompanied each other ; the King, the Lord Ambafla- 
dor, and Duke Ulrick the King’s Brother, rode all three together ; the 
Queen Mother followed, invefted. in White Sattin above, in an Chariot of 
Crimfon Velvet embroidered, and richly gilt, bearing the young Prince 
in her Arms ’, the "Chariot -wwa drawn with Six White Horfes, fumptu- 
oufly barnefled 'and plumed ; and an Guard of Swifter s fuited in Red and 
Yellow Silk, bearing Light Torches thereabouts -, after followed a fparc 
Chariot of Purple, richly embroidered ; and after it, divers Coaches of 
the Queen’s Women, apparelled into White, like unto Nuns. Thus, 
with great Triumph and Rejoycing of the People, who were there in 
great Numbers, they entred our Lady Church of that Town, where the 
Baptizing was to be performed. The Chancel was hung with Crimfon 
Velvet and Sattin figured, and round about beautified with the moft fair 
Ladies, in great Abundance, all rich in Jewels, and Head Attires in 
Pearl, clofs arelTed ; but their Garments were black and plain: And tru- 
ly, in my Judgment, both for Habit and Behaviour, they feemed to be 
the moft modeft Women in the World. _ In theChancel were erefted two 
Trevifes, the one for Queen Mother and the Prince, the other for the 
King and the Ambaflador. After divers Anthems and Hymns fung, and 
conforted with eloquent Mulick, in great Variety, a Bilhop, aflilLi 
with a Deacon, in rich Veftments, Handing before the Altar, began to 
read certain Prayers both in Latin and Danijh Tongues ; which perfor- 
med, the Bilhop came to the Font, and the Qucep Mother, being led by 
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the Ambaffador and the Duke Ulrick, brought the Child in her Arm* m 
the fame ; and there file delivered the Child to be held by theLord Am 
«!* herfelf fliptback the Head Attirel ,hj BteffiT 

whrch the Bilhop, after certain Prayers performed, by putting Water or! 

the Infants Head, with the Sign of the Crofs, faying* Neamp Ap 
which was Chriftian, done, b? the Lord AmUffSa^X cepS 
at the Requeft of the King his Father. All which accomplifhcd the’ 
Qpeen Mother, with the Prince, retired unto her Trevis. The Bifliop 
began a Sermon m Latin upon the Gofpel for that Day : which endSf 
the Trumpets founded, and they royally retired as they^ame. ’

right Side of the Table-End, and his Queen on the left. The Duke his

a. At the invefcng of the King the Callle difeharged S^anrns, 

Ooo and 
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tuxHbe King df England's Ships, lying before the Gallic, reported m 
many. Then, after Noon, the* King vent aboard in ihc Englffi Ships, 
and had a Banquet prepared for him upon the upper Decks, which wate 
hung with a Covering of Cloth of % tffite. Every Heafltb reported fix, 
eight, or ten Shot of great Ordnance : So that, during the King’s Abode, 
the Ship difeharged a hundred and fifty Shot. 

The Caftle of Elfinore is a Quadrant, and one of the good 1 reft For- 
tifications in that Fart of the World, both for Strength, and moll Curious 
Architecture, and was built by Frederiok *the King’s Father. These 
are in the fame many princely Lodgings, and cfpecially one great Cham- 
ber. .. It is hanged with Irijh Tapeftry of fidh -coloured Silk, without 
Gold, wherein all the Danifh Kings are expreffed in antique Habits, ac» 

’ cording to their feveral Times, with their Arms and Inscriptions, con- 
taining all their Conquefts and Victories. The Roof is of inlet Wood!, 

and hung full of Branches of Brafs for Lights^

Friday’, the fifteenth Day, the King hunted ; and, by the Way, Shew- 
ed my Lord Ambaffador certain Water-Mills (of his own Device) for 
the ForgiDg, Hammering, and Boring of the Ordnance, botfh giVat ’and 
fmail.. In the which Work, a dozen Men did, with great Eafe, the 
Offices of three or fourfeore. The Chafe continued about two Hours ; 
•, the Deer, being brought within Toyles, were killed with Musket-Shot, to 
the Nkunbeir of eight or mnefcore, the moil Part Stags. After the which, 
the King feafted my Lord Ambaffador in a Lodge, yety royally. 

'Saturday*, the fixteenth Day, in the Morning, fix or eight of the 
King’s Council repaired unto my Lord Ambaffador’s Ixxlgiog in the 
Caiftle ; anil there, in Prefence of his Lords and his Attendants, made a 
iolemn Proteftation of the King’s high Acceptation of thofc Favodiu and 
faj.. Rm thcr the King of England had done unto 

' bha, pcomifing aH princely Rcquittal if it lay in his Power, yielding 
-always gifcat Thanks to the Ambaffador for his long and painful Journey 
to do him Honbur y and therewith preftWCed him with a fair Chain, and 
ia rich Jewel fee with Diamonds, and his Pi&ure alfo hanging thereat : 
AJfo fixtecn other Chains were given to the Knights, and fome of the 
Gentlemen, my Lord’s Followers j and about ten of his Mediagles of 
Gold unto others. 

The Prefents which the King of England fent to the King of Den- 
mark were', a Collar df the Order, two very rich Georges fet with Dia- 
monds, and two Garten ; and to the Queen-Mother, rich Carcanets, and 
.other Jewels, eftimatc worth three or four thoufand Pounds Sterling . 

That Day, Ramellious invited both the King and Ambaffador to 
£ne with him, at his own Houfe, near the Caftle • and, in bis Dining- 
Chamber, had erefted a Cloth of Eftate of Crimfon-Sattin, figured with 
two Chairs and Cushions Of the fame j and, upon the Cloth of Eftate, 
were fet the Arms and Stiles of both the Kings, which before was not 
ufed, becaufc the King received the Qxdcr in his Chamber, and not in 
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his Chapel. The Chear was great, and my Lord AmbaiTador, being 
weary with thefe bachanal Entertainments, took his Leave of the King’s 
Grace, intending, that Night, to lie aboard, for his mpre fpeedy f)if- 
patch homeward. The King, by no Periwafion, could alter, his Deter- 
mination ; and therefore, after many Embracements on either Part, with 
Xi fling the King's Hands, his Lordfhip departed, and was accompanied 
unto the Shore by his Ma jelly • where the Pinnace and the Long-Boat 
lay ready to convoy him aboard. 

Sunday and Monday we were becalmed in the Sound ; and on Tuef- 
day-t the nineteenth of July, we fet Sail for England. Our Ship, falut- 
ing the Caftle, was refaluted by the fame ; and the King, Handing upon 
a Countcrfcarp that lay into the Sea, gave Fire unto a Cannon with 
his own Hand, for our laft Farewel : And truly I muft fay thus much 
of him, That, for his Royal Perfon and princely Carriage, I hold him 
to be the goodlicft King in Chriftendom. 

Saturday , the thirtieth of July, after we had been thirteen Days at 
Sail, carried by contrary Winds, we arrived at SearlMOUgb-Ro&d in 
Ttrk- Shire. 

The eighth of duguft following, the Lord Ambai&dor came, with 
his Attendants, Followers and Servants, to Hamptoun-Coutt, where his 
Lordfhip, and the reft, killed the King's Hand. Whom all I leave, for 
this prelent, to next Occafioy, and the reft of all Matters ay Author con- 
tinues to fpeak further of, and reft.
